Storm  King's  Awful  Work  in 
Several  oF  Southwest- 
ern States. 


Over  Forty  Lives  Known  to 

Have  Been  Lost  in 

Floods. 


Fields  Swept  Clean,  Houses 

Blown  to  Pieces  and  Ruin 

Everywhere. 


Texas,  says:  A  reporl  was  received 
here  tiHlay  of  a  t-ycloni'  which  struck 
Chickasaw.  I.  T.,  last  night  about  9 
o'clock.  Several  bulldlnps  were  blown 
Pown.  amonff  which  was  the  Rock 
Island  freight  depot  and  a  large  grist 
mill  near  by.  The  storm  passed  Hen- 
nesey.  doing  much  damage.  .  Nobody 
was  killed  so  far  as  known. 


OKLAHOMA'S  DELUGE. 
Guthrie.  Okla..  July  8.  -A  terrific  hall 
and  wind  storm  prevailed  here  last 
night.  Hail  fell  as  larg.-  as  hen's  eggs, 
doing  an  Immense  anmunt  of  damage 
to  crops  and  breakln;;  hundreds  of 
windows.  In  one  town.ship  there  was  a 
waterspout  and  a  nuniber  of  bridges 
were  washed  away  anil  other  damage 
done. 


MISSOURI  CROPS  RUINED. 
Nevada,  Mo.,  July  S —The  "heaviest 
rainfall  in  this  section  fur  many  years 
has  fallen  here  for  tie  past  several 
days.  The  Marmaton  river  has  over- 
flowed thousands  of  aires  of  growing 
crops,  badly  damaging  them.  Com  is 
uninjured. 


DAKOTA  GRAIN  SPOILED. 
Minneapolis,  July  8.-Speclals  to  the 
Journal  from  Cando  and  Forman,  N. 
D.,  report  heavy  hall  storms  yesterday 
afternoon.  The  former  was  two  miles 
wide  and  twenty  miles  long.  The  lat- 
ter laid  low  1000  acres  of  grain. 


Kansas  Ci'ty,  JuTy  8. — Reports  of 
.storms  during  the  pasit  three  days 
come  from  a  large  territory,  and  show 
that  the  water  washed  from  the  Rocky 
mountains  to  the  Iowa  line.  Last 
ntght  the  "worst  blow  came.  Reports  of 
loss  of  life  and  destruction  of  property 
came  wl'fh  every  telegram,  ajid  the 
downpour,  first  regarded  as  .a  blessing, 

ended  in  destruotion.  Fields  of  grain 
that  promised  the  mtxst  bountiful  yieM 
in  many  years  were  4»weT)t  bare  of  veg- 
•  •latlon.  In  seNcral  instances  the  seas 
of  rain  were  abetted  in  their  work  of 
devastation  by  ^tornadoes.  It  is  too 
tvirly  yet  to  sum  up  the  loss,  but  the 
total  Is  appalling,  and  those  to  whom 
the  angry  eJemerats  spared  life  'nave 
lititle  left  lv>  sustain  i't.  The  stories  of 
.stoi'm  are  so  s-imiLar  that  a  statistical 
summary  is  Hll  therfl  is  left  to  tell. 

The  storm  focus  embraced  an  area 
of  200  square  miles,  with  the  south- 
western corner  of  Missouri  -as  the 
center.  The  greaitest  loss  of  life  is  re- 
ported from  Winona.  Mo.,  where  eleven 
o.)rpses  have  been  found,  with  as  many 
more  loslt.  At  Baxter  Springs,  in 
Southwesrtern  Kansas,  five  were  killed 
and  eleven  seriously  Injured  by  a  cy- 
clone that  accompanied  the  storm.  One 
person  was  drowned  at  Columbus  and 
two  at  Ottawa,  Kan.  At  Van  Buren. 
Ark.,  a  mother  and  her  babe  were 
drowned. 

A  family  of  five  were  e<ncamped  an 
the  bank  of  Fish  Creek.  In  tilie  Indian 
Territory.  Nothing  of  them  nor  their 
belongings  ihas  beem  found,  except  a 
part  of  their  wagon  on  a  pile  of  drift 
wood.  At  Thomasville,  Mo.,  where  the 
rainfall  was  four  inches  in  one  hour. 
Hvtj  persf)n9  'Were  lo^t.  Unconfirmed 
reports  are  received  of  the  loss  of  life 
as  follows:  Three  at  Fayettville,  Ark.; 
ont  iJ.  Paula,  Kan.;  one  at  Richards, 
Kan.;  and  six  of  a  hunting  party  in  thj 
Indian    Territory. 

This  gives  a  known  and  probable  loss 
of  forty-ithree  Hves.  This  total  will  be 
increased  iwihen  the  receding  water  per- 
mits a  thorough  search.  The  loss  of 
property  can  be  placed  in  tlie  millions. 
Dwellings,  fences  and  farm  buildings 
were  carried  off  and  highway  and  rail- 
road bridges  swept  away.  Thiirty  of 
the  eighty  buildings  in  Winona  were 
demolished.  A  church  and  warehouse 
wenit  down  at  Baxter  Springs.  Six 
bridges  went  out  in  Russell  county, 
Kan.  About  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  many 
square  miles  of  growing  grain  was  de- 
stroyed. Traffic  on  the  Fort  Scott  & 
Memphis  railroad  is  temporarily  sus- 
pended. Reports  of  damage  to  prop- 
erty other  than  above  noted  come  fromi 
five  points  in  Kansas,  six  in  Arkansas, 
and  two  in  Indian  Territory.  The  storm 
spent  itself  in  Illinois,  and  proved  a 
blessing  to  crops  there. 

The  greatest  burden  of  the  loss  falls 
upon  the  farmers,  as  the  season  is  too 
far  spent  to  plant  new  crops,  and  suf- 
fering must  surely  follow'  In  the  storm's 
wake.  TQie  country's  grain  has  been 
cleaned  out.  Details  of  individual  suf- 
fering and  experiences  would  fill  vol- 
umes and  recall  the  horrors  of  the 
Johnstown  disaster. 


ON  THE  JAMES  RIVER. 
Springfield,  Mo.,  July  8. — A  severe 
electrical  and  rain  storm  swept  along 
the  James  river  and  as  far  south  as 
Chariton  county  last  nij^'ht.  Live  stock 
was  killed  and  crops  badly  damaged. 
At  Sparta  three  houses  were  destroyed. 


G.  A.  R.  FUNERALS. 


Archbishop  Rain  Makes  a  Rul- 
ing Regarding  Them. 

St.  Louis,  July  8. — Archbishop  Kain 
has  made  a  decision  that  removes  the 
ban  placed  by  some  priests  on  Grand 
Army  funerals.  Under  ids  ruling  mem- 
bers of  the  G.  A.  R.  attending  funerals 
may  enter  the  church  wearing  their 
uniforms  and  insignia,  and  may  con- 
duct funerals  in  accordance  with  their 
ritual  in  Catholic  cemeteries.  Contro- 
versies on  this  subject  have  been  fre- 
quent within  the  past  few  years,  and 
many  a  cortege  has  found  its  progress 
abruptly  blocked  by  S(jme  priest  who 
would  not  allow  the  procession  to  enter 
the  church  or  cemetery  wearing  the 
uniform  and  insignia  of  the  order, 
claiming  that  it  would  be  an  infrac- 
tion of  the  rules  and  principles  of  the 
Catholic  church. 

The  question  assumf  d  such  propor- 
tions that  some  of  the  head  officers  and! 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  decided 
that  an  understandtnK  ijetween  the 
church  and  the  order  should  be  reached, 
that  the  veterans  mlglit  know  how  to 
govern  themselves.  The  decision  of  the 
archbishop  resulted.

TROOPS  FOR  CUBA. 


WINONA'S  FATE. 


Sixty  Thousand   Fresh  Span- 
ish Troops  to  Arrive. 

Havana,  July  8.— Gens.  Salcideo  and 
Besan,  while  out  scouting  In  the  fields 
near  Yataras,  had  a  skirmish  with  the 
insurgents,  who  left  ten  dead  upon  the 
field.  On  the  side  of  the  troops  two 
soldiers  were  killed  and  six  wounded. 
Gen.  Navarro  has  had  an  engagement 
with  the  Sousea  band  of  insurgents 
at  Botija,  Santiago  De  Cuba.  The  in- 
surgents lost  two  killed,  left  two 
wounded  and  the  Spanish  troops  cap- 
tured two  prisoners. 

Capt.  Gen.  Martinez  De  Campos  has 
issued  a  proclamation  saying  that  all 
insurgents  captured  with  arms  in  their 
possession  will  hereafter  be  summarily 
tried  by  court  martial  and  shot.  Those 
who  conspire  against  the  Integrity  of 
the  national  government  will  be  sent 
to  African  penitentiaries  and  those  who 
surrender  will  be  released.  At  Maca- 
gua,  near  Mantanzas,  an  insurgent 
band  consisting  of  about  thirty  men 
has  plundered  and  burned  three  stores. 

During  the  month  of  October  and 
the  early  part  of  November  additional 
reinforcements  to  the  number  of  60,000 
troops  will  be  sent  from  Spain  to  Cuba. 
All  the  steamers  of  the  different  Span- 
ish lines  will  be  chartered  by  the  gov- 
ernment in  order  to  send  the  troops 
here.

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Awful  Destruction  in  the  Little 
Missouri  Town. 

Springfield,  Mo.,  July  8.— The  reports 
of  the  flood  and  disaster  at  Winona, 
Mo.,  published  heretofore  are  now 
known  to  have  told  only  part  of  the 
horrors  of  the  disaster.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  Winona  is  in  a  mountainous 
region,  almost  Inaccessible  by  wagon, 
and  that  the  railway  is  washed  away, 
news  of  the  flood  is  hard  to  obtain. 
Connections  will  be  established  this  af- 
ternoon by  running  a  train  on  either 
end  of  the  Current  river  on  the  Mem- 
phis road,  but  it  will  be  several  days 
before  the  gap  can  be  closed  up  In 
the  road,  as  the  grading  has  been 
washed  out  for  a  long  distance.  Sev- 
eral oflSclals  of  the  railway  and  other 
parties  of  this  city  left  for  Winona 
on  a  special  train  this  morning  to  ren- 
der all  assistance  possible  to  the  flood 
sufferers. 

The  bodies  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Duncan 
and  daughter  Mattie,  and  Miss  Norma 
Vincent  were  found  about  noon  yester- 
day under  a  pile  of  driftwood  about  a 
mile  below  Winona.  Also  the  body  of 
an  unknown  man  who  was  stopping 
at  one  of  the  hotels. 

A  terrible  stench  arises  from  the  mass 
of  horses,  hogs  and  cattle  drowned. 
It  Is  charged  that  some  of  the  visitors, 
men  and  women,  are  stripping  the 
dead  and  appropriating  everything  of 
value.  For  several  miles  below  Wi- 
nona may  be  seen  wagons  and  house- 
hold goods  of  all  kinds  and  dead  ani- 
mals scattered  In  all  directions.  Over 
200  people  were  searching  yesterday 
for  dead  bodies.  The  body  of  George 
Evans"  daughter  was  found  this  fore- 
noon. The  body  of  Lloyd  Wrights 
daughter  Is  still  missing.  Late  news 
from  Thomasville,  Oregon  county, 
shows  that  while  great  damage  was 
done,  there  was  no  loss  of  life. 


Five  Injured  on   an    Electric 
Line  in  Chicago. 

Chicago,  July  8.— Five  men  were 
badly  injured  and  several  others  bruised 
today  by  a  wreck  on  the  Paulina  street' 
electric  car  line.  The  car  was  running 
at  a  high  rate  of  speed  when  near 
Taylor  street  It/  jumped  the  track  and 
dashed  into  the  cur!),  breaking  the 
motor  car  to  splinters.  The  badly  in- 
jured are:  John  Scasanka,  laborer, 
both  legs  broken,  internally  injured; 
Robert  Stokes,  clerk,  arm  broken  and 
head  cut;  Andrew  Gerking,  mechanic, 
internally  Injured;  William  Ballhar. 
motorman,  arm  Injured  and  head  cut; 
Frank  J.  Palera,  laborer,  cut  about 
head  and  shoulders. 

Several  other  passengers  were  cut 
and  bruised,  but  their  wounds  were  not 
serious.  The  Injured  were  removed  to 
hospitals  and  their  homes,  and  trafllc 
on  the  line  was  not  delayed,  as  the 
wreck  ran  clear  of  the  track.  The  ac- 
cident is  supposed  to  have  been  caused 
by  an  obstruction  on  the  rails. 


St.  Paul,  July  8.— The  hearing  before 
the  attorney  general  on  the  question 
as  to  whether  the  land  grant  of  the 
Dulutii  &  Iron  Range  railroad  hiajs  been 
forfeited  or  not,  did  not  take  place  this 
morning,  because  Mr.  Chandler,  the  at- 
torney for  the  road,  was  unable  to  be 
here.  It  will  take  place  the  latter  part 
of  this  week  in  all  probability.  The 
chances  are  that  the  matter  will  reach 
the  courts  whicih  ever  side  wins  in  the 
Ilea  ring. 

If  the  state  wins,  there  is  little  doubt 
ithaJt  the  company  will  take  the  ease 
into  court,  and  if  the  company  wins 
there  is  a  strong  probability  that  the 
auditor  iwill  send  the  matter  to  the 
courts  by  refusing  ito  Lssue  the  certifi- 
cates. Such  a  refusal  would  undoubt- 
edly be  followed  by  a  writ  of  mandam- 
us to  compel  the  auditor  to  issue  the 
certiflcBtes  and  the  courts  would  then 
•have  a  chance  to  decide  the  martiter. 
The  Washington  land  officials  and 
some  of  the  correspondents  still  appear 
to  ibe  much  agitated  for  fear  the  state 
of  Mimnesot'a  will  secure  these  and  other 
swamip  lands  within  the  state  under  the 
old  arrangement  by  which  they  were 
to  be  selected  from  the  field  notes  of 
the  surveyors,  and  t^hey  are  dioing  their 
best  to  ibesmirah  Auditor  Dunn. 

They  still  persist  in  the  statement 
that  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  road  has 
secured  a  lot  of  those  swamp  lands, 
and  that  the  latest  claim  is  that  the 
lands  were  granted  by  the  legislature 
in  1887,  and  the  correspondent  asks 
where  Dunn  was  at  that  time.  No 
question  regarding  the  grant  came  up 
in  1887.  The  incident  to  which  the  cor- 
respondent probably  refers  occurred  In 
the  legislature  of  1889.  That  was  after 
the  grant  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
had  been  declared  forfeited,  and  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  people  went  before 
the  legislature  and  tried  to  have  the 
forfeited  lands  transferred  to  them. 
They  have  never  at  any  time  claimed  ai 
grant  of  their  own.  There  was  a  hard 
fight  in  the  legislature,  and  the  bill 
for  the  transfer  finally  went  through 
the  house,  but  was  killed  in  the  sen- 
ate. 

Auditor  Dunn  was  then  a  member 
of  the  house  and  was  one  of  about 
twenty  members  who  voted  against 
the  bill.  He  also  worked  against  its 
final  passage  in  the  senate.  This  In- 
cident, Auditor  Dunn  claims,  is  in  his 
favor,  as  showing  that  the  grant  of  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road  had  been 
actually  forfeited,  and  that  they  are 
not  now  entitled  to  any  lands.  Deputy 
Auditor  Iverson  left  for  Washington 
last  evening  to  assist  in  straighten- 
ing out  land  matters. 

TEACHERS  IN  DENVER. 

Eleven  Thousand  Already   in 
the  City  of  the  Plains. 

Denver,  July  8.— During  the  past  hours 
there  has  been  a  great  rush  of  incom- 
ing delegates  and  visitors  to  the  Na- 
tional Educational  association  conven- 
tion. It  was  estimated  that  11,000  visit- 
ors had  arrived  at  noon  today  and  that 
the  total  number  will  exceed  14.000.  The 
regular  trains  have  been  heavily  loaded 
and  a  dozen  special  trains  have  arrived 
since  last  night. 

The  National  Council  of  Educating 
continued  its  session  this  forenoon. 
President  Rounds  announced  the  fol- 
lowing committee  to  formulate  a  plan 
of  carrying  Into  effect  the  suggestions 
on  Dr.  Sabin's  paper  on  "Ungraded 
Schools."  read  on  Saturday:  B.  A. 
Hinsdale,  Michigan;  D.  L.  Kiehl,  Minne- 
sota; J.  R.  President.  Mississippi; 
Geoirge  H.  Brown,  Illinois,  and  Earl 
Barnes,  California. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  ped- 
agogies was  given  by  Dr.  B.  A.  Hins- 
dale, of  Michigan,  the  subject  being 
"The  laws  of  mental  congruity  and 
mental  energy  appl/ied  to  some  peda- 
gogical problems."  The  doctor  showed 
that  the  rules  of  teaching  and  the  ar- 
rangement of  studies  should  conform  to 
the  peculiar  conditions  of  the  pupils' 
mind,  so  that  mental  power  be  used  to 
the  best  advantage  and  mental  fatigue 
avoided. 


They  Row  Well  Despite  Reports 
to  the  Contrary. 

Hooiley  on  Thames.  July  8 — The  Henley 
regatta  begins  tomorrow.  Cornell  at 
3:30  p.  m.  of  thalt  day  will  meet  the 
famous  Leander  boat  club  crew,  prob- 
ably the  strongest  on  the  river. 
Charles  E.  Courtney,  when  he  arrived 
at  the  botat  hou.se  this  morniing,  looked 
very  glum,  and  said:  "I  do  not  know 
whether  the  Cornell  crew  will  be  able 
to  row  tomorrow.  The  fact  is  we  have 
Itwo  sick  men — Hager  and  Fennel! — 
who  ought  not  to  row  In  their  present 
condition.  But  if  our  l>oys  are  fit,  1 
should  feel  very  confident  that  there  Is 
not  a  crew  on  the  river  equal  Lo  them. 
They  have  been  steadily  improving  In 
practice,  and  are  making  faster  time 
at  each  trSal.  If  the  invalids  are  not 
better  tomorrow,  we  shall  have  to  puit 
in  sub.stitutcs  or  scratch.  If  I  had  the 
thing  to  do  again,  I  would  request  per- 
mission to  bring  twenty  men  here  and 
keep  twt>  crews  in   training. 

Courtney  does  not  share  the  sus- 
picions of  C.  S.  Francis,  the  trustee  of 
Cornell  univers-ity,  who  accomp.aniod 
the  Cornell  crew  to  England,  regarding 
unfairness  in  the  draw/ing  of  lots  for 
heats,  w'hiich  resulted  in  pitting  Cornell 
againat  the  Leander  crew.  Comment- 
ing on  the  drawing,  Courtney  re- 
marked: "It  is  true  that  the  affair  wa.s 
mianaged  diifferently  than  at  ho-me. 
Here  there  .Ils  one  man  who  dnaws  the 
names  from  a  hat  and  then  tears  them 
up.  None  of  the  others  see  them.  But 
this  man  iwUs  an  old  Leander  Boat  club 
man,  of  the  highest  repute,  and  if  he 
desired  to  favor  his  club  he  would  have/ 
given  them  a  bye." 

Couiitney  seems  to  be  over  anxious 
a^bout  tihe  result,  and  has  been  working 
very  hard  and  there  is  rt^son  to  believe 
Cornell's  prospe<lcs  are  much  bettter 
ithan  he  imagines,  and  there  was  no 
sign  of  di.scouiDagement  among  them 
whe>n  the  boys  arrived  at  the  boat 
house  aft;  10  o'clock.  It  is  true  that  some 
of  them  looked  pale,  but  the>'  were  all 
in  the  best  of  spini-ts,  and  Fennell  and 
Hager  were  as  lively  as  any  of  them. 
The  boys  launched  itheir  boats  shortly 
after  10  o'clock  and  rowed  at  half  speed 
down  the  course.  All  the  other  crews 
were  out  and  it  was  admitted  on  all 
sides  that  none  of  them  approached 
Cornell's  form  or  "appeared  to  now  as 
easily.  The  members  of  the  Leander 
crew  have  an  undeniable  hang  In  each 
stroke. 

A  numiber  of  the  English  coaches 
were  grouped  with  Courtney  on  the 
river  bank,  while  the  crews  were  prac- 
ticing, and  one  of  them  said:  "Well, 
0<jui<tney,  your  boys  certainly  row  dn 
the  be.st  form  and  In  better  style  than 
any  of  fhe  crews  on  the  river.  We  give 
them  four  out  ^)f  six  points.  The  prin- 
cii»al  fault  iln  our  mind  is  in  the  short- 
ness of  their  stroke,  but  their  blade 
work  and  the  use  of  their  hands  could 
not   be   better." 

Courtney  admits  that  the  stroke  of 
the  Cornell  boys  is  not  so  long  as  he 
would  like,  and  he  says  it  is  simply  be- 
cause Hall  will  not  reach  as  far  as 
Courtney  wants.  On  arriving  at  the 
s;ttirting  point,  after  the  practice,  the 
Cornell  boys  paddled  back  to  their  boait 
house  in  the  best  form.

SECRETARY'S  DECISION. 


The   State's  Appeal    on 
Davis  Cash  Entry.

Washington,  July  8. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Secretary  Smith  on  Saturday 
decided  the  appeal  of  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota to  suspend  the  cancellation  of 
certain  school  lists  pending  a  decision 
on  the  rights  of  the  parties  claiming 
eighty  acres  in  the  Duluth  district  em- 
braced in  list  No.  2  already  approved 
and  directed  to  'be  patented  to  the  state 
for  which  a  cash  entr>'  of  Charles  H. 
Davis  had  been  allowed  by  local  offi- 
cers. The  secretary  directs  that  the 
state  be  allowed  thirty  days  to  give  a 
quit  claim  deed  to  the  land  selected  by 
Davis,  and  select  in  lieu  thereof  eighty 
acres  out  of  the  lists  held  for  cancel- 
lation. 

The  seretary  also  denied  the  motion 
for  a  review  filed  by  the  defendant  in 
the  case  of  Peter  M.  D.  Bo.schenbossell 
versus  Charles  D.  Campbell,  from  the 
Duluth  district. 


John  Tod,  a  well  known  Cleveland 
mine  owner  (and  ore  buyer,  arrived  to- 
day from  the  East  on  his  way  to  visit 
the  mining  properties  on  the  Mesaba 
rajige  in  which  he  is  Interested.  He 
expresses  himself  very  freely  as  being 
decidedly  pleased  wBth  the  renewal  of 
activity  in  the  iron  ore  market,  and 
anticipates  a  very  active  year  In  the 
iron  industries. 

"I  do  nat  know  that  there  is  much 
that  I  can  say  in  regard  to  iron."  saJd 
Mr.  Tod.  "except  that  the  market  Is 
decidedly  active,   and  prospects     of     a 

good  year  are  bright.  There  is  am  im- 
mense consumption  of  iron  going  on  in 
the  Basil,  but  I  do  nfrt  think  that  It 
equals  the  present  production  of  ore. 
and  the  result  will  probably  be  that  aU 
the  mines  that  are  now  working  cannot 
keep  on  operating  at  the  present  rate, 
or  else  tJhat  the  demand  for  ore  will  be 
suiyplled  and  the  mines  will  begin  to 
stock   pile  again. 

"Stocks  ait  the  furnaces  were  about 
all  used  up  and  so  when  the  furnaces 
resumed  operations  there  was  a  heavy 
demand  for  ore.  There  Is  not,  I  think, 
much  more  profit  to  the  producer  in  th4 
advanced  price  of  ore  than  there  was 
at  the  old  figure,  for  much  of  the  ad- 
vance goes  to  pay  the  increase  In  wages 
ait  the  mines.  W'Then  you  come  to  figure 
this,  togeither  with  the  Increased  cost 
of  transportaition  there  is  little  left  to 
the  mine  owner  of  the  advance  which 
he  gtils  for  his  ore." 

"Is  there  not  a  feeling  in  the  East 
that  the  market  is  rather  being  over- 
done in  the  matter  f>f  prices,  and  that 
they  are  being  pushed  up  faster  tlvam 
ihe  demand  for  ore  would  warrant?" 

"No.  I  think  there  is  no  such  feeling. 
Ever>-thing  indicates  that  prices  are 
following  a  natural  course,  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  anticipate  a  decline." 

In  relation  to  the  Mesaba  ores.  Mr. 
Tod  saJd:  "The  prejudice  which  has 
existed  against  them  among  furnace 
men  seems  to  be  dying  out.  They  are 
being  quite  generally  used  this  year, 
and  the  results  attained  have  been  ver^' 
satisfactory.  Furnacemen  have  ad- 
apted their  furnaces  to  those  ores  and 
are  having  no  ttxjuble  with  them. 
There  Is  always  the  fsame  difficulty  ex- 
perienced in  introducing  a  new  ore.  It 
was  the  s»ame  with  the  Gogebic  ores 
when  they  were  put  on  the  market.  I 
think,  however,  that  the  M^aba  ores 
are  well  enough  established  now  to  as- 
sure a  strong  and  o->r.ilnuing  demand 
for  them,  and  from  present  market  con- 
dWions  the  indications  are  that  the 
minee  on  this  range  will  be  kept  active 
thrrjughout  the  season."  Mr.  Tod  will 
leave  today  or  tomorrow  for  Biwalbik. 


BANKS  WILL  CONSOLIDATE. 
Tacoma.  Wash..  July  8.— It  was  an- 
nounced today  that  the  Citizens'  and 
Pacific  National  banks,  tv.xi  of  the 
strongest  banks  In  Tacoma,  will  be  con- 
solidated as  soon  as  the  legal  require- 
ments can  be  completed.  Thedr  com- 
bined caipltal  of  $300,000  will  be  Increased 
to  $500,000.  The  primary  object  Is  to 
enable  them  to  do  a  business  on  a 
larger  scale. 

BOUGHT  ANOTHER  STEAMER. 
Tacoma,  Wash..  July  8.— The  Northern 
Pacific  Steamship  company  has  pur- 
chased the  big  freight  steamer  Eikdale 
to  add  to  its  Tacoma-Oriental  line, 
making  six  steamships  it  now  has  on 
the  route.  The  Eikdale  left  Yokohama 
July  with  4000  tons  of  freight  for  Ta- 
coma. The  Strath  Nevis  arrived  today 
with  nearly  6000  tons.  Two  sailing  ves- 
sels of  the  line  are  on  the  way  from 
Japan,  each  bringing  a  cargo  of  40O0 
tons.  It  is  expected  this  will  be  the 
busiest  shipping  season  Tacoma  ever 
saw. 


FOSTER  IN  WASHINGTON. 
New  York,  July  8.— Ex-Secretary 
of  State  John  W.  Foster  arrived  in 
Washington  this  morning  from  China, 
where  he  has  taken  a  conspicuous  part 
in  the  diplomatic  branch  of  the  China- 
Japan  conflict.  He  is  in  vigorous  health. 
Mr.  Foster  would  not  consent  to  an 
Interview  until  he  rested  and  examined 
his  baggage.  He  brings  a  fund  of 
Information  on  the  status  of  the  Japa- 
nese-Chinese struggle  and  the  details 
of  the  peace  negotiations  In  which  he 
took  a  personal  part. 


FIRE  AT  CORNWALL.  ONT. 
Cornwall.  Ont..  July  8.— About  fifty 
houses  have  been  destroyed  by  fire  at 
Lornville.  a  suburb  of  this  place,  and 
800  people  rendered  homeless.  Great 
distress  prevails.  One  child  was  burned 
to  death  as  far  as  known.  A  high  wind 
was  blowing  and  the  flames  communi- 
cated rapidly  with  houses  which  were 
of  wood  and  in  two  hours  the  whole 
district  was  a  smouldering  mass  of 
ruins. 


CASTILLO'S  ADMISSION. 
Paris.  July  8.— The  Galois  today  pub- 
lishes an  interview  with  the  Spanish  pre- 
mier, Senor  Oanovas  Del  Castillo,  in 
which  the  latter  is  quoted  as  saying  that 
the  climate  of  Cul)a  prevented  decisive 
operations  against  the  insurgents  for  the 
present.  The  premier  added  that  the  re- 
lielUon  was  entirely  the  work  of  foreign 
adventurers  but  he  was  plad  to  say  that 
the  insurgent  supplies  of  arms  and  ammu- 
nition, coming  ohiefl.v  from  the  United 
States  and  neiKhborinj?  countries  had  di- 
minished, owing  to  the  correct  and  ener- 
getic action  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment.

A  Beautiful  Course  and  One 

Well  Sheltered  From 

Wind. 


BULGARIA  PEACEFUL. 


Saratoga.  X.  Y..  July  8.— All  the  ar- 
rungements  are  completed  for  the  hold- 
ing of  the  twenty-third  annual  re- 
gratta  of  the  national  association  of 
amateur  oarsmen  at  Saratoga  lake. 
July  17  and  18.  The  list  of  entries  is 
the  largest  in  years  and  the  regatta 
promises  to  bring  together  all  the 
amateur  cracks  of  the  country.  The 
importance  of  the  association's  meet- 
ings have  grown  rapidly  in  the  past  few 
yeara  and  where  there  were  only  ninety 
clubs  last  year  Included  in  its  member- 
ship there  are  now  125. 

The  race  course  is  beautifully  lo- 
cated about  four  miles  from  Saratoga, 
and  is  surrounded  by  high  bluffs  which 
form  a  natural  grand  stand  for  an 
uninterrupted  view  of  the  course.  The 
lake  itself  is  about  nine  miles  long 
and  three  miles  across  at  its  widest 
part.  The  course  is  situated  at  the 
extreme  northen  end.  and  is  well  shel- 
tered from  wind.  It  is  one  and  a  half 
miles  long,  all  -races  being  rowed 
three  miles  with  a  turn,  so  that  spec- 
tators may  see  both  start  ami  finish 
and  it  is  not  necessary  to  use  steam- 
boats, which  might  interfere  with  the 
races. 

The  progrram  for  the  coming  event 
Is:  Intermediate  and  senl<ir  double 
scull  race;  senior  pair  oared;  inter- 
mediate and  single  sculls;  senior,  in- 
termediate and  senior  four-oared 
shells;  intermediate  and  senior  eight- 
oared  shells.  The  chalKnge  cups  and 
plates  of  the  National  association  re- 
ward the  winners  in  the  four  largest 
events,  and  every  winning  oarsman 
and  sculler  will  receive  a  gold  medal 
and  a  handsome  silk  banner  for  his 
club.  An  additional  prize  of  consider- 
able value  goes  to  the  crew  finishing 
first  in  the  senior  eight-oared  race.  It 
is  a  challenge  cup  presented  by  Col. 
Hilton.  It  is  known  as  the  Woodland 
park  cup.  The  regatta  committee  con- 
sists of  Dr.  Conrad  Behrens,  of  Phila- 
delphia, chairman;  James  R.  Doyle, 
of  Boston;  R.  H.  Pelton.  of  Brooklyn: 
W.  C.  Juppe,  of  Detroit.  Mich.;  Fred  R. 
Fortmyer,  of  Newark,  N.  J. 

For  two  years  Secretary  Fortmyer 
has  been  trying  to  get  the  Amateur 
Rowing  association,  of  London,  Eng.. 
to  send  a  crew  to  this  country,  but 
while  in  a  measure  success  has  at- 
tended his  efforts,  it  is  not  probable 
that  they  will  come  this  year.  The 
executive  board  of  the  association  will 
meet  here  on  the  evening  of  July  15, 
and  will  have  before  them  several  ama- 
teurs whose  standing  in  the  associa- 
tion is  a  matter  of  doubt,  or  against 
whom  complaints  have  been  made. 
The  same  evening  the  regatta  com- 
mittee will  meet  and  participants  in 
the  next  days  events  will  draw  for 
positions.  At  the  same  time  officers 
of  the  course  and  referee  will  be  se- 
lected.

MADAGASCAR'S  TRIALS. 

A    Settlement    by   Arbitration 
Has  Been  Asked  For. 

Washington.  July  8.— Documents  re- 
celvevl  here  by  public  men  and  many 
members  of  congress  indicate  that  pres- 
sure will  probably  be  brought  to  bear 
to  induce  the  United  States  to  interfere 
to  settle  by  arbitration  the  dispute  be- 
itween  France  and  Madagascar.  The 
papers  show  that  tlvey  have  been  for- 
warded oM  i<f  the  country,  under  cover, 
to  secure  their  delivery  in  America, 
though  at  the  risk  of  much  time. 

They  are  printed  arguments  intended 
to  show  that  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  should  interfere  jointly, 
but  that  if  CIreat  Britain  declined  to 
participate,  then  that  this  country 
should  act  independently  in  the  mattei;. 
The  argument  proceeds  upon  the  ground 
that  the  question  involved  is  the  right 
of  France  to  exercise  a  protectorate 
over  Madagascar.

Death  In  Lake  Geneva  and 

Storm  Reports  From 

Other  Places. 


Chicago.  July  8.— This  city  was  vis- 
ited yesterday  at  6  o'clock  by  the  most 
sudden  and  furious  rain  and  wind 
storm  known  here  for  years.  The  dis- 
turbance came  without  warning  from 
the  northwest,  and  left  a  scene  of  dam- 
age, death  and  desolation  in  its  wake. 
Sail  boats  were  capsized,  houses  blown 
down,  signs  and  awnings  scattered, 
shade  trees  destroyed  and  several  peo- 
ple injured. 

August  Bedlow,  a  towerman  at  the 
Pan  Handle  signal  station  at  Ada 
street  was  in  his  tower  when  it  was 
blown  down  and  was  fatally  Injured. 
John  Ross,  who  was  in  a  small  boat 
near  the  outer  breakwater  was  cap- 
sized and  drowned,  and  a  small  un- 
known yacht  is  reported  as  having 
sunk  out  in  the  lake  with  three  peo- 
ple on  board. 

All  excursion  steamers  reached  the 
city  in  safety,  and  later  reports  from 
suburban  places  noted  the  arrival  there 
of  missing  boats  with  their  occupants. 

On  State  street  many  thousands  of 
dollars'  worth  of  plate  glass  was  de- 
stroyed, nearly  every  window  in  Roth- 
schlds'  big  department  store  being 
smashed  and  many  people  were  more 
or  less  injured  by  flying  debris.  The 
damage  to  telegraph  and  telephone 
wires  was  very  great,  many  poles  be- 
ing blown  down  and  communication 
with    Milwaukee   being   interrupted.

STOItM    ELSEWHERE. 

Savannah,  III.,  July  8. — Yesterday's 
storm  here  almost  reached  the  pro- 
portions of  ii  hurricane.  A  number  of 
trees  and  small  buildings  were  blown 
down.  At  I'eorla  several  buildings 
were  unnxif'd,  one  three-story  frame 
block  compl.-tely  destroyed  and  much 
damage  doin-  to  trees,  awnings  and 
windows.  ,  Many  boating  parties  were 
on  the  lake,  but  so  far  as  known  all 
succeeded  In  reaching  i>laces  of  safety. 

Delavan,  Wis.,  July  8.— The  most  de- 
structive rain  and  wind  storm  that 
ever  visited  this  locality  came  yester- 
day afternocn.  The  wind  blew  down 
houses  and  hams,  uprooted  trees  and 
plowed  up  (iirn  fields.  On  the  south 
shore  of  Delavan  lake  the  devastation 
was  greatest.  A  portion  of  the  Met- 
towo  hotel  was  blown  off  and  great 
trees  were  broken  like  pipestems.  The 
wind  was  lu-companled  by  a  deluge 
of  rain  and  Kreat  hailstones  that  broke 
windows  and  leveled  the  fields  of  grain. 
The  roads  and  fields  are  strewn  with 
debris  of  tre-s,  fences  and  buildings. 

Oshkosh,  Wis.,  July  8.— The  most  se- 
vere hall  storm  In  years  occurred  last 
evening.  Skylights  were  broken  and 
much  damagt.'  must  have  been  done  to 
crops.

LIQUOR  REGULATIONS. 

French  Chamber   Considering 
Important  Legislation. 

New  York.  July  8. — A  special  to  the 
World  from  Paris  says  the  regulation 
of  the  liquor  traffic  is  the  burning 
question  of  the  hour.  The  parliament 
has  been  discussing  for  weeks  a  pro- 
position to  establish  a  state  monopoly 
in  alcohol,  and  to  exempt  from  the  pre- 
sent taxes  sueh  hygienic  drinks  as 
wine,  beer  and  elder.  The  chamber  of 
deputies  had  accepted  both  in  spite  of 
the  opposition  of  the  government  and 
of  the  distillers,  but  a  bill  embodying 
the  second  proposition  seemed  to  be  in 
a  fair  w-ay  to  be  defeated,  owing  to 
the  ministry's  objections,  when  after 
the  closing  debate,  to  the  surprise  of 
everybody,  a  bill  abolishing  taxes  on 
drinks  containing  less  than  15  per  cent 
of  alcohol  passed  by  a  large  ma- 
jority. 

The  measure  doubles  the  alcohol  tax 
in  order  to  balance  the  budget,  until 
the  organization  of  a  state  monopoly. 
An  amendment  was  unanimously  car- 
ried to  prohibit  the  manufacture  or 
sale  of  spiritUKjus  Ikjuors,  declared  by 
the  academy  of  medicine  to  be  danger- 
ous. This  provision  involves  the  sup- 
pression of  absinthe  bitters,  "pick  me 
ups,"  and  m-any  kinds  of  liquors.  The 
bill  prLKbably  will  pass  the  senate  with 
slight  modifications.

Thic  amount  of  wheat  on 
ocean  pa.ssage  decrea.sed  1,1'J0,000  bus 
during  the  week,  but  the  fact  that  Rus- 
sia was  reported  to  have  shipped  4,.')00,- 
0(K)  bus  last  week,  Argentine  nearly  1,- 
000,000  bus  and  India  1,210.000  bus  swept 
all  other  existing  conditions  out  <jf 
sight  and  lent  assistance  to  the  bears. 
The  clearances  from  the  Atlantic  ports 
and  New  Orleans  were  Insignificant, 
since  la.st  reported,  amounting  to  only

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THE  COUNCIL  MEETING. 


Tonight* s  Meeting  Promises  to 
be  of  Interest. 

A    number    of    important    matters    will 

come  up  for  consideration  at  the  council 

meeting  tonight  and  the  session  promises 
10  be  an  exciting  one.  The  board  of  pub- 
lic works  will  send  In  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  viaduct 
over  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  Northern  Pa- 
cllic  and  Transit  company's  tracks  at  Gar- 
field avenue.  They  will  recommend  Su- 
perior street  as  tiie  starting  point.  The 
(juestlon  of  having  a  steam  ferry  on  the 
canal  will  also  come  up  and  in  all  prob- 
ability will  go  through.  The  charge  will 
be  $25  per  day  for  the  steam  service  while 
the  row  boat  contract  which  was  recom- 
mended by  the  transportation  committee 
but  tabled  by  the  council  was  for  $174  per 
month.  This  is  $12.3  less  than  has  been 
paid. 

The  underground  telephone  will  come 
up  for  its  final  reading.  The  sentiment  of 
the  council  appears  to  tie  opposed  to  its 
passage  in  Us  present  form.  In  case  the 
special  water-works  committee  hears  this 
afternoon  from  the  Duluth  Gas  and  wate^ 
company  and  West  Duluth  Water  com- 
pany, as  is  expected,  the  matter  of  se- 
curing city  control  will  also  be  dis- 
cussed.

A  EUSTiS  INTERVIEW. 


In  Which  the  Ambassador  is 
Alleged  to  Have  Said  Much. 

Paris,  July  8.— The  Figaro  publishes 
an  Interview  wiibh  'the  United  States 
ambassador  to  France,  Hon.  James   B. 

Eustis,  in  which  he  is  reported  as  say- 
ing that  nothing  has  yet  been  decided 
as  to  his  candidacy  for  the  nomination 
for  the  presidency  of  Ithe  United  States. 
Respecting  the  Japanese-Chinese  war, 
Mr.  Eustiis  is  quoted  as^-em'arking  that 
he  regretted  that  the  Japanese  had  not 
(taken  Pekin.  The  story  of  a  secret 
treaty  had  between  the  Japanese  (and 
the  United  Sbates  Is  absolutely  untrue. 
"We  have  no  treaty  with  Japan,"  he 
(jonitlnued,  "other  /than  the  arrange- 
ment modifying  former  treaties  and 
events,  and  even  this  does  not  come 
into  force  for  five  years.  Besides  this, 
the  United  States  adhered  before  every- 
thing'to  the  pHinciple  of  nn  intervention 
in  Piuropeian  or  Asiatic  affairs." 

With  reference  'to  the  movement  in 
Canada  Ito  separate  the  Dominion  from 
Grf>at  Britain,  Mr.  Eustis  said  It  ree'ted 
entirely  wiith  the  United  States  as  to 
•whefhea*  Canada  should  or  should  not 
be  taken  into  the  con  federation  of  the 
sitates.  The  people  of  the  United  Stailes 
preferred  to  leave  ithe  question  rest, 
while  at  the  same  time  saying  to  Greait 
BriCaln,  "No  nonsense,  or  we  will  annex 
Canada." 

Regarding  the  insurreotion  in  Cuba, 
Mr.  Eustis  is  repor'ted  as  having  ad- 
mitted that  Amerifcan  sympathies  fav- 
ored the  insurgents,  who  found  in  the 
United  Staites,  unknown  to  the  govern- 
ment of  that  counitry,  assistance  of  all 
kinds.  In  conclusion,  he  Ls  quoted  as 
saying;  "If  the  Insurgents  can  main- 
tain the  struggle  for  a  year.  I  am  not 
sure  that  iSpaln  will  not  have  uselessly 
spertt  her  money  on  costly  expeditions."

THE  WEATHER. 


U.  S.  Agricultural  Department.  Wea- 
ther Bureau  Duluth,  Minn.,  July 
8.— The  urea  of  low  pressure  over  Mani- 
toba Saturday  morning  has  moved  south- 
east to  the  Ipper  Lake  regrion  and  is 
now  central  in  I'pper  Michitran.  It  has 
been  attended  with  severe  storms  in  the 
South  and  West  cjuadrants.  This  morninK 
the  barometric  gradients  are  sharpest  in 
Minnesota. 

An  area  of  high  pr^^ssure  which  extends 
from  Canada  southward  to  ^Tew  Mexico 
and  Texas  is  advancing  eastward,  at- 
tended with  fair  weather  and  temperature 
conditions  dangerously  close  to  frost. 

Showers  have  occurred  in  the  central 
vallevs.  the  I'pper  I-ake  region  and  the 
Red  River  valley,  with  the  heaviest  rain- 
falls at  Cincinnati  and   Chicago.

The  storm  which  was  central  in  the  ex- 
treme Northwest  Saturday  morning  has 
turned  eastward  and  now  its  center  covers 
Northern  Minnesota.  Since  Saturday  morn- 
ing showers  have  been  prevalent  in  nearly* 
all  sections  of  the  country,  the  rainfall 
being  heaviest  over  Illinois,  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Oklahoma  and  Iowa.  The  high 
pressure  area  now  covers  the  Northwest- 
em  statt.-!.  Cooler  weather  prevails 
throughout  the  Central  and  Western  por- 
tions of  the  country  and  light  frosts  are 
prot>able  tonight  in  the  Northwest. 


THE  FINANCIAL  SITUATION. 

There  were  not  many  important 
changes  in  the  statement  of  the  New^ 
York  Associated  banks,  for  the  week 
ended  Saturday  last.  A  favorable 
symptom  was  the  decrease  of  $2,052,225 
in  the  reserve,  but  the  Financier  says 
it  is  to  be  doubted  whether  the  re- 
duction in  that  item,  if  figured  on  the 
actual  condition  of  the  t)anks  ait  the 
close  of  the  week,  would  balance  with 
the  other  totals.  The  staitement,  being 
ntade  up  on  the  "average"  system, 
does  not  always  furnish  an  accurate 
illustration  of  the  banks'  condition. 
Loans  have  fallen  off  compared  with 
former  weeks,  but  the  increase  has  not 
stopped,  as  is  shown  by  the  expansion 
of  $162,400  reported  for  the  past  five 
business  days.  The  total  decrease  in 
cash  holdings  was  $2,193,000,  of  which 
$7.^4.900  was  specie,  and  $1,458,100  legal 
tenders.  The  interior  receipts  continue 
heavy,  but  the  banks  report  a  de- 
mand for  discounts  from  Southern 
banks  and  from  other  sections  which, 
under  present  circumstances,  is  a  most 
gratifying  sign. 

The  Financier  states  that  the  money 
market  during  the  week  was  rather 
more  attractive  than  usual,  the  early 
contraction  forcing  rates  considerably 
over  2  per  cent,  birt  this  proved  only 
temporary.  It  demonstrated  one  thing, 
however,  that  is  worth  recording,  and 
that  is  that  it  would  not  require  a 
great  change  in  present  conditions  to 
put  the  market  on  a  permanently 
higher  basis.  W'hile  no  prediction  can 
be  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  such  a 
change,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
the  revival  in  activfty,  as  shown  by  tha 
revival  of  industries  throughout  the 
country,  the  hligher  rate  of  wages  and 
the  thousand  and  one  other  circum- 
stances tending  to  prove  that  the  de- 
pression in  business  is  over,  are  factors 
that  are  influencing  a  better  money 
market. 

Prices  in  the  stock  market  have  risen 
to  a  pitch  that  surprises  even  the  most 
sanguine.  Henry  Clews'  weekly  finan- 
cial review  says  that  "bull"  operators 
have  made  extraordinary  profits. 
Among  conservative  speculators  there 
is  a  feeling  that  prices  are  now,  as  a 
rule,  up  to  what  the  immediate  facts  of 
the  situation  warrant.  It  is  conceded 
that  the  general  drift  of  the  condiitions 
that  control  values  suggests  the  expec- 
tation of  a  further  advance  when  the 
harvest  has  been  gathered  and  Its  bene- 
ficial after-effects  upon  trade  begin  to 
appear.  But  between  now  and  then 
there  is  an  interval  of  some  weeks,  dur- 
ing which  possibly  no  influential  de- 
velopments may  be  forthcoming. 

But  while  immediate  conditions,  says 
Mr.  Clews,  seem  to  favor  a  temporary 
lull  ini  the  larger  speculative  operations, 
it  is  i»o>t  impossible  that  events  near  at 
hnnd  may  revive  the  buying  movement 
sooner  than  is  now  anticipated.  The 
reconstruction  proceedings  in  the  bank- 
rupt railroads  are  now  making  rapid 
progress,  and  announcements  may  be 
forthcoming  ait  any  moment  which 
would  create  a  new  excitement  and 
bring   into   the     market     a 


THE  COMING  WHEAT  CROP. 

.\11  re<ports  unite  in  declaring  that  the 
Noithweat  will  produce  immense  croix* 
this  year.  The  wheat  crop  promises  to 
l>e  exceptionally  large  and  of  very  fine 
iiuality.  This  is  the  outloi^k  at  the 
present  time,  and  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  aJiy  change  In  the  weather  can  so 
affect  the  ci'op  as  to  work  any  serious 
injury.  Such  authorities  as  Col.  Rogers, 
secivtary  of  the  Minneapolis  chamber 
of  commerce,  estimate  the  wheat  acre- 
age for  the  three  Northwestern  states 
as  follows:  Minnesota,  3,000,000;  North 
Dakota,  3.i>(H).000;  South  Dakota,  2,400.- 
000;  total,  S.400.lK>0  acres. 

While  the  outlook  in  the  Northwest 
Is  for  a  ver>-  large  crop,  there  are  indica- 
tions that  the  wiftter  wheat  section  will 
only  have  about  half  a  crop.  KejHjrts 
from  the  six  leading  winter  wheat 
states,  namely,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Michigan,  Missouri  and  Kansas,  show 
a  little  less  than  a  half  crop  as  com- 
pared rttth  last  year.  This  is  taken 
from  2600  individual  reports  from  far- 
mers and  grain  men  all  over  these 
states  gathered  by  C.  A.  King  &  Co.,  a 
leading  grain  house  of  Toledo,  Ohio. 
The  reports  give  these  six  states  some- 
thing like  the  following  production: 
Ohio,  25,000,000  bushels;  Indiana,  20,000,- 
000;  Illinois,  16.000.000;  Michigan,  14,000,- 
000;  Missouri.  15,000.000;  Kansas,  10,000,- 
000,  making  a  total  of  100,000,000  bushels 
in  the  states  that  usually  produce  two- 
thirds  of  the  winter  wheat  of  tl)e  coun- 
try. Supposing  that  the  other  winter 
wheat  sta,tes  produce  100,000,000  bushels 
more,  which  Is  probably  a  liberal  esti- 
mate, there  is  a  total  winter  wheat  crop 
of  about  200,000,000  bushels. 

The  United  States  produces  annually 
100,000,000  to  250,000,000  bushels  more 
whe^t  than  Is  required  for  home  con- 
suaaption.  The  total  amount  necessary 
for  home  requirements  is  370,000,000 
bushels.  While  no  state  in  the  Union, 
says  the  Minneapolis  Tribune,  exceeds 
Minnesota  in  the  volume  of  the  crop  of 
wheat  produced,  and  North  Dakota  is 
a  close  second,  with  South  Dakota  a 
good  third  (running  about  neck  and 
neck  with  Ohio),  not  more  than  a  third 
of  the  wheat  produced  in  the  country 
Is  from  this  section.  The  larger  por- 
tion of  this  grain  is  the  winter  wheat 
grown  in  the  tier  of  states  running  west 
from  Pennsylvania  and  including  Texas 
and  Kansas,  but  excluding  Iowa  and 
Nebraska. 

The  acreage  in  the  winter  section  last 
year  was  about  23.300,000,  in  the  spring 
wheat  section  11,570,000.  The  crop,  ac- 
cording to  the  government's  figures, 
was  326,000,000  bushels  for  the  winter 
wheat  and  133,800,000  bushels  for  the 
spring  wheat  sections,  making  a  total 
of  about  460.000.000  bushels  for  the  entire 
country.  These  figures  are  at  least  10 
per  cent  below  what  experience  has 
since  shown  to  be  the  actual  production, 
so  that  they  should  be  changed  to  indi- 
cate a  crop!  of  at  least  510,000,000  bushels 
for  1894.  The  visible  supply  and  wheat 
in  farmers'  hands  left  over  from  the 
previous  year  amounted  to  60,000,000 
bushels,  so  that  last  year  there  were 
about  200,000,000  bushels  available  for 
export.  Now  the  visible  supply  is  down 
to  about  44,000,000  bushels.  As  the  price 
of  wheat  is  regulated  by  the  amount 
available  for  sale  In  the  foreign  mar- 
kets, the  outlook  for  higher  prices  is 
vei^r  bright.  Competition  in  the  Liver- 
pool market  has  been  reduced  by  the 
failure  of  the  crop  In  Argentine  and  by 
other  shortages,  and  with  a  smaller 
amount  available  for  export  from  this 
country,  it  is  altogether  probable  that  a

A  change  In  the 
government  may  m'cur  at  any  time, 
lieonard  cVmrtney,  who  has  lately  be- 
come a  ctmvert,  is  very  powerful,  and 
with  Maifour  and  Goschen  we  might 
find  ourselves  with  blmetalllsts  in  the 
oabinet."  For  this  reason,  Mr.  Marttln 
says,  the  g^^vld  mono metial lists  have 
been  fon-ed  to  organize.  The  fight  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  sti'alght  contest  be- 
tween bimciUxllism  and  gold  monomet- 
alliisni. 


A  PREMATURE  CAMPAIGN. 

The  Cloquel  I'ine  Knot  resents  the 
opinion  expressed  by  The  Herald  that 
it  is  ijiadviseable  to  hold  a  convention  at 
this  time  to  urge  the  adoption  of  the 
constitutional  amendment  ivgarding  the 
taxation  of  railroad  lands,  and  it  af- 
fects to  see  some  sinister  motive  in  The 
Herald's  attitude  on  the  question.  The 
Pine  Knot's  suspicions  are  without 
foundation.  The  Herald  is  anxious  to 
see  the  constitutional  amendment  adop- 
ted at  th^'  polls  and  believes  that  a 
large  majority  of  the  votes  will  be  cast 
in  its  favor.  But  It  differs  from  the 
Cloquet  paper  as  to  the  advisability  of 
beginning  a  campaign  in  support  of 
it  a  year  and  a  half  before  election  day.

Road  is  Going  Ahead. 

President  Hines  came  in  from  Thief 
Kiver  Monday,  says  the  Dray.ton,  N.  D., 
Echo.  He  had  been  on  a  trip  to  the  Re<l 
Lake  country  in  the  interests  of  the 
road.  He  informs  us  that  the  company 
has  decided  to  commence  from  Deer 
River  and  build  west,  and  that  the  ties 
have  been  pulled  out  of  the  water  and 
I»iled  up  on  the  bank  near  lied  Lake  to 


The  Union  Dock  and  Storage  com- 
pany's old  warehouses  on  Loke  avenue 
were  wiped  out  by  fire  about  mid- 
night Saturday  night  and  tlfe  loss  will 
foot  up  to  $61,500.  most  of  which  is 
covere<l  by  insurance.  Thousands  of 
people  were  attracted  to  the  scene  and 
watched  the  flames  fanned  by  the 
strong  lake  breeze  eat  their  way 
through  the  timbers.  Nearly  all  the 
damage  was  -done  inside  of  an  hour 
before  the  fire  was  gotten  under  con- 
trol. 

The  fire  was  discovered  by  Officers 
Etonovan  and  iBrigham  who  saw  a 
slight  blaze  on  the  roof  of  the  Union 
Dock  and  Storage  warehouse.  An 
alarm  was  immediately  turned  in  but 
before  the  engines  arrived  the  struc- 
ture was  a  mass  of  flames  which  crept 
up  viciously  and  endangered  the  prop- 
erty on  the  opposite  side  of  Lake  ave- 
nue. Fire  Company  No.  1  was  the  first 
on  the  scene  and  all  its  efforts  were 
directed  toward  preventing  the  fire 
from  crossing  the  street  and  in  this 
it  was  successful.  Then  the  flames 
leaped  across  the  railroad  tracks  and 
soon  the  other  warehouse  of  the  old 
Union  Dock  and  Storage  company, 
which  was  occupied  by  the  Western 
Transit  company,  was  blazing  fiercely. 
GOOD  WORK  HY  FIREMEN. 

The  entire  fire  department  was  on 
the  scene  and  every  man  was  at  work. 
For  a  time  it  seemed  as  though  the 
entire  slip  must  go.  The  fire  tug  Dud- 
ley and  an  engine  se.it  copious  streams 
of  water  from  the  rear  of  the  building 
while  in  front  on  Lake  avenue  two 
more  engines  were  playing  on  the 
flames.  In  just  three-Quarters  of  an 
hour  from  the  arrival  of  the  depart- 
ment the  flre  was  under  control.  The 
merchandise  stored  in  the  warehouses 
burned  like  a  quantity  of  tinder  and 
lighted   up   the  entire  harbor. 

The  loss  as  nearly  as  can  be  com- 
puted until  the  books  are  gone  over 
will  amount  to  about  $61,500  divided  as

The  chief  a't  first  was  inclined  to 
blame  the  flrc-tug  fVir  not  arriving 
promptly.  Investigati  m  showed,  how- 
ever, that  while  the  en II  wa*!  sent  in  and 
received  all  right,  th.re  was  nothing 
to  indicate  the  location  of  the  fire,  and 
the  night  manager  of  the  Inman  com- 
r»any  found  out  only  by  ascending  the 
lookout. 

In  the  morning  paper  Chief  Black 
is  credited  with  stating  that  ex-As- 
sistant Chief  Jacksor.  was  instructed 
last  spring  to  mail  the  tug  people  a 
card  showing  the  location  of  the  alarm 
box  on  the  water  front,  and  that  box 
No.  14,  the  one  from  which  the  alarm 
was  turned  in,  proveil  to  be  missing 
from  the  list.  Mr.  Jackson  says  that 
this  is  not  correct.  He  never  prepared 
such  a  list,  but  it  ^vas  prepared  by 
Chief  Black  who  instructed  him  (Jack- 
son) to  mall  it.  He  did  so,  and  if  box 
14  is  not  on  the  list  the  omission  is 
due  to  Chief  Black's  mistake. 

KNOCKED    INTO    THE    WATER. 

There  were  a  numb  r  of  interesting 
incidents  during  the  fire.  Arthur  Ed- 
ner.  a  fireman,  was  w. irking  on  the  flre 
from  the  dock  side  wh.n  a  door  on  the 
Transet  company's  warehouse  came 
hus-tling  through  the  ali"  from  the 
effects  of  an  explosion  and  knocked 
him  into  the  water.  He  came  up  in- 
stantly minus  helmet  and  axe  and  re- 
sumed Work.  His  bravery  was  cheered 
by  the  crowd. 

Five  horses  were  in  J.  J.  Hartley's 
.'table  in  the  rear  of  the  warehouse. 
The  firemen  chopped  fln  exit  in  the  sidg 
of  the  s.tables,  but  tln'  flames  spread 
so  rapidly  that  the  animals  were  all 
consumed  'amid  the  burning  timbers  in 
full  view  of  the  spectators. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation Saturday  night  the  question  of 
the  opposition  to  the  erection  of  the 
new  school  building  at  Lester  Park 
was  brought  up  by  Mr.  McDonald.

"Resolved,  that  a  special  committee 
of  four  be  appointed  to  investigate  this 
miattter  <and  lirepare  for  'pu'oli<jation 
and  submit  to  the  board  at  its  next 
me«^tlng  a  report  embodying  the 
following  particulars:  Condition  of  the 
present  .school  buildlri'g;  its  value,  state 
of  repair,  warmth,  ventilation,  cap- 
acity, sewerage,  etc.  The  present  site, 
its  value  and  adaptability  as  a  school 
site,  cost  of  improving,  etc.  Needs  of 
the  locality  as  to  room,  giving  number 
of  pupils  for  all  grades,  and  such  other 
suggestions  as  the  committee  may 
deem  meet.  The  new  or  proposed  site, 
iLs  advantages  over  the  present,  if  any. 
Let  the  fact  be  stated  by  the  commit- 
tee that  there  is  money  on  hand,  in  th^ 
building  fund,  sufliclent  to  defray  all 
the  cost  of  building,  and  that  .such 
money  cannot  legally  be  used  for  other 
purposes,  and  that  the  proposed  build- 
ing can  be  erected  and  completed  with- 
out increasing  the  taxes  1  cent." 

The  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted,  and  Messrs.  Luther,  McDon- 
ald Paine  and  Pryor  appointed  on  the 
committee. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  building  plans  reported  and  were 
requested  to  get  a  builder's  estimate 
as  to  the  cost.  Arrangements  were 
made  for  the  purchase  of  a  number  of 
books  to  form  the  nucleus  of  school 
libraries,  and  a  set  of  relief  maps  for 
the  study  of  geography  was  ordered. 
The  polling  places  for  the  school  elec- 
tion, July  20,  were  designated  and  a 
list  of  200  inspectors  appointed.  A  re- 
quest of  the  Duluth  Cycle  club  for  the 
use  of  the  old  East  Duluth  building  as 
a  club  room  was  granted,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.

GREAT  NORTHERN  STUB. 

Being  Built  on  Soil  and  Not  on 
Paper. 

Prellminay  arrangements  for  {the 
construction  of  a  Great  Northern 
branch  from  Casselton  to  Hope,  N.  D., 
about  nine  miles,  have  been  completed, 
and  active  work  on  the  road  begins 
immediately.  Foley  Bros.  &  Guthrie, 
of  St.  Paul,  who  secured  the  contract 
for  this  construction,  have  sublet 
everything  to  Caughan  &  Wiley,  of 
Sauk  Center  and  Mineapolis,  and  Mike 
Quigley,  of  St.  Paul,  who  are  now  on 
the  ground  with  a  complete  gang  of 
men.  This  stub  branch  will  be  profit- 
able to  the  Great  Northern,  and  its 
construction  is  important  now  simply 
because  of  its  being  on  soil  instead  of 
on  paper. 

The  oft-promised  construction  of  the 
Fosston  extension  of  the  Great  North- 
ern, says  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press,  la 
agiain  furnlshlmg  rumor  with  a  mine  of 
material,  and,  as  evidence  of  the  confi- 
dence of  some  people,  two  hotels  and 
other  buildings  are  ibeing  erected  at 
Permidji,  a  point  about  thirty  miles 
from  Fosston,  on  a  direct  line  between 
that  place  and  Deer  River,  which 
seems  to  be  enjoying  a  townslte  boom. 
That  the  Fosston  branch  will  be  e:c- 
tended  next  season  there  seems  to  be 
little  doubt,  but  Mr.  Hill  has  repeatedly 
stated  that  no  work  will  be  begun  on 
it  this  season. 


Four  Hundred  Men  Working  at 
the  Franklin. 

A  trip  .to  the  Franklin  on  Wednesday 
morning,  says  the  Virginia  Enterprise, 
found  everything  running  smoothly, 
though  some  temporary  delay  had  been 
encountered  in  obtaining  oars.  Some  400 
men  are  employed  at  this  property, 
and  ore  from  the  shaft  and  stockpile  is 
going  forth  at  the  rate  of  about  100 
cai-s  per  day.  A  new  shaft  will  be  sunk 
the  coming  fall  and  winter  and  the 
Franklin  will  be  in  much  better  condi- 
tion for  shipments  in  '96  than  hereto- 
fore. 

At  the  Ohio  two  shovels  are  busily  en- 
gaged in  stripping  and  good  headway 
is  being  made.  Capt.  Arthur  Stevens, 
who  is  now  in  charge  of  the  property, 
expects  to  begin  shipping  ore  from  both 
ends  of  the  property  by  Aug.  1.  This 
will  add  a  new  gem  to  the  Virginia 
group  of  sliipi>ers. 

The  Adams,  near  Eveleth,  is  among 
the  latest  mines  to  enter  the  shipping 
list,  and  is  now  sending  out  2000  tons  or 
more  per  day.  A  large  ai-ea  has  been 
stripped  and  a  double  track  shaft  sunk 
125  feet,  equipped  with  two  mammoth 
6-ton  skips.  The  mine  is  being  wrought 
by  the  milling  process. 

The  Norman,  which  ceased  shipments 
and  practically  closed  down  some  thveQ 
weeks  ago,  resumed  oiferations  last 
Monday  with  a  small  force.  This  mine 
has  heretofore  been  worked  on  the  mill- 
ing process,  but  from  now  on  it  will  be 
worked  underground,  where  a  better 
grade  of  ore  is  found. 

The  Bessemer  will  enter  the  shipping 
list  this  week  ajs  soon  as  track-laying  is 
complete.  The  new  shaft  house  is  now 
ready  and  equipped  with  two  2-ton 
skips,  a  good  plant  of  machinery  being 
in  position  on  the  property.  The  ore 
at  this  property  is  of  an  excellent  grade 
and  will  find  ready  sales  in  the  mar- 
kets. The  mine  will  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  Capt.  John  C.  Harris,  of  the 
Franklin.

THE  COLD  WAVE'S  EXTENT. 


Not  Confined    to    Duluth    But 
Covered  Much  Territory. 

Reports  from  the  weather  bureau  in- 
dicate that  people  who  have  complained 
today  of  the  sud<len  changes  of  tem- 
peiature  in  Duluth  have  been  mistaken 
in  their  major  premises.  The  cold  wave 
was  decidedly  moje  than  local.  It  ex- 
led  from  Canada  to  Mexico  and 
i  the  Rocky  mountains  to  the  Ohio 
In  some  localities  the  cold  was 
mpanied  by  severe  storms,  but  in 
n:ust  places  the  weather  was  very  sim- 
ilar to  that  in  Duluth.  All  through  the 
.Southwestern  part  of  Canada  the  tem- 
P'  raiure  ranged  from  50  to  54  degrees. 
In  Bismarck.  North  Platte.  Helena  ana 
other  Western  cities  the  thermometer 
re;?istered  from  48  to  54,  the  lower  tem- 
pt-rat  ures  being  farthest  west.  In  Min- 
■1-.-  >ta  the  range  was  from  56  to  60.  In 
in-  Southern  and  more  Easterly  states 
aff-  cted  by  the  cold  wave  from  66  to  74 
wa.s  the  variance.

at  midway  road,  $154.69;  Howard  and 
Gnesen,  $571.30;  Cloquet  river,  $286.37; 
Independence,  $370.92;  Rice  lake,  $773.80; 
Virginia  and  Mountain  Iron,  $316.09. 

The  county  commissioners  met  this 
morning  to  consider  bills,  but  there  was 
n^t  a  quorum  of  'the  comnrittee  on 
claims  and  accounts  present,  so  bills 
were  expected  to  take  up  the  entire 
afiternoon.  Tomorrow  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  coming  year  will  be  made, 
and  the  auditor  has  prepared  an  esti- 
mate based  on  the  expenditures  for  last 
year. 

In  most  cases  the  expenditures  ex- 
ceeded the  appropriations  last  year,  so 
this  year's  appropriations  are  to  be 
made  sufficiently  large  to  make  up  the 
overdrafts.  For  Instance,  the  county 
general  fund  was  estimated  at  $80,156, 
and  the  actual  amount  spent  was  $132,- 
548.40.  The  largest  Individual  difference 
was  in  the  appropriaition  for  jurors,  in 
which  $6000  was  appropriated  and  $12,- 
189.99  was  spent.  The  entire  appropria- 
tion was  $219,625  and  the  expenses  were 
$276,133.96. 

The  estimate  for  this  year,  which  has 
been  prepared  by  the  auditor,  may  be 
changed  in  some  particulars  by  the 
board,  but  it  will  be  substantially  as  fol- 
lows, compared  with  the  expenditiues 
last  year: 

County  revenue,  general  purposes — 
Last  year,  $80,156;  this  year,  $111,330. 

Support  of  poor— Last  year,  $50,000; 
this  year,  $56,100. 

County  special,  road  building  and  re- 
pair— Last  year,  $50,000;  this  year,  $50,- 
000. 

County  road,  bridge  and  bond  interest 
and  sinKing  fund— Last  year,  $12,000; 
this  year,  $12,000. 

Bond  interest,  old  bonds — Last  year, 
$5469;  this  year,  $5469. 

County  bond  sinking  fund,  old  bonds 
—Last  year,  $2000;  this  year,  $2000. 

Railroad  bond  interest  and  sinking 
fund— Last  year,  $20,000;  this  year,  $20,- 
000. 

Total— Last  year,  $219,625;  this  year, 
$257,079,  a  difference  of  $37,454  needed  to 
make  up  overdrafts. 

The  county  treasurer  this  morning 
footed  up  the  tax  collections  for  the 
past  six  months  of  1895  and  found  them 
to  be  much  in  advance  of  those  of  the 
corresponding    period    of    1894.  The 

actual  figures  are:  1894,  $660,000;  1895. 
$863,199,  a  difference  of  $203,191  in  favor 
of  1895. 

A  large  part  of  the  collections  rep- 
resent tax  assignments  to  outside 
parties.  A  great  deal  of  outside  money 
was  invested  In  that  way  this  spring. 
Another  feature  is  that  a  great  part 
of  these  collections  are  for  back  taxes, 
for  the  taxes  for  the  current  year  are 
a  trifle  behind  those  of  the  same  time 
in  1894.

F]very  garret  rent- 
able has  been  secured,  days,  weeks  and 
even  months  ahead  of  this,  the  opening 
day  of  the  regatta  and  Important  per- 
sonages   connected    with    Cornell    T'ni- 
versity      after    wandering      for    hours 
about    Henley    and    Us      neighborhood 
were  unable  t<j  obtain  beds  until  some 
kind  of  makeshift  accommodation   was 
provided  for  them  at  the  training  quar- 
ters of  the  Cornell  crew. 

MANY  AMERICANS  PRESENT 
This  recalls  the  fact  that  the  young 
men  of  Cornell  will  not  lose  for  lack  of 
encouragement  from  their  patriotic  fel- 
low citizens,  the  number  of  Americans 
present  In  Great  Britain,  is  by  all  ac- 
counts, the  largest  ever  recorded.  Any- 
how the  crowds  of  Americans  at  Hen- 
ley during  the  three  days  of  the  re- 
gatta will  utterly  eclipse  anything  of 
the  kind  ever  dreamed  of.

Henley  for  three  days  each  year,  is  the

Tti<-  course  btnween 
lieats  is  almost  blotted  out  by  small 
craft,  but  the  ringing  of  a  bell  cau.ses 
an  almost  magical  change,  the  eourse 
i?,  cleared,  the  music  ceases,  an  almost 
dead  stillnws  settles  over  the  immense 
throngs  assembled,  and  then  from  the 
starting  line  ari.se  scores  of  cheers, 
which  are  borne  onward  with  the  com- 
peting boats  until  it  reaches  a  climax 
at  tfhe  finishing  line. 

In  exact  figures  th*-  course  is  one  mile 
and  5.50  yards  long;  the  starting  line  is

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Thame.s  about  Henley  is  narrow  and 
crowded  all  the  racs  are  rowed  in 
heats,  only  two  boats  starting  In  each 
heat.  The  first  heat  is  started  at  noon 
and  the  last  at  8  p.  m.,  a  heat  being 
rowed  every  half  hour.

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Ex-President    Ezeta    to   At- 
tempt the  Overthrow  of 
President  Guiterrez. 


He  Claims  He  Will   Be  De- 
clared President  Within 
the  Present  Month. 


Has  Plenty  of  Money  and  is 

Assured  of  a  General 

Support. 


San  Francisco.  July  9. — A  local  paper 
says  Gen.  Antonio  Ezeta,  ex-presldent 
of  San  Salvador,  who  has  resided  in  this 
city  several  months,  is  pr^'paring  to  re- 
turn to  his  native  land  and  overthrow 
the  government.  Kzeta  !«ays  ho  has 
chartered  a  vessel,  bought  arms,  cart- 
ridges and  other  munitions  of  war. 
and  has  prepiired  ti>  go  to  Salvador  in 
a  short  time  to  take  by  forct^  the  auth- 
ority which  he  claims  rightly  belongs 
to  him.  He  desires  for  many  n-asons 
to  keel)  secret  where  his  vessel  was 
chartered  or  loaded,  as  it  might  be  de- 
talnetl  if  it  has  not  already  sailed  and 
his  plans  thus  thwarted,  but  for  the 
fact  that  he  has  engaged  a  vessel  and 
that  he  has  purchased  arms  and  am- 
munition he  does  not  hesirtate  to  speak. 

Within  a  month,  he  says,  he  expects 
to  be  installevl  as  president  of  Salvador. 
In  discussing  his  proposed  attack  upon 
the  government  the  general  displayed  a 
very  elaborate  military  uniform  re- 
cently received  from  Paris,  which  he 
said  he  inteiide<l  to  wear  when  he  again 
becomes  the  ruler  of  the  countr>'. 

■"Salvador  is  ready  for  my  return."' 
said  Ezeta.  ""Indee«l.  It  calls  me  to 
ci>me  back,  (luiterrez  has  proved  him- 
self a  despot  and  tyrant.  He  has  pro- 
voked all  classes  and  the  people  are 
tired  of  his  oppression  and  cruelties. 
They  ask  me  to  return  and  assert  the 
authority  that  is  mine.  I  have  requests 
from  two-thirds  of  the  planters,  from 
the  officers  of  the  army,  from  the  mer- 
chants and  from  the  common  people  to 
return  and  assume  the  presidency  of 
the  republic.  I  am  confident  of  suc- 
cess." 

According  to  some  of  his  associates 
the  plan  is  for  Eze<a  to  descend  on  the 
coast  of  Salvador  with  his  vessel  and 
arms,  to  rally  his  friends,  supply  them 
with  arms  and  then  advance  upon  the 
force  of  Guiterrez,  receiving  scores  of 
deserters  from  the  army  of  the  republic 
as  he  advances.  Ezeta  is  in  constant 
communication  with  his  supporters  in 
Salvador.  Ezeta  has  lived  like  a  prince 
since  he  came  to  San  Francisco.  He  has 
enjoyed  all  the  luxuries  that  the  city 
afforded.  He  has  bought  them  as 
though  his  purse  had  no  bottom.  In- 
deed, he  has  been  lavish  with  his  money 
almost  to  the  point  of  recklessness. 
The  hntel  bill  for  a  part  of  his  stay  was 
$12,000  and  another  one  that  reaches 
the  thousands  has  been  presented.  But 
this  is  only  a  trifle  compared  to  what 
he  has  spent  in  having  a  good  time. 

It  is  supposed  that  Ezeta  is  being  sup- 
plied with  money  by  his  brother  Carlos 
who  fled  to  Paris  with  $7,000,000  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  revolution  in  Salvador.

EUSTIS'  INTERVIEW. 

It  Provokes  Much  Unfavorable 
Foreign  Comment. 

London.  July  1».— H.  De  Blowitz.  the 
famous  eorresixindent.  commenting  in 
the  London  Times  today  upon  the  al- 
leged interview  with  the  United  States 
ambassador  to  France.  Jas.  B.  Kustis, 
publisheil  yesterday  in  the  Figaro,  said 
that  sue*  an  interview  evidently  con- 
stituted a  new  dei»arture  in  diplomacy. 
In  reference  to  the  utterances  Imputed 
to  Mr.  Eustls.  reg«rdlng  Canada.  Mr. 
De  Blowitz  said  it  would  be  dlfUcult  to 
believe  that  the  ambassj\dor  represent- 
ed a  friendly  nation. 

Several  of  the  Paris  newspapers  also 
comment  today  <m  the  alleged  Inter- 
view. The  Kataffete  says  that  in  it  Mr. 
Kustis  admitteii  that  the  I'nited  States 
sui>p<.>rte<l  Japan  against  P""rance.  llus- 
sitj  and  Germany:  Canada  against 
Kngland.  and  Cuba  against  Spain,  and 
that  the  I'nited  States  has  ambitlou.s 
ci>mmercial  ideas  respecting  Madagas- 
car. All  these  plans  the  Estaffete  com- 
ments are  contradkrtory  of  the  proffes- 
sions  of  the  Monroe  doctrine,  and  com- 
bined with  their  apparent  forgetfull- 
ne?«  of  our  former  fraternal  relations, 
ivumpels  us  to  anticipate  that  the  future* 
will  be  darkened  by  disputes  and  nvis- 
understandlngs. 

The  Libre  Parole  also  severely  criti- 
cises Mr.  Eustis.  and.  accepting  the 
Figaro  interview  as  genuine,  says  that 
the  American  ambassador  has  com- 
mitted a  breach  of  the  laws  of  hos- 
pitality.

Grandson  Probably  Did  the 

Deed  While  the  Girl 

Looked  On. 


Both  the  Young  People  Have 

Been    Charged    With 

the  Crime. 


Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  July  9.— Mrs. 
Levi  Pierce,  aged  60,  who  lived  two 
miles  southwest  of  Berlin,  Ottawa  coun- 
ty, was  murdered  yesterday  morning 
and  her  daughter.  May  Pierce,  aged  13, 
and  her  grand-son,  George  Keesbro, 
aged    18,    are    now    In    jail    at    Grand 

Haven  awaiting  examination.  Mr. 
Pierce  went  to  the  field  to  work  as 
usual  leaving  his  wife  and  the  others 
at  home. 

At  10  o'clock  May  came  running  to 
him.  yelling  that  her  mother  was  dead. 
Pierce  ran  to  the  house  and  found  a 
terrible  state  of  affairs.  On  the  floor 
beside  the  kitchen  stove  was  Mi's. 
Pierce's  dead  body.  The  chin  was  hor- 
ribly gashed,  the  teeth  were  knocked 
out  and  the  neck  was  blai-k  and  bruised 
as  if  she  had  been  choked  to  death. 
There  were  evidences  of  a  terrible 
struggle. 

At  the  Inquest  owing  to  the  contra- 
dictory stories  told  by  George  Keesbro, 
and  his  evident  desire  to  keep  sus- 
picion from  himself,  he  was  arrested 
and  taken  to  the  Grand  Haven  Jail  last 
night.  TiKlay  further  investigation  led 
to  the  girl.  May,  also  being  taken  to 
jail. 

It  is  believed  that  Keesbro  did  the 
killing  and  the  little  girl  knows  all 
about  it  and  perhaps  assisted  in  the 
murder.

THE  WEATHER  BUREAU. 

By  the  removal  of  Professor  Harring- 
ton and  the  promotion  of  Professor 
Moore  to  be  head  of  the  weather  bureau, 
very  general  attention  has  recently 
been  directed  to  that  feature  of  the  fed- 
eral 3er\'ice.  The  history  of  the  weather 
department  in  this  country-  does  not  ex- 
tend over  many  years  but  it  is  full  of 
interest.  The  predecessor  of  the  pres- 
ent bureau  was  the  signal  service,  and 
it  was  created  fourteen  years  ago  as  an 
accessory  of  the  war  department.  At 
that  time  weather  prophets  and  weather 
forecasters  had  little  standin^r  in  this 
country.  The  signal  service  was  at 
first  regarded  as  somewhat  of  a  joke, 
and  its  forecasts  were  treated  with 
levity.  The  fourteen  years  which  have 
passed  have  witnessed  a  remarkable 
change  in  public  sentiment  on  this 
point,  and  today  there  is  no  feature  of 
the  daily  newspaper  that  is  so  generally 
referred  to  as  is  the  weather  report, 
with  the  forecasts  of  the  local  forecast- 
er and  the  general  predictions  from 
Chicago  and  Washington.  Business 
men  throughout  the  country,  shipping 
men  and  the  farmers  find  these  reports 
of   great   value. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  it 
cost  the  people  of  the  United  States 
about  Wio.'XH)  to  maintain  the  bureau. 
Under  militarj-  control  for  ten  years  the 
average  cost  was  $925,iX)0,  and  this,  too. 
in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the  present 
scope  of  the  work  is  much  greater  than 
it  was  six  years  ago.  The  St.  Louis 
Star-Sayings  gives  a  few  instances  to 
show  why  the  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vice has  been  so  marked.  It  warned 
the  people  of  Louisville,  Ky..  of  the  ter- 
rible storm  which  swept  over  it  March 
27,  1S90.  Seventy-five  people  were  killed. 
250  were  injured,  and  over  $2,000,000  of 
property  destroyed. 

In  August,  1893,  the  great  sea  island 
storm  devastated  the  coasts  of  the  East 
and  the  islands  oft  it,  causing  over  1000 
deaths.  It  was  predicted  by  the  weather 
bureau.  It  also  forewarned  the  people 
in  the  storm  bell  of  the  tropical  hurri- 
cane of  September,  1894,  and  the  one  in 
October  of  the  same  year.  In  both  in- 
stances the  warnings  w^ere  heeded,  and 
140,000,000  worth  of  shipping  remained 
snug  in  port,  when  to  have  been  at  sea 
meant    destruction. 

The  valuable  work  of  the  bureau  has 
saved  the  grain  raisers  of  the  North  and 
Northwest  and  the  fruit  belt  of  the 
South  untold  millions  by  predicting 
frosts  in  time  to  permit  precautions. 
Forev.arned  is  forearmed,  and  the  agri-

\iry  superior  class.  It  is  a  work  that 
should  have  a  very  wide  circulation.

undert:iking  the  publication  of  a  vol- 
ume tlat  rciiulrcd  the  expenditure  of 
such  a  large  sum  of  money  as  is  r«"pre- 
sented  in  its  production.  It  la  to  be 
hoped  that  the  sales  of  the  book  will 
amply  recompense  him  for  his  large  ll- 
iKtnclal  outlay,  to  .say  nothing  of  the 
immense  amount  of  personal  labor 
which    he   has  cxpeiultHl   upon    it. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that 
the  history  of  the  fire  is  well  written, 
because  Mr.  Wilkinson  is  known  as  an 
aide  and  interesting  writer.  In  this 
work  ho  has  displayed  his  ability  as  a 
iristorian.  Nowhere  docs  there  appear 
any  desire  to  exagircrate  or  to  unduly 
laud  one  person  in  preference  to  another. 
The  deeds  of  the  humblest  individual 
who  made  himself  conspicuous  in  the 
disaster  are  accorded  full  praise,  and 
ill  giving  credit  where  credit  is  due  in 
the  work  of  relief  Mr.Wilkluson  has  not 
sought  to  extol  the  services  of  any  per- 
son merely  because  he  is  wealthy  or 
prominent  In  short  it  is  a  true  story  of 
the  fire  aftd  the  relief  work  and  told 
with  a  directness  and  clearness  that 
must  cb.arm  the  reader.  The  plain  story 
is  eloquent,  and  when  presented  in  Mr. 
Wilkinson's  excellent  style  becomes 
thrilling   and   interesting. 

The  noble  work  done  by  the  Duluth 
people  for  those  who  suffered  by  the 
fire  is  fully  recognized  by  Mr.  Wilkin- 
son. There  are  eighty  pages  of  half 
tone  illustrations,  which  are  very  fine. 
Amongst  these  whose  photographs  are 
reproduced  are  Mayor  Lewis,  Chief  of 
Police  Armstrong  and  six  of  his  men, 
C>d.  tJridley.  J.  G.  Howard,  D.  M.  Wil- 
liams. K.  Bell.  C.  F.  Johnson,  Mr.  Le- 
land,  R.  Uobel,  Dr.  Watson.  Bishop  Mc- 
Golrick,  Rev.  Dr.  Ryan,  Rev.  Dr.  Salt- 
er, Mrs.  Bangs  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Miller. 
There  is  a  good  report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  ladies  relief  society,  and  it 
seems  as  if  little  could  be  added.  The 
book  will  be  the  standard  work  on  the 
fire,  and  no  library  in  Duluth  will  be 
complete  without  it.

INFLUENCING  THE  PRESS. 

A  story  which  ilhistrates  how  diffi- 
cult it  is.  as  a  rule,  to  Influence  news- 
paper publication  is  related  of  Isaac  L. 
Rice,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Forum 
magazine,  and  now  its  editor  since  the 
retirement  of  Walter  H.  Page.  Some 
years  ago  Mr.  Rice  was  engaged  in 
placing  enormous  blocks  of  stock  of  a 
Pennsylvania,  natural  gas  company. 
Before  he  had  closed  the  transaction 
the  Forum  came  out  with  an  article  by 
Professor  Seelye,  who  demonF*trated 
that  the  na-tural  gas  supply  would  soon 
be  exhausted,  and  that  it  could  not  pos- 
sibly last  longer  than  a  few  years.  As 
a  logical  result  the  people  for  whom 
Mr.  Rice  was  acting  are  said  to  have 
been  amazed,  frightened  and  utterly 
wt  a  loss  to  understand  what  Mr.  Rice 
could  have  been  thinking  of  when 
allowing  the  Forum  to  print  such  a 
condemnation  of  a  tran.saction  in  which 
he  was  personally  interested.  When 
spoken  to  about  it  Mr.  Rice  remarked: 
"Gentlemen,  if  my  entire  fortune  were 
involved,  I  could  not  even  consider 
suppressing  from  the  Forum  an  article 
which  would  be  of  instiniction  to  our 
readers." 

Those  people  who  talk  lightly  about 
the  manner  in  which  newspaper  publi- 
cation can  be  influenced  may  find  in 
the  above  incident  food  for  reflection. 
When  we  consider  the  great  pressure 
that  is  brought  to  bear  upon  news- 
papers to  influence  them  in  one  direc- 
tion or  another,  it  is  really  astonishing 
that  so  few  bear  evidence  of  being  in- 
fluenced by  unworthy  considerations. 
That  the  owners  and  managers  of 
newspapers  so  generally  resist  such  in- 
fluences as  are  brought  to  bear  upon 
them  is  a  strong  testimonial  to  the 
character  of  the  men  who  contnil  the 
newspapers  of  the  country  ,  and  shows 
that  the  press  is  free  and  independent 
in  face  as  vr^U  as  in  name.  It  is  when 
a  man  actually  undertakes  to  Influence 
the  press  for  the  advancement  of  his 
personal  scheme  that  he  discovers  what 
a  difficult  job  he  has  undertaken. 


PRACTISING  ECONOMY. 

The  county  commissioners  yesterday 
decided  that  the  time  is  not  opportune 
to  create  the  office  of  county  assessor. 
This  is  a  sensible  conclusion  and  does 
the  members  of  the  board  much  credit. 
To  create  new  offices  and  increase  the 
expenditures  of  the  county  at  this  time 
would  be  very  foolish.

the  Telephone  Ordinance 

Owing  to  Opposition. 


Garfield     Avenue     Viaduct 

Likely  to  Be  Started  from 

Superior  Street. 


After  all  the  council  meeting  last 
nigrht  w<i.s  a  comparatively  tame  affair. 
The  telephone  subway  franchise  failed 
to  come  up  for  its  final  readintt.  So 
much  opposition  to  the  measure  de- 
veloped at  the  afternoon  caucus  that 
its  sponsers  decided  to  lay  low.  The 
Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company  and 
the  West  Duluth  Water  company 
failetl  ,to  reply  in  time  to  the  com- 
munication of  the  special  waterworks 
committee  so  there  was  no  report  forth- 
coming. 

The  property  owners  in  the  vicinity 
of  Lake  avenue  and  Superior  street 
bobbed  to  the  front  with  their  pet 
prievance — the  cnndilion  of  the  sidewalk 
at  the  corner.  They  say  that  consider- 
ing the  fact  that  the  city  purchased 
the  triangTjlar  lot  on  the  Southwest 
corner  expressly  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  this  point,  the  work  has 
be<:-n  delayed  an  unreasonably  long 
time. 

The  board  of  public  works  after  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  Garfield 
avenue  viaduct  proposition  recom- 
mended that  the  approach  be  from 
Superior  .<tr€K-t.  Were  Michigan  street 
substituted  there  would  be  a  saving  of 
$2r)AM»0  in  cost  of  construction  but  other 
disadvantages  would  outweigh  this  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board.  The  report 
was  accepted.  The  clerk  read  a  lengthy 
communication  from  the  Michigan 
street  property  owners  setting  forth  the 
advantages  of  the  Michigan  street  ap- 
proach.

It 
seems  a  little  strange  that  a  man  should 
be  condemned  for  standing  squarely 
upon  the  ground  (Xicupied  by  the  party 
which  elected  him.  Mr.  Towne  is  a  bl- 
metallist  and  the  Itc^publican  party 
boasts  upon  the  efforts  It  has  made  to 
secure  bimetallism  for,  not  only  the 
I'nlted  States,  but  for  the  great  powers 
of  the  world.  The  Uer)ubllcan  party 
has  urged  International  action  time  and 
again,  and  it  qlways  lias  been  the  ex- 
pressed determination  of  the  party,  fall- 
ing in  an  international  agreement,  to 
devise  some  means  oi  restoring  silver 
to  its  old-time  place  in  the  United  States 
at  all  events.  So  you  see  that  the  Re- 
publican party  is  the  party  of  bimetal- 
lism, or  its  party  declarations  are  a  lie 
and  a  humbug. 

In  my  humble  opinion  the  leaders  of 
the  fight  against  Mr.  To^vne  are  gold 
monometallists.  They  believe  In  gold 
and  gold  only  as  money  of  ultimate  re- 
demption, and  I  believe  in  compelling 
them  to  come  out  and  tight  the  question 
in  the  open  field.  They  do  not  want  bi- 
metallism at  all,  but  ihey  keep  up  the 
hue  and  cry  in  the  hope  of  fooling  the 
rank  .and  file  of  the  party.  I  believe  if 
the  true  position  of  these  gold  mono- 
metallists was  known  they  could  not 
drum  up  a  corporal's  ^uard  among  the 
country    newspapers.  I    believe    the 

editors  of  the  countix-  papers  want  to 
be  honest  in  this  matter.  Just  as  long 
as  these  gold  bugs  art  allowed  to  lie  in 
ambush,  just  so  long  they  will  be  able 
to  fool  the  people  and  the  press.  The 
thing  to  do  is  to  get  after  them.  Smoke 
them  out.  Charge  them  openly  of  being 
gold  monometallists.  Carry  the  war 
right  Into  their  country. 

There  Is  much  I  mi:,'ht  call  your  at- 
tention to,  but  will  refrain.  Let  me 
s?ay,  however,  that  thi^^  country  can  not 
remain  half  English  and  half  American. 
If  we  have  the  gold  standard,  free  trade 
must  follow.  The  two  go  hand  in  hand. 
If  we  would  protect  .\merican  manu- 
factures we  must  establish  and  main- 
tain a  financial  policy  of  our  own.  Just 
so  long  as  England  can  control  our 
monetarj-  system,  just  so  long  our  coun- 
try must  languish.  Your  city  of  Du- 
luth will  be  one  of  the  very  first  to 
reap  the  reward  of  a  financial  system 
.)f  our  own.  It  will  .'stimulate  manu- 
facture, and  where  can  manufacturing 
be  engaged  in  to  bettei-  advantage  than 
at  Duluth? 

I  do  not  write  you  bcc  ause  of  any  old> 
acquaintance  with  Mr.  Towne,  but  be- 
cause he  is  a  Republican,  because  he  Is 
being  maligned  by  those  who  should 
defend  him,  and  the  city  of  Duluth 
should  spurn  with  contempt  those  who 
linowingly  engage  in  warfare  upon  a 
man  who  is  making  a  fight  for  the 
homes  and  firesides  of  tlie  people  w'hom 
he  has  been  elected  to  represent,

WERE  THEY  MURDERED? 

On  the 


Report 


of  Foul   Play 
Seine  River. 


About  sdx  weeks  ago  a  man  named 
Stone,  about  55  years  of  age,  and  his 
1.3-year-oId  son,  arrived  from  Duluth 
and  began  prospecting  on  the  Seine, 
.says  the  Rainy  Ijake  Journal  of  July  4. 
They  finally  drifted  into  Red  Gut  bay. 
and  .stopped  at  Brock's  mine  camp. 
They  were  accompanied  by  a  long- 
haired chap,  with  a  desperado  make-up 
of  the  Far  West  typo,  said  to  be  named 
Jackson. 

The  old  man  was  warned  to  be  on  tiha 
lookout  for  trouble,  but  he  claimed  to 
by  an  ol<4  Australian  miner  and  pros- 
pec'tor  and  said  he  knew  enough  to  take 
care  of  himself.'  He  was  known  to  have 
considerable  money  about  his  person.

The  bark  is  about  21  inches  long  and 
U  inches  wide.  Mr.  Brock  was  at  his 
camp  last  Thursday  morning,  the  date 
of  the  message,  and  it  was  not  there 
then.  It  is  evident  thus  that  Jackson 
was  there  later  in  tlie  day.  It  is  also 
reported  by  Messrs.  Wagy  and  Mc- 
Crehin,  who  are  sinking  a  shaft  on  Red 
Gut  bay,  that  during  their  absence  at 
the  same  time,  the  roof  of  their  camp 
had  been  torn  up  and  some  flour  and 
bacon  been  stolen.  It  may  be  that 
Jack.son  did  this  and,  having  satisfied 
his  hunger,  may  have  changed  his  mind 
«lv)ut  drowning  himself.  Nothing  has 
been  seen  of  the  old  man,  the  boy  or 
Jackson  since  that  time.

'The  banyvna  is  stedless.  and  has 
been  so  for  centuries,  though  nobody 
knows  why.  It  is  propagated  by  suck- 
ers, and  pos.9ll>ly  it  had  no  seeds  when 
it  was  first  fi'und  in  the  wild  state. 
The  banana  is  a  modified  berry.  Cut- 
ting the  fruit  down  through  the  middle, 
vou  will  sometin.'es  see  a  few  little 
brown  .spots,  wtiich  are  rudimentary 
seeds.  Occasionally  the  banana  does 
actually  produce  reeds.  The  pineapple 
is  nearly  seedless,  being  propagated 
likewise  from  suc'iers  and  from  slips. 
The  egg-plant,  which  is  a  fruit  Iwtani- 
<ally  speaking,  is  occasionally  seedless. 
This  plant  is  able  to  produce  devel- 
oped fruit,  whether  the  blossoms  are 
fertilized  or  not. 

"Horticulturists  are»  endeavoring  at 
the  same  time  to  rid  fruit  plants  of 
thorns.  Some  oranges  and  lemons  are 
very  thorny— for  example,  the  high- 
priced  King  orange,  w.'ilch  Is  the  best 
of  the  mandiarins.  It  is  rarely  seen  in 
this  market.  The  first  trees  were 
brought  to  the  United  States  from  Co- 
chin China.  In  Florida  its  thorniness 
has  been  diminished  by  selecting  buds 
from  branches  with  the  fewest  thorns. 
Thorns  are  objectionable  because  they 
puncture  the  oranges  or  lemons  when 
the  branahes  are  blown  about  by  the 
wind. 

"Efforts  are  being  made  to  get  rid  of 
the  thorns  on  raspberry  and  blackberry 
plants,  simply  for  convenl<?nce  In  pick- 
ing the  fruit.  The  thorns  are  inten- 
ded by  nature  to  protect  the  plants 
from  artimals.  Cultlvvitors  select 
these  plants  which  by  chance  happen 
to  be  thornless  or  comparatively  so." 

A  PERT  RETORT. 
Household  Words:  This  story  is  told 
of  a  master  of  Trinity  college  in  days 
long  gone  by,  who  had  a  partiality  for 
figs.  He  held  that  there  was  one  su- 
preme -moment  In  the  existence  of  a  fig 
when  It  Should  be  eaten,  not  a  minute 
before  or     a     minute     after,     and     he 


watched  over  his  fig  tree  with  tender- 
ness and  devotion.  It  was  a  mild  year 
and  the  sun  had  done  his  best  in  the 
perfecting  process,  and.  hoping  to  en- 
joy his  favorite  fruit  on  the  morrow, 
the  miaster  wrapped  a  piece  of  silver 
paper  about  It,  leaving  it  labelled. "The 
Master's  Pig."  W'hat  a  more  than 
foolish  thing  to  do  with  a  few  hun- 
dred "undergrads"  about!  The  auspi- 
cious day  dawned,  the  master,  looking 
at  his  watch  for  the  last  time,  walked 
confidently  across  the  quad.  But 
imagine  his  disimay  of  finding  his 
precious  tidbit  gone,  and  on  the  now 
empty  packet  the  label,  "A  fig  for  the 
masterf" 


COST  OF  LIVING. 
Although  the  cost  of  living  has  been 
materially  reduced  in  most  articles  of 
necessity  and  wages  are  much  higher 
than  they  were  thirty  years  ago  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people  are  but  little  bettor 
off  financially,  says  the  Engineer.  The 
reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  hiuher  scale 
of  living  which  has  to  be  met  to  retain 
anv  social  position.  Thirty  years  ago  men 
in  "moilerate  circumstances  thought  them- 
selves well  off  with  living  rooms  furnished 
plainly  and  simply,  the  chambers  with 
enameled  bedstt-ads  and  chairs  and  plain 
linen  and  plated  silver  throughout.  This 
is  all  changed  and  the  living  rooms  must 
copy  as  closely  as  possible  thf  appurte- 
nances and  belongings  of  wealthy  fami- 
lies. There  Is  no  enameled  furniture  lor 
sale  and  where  rag  carpets  were  former- 
ly thouKht  good  enough  for  ordinary  use 
there  are  Brussels  carpets,  imitations  oC 
imported  rugs  and  all  sorts  of  useless 
bric-a-brac  that  runs  away  with  many 
a  hard  earned  dollar.  All  classes  consumci 
and  enjoy  a  great  deal  more  than  they 
formerly  did.  and  everybody,  rich,  mode- 
rately circumstanced  or  poor,  wants  more 
than  he  formerly  did.  All  classes  travel 
more  frequently  and  longer  distances  than 
they  were  formerly  accu.stomed  to.  They 
have  more  clothes,  more  food,  more  finery, 
more  books  and  papers  than  their  fathers 
had,  but  they  do  not  save  as  much  as 
they   did.

"You  may  say  that  I  secured  every- 
thing for  which  I  went  to  Europe.  The 
real  object  oif  my  trip  was  to  dispose  -rif 
my  European  patents.  My  process  was 
submitted  to  some  of  the  best  Euro- 
pean engineers,  and  on  their  favorable 
report  I  received  a  cash  ofTer  of  £100,- 
000  for  the  European  right.  My  price 
was  £500,000,  but  I  have  shaded  this  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  the  use  of  thi? 
kind  of  steel  in  Europe  is  just  begin- 
ning and  is  not  out  of  lis  infancy.  I 
am  still  negotiating  on  the  deal,  and 
there  is  every  prosi>ect  that  it  will  soonf 
be  closed.

Just  as  soon  as  we  are  ready, 
which  will  be  within  a  week,  we  will 
start  up  and  turn  out  steel  as  fast  as 
we  are  able.  At  present  there  will  be 
about  150  men  employed." 

In  reply  to  a  question  whether  or  not 
the  entire  process  would  be  carried  on 
at  present.  Mr.  York  replied  that  the 
steel  would  be  m-anufactured,  direct 
from  the  pig. 

"Please  tell  them."  he  added,  "that  I 
am  glad  to  see  Duluth,  and  all  my  old 
fi'iends  again." 

Mr.  York  has  gone  out  to  inspect  the 
steel   plant  this  afternoon.

BAACK  RELEASED. 

Arrested  in  Austria  and  Liber- 
ated on  Consul's  Request. 

Washington,  July  0.— United  States  Con- 
sul Judd  has  reported  to  the  stale  depart- 
ment upon  the  case  of  Johan  Baack,  a 
naturalized  citizen,  arrested  in  Austria 
on  June  1,  on  a  charge  of  non-fullillmenl 
of  militarv  duty  and  deprived  of  all  of 
his  monev,  37.5  florins.  The  consul  general 
complained  to  the  responsible  authorities 
in  Austria,  wlio  ordered  the  immediate 
release  of  the  prisoner  and  the  return 
of  his  money. 

According  to  Mr.  Judd,  Baack  was  ar- 
rested because  he  neglected  to  present 
his  passport  to  the  proper  authorities. 
The  Austrian  officials  had  apologized  for 
tlie  arrest  and  explained  it  would  have  not 
occurred  had  Baack  been  known  as  an 
American  citizen.

Fourth   Annual   Convention  In 
Session  at  Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee.  July  9. — President  Daniel 
Keefe.  of  Chicago,  presided  at  the  open- 
nig  of  the  fourth  annual  convention  of 
the  National  'Longshoreman's  conven- 
tion. After  the  appointment  of  the 
various  committees  the  address  of  wel- 
come was  read  by  Frank  J.  Weber,  of 
the  State  Federation  of  Labor,  who  is 
second  vice  president  of  the  national 
Ixjdy.  and  may  be  advanced  to  the 
presidency  by  the  convention.

He  strongly  advised  the  adoption  by 
the  association  of  all  bodies  of  vessel 
workers  whose  aims  were  the  same. 
Sixty-five  delegates  are  present  and 
abi>ul  forty  more  are  expected  before 
the  day  is  over.

Temperatures  were  about  normal, 
although  slightly  above  in  the  dryei 
northern  counties.  The  heavy  rains  in 
central  and  southern  counties  have 
forced  the  corn  ahe.id  rapidly,  and 
many  fields  are  beginning  to  tasfsell. 
Oats  are  being  harvested  in  nvo.<;'t 
central  counties,  and  will  be  in  north- 
ern counties  this  week. 

The  yield  in  southern  counties  is  light 
owing  to  the  damage  by  chinch  bugs; 
straw  is  very  short,  wheat  and  rye  are 
being  thrashed  with  generally  light 
yield  and  pix>r  quality.  Hay  cutting 
continues,  and  the  crop  proves  very 
poor.  Pastures  are  much  revived  in 
the  central  and  southern  counties,  but 
in  the  northern  they  are  bare  and 
brown  with  cattle  being  fed  in  many 
places.     Fruit  is  looking  prmmising.

Work  of  Examination  Going  On 
In  Ohio. 

Toledo,  July  9.— Two  witnesses  were  ex- 
amined this  morning  in  the  Eddmon  trial 
floe  of  super\'isor  of  assessments  was  vot- 
Thom^s,  who  described  the  finding  of 
Mrs.  Peany's  body  at  the  rear  door  of 
squelched  as  soon  as  the  record  of  ex- 
bullet  which  killed  her.  which  was  cut 
out  by  Dr.  Eddmon.  The  defense  asked 
if  t'nere  were  not  cases  on  record  where 
persons  shot  through  the  heart  had  run 
some  distance,  which  was  answered  af- 
firmatively.

On  cross  examination  it  was  developed 
that  the  ball  severed  an  artery  leaving  the 
heart  and  that  while  life  might  remain  two 
to  four  minutes,  consciousness  woilld  be 
lost  In  a  few  seconds.  The  s«'cond  witness' 
(who  was  the  first  man  to  see  the  prisoner 
after  the  shooting),  testimony  was  unim- 
portant, and  he  was  so  much  confused  oi* 
cross  examination  that  he  flatly  denied 
liaving  signed  a  statement  to  the  coroner 
until   his   autograph    wa-s   shown   him.

July  9.— The  Mi.ssouri 
weather  crop  bulletin  for  the  week 
says:  Except  in  Fome  of  the  northern 
and  easitem  counties  the  pasit  week 
has  been  cool  and  cloudy  and  very  wet. 
The  mean  temperature  was  about  nor- 
mal in  that  section.  But  elsewhere  it 
ranged  from  3  to  6  degrees  below.  Over 
the  extreme  northern  portion  of  the 
state  the  rainfall  was  generally  light, 
and  except  in  a  few  localities  thresh- 
ing, corn  pk)wlng  and  oat  harvests 
have  progressed  fairly  well,  but  over 
most  of  the  central  and  southern  coun- 
ties the  rainfall  ff>r  the  week  exceeded 
two  inches,  and  in  many  localities  over 
four  inches  is  reported.

Judge  Woods  Makes  the  Debs 
Sentences    Concurrent. 

Chicago,  July  9.— Judge  Woods  today 
reinstated  his  former  order  making  con- 
current the  sentences  of  Eugene  V. 
Debs  and  other  officials  of  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  uni'^n.  As  a  result  Debs 
will  serve  but  six  months  in  jail  and 
his  associates  but  three  months.  The 
men  cwere  convicted  on  two  charges 
and  in  each  Debs  secured  a  slx-month':i 
jail  sentence  and  the  others  were  given 
three  months  each,  the  sentences  being 
made  concurrent. 

In  order  to  take  the  case  to  the  su- 
preme court  Debs'  attorneys  had  the 
sentences  separated,  and  when  the  ap- 
peal was  refused  it  left  the  piisoners 
under  the  double  sentence  with  the 
prospect  of  a  year  for  Debs  and  six 
months  for  each  of  the  others.  The 
defendants'  attorneys  then  petitioned 
for  a  reinstatement  of  the  former  or- 
dier.  the  petition  being  granted  by 
Judge  Woods  today. 


SADDLERS'  CONVENTION. 
New  York.  July  9.— The  seventh  an- 
nual convention  of  the  Wholesale  Sad- 
dlery as.'»oclatlon  was  opened  today  at 
the  Murray  Hill  hotel.  The  convention 
will  be  oontlnue-d  for  four  days.  There 
are  about  400  members  in  the  associa- 
tion, and  200  of  them  are  here.

Therefore  the  Quo  Warranto 
Proceedings  Will  Short- 
ly Come  Up. 


St.  Paul.  July  9.— .Vttorney  General 
<'hilds  has  prepared  papers  for  quo 
warranto  i>roceedlng.«  in  the  case  of 
t^tate  Boiler  Inspector  John  B.  Sutton, 
whose  positron  as  a  member  of  'the  leg- 
islature has  been  held  iiy  many  to  make 
him  ineligible  under  the  constitution  to 

accept  such   appointment.    He  says    in 
hifl  statement: 

"I  am  requested  to  file  an  infonnation 
in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto  again.st 
Hon.  John  B.  Sutton  to  test  his  title  to 
the  office  of  state  boiler  inspector,  to 
which  he  was  appoini.nl  by  the  gover- 
nor of  this  state  in  tin-  month  of  May 
in 'the  present  year.  At  the  last  general 
election.  Mr.  Sutton  wis  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  house  of  representatives 
from  the  Twenty-thii  1  legislative  dis- 
•trict.  and  thereupon  duly  entered  upon 
and  continued  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  'thereof  ui>til  his  resigna.tion 
therefrom,  occurring  :i  short  time  pre- 
vk>us  to  his  said  iaiii)ointment.  His 
title  to  his  present  ofiice  is  assailed  on 
the  ground  that  he  was  ineligible  'to 
such  appointment,  by  reason  of  the 
prohibition  contained  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  Minesota.  article  4,  section  9, 
which,  so  far  as  material,  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Np  senator  or  repi  esentative  shall, 
during  the  term  for  which  he  is  elected 
hold  any  office  under  the  authority  of 
the  UnHed  States  or  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota, except  that  of  postmaster."  It 
is  con>tended  that  during  the  period  of 
two  years,  from  and  after  his  induction 
into  office,  a  member  of  the  legislature 
is  ineligible  to  hold  any  other 
office,  save  that  of  postmaster, 
and  that  such  ineligibility  cannot  be 
overcome  by  resignation  or  otherwise. 
Although  the  question  h.^s  long  been 
deemed  "res  ajudicata  "  in  this  depart- 
ment, I  determined,  in  view  of  its  great 
public  imjportance.  t)  afford  gentle- 
men an  opportunity  t<i  be  heard  upon 
it.  and  accordingly  provided  a  day  for 
a  hearing,  at  which  the  subject  was 
thoroughly  discussed  in  all  its  various 
lights. 

Whenever  the  question  has  hereto- 
fore engaged  the  att'^ntion  of  the  at- 
torney general,  whether  as  to  elective 
or  appointive  offices,  it  has  invariably 
been  held  that  the  prohibition  of  the 
constitution  was  designed  merely  to 
prevent  a  member  holding  another 
office  during  his  incumhancy  of  the 
office  of  senator  or  representative.  In 
the  two  leading  matters  hertofore  con- 
sid?red  in  this  department — in  re  Paige 
and  in  re  Oilman,  it  was  held  that  as 
tk>  -an  elective  officei*  ithe  disability 
ceases  upon  resignation.  The  same 
doctrine  has  on  several  occasions  been 
extender!  to  appwintive  officers.  The 
case  of  Bamum  vs.  Oilman,  27  Minne- 
sota 466.  is  relied  upon  as  authority  in 
support  oif  Mr.  Sutton's  claim. 

Strictly  speaking,  that  case  really  de- 
cides that  one  not  receiving  a  majority 
of  votes  cast  for  a  given  office  has  no 
such  interest  therein  as  entitled  him 
to  call  in  question  his  opponent's  title 
thereto.  What  was  said  in  that  case 
as  to  the  eligibility  of  the  respondent 
was  really  obiter,  and  was  so  regarded 
by  the  chief  justice,  who  for  that  reason 
refused  to  concur  in  the  views  ex- 
pressed in  the  majority  opinion.  How- 
ever, 'n  cannot  be  denied  that  that  casf' 
has  quite  generally  been  regarded  as 
decisive  on  the  question,  and  no  doubt 
has  greatly  influenced  the  more  recnt 
views  of  this  office. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  been  con- 
strained to  adopt  the  views  expressed 
in  the  earlier  decisions  of  my  prede- 
cessors, not  so  much  because  of  my 
approval  of  the  construction  which 
had  been  placed  upon  the  constitution, 
as  by  force  of  ithe  rule,  but  in  the  mat- 
ter of  Jones,  recently  considered.  I  e.K- 
pressly  stated  that  I  should  hesitate 
whenever  the  public  interests  might 
seem  to  require,  to  submit  the  question 
to  the  courts.  It  certainly  cannot  be 
said  that  the  question  is  free  from 
doubt  or  that  the  reasoning  of  this 
office  in  prior  cases  will  receive  judi- 
cial sanction.  Indeed  it  is  somewhat 
significant  to  note  the  expressions  of 
doubt  with  which  both  of  the  leading 
opponents  above  referred  to  are  char- 
acterized. He  quotes  from  the  decision 
in  the  Paige  case. 

If  the  case  of  Bamum  vs.  Gilman. 
supra,  is  not  decided  as  decisive  of  the 
question,  authority  may  elsewhere  be 
found  strongly  militating  against  Mr. 
Sutton's  eligibility.  Ellis  vs.  Lennon. 
86  Michigan  468. 

There  is  seemingly  a  widespread  sen- 
timent, both  within  and  without  the 
ranks  of  the  legal  profession  In  this 
state,  that  the  question  of  the  proper 
construction  of  the  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution under  consideration  should 
be  submitted  to  the  courts  and  the 
meaning  of  that  provision  definitely 
determined.  "While  I  am  loath  to  sub- 
ject Mr.  Sutton  to  the  annoyance  of 
the  necessary  litigation,  I  feel  that  I 
cannot  properly  disregard  the  wishes 
of  so  many  of  my  fellow  citizens  and 
permit  his  claims  to  eligibility  to  go 
unchallenged.  Whatever  the  decision 
of  the  courts,  it  will  dissipate  doubt, 
allay  discussion,  and  prove  salutory  to 
the  public  welfare  to  obtain  an  ad- 
judication of  the  question.  I  therefore 
decide  to  file  the  information. ^

Quebec,  July  9. — A  terrible  accident 
occurred  at  3  o'clock  this  morning  at 
Craig's  Road  station,  on  the  Giand 
Trunk  railway,  about  fourteen  miles 
west  of  Levis.  A  very  large  pilgrimage 
from  Sherbrooke.  Wind.s<jr  and  Ili<  h- 
mond  had  left  the  latter  town  ab-tut 
10  o'clock  last  evening  for  the  shrine 
of  St.  Anne  De  Beaupre.  There  were 
two  sections  of  the  train,  one  running 
a  few  minutes  behind  the  other.  Tiie 
first  section  was  st{inding  at  the 
Craig's  Road  station,  taking  water, 
when    the   second    section,    passing    the 

semaphore,  dashed  into  the  rear  Pull- 
man coach  of  the  first  section,  smash- 
ing it  to  kindling  wood  and  killing  it 
is  said  everybody  in  that  car  except 
the  Pullman  conductoi-  who  jumped.

Sanchez  with  4»>0  men  to  retreat.  The 
insurgent  leader  surprised  the  Spanish 
troops  at  Cacao,  near  Jiguoni,  not  far 
from  Bayano  in  the  Province  of  San- 
tiago De  Cuba.  The  troops  made  a 
gallant  defense,  but  Maj.  Sanchez  lost 
twentv  killed  and  wounded  and  retired 
to  Santa  Rita.  The  loss  of  the  Insur- 
gents is  said  to  have  been  much  heavier 
than  the  troops.  Gen.  Casco  has  had 
a  three  day's  fight  with  the  insurgents 
in  the  Sierra  Matra.  The  insurgents 
lost  a  great  many  killed  and  wounded 
and  the  troops  captured  a  quantity 
of  arms,  ammunition  and  horses.  No 
further  details  of  the  fighting  have 
been   received. 

The  steamer  San  Francisco  has  f#- 
rived  here  from  Spain  with  2200  troops 
and  the  steamer  Antonio  Lopez  has  ar- 
rived with  260  troope. 


Washington.  July  10. — The  Spanish 
foreign  office  has  cabled  to  the  Spanish 
minister  here,  Senor  De  Puy  De  Lome, 
concerning  the  reported  interview  of 
Ambassador  Kustis  in  the  Paris  Fi- 
garo with  a  view  to  having  the  min- 
ister ask  the  state  department  to  di.--- 
avow  the  reported  utterances  of  Mr. 
Eustis.  The  exact  nature  of  the  cable 
from  the  Spanish  government  cannot 
be  learned,  but  is  believed  to  be  In 
the  first  place  an  Inquiry  as  to  the 
facts,  with  supplementary  Instructions 
to  make  due  representations  of  disap- 
pr*>val  to  this  government,  should  it 
be  established  that  such  an  Interview 
was  given  by  the  ambassador. 

In  this  respect  the  representations 
were  probably  somewhat  similar  'to 
those  which  Secretary  Gresham  cabled 
to  the  jL'nited  States  minister  at  Mafl- 
rld  telling  him  to  demand  a  disavowal 
and  apology  from  Spain.  It  is  thought 
however,  the  cable  from  Spain  Is  con- 
servative In  character,  with  a  view  to 
securing  action  only  In  case  the  Inter- 
view Is  shown  to  be  authentic.  It  was 
sent  before  Mr.  Eustis  had  given  a 
disavowal  of  the  interview  in  a  state- 
ment to  a  London  correspondent.  The 
minister  left  today  for  Boston  where 
he  will  be  near  Secretary  Olney,  who 
is  already  in  that  locality  for  the  sum- 
mer. 


Boston.  July  10.— Rev.  Dr.  John 
Henry  Barrows,  of  Chicago,  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  United  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Endeavor,  has  received  from  H. 
H.  Kohlsaat,  publisher  of  the  Chicago

Spaniards    and    Cubans  Both 
Win  in  the  Fighting. 


EUSTIS  INTERVIEW. 


Havana,  July  10.— Lieut.  Trujlllo  has 
had  a  skirmish  with  a  band  of  In- 
surgents under  Regino  Alfonse  at  the 
Ponce  Plantation  near  Cardenas.  Pro- 
vince of  Matanzas.  Two  of  the  in- 
surgents were  killed.  Gen.  Navarro 
is  pursuing  the  insurgents  under  Gar- 
zon.  who  were  recently  defeated  near 
Mina.-i  Daiquiri,  Province  of  Santiago 
De  Cuba.  After  being  driven  from 
that  place  they  occupied  positions  at 
Alto  Viltaton  and  later  at  Matayeguas. 
from  which  place  they  retreated  be- 
fore the  advance  of  the  trf>ops  with  a 
Ifxss  of  ten  dead  and  wounded. 

Rabl.  the  Insurgent  leader  at  the 
head  of  1200  men  has  compelled  Maj. 
Sanchez  with  4tX)  men  to  retreat.  The 
insurgent  leader  surprised  the  Spanish 
troops  at  Cacao,  near  Jlguonl,  not  far 
from  Bayano  in  the  Province  of  San- 
tiago De  Cuba.  The  troops  made  a 
gallant  defense,  but  Maj.  Sanchez  lost 
twenty  killed  and  wounded  and  retired 
to  Santa  Rita.  The  loss  of  the  Insur- 
gents isi  said  to  have,  been  much  heavier 
than  the  troops.  Gen.  Casco  has  had 
a  three  day's  fight  with  the  insurgents 
in  the  Sierra  Matra.  The  Insurgents 
lost  a  great  many  killed  and  wounded 
and  the  troops  captured  a  quantity 
of  arms,  ammunition  and  horses.  No 
further  details  of  the  fighting  have 
been   received. 

The  steamer  San  Francisco  has  Th- 
rived here  from  Spain  with  2200  troops 
and  the  steamer  Antonio  Lopez  has  ar- 
rived with  260  troope. 


It  is  Already   Raining    Inter- 
national Correspondence. 

Washington,  July  10. — The  Spanish 
foreign  office  has  cabled  to  the  Spanish 
minister  here,  Senor  De  Puy  De  Lome, 
concerning  the  reported  interview  of 
Ambassador  Eustis  In  the  Paris  Fl- 
garf>  with  a  view  to  having  the  min- 
ister ask  the  state  department  to  di.--- 
avow  the  reported  utterances  of  Mr. 
Eustis.  The  exact  nature  of  the  cable 
from  the  Spanish  government  cannot 
be  learned,  but  Is  believed  to  be  In 
the  first  place  an  Inquiry  as  to  the 
facts,  with  supplementary  Instructions 
to  make  due  representations  of  disap- 
proval to  this  government,  should  it 
be  established  that  such  an  interview 
was  given  by  the  ambassador. 

In  this  respect  the  representations 
were  probably  somewhat  similar  'to 
those  which  Secretary  Gresham  cabled 
to  the  it-'nlted  States  minister  at  Ma<l- 
rld  telling  him  to  demand  a  disavowal 
and  apology  from  Spain.  It  is  thought 
however,  the  cable  from  Spain  Is  con- 
servative In  character,  with  a  view  to 
securing  action  only  In  case  the  Inter- 
view Is  shown  to  be  authentic.  It  was 
sent  before  Mr.  Eustis  had  given  a 
disavowal  of  the  Interview  In  a  state- 
ment to  a  London  correspondent.  The 
mini.ster  left  today  for  Boston  where 
he  will  be  near  Secretary  Olney,  who 
is  already  in  that  locality  for  the  sum- 
mer.

DesMnne-S.  \i..  July  10.— The 
weather  tiHlay  w:u*  perfect  and  the  at- 
tendance at  the  convention  in  the  hiu- 
tory  of  the  party  in  this  si(ate  wajs  the 
largest.  The  campaigTi  for  guberna- 
torial honors  has  been  ono  o^  the  most 
hotl>-  contested  ever  known  in  Iowa, 
and  has  been  unique  from  the  fact  that 
the  candidates  have  organized  and  con- 
ducted the  campaign  on  the  school  dis- 
trict rommktee  plan,  just  as  the  state 
com.nittee  dt>es  the  campaign  for  the 
election  of  the  ticket. 

About  seventeen  active!  candida-tes 
entered  the  field  for  governor.  The 
fi«ld  simmered  down  to  the  following, 
who  opened  headiiunrters  Monday  and 
sought  the  nomination  today:  C?en.  E. 
M.  Drake,  Centerville;  Senator  James 
Hurlaai.  Mt.  Pleasant:  Senator  Matt 
Pfcrrott.  Waterloo;  J.  H.  Harsh;  Secre- 
tary of  State  WHlitim  Farland.  Des 
Moines;  Senator  J.  T.  Kameerer.  Web- 
ster City.  Col.;  E.  S.  Ormsby.  Emmetts- 
burg.  When  the  convention  convened 
the  chances  were  believed  to  lie  be- 
tween the  firsit  three  for  the  nomina- 
tion, rn  order,  with  Gen.  Drake  a 
strt>ng  favorite  to  win.  The  best  esti- 
mates of  the  first  ballot  were:  Drake, 
400;  Harlan,  300:  P^rrott.  200;  McFar- 
laind.  ltX>.  Others  s,.a.otered.  Thelre 
are  124."?  delegates  to  the  convention  .re- 
quiring 622  votes  for  a  choice,  so  several 
ballots  were  expected. 

Heavy  charges  have  been  sprung 
against  Drake  the  past  day  or  two.  buj 
all  were  refuted,  and  it  is  claime<i  thjiit 
the  charges  have  helped  his  candidacy 
in  place  of  injuring  iit.  There  was  little 
interest  in  the  other  offices  for  which 
nominations  were  to  be  made.  It  was 
generally  ct>needed  that  Supreme 
Court  Judge  Given,  Railro^ad  Conimis- 
sioner  G.  W.  Perkins,  Superintendent 
Hnry  Salson  would  receive  the  nomina- 
tions. The  convention  'was  called  to 
order  by  Chairman  Blythe,  of  the  state 
tomonittee.  Temporarj-  Chavi'mi.^n 
L.ane.  of  Davenport,  then  delivered  am 
address.     He    •said: 

•"Gentlemen  of  the  convention:  I 
congratulate  you  upon  the  magnificent 
hanmony  existing  at  the  present  time 
in  the  Republican  party  throughout 
the  state.  A  few  years  back  there 
were  some  dissentions  over  questions 
not  political  and  we  were  temporarily 
defeated  in  state  affairs.  I  congratu- 
late you  on  the  wisdom  of  your  last 
two  conventions,  and  I  trust  the  result 
of  that  experience  will  insure  a  con- 
tinuation in  that  direction.  The  Re- 
publican party  in  the  past  has  been  in 
favor  of  a  protective  tariff:  in  favor  of 
American  wages  for  American  labor;

No.  3  in 
l"he  American  iKXxt.  dropped  his  oar  and 
back  Into  the  arms  of  No.  2,  Speilman. 
The  latter  ins--tantly  relieved  him,  «nd 
as  Hager  did  not  recover  himself,  Col- 
sryn,  the  coxswain  called  out  sharply. 
"What  are  you  about,  Ture?"  Hager 
thipn  resumed  bis  '^r  and  seemed  to 
try  to  row,  but  no  sooner  had  the  crew 
recommenced  pulliu.g  with  Trinity  Hall 
five  lengths  ahead,  than  it  came  Free- 
born's turn  to  hinder  matters.

President  Nines  Here  Conferr- 
ing as  to  Raising  Funds. 

D.  W.  Hines,  of  Drayton.  N.  D..  presi- 
dent of  the  Duluth  &  North  Dakota 
Railway    company,  is  in  the  city  today. 

accompanied  by  J.  D.  Wallace,  of  Dray- 
ton, a  director  of  the  company.  They 
-spent  the  morning  with  members  of 
the  committees  from  the  commercial 
bodies  of  the  city  which  were  appointed 
to  devise  means  to  assist  the  company 
in  the  construction  of  the  line,  Hines' 
mission  in  Duluth  is  to  raise  money,  if 
possible  to  aid  in  the  surveying  work 
which  is  to  be  done.  He  wishes  to  have 
a  public  meeting  called  to  discuss  his 
plan  and  the  advaatages^to  Duluth  in 
its  successful  termination*  This  after- 
noon at  5  o'clock  the  committees  will 
meet  and  may  decide  ti>  issue  a  call  for 
a  public  meeting  tomorr<nv  evening. 

Mr.  Hines  states  that  about  forty  or 
fifty  miles  of  the  grading  is  dcme  and 
that  the  100  miles  of  the  road  west  of 
Thief  River  Falls  to  Cavalier  county  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  most  substantial 
men  of  that  section,  and  that  the  com- 
pleting of  the  grading  is  assured.  An 
engineer  has  reported  on  the  crossing 
of  the  Red  river,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
decided  at  what  point  a  bridge  will  be 
put  in.  About  2S.000  ties,  or  enough  for 
forteen  miles  of  road,  have  been  gotten 
out.

If  the  men  who  desert  the  old 
parties  at  times  would  work  as  ener- 
tretlcally  In  behalf  of  their  principles 
within  the  ranks  of  their  old  parties 
as  they  do  in  forming  new  parties  they 
would  quickly  secure  their  adoption 
by  the  old  parties. 


THE    SUTTON  CASE. 
The     decison     of     Attorney     General 
Childs  to  ask  the  supreme  court  for  a 
writ  of  quo  warranto  directing   Boiler 
Inspector  J.  B.     Sutton     to     prove     his 
legal    right    to   the   office   will   be  ver>' 
generaJlyl  \  aipplauded.        The    attorney 
geneivil    Is    the   only     officer    who    can 
apply  for  such  a  writ,  and  as  his  appll< 
oation  is  never  refused  by  the  court,  it 
is  now  certain  that  the  point  at  issue 
will    be    finally    decided.     The    previous 
occupants  of  the  office  of  attorney  gen- 
eral have  uniformly  refused  to  ask  for 
writs  in  similar  cases  and  some  of  them 
have   advised   governors     ehat     if     the 
lefrishbtor  resigns  his  elective  office  be- 
fore  being  appointed    to    the   new   one 
the  const tucional  inhibition  is  success- 
fully evaded.     This  was  w^hat  Mr.  Sut- 
ton did.  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  such 
resignation   avails   in    the   face   of   the 
plain   letter  of   the  constitutional   pro- 
vision.   At  any  rate  the  supreme  court 
wll  now  have  an  opportunity  never  be- 
fore presented  to  pass  on  the  question. 
To    the   ordinary    layman    the    state 
constitution  api)ear8  to  ver>-  plainly  de- 
clare  against    the   appointment   of    Mr. 
Sutton  and  others  who  were  members 
of   the  last     legislature.      Section  9  of 
article  4  of  the  constitution  says:     "No 
senator  or  representative  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  is  elected,  hold 
any  office  tmder  the  authority  of     the 
United   States   or  the  state   of   Minne- 
sota, except  that  of  postmaster,  and  no 
senator  or  representative  shall  hold  an 
office  under  the  state  which  has  been 
created    or   the   emoluments    of    which 
have  been  increased  during  the  session 
of  the  legislature  of  which   he   was     a 
member,   until  one  year   after  the   ex- 
piration  of  his   term  of  office   in     the 
l-^islature." 

The  ttame  for  which  Mr.  Sutton  was 
elected  dot's  not  expire  until  the  in- 
auguration of  the  next  legislature, 
therefore  he  now  h«^ld3  the  office  of 
b'»il.-r  inspeotor  in  violation  of  the  con- 
stitutional provision  contained  in  the 
first  fo<ur  lines  of  the  abijve  section.  The 
supreme  court  can  hardly  decide  other- 
wise. Three  other  cases  hang  on  the 
Sutton  case.  Representative  J.  N. 
Jones,  of  Red-woijd,  now  holds  the  office 
of  tfacitory  linsp^fjtor,  Keprf«en|ta<tive 
George  F.  Wright,  of  Hennepin,  holds 
an  office  in  the  census  bureau  under 
Secretary  Berg,  and  Representatlfve  A. 
F.  Ferris,  of  Brainerd,  is  a  member  of 
the  state  game  commission.  The  case 
also  has  some  interest  for  Representa- 
tive J.  M.  Smith,  of  Duluth.  who  is 
credited  with  a  desire  to  secure  an  ap- 
pointment as  chief  weighmaster  in  the 
grain   inspection   department. 


THE  DEFEAT  OF  CORNELL. 

Everyone  will  regret  that  the  Cornell 
crew  was  defeated  In  the  boat  race 
upon  the  Thames  today.  This  was  the 
second  heat  for  the  grand  challenge 
cup.  the  "blue  ribbon"  of  English 
aquatics.  In  the  first  heat  yesterday 
the  Cornell  boys  had  a  walk-over, 
owing  to  the  faot  that  the  Leanders 
had  some  misunderstanding  at  the  time 
the  word  was  given  to  "go"  and  failed 
to  start.  The  Englishmen  indulged  In 
some  violent  criticism  of  the  Ameri- 
cans because  they  rowed  ahead  and 
went  owr  the  course  alone  and  were 
awarded  the  heat.  The  Englishmen 
howled  that  this  was  not  sportsman- 
like, but  if  the  circumstances  had  been 
reversed  and  the  English  crew  had  won 
because  the  Cornells  failed  to  start. 
they  would  have  as  loudly  asserted 
that  it  was  all  right. 

The  Leanders  are  the  present  holders 
of  the  grand  challenge  cup  and  hold  the 
record  for  this  race,  6  minutes  15  sec- 
onds, made  in  1891  made  over  the  Hen- 
ley course,  which  is  about  one  and  one- 
half  miles)  long.  They  were  regarded  as 
the  most  dangerous  competitors  of  the 
Cornells,  and  the  friends  of  the  latter 
therefore  felt  delighted  over  yesterday's 
result,  believing  that  it  assured  the  win- 
ning of  the  trophy  by  the  American 
crew.  Their  disappointment  today  is 
therefore  much  greater. 

However,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
Cornell  boys  or  their  friends  should  be 
ashamed  of  the  showing  they  made. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  several  men  in 
the  Cornell  boat  were  sick  and  unfit  to 
row.  Their  condition  at  the  close  of  to- 
day's heat,  when  all  were  exhausted  and 
one  fainted  in  the  boat,  showed  very 
clearly  that  what  Trainer  Courtney  said 
the  other  day  In  regard  to  their  being 
ill  was  perfectly  correct. 

No  American  can  row  on  the  Thames 
with  any  hope  of  success  until  he  has 
become  thoroughly  acclimated.  The 
experience  of  professional  oarsmen  who 
have  crossed  the  Atlantic  has  repeated- 
ly demonstrated  this  fact.  The  Cornell 
crew  made  a  gallant  struggle  against 
great  odds,  and  although  beaten,  is  not 
disgraced, 

THE  SQUABBLE  IN  SUPERIOR. 

The  people  of  Superior  are  divided 
into  hostile  camps  at  the  present  time 
over  the  charges  of  malfeasance  in 
office  which  have  been  made  against 
Mayor  Starkweather.  As  to  the  truth 
or  falsity  of  the  charges.  The  Herald 
is  not  disposed  to  express  an  opinion 
because  it  has  not  learned  upon  what 
foundation  they  rest.  But  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  manner  In  which  the 
so-called  investigation  by  the  city  coun- 
cil is  being  conducted  does  not  promise 
any  good  results. 

Evidence  incriminating  the  mayor 
has  been  given,  but  the  examination 
is  being  conducted  in  a  style  that  is 
decidedly  onesided  and  there  has  been 
no  attempt  to  put  the  witnesses  through 
a  severe  cross-examination.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  council 
are  evidently  determined  to  find  the 
mayor  guilty  and  they  would  probably 
do  so,  no  matter  what  the  evidence 
showed.  The  fact  is  that  investiga- 
tions of  this  kind  by  city  councils  are 
farcical  are  rarely  productive  of  good. 

The  proper  place  to  Inquire  into  the 
charges  made  against  the  mayor  is  in 
a  court  of  law,  where  the  accused 
would  have  his  rights  fully  protected 
and  testimony  of  the  hearsay  order, 
which  is  now  being  freely  received, 
would  be  excluded. 


S-nCK  TO  .THE  PARTY. 

President  Draper,  of  the  university 
of  Illinois,  in  his  late  baccalaureate 
sermon,  gave  the  following  advice  to 
young  men  respecting  their  course  in 
political  affairs:  "So  far  as  the  policy 
of  the  state  or  the  nation  Is  in  issue 
between  p<jlltlcal  parties,  cast  your  lot 
with  the  one  which  most  nearly  repre- 
sents your  views  and  adhere  to  it  un- 
til the  same  piinciple  of  action  leads 
you  to  give  your  adhesion  to  another. 
When  associated  with  a  party  give  it 
enthusia.«tic  support.  Read  Its  liter- 
ature, engage  in  its  discussions.  Attend 
Its  conventions',  support  Its  candidates 
and  yell  over  Its  triumphs.  Do  not 
change  parties  daily.  A  single  issue 
or  single  nomination  may  be  a  suffici- 
ent ground  for  change  of  parties,  but 
It  seldom  Is." 

This  is  go<jd  advice.  It  Is  natural 
that  members  of  the  same  party  shoukl 
have  differing  individual  opinions  on 
some  subjects.  It  is  impossible  to  frame 
a  platform  with  which  every  Repub- 
lican would  entirely  agree,  and  the 
same  is  true  of  the  Democrats.  It  is 
only  upon  the  leading  questions  that 
we  expect  to  see  the  members  of  the 
party  agree.  The  position  of  the  great 
parties  upon  these  leading  questions 
marks  the  line  of  demarcation  be- 
tween the   parties.     Whenever  a   man

Would   Loan  America  All  the 
Gold  Desired. 

Chicago,  July  10. — A  special  from 
Washington  says:  Discussion  of  the 
gold  reserve  and  the  action,  past  and 
present,  of  the  Morgan-Rothschild  bond 
syndicate  brought  to  light  today  the 
fact  that  the  czar,  Alexander  III  of 
Russia,  offered  to  loan  the  United  States 
all  the  gold  necessary  to  maintain  the 
reserve  at  any  figure  desired.  The  , 
friendly  tender  was  declined  by  Presi-  1 
dent  Cleveland  because,  after  several 
weeks  of  consid'*ration  and  deliberation 
and  telegraphic  correspondence  back 
and  forth  between  Washington  and  St. 
Petersburg,  it  was  decided  that  the 
president  had  not  the  authority  to  issue 
bonds  or  otherwise  incur  indebtedness 
on  'behalf  of  the  government. 

Since  then  the  power  of  the  president 
and  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  to 
issue  bonds  has  been  determined,  and 
ii  the  offer  were  repeated  by  the  pres- 
ent Russian  ruler  it  might  be  accepted. 
The  story  of  the  proposition  made  by 
tlie  czar  and  the  way  it  was  received  by 
the  president  and  his  advisers  was  one 
of  the  best  kept  secrets  of  the  White 
House,  Although  the  Incident  occurred 
some  two  years  ago,  no  hint  of  it  has 
reached  the  public  until  now. 

It  was  some  time  in  May,  1893,  that 
the  state  department  was  surprised  by 
the  receprtion  of  a  communication  from 
Andrew  D.  White,  then  American  min- 
ister at  St.  Petersburg,  stating  that  the 
czar  had,  through  M.  De  Oiers,  olTered 
to  loan  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States  any  amount  of  gold  required  to 
carry  the  treasury  over  through  the 
pending  crisis.  Help  was  needed  at 
that  time.  Tho  new  administration  had 
been  in  power  but  a  few  months  and  the 
fliiancial  question  was  pressing  on  Mr. 
Cleveland  for  solution. 

The  Wilson  bill  had  been  framed  but 
not  passed,  and  the  business  of  the 
country  was  already  suffering  from  the 
depression  whlcli  grew  into  a  commer- 
cial and  financial  panic.  The  gold  re- 
serve was  being  depleted  steadily  and 
r;ipidly  by  the  monthly  r'n'ohase  of  sil- 
v-.r  bullion  under  thi  is'ierman  law. 
uHd  the  receipts  of  gold  from  customs 
had  fallen  off  so  that  each  month  saw 
the  treasury  drained  of  its  gold.  The 
country  was  clamoring  for  relief,  and 
the  pi-esident  was  considering  the  ad- 
visability of  calling  congress  together 
ill  extra  session — which  he  did  subse- 
((uently— to  legislate  on  the  financial 
situation  and  to  repeal  the  Sherman 
law. 

It  was  in  the  midst  of  such  a  situation 
that  StK-retary  of  State  Gresham  pre- 
sented at  a  cabinet  meeting  one  morn- 
ing the  letter  he  had  received  from 
Minister  White.  The  czar's  offer  of  as- 
.■^istance  was  direct  but  simple,  Mr. 
White  stated  In  his  official  communica- 
tion to  the  state  department  that  he 
had  been  called  upon  by  M,  De  Giers, 
who  .said  the  czar  had  instructed  him 
to  confer  with  the  American  represen- 
tative at  th.>  court  of  St.  Petersburg 
and  to  inform  him  that  the  czar  stood 
ready  to  make  a  personal  loan  to  the 
piesident  of  th.-  United  States  to  the 
amount  of  $5,0(to,000.  or  as  much  more 
as  might  be  desired,  at  a  nominal  rate 
of  Interest,  and  for  an  Indefinite  [>eriod 
of  time.  The  interest  indicated  was  a 
fraction  more  than  2  -per  cent.  Nothing 
was  said  about  sini-urity.  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  Alexander  III  believed  that 
the  president  could  take  this  money  and 
ai>ply  to  the  needs  of  the  treasury  with 
but  little  formality,  and  that  he  had  the 
fiower  to  do  f4r>.

EZETA'S  EXPEDITION. 


Nearly  Ready  to  Pounce  Upon 
President  Guiterrez. 

San  Francisco.  July  10. — Gen.  Ezeta 
and  his  followers  are  said  to  be  nearly 
ready   for  their  attack  upon   Salvador. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  lack 
of  funds  in  the  war  chest  of  the  exile, 
but  it  is  reported  that  today  he  re- 
ceived a  large  sum  of  money  from 
Central  America  and  that  in  a  short 
time  the  balance  of  what  is  needed 
will  be  supplied.  Ezeta  is  said  to  be 
negotiating  for  a  sealing  or  whaling 
steamer  which  will  take  on  arms  ancf 
ammunition  which  will  be  shipped  to 
the  Santa  Barbaras  for  that  purpose. 

'Ezeta's  equipment  will  consist  of 
four  rapid  firing  guns,  six  Gatling 
guns,  500  rifies,  as  many  revolvers  and 
300,000  rounds  of  ammunition.  A  few- 
days  ago  Ezeta  sent  a  proclamalion 
to  Salvador  calling  upon  the  natives 
to  rally  to  his  support  upon  his  arrival.

He  Was  Brought  Back  From 
Sandstone  Today  by  De- 
tective Benson. 


Testimony  at  the  Coroner's 

Inquest  in  Regard  to 

the  Row. 


Detective  Benson  returned  early  this 
morning  from  Sandstone  with  Fred 
SJolund.  the  Finlander  who  is  charged 
with  killing  Peter  Gordon.  Sjolund  ap- 
peareil  In  the  municipal  court  this 
morning  before  Spe<-ial  Jud^e  Boyle  on 
the  charge  of  manslaughter,  and  his 
preliminary  examination  was  set  for 
Thursday,  July  IS.  at  10  a.  m.  It  is 
probable  Attorney  Crocker  will  appear 
for  the  defense.  Immwliately  after 
leaving  court  Sjolund  was  taken  to  the 
county  jail  by  Deputy  Sheriff  Bates. 
He  will  be  brought  to  attend  the  in- 
<iuest,  which  resumes  proceedings  this 
afternoon. 

Detective  Benson  had  no  difficulty  in 
locating  Sjolund,  as  he  made  no  at- 
tempt at  concealment.  He  was  working 
in  the  round  house  at  the  Sandstone 
quarries  and  readily  consented  to  re- 
turn. He  appears  to  be  an  unintelligent 
fellow  and  bears  the  reputation  of  hav- 
ing always  been  good-natured  and  hard 
to  rouse.  f 

Gordon  was  buried  yesterday  after- 
noon from  his  late  residence,  604  West 
Michigan  .stre^tt.  A  large  number  of 
the  neighbors  were  in  attendance.  Rev. 
Peter  Harbo  officiate<l  and  the  inter- 
m".nt  took  place  in  the  Norwegian  ceme- 
tery at  Woodland. 


THE  CORONER'S  INQUEST 

Eye-Witness    of   the    Fracas 
Tells  About  It. 

Coroner  Eklund  held  an  Inquest  yes- 
terday afternoon  at  Stewart's  morgue 
on  the  body  of  Gordon.  The  jury  was 
composed  Af  Capt.  J.-  H.  Triggs.  A.  H. 
Bawdon,  Theo  Fifer,  N.  F.  Hugo.  John 
Williams  and  Alexander  S.  Hamilton. 
Before  the  inquest  they  were  driven  u- 
the  house,  6<i4  WeM  Michigan  street, 
and  carffully  examined  the  ground 
where  the  scuffle  betw*eenFred  Sjolund 
and   Gord  'n   tof)k   jdace. 

Dr.  A  C.  Taylor,  who  attended  Gor- 
don, was  the  first  witness  to  testify.  He 
<lescribed  the  condition  in  which  he 
found  Gordon  and  answered  a  lot  of 
questions  asked  by  the  jurors.  In  re- 
sp  .nse  to  queries  he  said  that  a  bl<"W 
sufficient  t  >  cause  dislocation  of  th> 
neck  Would  not  necessarily  leave  a 
mark.  However,  this  would  depend 
largely  on  the  position  of  the  head  or 
whether  the  muscles  were  relaxed.  The 
same  effect  might  have  been  pmduced 
without  a  blow,  but  if  the  neck  had 
'.>een  broken  by  the  fall  there  wfiuld  in 
all  pr-ibability  have  been  scratches  or 
bruises.  In  the  course  of  Dr.  Taylors 
testimony  a  pice  of  the  vertebral  of  the 
dead  man.  showing  the  nature  fif  the 
fracture,  was  exhibited  to  the  jurors. 
HE   SAW  THE   FRACAS. 

Then  N.  Nelson,  who  witnessed  the 
fracas  between  Sjolund  and  Gordon, 
took  th«-  stand.  He  liv.-d  at  604  West 
Michigan  street  and  had  boarded  there 
since  Januar>.  He  had  known  deceased 
two  years,  on  June  26,  between  7  and 
8  p.  m..  Nelson  was  at  home  w-htn  Gor- 
dcn  came  in  and  smashed  a  kitchen  win- 
dow and  threw  a  stick  of  wood  into  the. 
house.  Tht  n  he  went  out  and  stood 
in  the  yard  with  his  hands  in  hi.'^  p  K-k- 
ets.  Fred  Sjolund  cami-.out  and  asked 
Gord  'n  why  hr  .did  that.  Witness 
(^ould  not  h<-ar  the  answer  but  he  saw 
.Sjolund  swinging  his  right  hand  back 
and  ."Strike  Gordon  a  p<iwerful  blow  fin 
the  neck  with  the  side  of  his  open  hand. 
The  miin  fell  heavily  down  the  em- 
bankment at  the  side  of  the  walk  which 
is  about  a  three  feet,  seven  inch  fall. 
Sjolund  pulled  the  body  on  the  sidewalk

After  that  he  talked 
some  before  being  taken  to  the  hospital, 
which  was  done  June  27.  No  one  could 
understand  what  h.  .<5aid.  Mrs.  Gordon 
was  in  the  house  at  the  time  and  told 
witness  she  heard  the  blow.  She  cried 
out:  "You  didn't  kill  him.  did  you?" 
Sjolund  made  no  r-ply  but  walked  off 
and  returned  about  11  o'clock.  Nelson 
said  Gordon  fell  sideways  and  was  lynig 
on  his  side  when  ikked  up.  No  one 
knf>w  whether  he  turned  over  or  not. 
One  hand  was  still  in  his  pocket  and 
the  other  was  stret.,hed  out. 

GORDON  WA.S   DRUNK. 

At  the  time  Gordon  was  crazy  drunk, 
although  able  to  walk.  He  was  accus- 
tomed to  get  drunk  whenever  h*  had 
money.  Sjolund. on  ihe  other  hand,  had 
never  been  a  hard  drinker  and  had 
sworn  off  entirely  a  few  months  ago. 
He  was  a  big,  powerful  man  and  work- 
ed in  the  woods.  The  two  men  had 
trouble  in  some  salo.  .n  about  six  wet^ks 
previous  and  Sjolun<l  knocked  Gordon 
down. 

Sjolund  left  town  a  week  after  the 
occurrence  and  witness  received  a  letter- 
from  him  the  morning  of  the  inquest 
.saying  he  was  wortiing  in  a  roundhouse 
at  $1.50  per  day  an<i  inquiring  after 
Gordon.  Witness  was  a  close  friend  of 
.Sjolund  and  never  had  trouble  with 
him.  At  the  conclusion  of  Nelson's 
testimony  the  inquest  was  adjourned 
until  4  o'clock  this  afternoon.

William  R.  Leach,  of  Minneapolis, 
has  been  in.  the  city  for  a  day  or  two 
past  to  look  after  the  adjustment  of  inr-i 
surance  for  the  companies  which  he 
represents  on  the  losses  which  occurred 
through  tihe  warehouse  fire  of  Satur- 
day night.  When  asked  In  regard  to 
the  nimor  which  has  been  cuiTent  that 
the  fire  was  of  incendiatn,-  origin,  Mr. 
Iveax"h  replied  that  he  had  heard  no 
such  rumor. 

"So  far  as  my  investigations  hav. 
gone.  "  said  he.  "I  have  found  nothing 
to  indicate  that  the  blaze  might  have 
been  incendiary  in  its  character.  Any 
such  rumor  which  may  have  been 
start<Hl  has  arisen,  I  should  judge,  from 
the  fact  that  notHIng  is  known  of  th- 
cause  of  the  conflagration  ,  and  its 
origin  is  a  m>-Btery.  Such  circumstan- 
ces are  apt  to  induce  rumors  of  this 
kind.  In  warehouses  for  general  stor- 
age there  are  almost  always  materials 
stored  which  are  of  an  inflammatory 
nature,  and  which  might  .start  a  fire, 
abou:  which  nothing  is  known.  1  do 
not  regard  this  fire  as  incendiary,  and 
I  do  not  think  there  is  the  slightest 
foundathm  for  such  a  belief."

There  was  a  second  edition  of  the 
fire  at  the  Union  D<x;k  and  Storage 
company's  old  wareh'iuses  about  ]0:4o 
last  night.  'The  smouldering  debris 
broke  <jut  into  a  vigorous  blaze.  The 
department  was  called  out  and  easily 
succeeded  in  <]ul' ting  matters.  Will- 
iam G.  Park,  of  the  Franklin  Refining 
company,  now  says  that  the  '2<Kj<j  barrels 
of  sugar  valued  at  $K,000  lost  by  his 
company  were  uninsured  and  will  be 
a  total  loss.

to  be  Carried  by  the 

Banks. 


The  board  of  county  commissioners 
met  again  yesterday  afternoon  and 
finished  up  its  work  for  this  month 
until  it  meets  again  next  Monday  as  a 
board  of  equalization,  the  session  of 
which  the  auditor  was  allowed  to  adver- 
tise. The  tax  levy  was  made  as  esti- 
mated by  the  counity  auditor,  no  change 
being  made.  The  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company  wanted  to  have  its  tax  i)enalty 
aibated,  and  Commissioner  Morcom  In- 
troduced a  resolution  to  grant  that  re- 
quest. It  was  lost,  there  being  a  tie 
vote.  Commisssloners  Dinham  and 
Morcom  voted  to  abate,  and  Commis- 
sioners Swenson  and  Helm  voted 
against  the  resolution. 

The  road  question  was  discussed  in 
executive  session  and  it  was  decided  to 
appropriate  $10,000  for  county  roads,  to 
be  divided  as  follows:  Morcom,  $4000; 
Swenson,  $,%00;  Dlniham,  $2500.  This 
makes  about  $40,000  appropriated  for 
the  roads  this  year. 

Fred  Tischer  sent  In  a  complaint  for 
a  road  recently  constructed  from  the 
town  line  to  20-51-1:?.  saying  that  it  was 
not  fit  to  haul  loads  upon.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  investigation.  The 
county  attorney  was  ordered  to  make  a 
written  report  to  the  board  of  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  him  for  Investiga- 
tion. 

Township  54,  range  IR.  was  organized 
as  a  school  district  to  be  known  as 
school  district  No.  20.  The  auditor  and 
treasurer  were  Instructed  to  confer  with 
one  or  more  banks  to  arrange  for  them 
to  carry  current  poor  orders.  All 
orders  are  to  be  cached  by  the  county 
treasurer  and  then  stamped  "Refused 
ff»r  want  of  funds."  The  order  will  then 
be  cashi'd  by  th*-  l>anks  and  the  money 
returned  to  the  treasury.

TO  ANNUL  THE  CHARTER. 

The  Scandinavian   Relief   So- 
ciety Again  Stirred  Up. 

A.  P.  Frieberg  and  his  Scandinavian 
Union  Church  Relief  society,  of  Duluth, 
are  again  in  trouble.  Attorney  J.  M. 
Martin  is  after  the  society  with  the 
long  name.  He  represents  the  pastors 
of  all  the  Scandinavian  churches  in 
Duluth  and  has  just  returned  from  St. 
Paul  where  he  went  to  institute  quo 
warranto  proceedings  in  the  supreme 
court  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
society's  charter  annulled.  He  received 
promises  of  assistance  from  the  attor- 
ney general. 

He  carried  with  him  a  voluminous 
petition  addressed  to  the  attorney  gen- 
eral signed  by  a  majority  of  the  lead- 
ing Standinavians  in  Dulutli.  It  al- 
leges that  the  name  of  the  society 
would  indicate  that  it  was  formed  of 
a  unioi\  of  the  churches,  which  is  not 
the  fact,  and  that  the  work  is  carried 
on  by  about  nine  private  individuals 
belonging  to  no  church  organization. 

Furthermore  the  document  sets  forth 
that  between  $700  and  $800  have  been 
collected  but  with  the  exception  of  one 
solitary  bushel  of  potatoes  nothing  has 
ever  been  used  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor.  The  funds,  say  the  petitioners, 
have  been  retained  by  the  collectors 
whom  the  by-laws  permit  to  keep  50 
per  cent  but  who  have  retained  tiie  full 
.imount. 

The  officers  of  the  society  are  John 
Ericson.  president;  P.  E.  Rosen,  chap- 
lain; Alfred  Breutzmarker,  alias  John 
Carlson,  secretary;  L.  P.  Hogmark. 
treasurer,  and  A.  P.  Frieberg.  Nels 
Leif  and  A.  N.  Rapp,  trustees  and  col- 
lectors.

N.  Y.,  July  11.— A  girl  of  16 
years  was  murdered  and  an  old  man 
fatally  wttunded  by  an  ex-convict  at 
Chai>el  mil,  near  Lovvville.  this  county, 
last  night.  The  victims  of  the  assassin 
were  Minnie  Ingersoll.  who  lived  with 
her  brother,  Eugene  Ingersoll,  and 
NMcholas  P.  Strife,  a  fai-m  hand  in 
Ingersoll's  employ.  The  murderer  is 
John  HiX'h,  aged  30,  who  was  con- 
victed of  attempting  to  murder  a  young 
woman  in  Denmark,  Lewis  county,  sev- 
♦•ral  years  ago,  and  who  was  sentenced 
to  seven  years  at  Auburn.  Two  years 
ago  he  r€felve<l  an  absolute  pardon 
from  (lovemfw  FUcwer,  and  slhce  that 
time  has  live<l  in  Lewis  county.  He 
met  Miss  Ingei-soll  this  spring  and  be- 
<ame  infatuated  with  her,  but  the  girl 
would  have  nothing  to  say  to  him. 

Yesterday  morning  he  drove  ovt-r  to 
I^owville  and  the  girls  brother  sent 
him  away,  and  he  drove  to  his  half- 
sisters  home  for  dinner.  Keturning  to 
I.iowville  he  bought  a  Winchester  ritle. 
I^te  In  the  evening  Htx-h  sneaked  Into 
the  Ingersoll  l»arn.  and  when  Miss 
Ingersoll  i>assed  with  a  pail  of  milk  he 
fired,  the  ball  lodging  in  her  heart.  She 
fell  dead.  Stnf.-  was  following  the  girl 
and  the  murderer  tired  a  second  time, 
the  ball  entering  Strifes  left  side, 
t^trile  ran  in  terror  and  alarmed  the 
hoaisehold. 

Hoch  made  for  the  woods  and  es- 
caped. This  morning  the  sheriff  found 
Hoeh  hiding  at  a  farm  house.  He  had 
told  <;eorge  (Jraves,  the  owner,  the 
story  of  the  crime,  threatening  death 
to  him  if  he  said  a  word.  He  showed 
tight  to  the  officers,  but  finding  resist- 
ance u.sele.«»!,  he  put  a  revolver  to  his 
forehead  and  fired,  fracturing  his  skull. 
Strife  may  die.  It  is  expected  that  Hoch 
will  recover.

EU8TIS  INTERVIEW. 

Was   Misquoted,  and   Not  for 
Publication  Anyway. 

Paris,  July  11.— The  Figaro  this  morn- 
ing publishes  a  statement  from  Hon. 
James  B.  Eus.tls,  United  States  ambas- 
sador to  France,  in  which  the  latter 
says:  •The  fact  Is  now  recalled  that 
Secretary  Vigna  had  introduced  M. 
Koterier  to  me  on  May  1:..  not  as  a  jour- 
nalist, hut  as  a  writer.  According  to 
my  custom  1  had  a  conversation  with 
him.  but  I  certainly  did  not  authorize 
him  to  publish  it.  He  did  not  tell  me  he 
had  such  an  Intention,  and  If  ihe  had  I 
should  have  taken  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions. Indeed,  I  should  have  for- 
bidden him,  as  would  have  been  my 
duty,  to  dis<u.ss  any  of  our  conversa- 
tion. I  did  not  u.se  the  language  at- 
tributed to  me,  and  I  do  not  understand 
why  he  thought  he  had  the  right  to  in- 
vite me  to  discuss  delicate  questions  of 
international  ixjllcies." 

The  Estafette,  discussing  the  affair, 
remarks:  "It  would  not  require  many 
such  Incidents,  especially  in  view  of 
the  effect  which  it  ha.s  jiroduced  in 
Spain,  to  lead  to  serious  complications 
with  the  United  States.  The  fault  re.sts 
entirely  with  the  ITnbted  States,  which, 
by  carrying  the  application  of  the  Mon- 
roe doctrine  to  an  abuse  and  by  the 
ubiquity  of  their  intervention,  disturb 
the  Euroitean  nations  and  injure  In  the 
end  their  most  legitimate  interests."

Lots  of  Harvest  Field  Work  for 
the  Unemployed. 

St.  PauJ,  July  11.— With  harvest  so 
ntar  at  hand.  It  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
peat th-'  concerted  efforts  which  were 
made  a  few  years  ago  in  order  that  the 
farmers  of  the  Northwest  may  not  be 
coimpelled  for  lack  of  labfir  to  see  a 
bounteous  crop  rwt  upon  the  ground. 
There  Is  eveiy  prospect  tha>t  the  crop 
will  be  a  magnificent  one,  and  it  is 
going  to  take  men,  and  an  i-bundance 
of  men,  to  handle  it.  Some  idea  of  this 
may  be  gleaned  from  the  following  let- 
ter, received  this  morning  by  Mayor 
.Smith,  from  John  J.  Healy.  county 
Judge  of  F^dmons  county.  South  Da- 
kf>ta. 

Judge  Healy  says:  "I  see  by  the  St. 
Paul  papers  that  agencies  are  being  es- 
tablished in  your  city  to  find  work  for 
the  unemployed  during  the  harvest  sea- 
son. The  country  lying  between  Aber- 
deen and  the  Missouri  river  will  need 
h11  of  3000 ihti.r\e«t;  hands  to  take  care  of 
the  present  crop,  and  if  your  employ- 
ment agencies  will  direct  your  men  to 
come  to  Aberdeen  and  the  country  lying 
west  they  can  obtain  plenty  of  work 
from  now  until  it  freezes  up  at  good 
wagesi."

.Amusement  company.     It  has  been  un- 
<K-cupied  for  the  jxist  two  seasons.     The 
.iffair  is  being  investigated   at   todav's 
meeting  r.f  the  Klks. 


Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  July  11.— Ex-Con- 
gressman Michael  D.  -larter,  of  the 
coinage,  weights  and  measures  com- 
mittee of  the  Fifty-third  congress,  de- 
livered an  address  on  "Sound  Mtmey" 
this  morning  before  the  New  York 
State  Hankers'  association.

Taken  Peaceful  Posses- 
sion of  the  City. 


Many  Thousands  of  Earnest 
Christian  Men  and  Wo- 
men There. 


Opening  Addresses  of  Chair- 
man Capen  and  Sec- 
retary Baer. 


Boston.  July  11.— Over  ftOOO  enthuslas 
tic  Endeavorers  crowded  the  tent  "En- 
deavor." Crimson  and  white  stream- 
ers waved  all  over  the  tent,  the  bunting 
being  draped  from  the  sreat  center  pole 
of  the  tent.  Flags  and  colors  of  all 
nations  interspersed  streamers  and 
aided  by  their  variety  the  grand  scene. 

High  above  all  ihe  flags  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  the  stars 
and  stripes  floated.  Upon  the  platform, 
at  the  extreme  end.  the  grand  chorus 
of  500  and  the  speakers  and  prominent 
members  of  the  society  were  seated. 
Before  the  time  for  opening  the  service 
arrived  the  chorus  and  delegates  spon- 
taneously started  an.  Endeavor  hymn. 
Other  songs  followed,  and  the  music 
T\-as  almost  continuous  until  the  Rev.  J. 
T.  Beckley.  D.D..  of  New  York,  opened 
the  meeting  according  to  the  program 
by  announcing  the  first  hymn.  "Onward, 
Christian  Soldiers."  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  hymn  Rev.  W.  W.  Albright,  of 
Boston,  read  a  page  from  the  Scriptures 
and  then  asked  for  the  o-operation  of 
the  delegates  on  the  opening  session, 
and  called  for  the  testimony  by  dele- 
gates. For  fifteen  minutes  from  all 
parts  came  words  of  praise  to  the  Al- 
mighty and  go«;)d  tidings  to  the  Endea- 
vor Society.  Mr.  Beckley  was  forced  to 
announce  the  next  number  befort*  all 
who  desired  had  testified.  He  called 
attention  to  the  banner  which  hung  over 
his  head,  inscribeti:  "For  Christ  and 
the  church,  welcome."  and  exhorted  his 
hearers  as  they  raised  their  voices  to 
bear  in  mind  that  they  should  never  for- 
get the  work  for  Christ  and  his  church.

But  I  speak  not  only  for  the  committee 
of  an  unfortunate  number,  but  also  for 
the  whole  chorus  of  3000  voices,  for  the 
committees  on  entertainment  and  ac- 
commodation and  all  the  rest,  yes,  for 
the  move  than  5000  Christian  Endeavor- 
ers who  have  in  some  way  been  joy- 
ously helping  to  prepare  for  your  com- 
ing. 

We  welcome  you,  first,  because  you 
have  come  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
Christian  Endeavor  stands  for  Christ 
enthroned.  It  must  never  be  forgotten 
that  this  is  first,  last,  and  always  a  re- 
ligious gathering.  There  is  no  other 
name  but  that  <>f  Christ  that  would 
draw  this  more  than  .50.000  people  to- 
gether. 

Massachusetts  and  Boston,  its  capital, 
have  many  attractions.  It  Is  the  old 
Pilgrim  commonwealth  to  which  the 
children  and  the  grandchildren  love  to 
come  from  all  over  the  land.  Here  Is 
Plymouth  Rock  and  the  Cradle  of  Lib- 
erty; but  it  is  not  for  these  that  you 
are  here  totlay.  but  because  of  your  loy- 
alty to  a  personal  Christ. 

Some  of  you  have  come  a  long  jour- 
ney acrr»ss  the  ocean  and  the  continent 
at  a  sacrifice  of  time  and  strength  to 
gather  with  us  at  the  feast.  We  are 
from  different  nations,  and  live  under 
different  flags;  we  belong  to  various 
religious  sects,  but  as  Christian  En- 
deavorers all  such  distinctions  are  for- 
gotten. 

This  Christian  Endeavor  army  Is  the 
grandest  the  world  has  ever  s€?en.  It 
speaks  of  the  greatest  movement  of 
this  generation  and  is  rounding  out 
magnificently  this  great  missionary  cen- 
tury. With  its  nearly  3.000.000  of  mem- 
b -rs,  it  is  belting  the  world  with  its 
light  and  with  the  enthusiasm  of  its 
service  for  Christ.  And  yet  we  are  only 
two  years  in  our  teens  and  we  have 
only  just  begun  to  live  and  to  grow.

We  welc  me  you  t  >  this  city,  wh-lch 
is  s  )  pr'»ud  of  its  intelleotuaJ  and  ma- 
terial thin^,  bPf^ust.-  it  needs  above 
all  things  a  "r- ligious  stirring  up." 
We  want  to  get  upon  a  hlg'aer  level  if 
we  may.  and  breathe  oftener  and  deep- 
er of  .spiritual  "things.  Many  of  our 
people  think  religion  is  a  g'>od  thing 
for  old  men  and  women;  we  want  to 
show  them  it  is  a  better  thing  for  the 
boys  and  girl.".  They  think  religion  a 
good  thing  to  die  with;  we  want  to 
show  them  it  is  a  better  thing  to  live 
with.  They  think  It  Is  gloomy  and  sad; 
we  want  to  show  them  that  it  is  .  the 
most  Joyous  and  glad  thing  in  all  the 
world.  ^  „

Vacancy  on  the  Commerce 

Committee  Will  Go  to  a 

Western  Man. 


SENSATIONAL  CAREER. 


Haifa  Dozen  Senators  Men- 
tioned    as    Possible 
Place  Fillers. 


Washington,  July  11. —  There  bids 
fair  to  be  quite  a  contest  among  the  Re- 
publican meml)ers  of  tiic  senate  from 
the  Paciflc  coast  states  for  the  position 
on  the  committee  on  commerce,  which 
has  heretofore  been  filled  by  Senator 
Dolph,  of  Oregon.  It  is  understood  that 
.Senators  Perkins,  of  California,  Mc- 
Brlde,  of  Oregon, and  S<iuire,  of  Wash- 
ington, would  e«ch  like  to  secure  the 
appointment,  while  Senator  Mitchell, 
of  Oregon,  might  take  It  under  certain 
conditions.  The  place  Is  considered  one 
of  especial  importance,  as  the  commit- 
tee deals  with  all  questions  of  com- 
merce which  corned  before  the  senate 
and  acts  in  an  advisorj-  capacity  to  the 
appnH>riations  committee  in  recom- 
mending appropriations  for  river  and 
harbor    improvements. 

Being  the  oldest  senator  of  the  five 
mentioned  and  coming  from  the  state 
which  Senator  Dolph  represented.  Sen- 
ator Mitchell  could  pr  tbably  secure  the 
position  If  disposed  to  accept  it  at  a 
sacrifice  of  some  other  important  com- 
mittee assignments.  He  occupies  a  pe- 
culiarly commanding  position  on  the 
senate  committees,  standing  as  he  does 
at  the  head  of  the  Republican  represen- 
tation on  the  committ  on  claims,  post- 
office  and   privileges   and   elections. 

It  Is  understood,  however,  among  his 
colleagues  that  he  would  prefer  to  allow 
his  own  assignments  to  remain  as  they 
are  if  he  could  secure  the  appointment 
of  his  new  colleague,  Mr.  McBride,  to 
the  commerce  vacancy.  He  realizes, 
however,  that  it  will  bo  difficult  to 
securo*  for  a  new  man  an  assignment 
of  the  importance  of  this,  and  one  which 
is  sought  by  older  senators,  S;^nator 
Perkins  will  meet  with  the  objection  of 
Mr.  White,  of  his  own  state,  who  is 
now  a  member  of  the  committee.

PRICE  OF  CAMPHOR. 


How    the    China-Japan     War 
Affected  the  Market. 

The  news  that  the  price  of  camphor  was 
advancing  at  the  rate  of  a  penny  or  two 
per  pound  every  day,  as  th<»  result  of  a 
recent  war  between  China  and  Japan,  and 
that  England  and  the  continent  were 
threatent-d  with  somethinK  like  a  camphor 
famine,  has  caused  ronsideraMe  alarm, 
says  the  St.  James  Gazette.  That  this 
should  tie  so  is  not  surprising,  seelns  that 
camphor  is  an  article  of  dally  consump- 
tion, used  as  a  medicine  in  diseases  from 
the  most  fatal  form  of  Asiatic  cholera,  to 
a  mere  cold  in  the  head.  Its  value  as  a  dis- 
infectant is  thoroughly  established.  Be- 
yond this,  its  use  has  helped  check  the 
spreacl  of  Asiatic  cholera.  It  has  been 
tried  in  Naples  by  the  famous  Dr.  Ru- 
l)ini,  whose  testimony  as  to  the  merits  of 
camphor  as  a  cure  of  cholera  has  nev^r 
l)een  disputed.  In  the  great  cholera  epi- 
demic of  lS.>t.  he  administered  camphor, 
taken  internally,  to  4iX>  cholera  patients, 
everyone    of    whom    recovered. 

Proctor,  during  the  cholera  epidemic  in 
Liverpool  in  1S6»;,  treated  123  cholera  pa- 
tients with  camphor,  and  there  was  hut 
three  cases  of  relapse.  The  drug  has  in- 
deed even  more  beneficial  jiroperties 
than  the  general  public  is  aware  of.  A 
large  dealer  in  the  drug  says  the  present 
nnprecedente<l  demand  for  it  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  more  camphor  has  been  sold  for 
future  delivery  than  is  at  the  moment  ob- 
tainable, and  that  the  stock  on  hand  does 
not  exceed  four  or  five  thousand  hundred- 
weight. 

The  greater  portion  of  our  camphor 
comes  from  fhina  and  Japan.  Before  the 
war  it  was  cheap,  but  as  soon  as  hostili- 
ties were  begun  the  price  went  up.  With 
the  close  of  the  war  the  manufacturers 
thought  famphor  had  reached  its  top  price 
and  must  recede,  so  they  did  not  increase 
their  stocks.  But  it  turned  out  that  they 
were  wrong,  and  those  who  delayed  buy- 
ing had  to  pay  a  higher  figure  for  cam- 
phor, the  price  of  which,  like  that  of 
everything  else,  is  regulated  by  the  rela- 
tion of  demand  to  supply.  Camphor  costs 
today  from  £7  to  £S  per  case  of  a  hundreds 
weight:  hut  a  few  years  ago  the  price 
touched  £9.  and  at  a  former  period  even 
reached  £20.  There  is  no  reason  why  the 
price  should  not  advance  be.vond  the  very 
moderate  tigure  it  stands  at  now,  which 
is  not  excessiv*-  compared  with  what  It 
was  in  former  years.  Camphor  is  dearer 
in  China  today  than  in  London,  a  case 
that  costs  £7  los  in  London  being  sold  in 
China  for  £9. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  there 
Is  less  camphor  in  England  today  than  is 
npcessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  th<7 
manufacturers:  and  when  the  continental 
buyers  begin  to  pun-hase  heavily  it  is 
more  than  likely  that  camphor  may  fetch 
£12  or  perhaps  even  £14  a  case.  Should  a 
warm  summer  bring  ilysentery  or  cholera 
to  England,  the  demand  for  the  drug  will 
be  vf-ry  great.  Cantiphor  has  been  nearly 
all  obtained  by  the  Chinese,  who  are  jcr^'at- 
ly  demoraliz^'d  by  the  result  of  the  war,  or* 
by  the  Jat>anese,  whose  government  has 
restricted  the  production  by  frassing  a  law* 
that  the  camnhor  trees  shall  not  b»-  cut 
down,  but  only  tappe'l.  It  will  takf>  the 
Chinese  seven  or  eight  months  to  pre- 
pare the  new  crop  of  camphor  for  the 
markft,  camphor  making  from  the  gum 
being  a  ver>'  tedious  process.

PRETTY  GIRLS  NOT  WANTED. 

Here  is  a  little  story,  says  the  Cincinnati 
Tribune,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
pretty  girl's  business  prospects  arc  ham- 
pered  by  her  prettlness: 

The  secretary  of  a  large  Eastern  insur- 
ance company  decided  a  short  time  since 
to  introduce  half  a  dozen  or  more  women 
as  typewriters,  operators  and  assistant 
bookkeepers.  He  had  notf-<l  that  of  the 
feminine  employes  in  his  office  the  pretty 
ones  were  the  least  effective  and  attract- 
ed the  most  attention,  to  the  detriment  of 
th  work  of  the  other  clerks.  So  he  decided 
to  engage  only  wgmen  of  mature  years 
and  experience  in  office  work.  P'irst  he 
advertised,  sta.ting  that  applicants  should 
crive  apTf  and  number  of  years'  experience. 
He  did  not  succeed  in  getting  a  single 
satisfactory  reply.  Then  he  went  to  a 
well-known  business  <olle«;s  and  told  the 
manager  that  he  did  not  suppose  he  would 
have  any  trouble  in  aiding  him,  as  he  did 
not  want  a  young  or  attractive-looking 
woman. 

The  manager  listened  to  him  while  he 
explained  his  wants,  and  then,  going  to  a 
desk,  took  out  a  tile  of  letters  with  a 
smile  and  laid  them  before  his  visitors.

ARCHBISHOP  IRELAND. 

The  "Consecrated  Blizzard"  is 
a  Very  Wealthy  Man. 

The  late  Cardinal  Manning  was  wont 
to  sny  that  the  proper  way  for  a  priest 
or  bishop  to  die  was  without  money 
and  without  debts.  The  great  English 
prelate  followed  out  hi.s  own  teachings 
in  this  respect,  and  it  has  been  the 
usual  rule  with  American  bishops  also. 
Few,  if  any,  of  them  have  died  pos- 
en-ssed  of  any  pergonal  fortune,  al- 
though the  opportunity  to  amass  wealth 
was  often  present,  sa.\s  a  New  York 
paper.  Here  in  New  York,  for  in- 
stance, the  late  Arcli bishop  Hughes 
and  Cardinal  McCloskey  could,  if  they 
had  been  so  disposed,  have  easily  ac- 
cumulated fortunes  through  specula- 
tions or  Investments.  Neither  had  any- 
thing to  bother  him  at  his  demise.  Tho 
late  Archbishop  Wood,  of  Philadelphia, 
was  noted  for  his  ability  as  a  finan- 
cier, having  large  experience  in  busi- 
ness before  he  entered  the  ministry. 
All  his  talent  in  this  direction  wa«  ex- 
ercised to  improve  the  diocesan  prop- 
erty. He  left  nothing  of  his  own.  The 
pioneer  bishop  of  Brooklyn.  Ra.  Rev. 
John  Loughlin.  was  famous  for  his 
shrewd  foresight  of  real  estate  values. 
He  secured  property  ail  over  the  city 
in  the  best  sites  long  tiefore  the  city 
limits  enhanced  their  \alue.  With  the 
resources  at  his  command*  he  could 
have  easily  been  a  millionaire.  All  he 
disposed  of  in  his  will  was  his  watch 
and  a  set  of  old  spoons,  which  he  gave 
to  his  sister.  A  year  before  his  death 
the  people  of  Brooklyn  gave  him  a 
purse  of  $25,000  at  the  celebration  of 
his  sacerdotal  ^bilee.  With  this  money 
he  paid  off  the  debts  of  some  of  the 
charitable  institutions. 

The  only  modern  prelate  on  record 
who  tried  to  make  money  was  the  late 
Archbishop  Purcell.  of  Cincinnati,  who 
started  a  banking  annex  to  the  Episco- 
pal palace.  What  a  disastrous  failure 
it  was  need  not  be  recapitulated  here. 
Yet  it  was  his  brother  more  than  the 
archbishop  that  was  to  blame  in  the 
matter,  and  the  object  of  the  scheme 
was  not  for  personal  gain.  It  was  a 
means  adopted  to  better  the  resources 
of  the  diocese  to  meet  the  demands 
oj  the  increasing  population  for 
churches  and   priest.s. 

Of  the  present  members  of  the  hier- 
archy of  the  United  States  Archbishop 
Ireland,  "the  consecrated  blizzard  "  of 
St.  Paul,  is  probably  the  wealthiest. 
His  personal  fortune  comes  from  land 
investments  made  before  the  marvelous 
growth  of  the  Western  cities  near  his 
home  and  from  railroad  enterprises  in 
which  he  had  been  included  by  the  in- 
timate and  powerful  friends  he  has 
amtmg  the  Western  trunk  line  mag- 
nates. According  to  his  admirers,  tht- 
bulk  of  his  income  goes  to  the  poor 
missions  and  churches  Ihat  form  no 
inconsiderate  part  of  his  province. 
Archbishop  Corrigan  has  a  modest 
l>atrimony  from  his  father's  estate.  It 
is  doubtful  if  he  has  increased  it  from 
the  salary  of  his  office,  which,  as  has 
already  been  explained,  is  well  bal- 
iincfKl  by  the  demands  continually  made 
on  it.  He  Is  now  much  interested  in 
the  completion  of  the  new  diftcesan 
seminary  near  Yonkers.  HLs  personal 
contribution  to  it  is  the  erection  of 
the  chapel  of  the  institution.  This 
will  probably  cost  him  $75,000.  Cardinal 
Gibbons  does  not  get  a  very  large  in- 
come from  the  comparatively  small  dio- 
cese of  Baltimore.  It  is  well  known 
that  he  hesitated  for  some  time  about 
accepting  the  red  hat.  for  the  simple 
reason  that  he  was  too  poor  to  incur 
the  very  considerable  expense  that  ac- 
companied such  an  honor. 

Archbi-shop  Williams.  of  Boston, 
whose  name  has  more  than  once  been 
mentioned  for  the  second  hat.  has  also 
given  this  reason  for  a  refusal.  The 
other  day  he  commemorated  his  sacer- 
dotal Jubilee,  and  one  of  the  gifts  from 
his  admiring  subjects  was  a  check  for 
$.^0,000.  Perhaps  he  may  now  see  his 
way  to  an  acceptance  f)f  a  seat  in  the 
senate  of  the  churdi.  where,  it  is  said, 
the  pope  desires  to  have  him.  Arch- 
bishops Feehan,  of  Chicago,  Iliordan, 
of  San  Francisco.  «Jross,  of  Oregon, 
Ryan,  of  Philadelphia,  Chapelle,  rjf 
Santa  Fe,  Katzer.  of  Milwauk<'e. 
Janssens,  of  New  '  »rleans.  and  Hen- 
nessy,  of  Dubu(|Ue,  are  all  compara- 
tively poor  men.  There  is  not  a  mtmey 
spinner  among  them.  Archbishop  El- 
der, of  Cincinnati,  has  a  considerable 
reputation  as  a  financial  executive,  but 
all  his  energies  have  been  spent  in 
getting  the  diocese  fiut  of  the  tangle 
intf)  v.-hich  the  Purcell  disaster  threw 
its  affairs.

REPUBLICAN  DOCTRINE. 

In  a  recent  i.^^sue  the  KIk  Kiver  Star- 
News  expressed  a  doubt  whether  the 
views  that  Mr.  Towne  is  expressinjr 
upon  the  monetary-  (juestion  were  in 
accord  with  the  platform  adopted  by 
the  Republican  district  convention 
which  placed  him  in  convention.  It 
t<xik  exception  to  The  Herald's  claim 
that  Mr.  Towne  is  standing  squarely 
upon  that  platform,  although  it  con- 
fessed that  its  recollection  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  platform  was  rather  dim 
and  misty.  And  then  Bill  Merriams 
man  Friday.  ex-Senator  Eaton,  of  the 
Buffalo.  Wright  county.  Journal,  sug- 
gested that  if  Mr.  Towne  intended  to 
stick  to  his  recently  expres.sed  financial 
views,  he  should  resign,  as  those  views 
were  not  in  accord  with  Republican 
doctrine.  Of  course,  what  Editor  Eaton 
meant  was  that  Mr.  Towne's  views 
were  not  in  accord  with  those  of  Mr. 
Merriam  and  the  other  goldbug.s.  whose 
most  obsequious  servant  is  the  ex-sena- 
tor from  Wright  county.  For  fear  that 
some  people  may  be  misled  by  these  as- 
sertions of  the  goldite  papers,  it  is 
perhaps  well  that  the  financial  plank  of 
the  platform  adopted  by  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict Rei>ublican  convention  should  be 
reprfKJuced.  The  platform  itself  is  the 
most  complete  answer  that  can  be  fur- 
nished to  the  assertions  of  the  papers 
at  Elk  River  and  Buffalo,  because  it 
shows  that  those  papers,  in  supporting 
the  single  gold  standard,  are  not  in  line 
with  the  Republican  doctrine  which  has 
been  promul.gated  by  the  Republicans 
of  the  Sixth  distinct,  and  to  support 
which  Mr.  Towne  pledged  himself  at 
the  convention,  amid  the  applause  of 
the  assembled  delegates  from  every 
county  in  the  district.  Here  is  the  plat- 
form adopted  by  the  Republican  dis- 
trict convention  at  Bralnerd  on  Aug.  28. 
1S94: 

"By  tradition,  interest  and  convic- 
tion the  .American  periple  are  favorable 
to  bimetallism,  and  the  Republican 
party  of  the  United  States  and  of  Min- 
nesota is  pledged  thereto  in  the  state 
and  national  platforms.  To  this  prin- 
ciple we  declare  our  adherence.  Bi- 
metallism is  the  equal  coinage  at  gov- 
ernrnt-nt  mints  of  both  gold  and  silver, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  party  is  pledged 
to  that  achievement  and  believing  it  to 
be  In  the  interest  of  the  people,  we 
therefore  demand  certain  and  speedy 
accomplishment  of  it  under  such  condi- 
tions as  shall  insure  the  parity  of  the 
two  metals  and  their  employment  as 
the  ultimate  standard  money,  in  effect- 
in.g  exchanges  and  payment  of  debts. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  majority  of 
the  governments  of  the  world,  embrac- 
ing many  of  the  commerce  creating 
nations  an<l  especially  those  whose 
markets  offer  most  alluring  pros- 
pects to  our  export  trade,  would  in- 
stantly upon  our  invitation  become 
parties  to  an  agreement  providing  for 
free  and  eriual  coinage  of  both  gold  and 
silver  at  mints  of  the  associated  gov- 
ernments at  a  ratio  to  be  determined 
by  the  same  considerations  as  those 
which  originally  guided  the  ITnitt'd 
States  in  the  choice  of  a  rati^j  for  our 
coinage  system.  A  discriminating 
tariff  duty  upon  imports  from  countries 
refusing  to  accedi-  ti>  the  conventioti. 
coupled  with  the  rapid  growth  of  our 
cnmmerr'e  with  bimetalli<*  nations. 
w«<uld  sp<Mdily  .secure  the  co-operati<Mi 
of  hesitating  j>owers."

ment i»f  debts."  If  any  ptH>ple  are  to  be 
read  out  of  the  Republican  party,  in 
this  district  at  least,  it  must  be  thost> 
who  have  abandoned  the  above  plat- 
fi>rm  and  are  now  advocating  the  single 
s^old  standard.

AN  ABSURD  CLAIM. 
The  Kansas  City  Star  says:  "The 
cloth  market  at  Manchester.  Hnglauil. 
has  been  dragging  for  some  time  past, 
and  the  output  recently  has  been  much 
below  the  average.  It  is  possible  that 
the  British  manufacturers  are  begin- 
ning to  feel  the  efTect  of  competition 
from  -American  limis.  whi<h  have  been 
able,  under  the  new  tariff  law,  to  estab- 
lish a  market  for  their  giXKls  in  Great 
Kiitain  and  otlicr  parts  of  Europe." 

The  first  sentence  of  the  above  para- 
graph is  probably  correct,  because  simi- 
lar statements  appear  in  other  papers. 
The  second  sentence,  however,  contains 
such  a  manifest  absurdity  that  it  .should 
ni>t  be  permitteil  to  pass  without  com- 
ment. The  Star  is  a  free  trade  paper 
and  the  absurdity  of  its  assertion  is 
therefore  entirely  unpercelved  by  It.  It 
believes  that  by  reducing  the  tariff  we 
create  a  market  for  the  gm>ds  of  our 
manufaoturers  in  other  countries. 
Such  reasoning  is  at>solutely  fallacious. 
How  can  the  removal  of  duties  on  our 
imports  of  cloth  create  a  market  for 
American  cloths  in  England?  The  de- 
crease of  the  duty  on  imported  cloths 
d'H^s  not  reduce  the  cost  of  inanufaet- 
uring  cloth  here,  nior  does  it  increase 
the  prices  ptiid  for  cloths  in  England. 
!f  it  did  reduce  the  cost  of  manufactur- 
ing there,  it  would  do  so  by  a  decrease 
in  the  wages  paid  to  the  men  working 
in  the  cl»tth  factories.  There  Is  no 
escape  fri*m  this  conclusion. 

Free  trade  never  opened  n  market  fof 
ii  single  article  produced  by  the  ctiuntry 
in  which  the  free  trade  policy  Is  v>ur- 
sued.  It  is  nonsensical  for  the  Star  to 
c?aim  that  American  firms  have  been 
able,  under  the  new  tariff  laws,  to 
establish  a  market  for  their  goods  in 
Great  Britain.  If  the  Star  had  said 
that  English  firms  have  been  able, 
under  the  new  tariff,  to  extend  the 
market  for  their  goods  in  this  country, 
its  statement  would  have  been  nearer 
the  truth. 


THE  BEST  NEWS  SERVICE. 

The  splendid  reports  given  by  the 
Associated  Press  of  the  great  regatta  at 
Henley-on-the-Thames  deserve  spei-lal 
mention.  The  columns  of  The  Herald 
during  the  past  few  days  have  borne 
witness  to  the  completeness  of  the  re- 
ports of  that  great  aquatic  event  fur- 
nished by  the  Associated  Press.  Its  re- 
ports of  the  races  were  so  far  superior 
to  those  found  in  the  I'nited  Pr^ss 
paper  that  there  can  be  no  comparis<m. 
The  United  Pi^ss  papers  wert>  scooi)ed 
badly  every  day  on  the  interesting  de- 
tails of  the  various  events. 

Another  instance  of  recent  date  of 
the  suv>erior  news  service  of  the  AsstK-i- 
ated  Press  was  the  full  report  of  the 
terrible  accident  on  the  Grand  Trunk 
which  appeared  in  The  Her>ild  of  Tues- 
day. All  the  details  were  given,  in- 
cluding a  complete  list  of  the  dead  and 
wounded,  while  the  United  Press  pap- 
ers had  but  a  brief  story  containing 
only  a  few  facts.  These  are  only  a  few 
instances  of  what  is  happening  almost 
every  day,  as  any  one  can  see  by  com- 
saring  The  Herald  with  the  United 
Press  papers.

From  these  supei-\isfirs  he  is  now 
learning  what  parts  of  the  state  are 
liable  to  fire,  by  reason  of  being  prairie 
or  forest,  and  to  these  parts  he  Is  send- 
ing out  printed  notices,  which  are  to 
be  posted  at  fretiuent  intervals,  calling 
attention  tf>  the  new  law  and  its  pen-

A  FICTION  EXPLODED. 

H.  C.  Spalding    Punctures  a 
Story  Going  the  Rounds. 

To  the   Editor  of  The   Herald: 

The  following  specimen  which  Is  go- 
ing the  rounds  of  the  i)ai)ers  Is  an  amus- 
ing illustration  of  the  lengths  to  which 
scribblers  will  go  who  draw  up(m  their 
imaginations  for  their  facts.  It  Is  al- 
most as  good  as  Weeins'  yarn  about 
George  Washington  and  his  hatchet: 

"Ellas  Howe  almost  beggared  him- 
self before  he  discovered  where  the  eye 
of  the  needle  of  a  sewing  machine 
should  be  located.  It  Is  probable  that 
there  are  very  few  persons  who  know- 
how  It  came  about.  His  original  idea 
was  to  follow  the  model  of  the  ordi- 
nary needle  and  have  the  eye  at  the 
heel.  It  never  occurred  to  him  that  it 
should  be  placed  near  the  point,  and 
he  might  have  failed  altogether  if  he 
had  not  dreamed  he  was  building  a 
.sewing  machine  for  a  .'lavage  king  in 
a  strange  country.  Just  as  in  his  actual 
waking  experience  he  was  rather  per- 
plexed about  the  needle's  eye.  He 
thought  the  king  gave  him  twenty-four 
hours  to  complete  the  machine  and 
make  It  sew.  If  not  finished  In  that 
time  death  was  to  be  the  punishment. 
"Howe  worked  and  worked  and  puz- 
zled and  puzzled  and  finally  gave  It 
up.  Then  he  thought  he  was  taken  out 
to  be  executed.  He  noticed  that  the 
warriors  carried  spears  that  were 
pierced  near  the  head.  Instantl.v  came 
the  solution  of  the  difficulty,  and  while 
the  Inventor  was  begging  for  time  he 
awoke.  It  was  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  jumped  out  of  l)ed,  ran  vo  his 
workshop,  and  by  9  a  needle  with  an 
eye  at  the  point  had  been  rudely 
modeled.  After  that  it  was  easy.  This 
Is  the  true  story  of  an  important  inci- 
dent In  the  Invention  of  the  sewing 
machine. — Philadelphia    I'ress." 

The  above  is  as  complete  a  fiction 
as  anything  written  by  Jules  "Verne. 
Mr.  Howe  never  pretended  to  have  in- 
\ented  the  sewing  macliine  needle.  An 
examination  of  his  patents  will  con- 
firm this  statement.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  needle  with  thi'  eye  near  the 
l)olnt  had  been  In  use  In  the  lace-mak- 
ing machines  in  Nottingham,  Eng., 
long  before  the  beginning  of  Howe's 
experiments  in  sewing  machine  con- 
struction, and  was  well  known,  haying 
often  been  described  In  printed  publi- 
cations. What  Howe  really  did  In- 
vent was  the  Interlocking  of  two 
threads  together,  by  means  of  a  needle 
and  shattle. 

The  writer  was  well  acquainted  with 
Mr.  Howe  for  many  years.  In  1857  anj 
185S  we  worked  together  In  attempts 
to  further  Improve  on  sewing  ma- 
chines, by  making  one  which  could 
form  all  the  various  stitches  in  vogue 
among  hand  workers  witli  the  needle. 
Howe's  first  machine  was  in  the  room 
where  these  experiments  were  carried 
on  and  was  well  known  to  me.  It 
l(M)ked  about  as  mtich  like  the  present 
sewing  machine  as  a  buckboard  wagon 
looks  like  a  buck.saw.  I  had  a  long 
frame  ujwn  which  the  work  was  fas- 
tened with  sharp  pointed  wires.  These 
were  secured  to  a  metallic  plate  ex- 
tending the  length  of  the  frame.  The 
needle  was  mounted  on  a  sliding  car- 
riage which  traveled  on  ways  parallel 
to  the  row  of  pointed  wires,  while  the 
needle  and  shuttle,  co-acting,  looped 
the  threads  together  so  as  to  make  the 
well  known  double  thread  sewing  ma- 
chine stitch. 

Walter  Hunt,  a  well  known  Balti- 
nifire  inventor,  made  a  sewing  ma- 
chine before  Howe  began  his  experi- 
ments, but  he  could  not  make  the 
loop  in  the  thread  come  always  on  the 
same  side  of  the  needle.  Consequently 
the  machine  "missed  stitches"  so  often 
that  it  was  abandoned.  The  real  father 
of  the  sewing  machine  was  Allen  B. 
Wilson,  who  first  combined  a  table,  on 
which  to  place  the  work,  a  presser 
foot  to  hold  the  fabric  down  onto  the 
table,  a  feed,  coming  up  against  the 
pres.ser  foot,  and  a  needle,  moving  up 
and  down  through  an  aparture  in  the 
table.  None  of  these  elements  entered 
into  the  Howe  machine,  in  which  the 
needle  moved  horizontally.  Howe  was 
the  first  man  who  made  the  loop  (in 
the  needle  thread)  come  always  on  one 
side  of  the  needle,  so  that  the  shuttle 
could  pass  through  it.  H.  C.  Spalding.

Iron  Market,  Except  in  Billets, 
is  Very  Active. 

Cleveland,  July  11.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  this  week  will  say:  A  further 
heavy  Inroad  on  unsold  stocks  of  pig 
Iron  was  made  In  June,  according  to 
Western  pig  Iron  association  returns, 
and  while  another  month  will  show 
quite  an  Increase  In  production,  the 
recent  resumptions  have  not  yet  told 
strongly  on  the  column  of  active  ca- 
pacity. The  fact  that  even  under  the 
latest  advances,  buyers  of  foundry 
iron  are  still  trying  to  make  purchases 
beyond  time  limits  set  by  mo.st  pro- 
ducers, would  Indicate  a  belief  that 
the  advance  had  not  yet  spent  Itself 
and  that  buyers  are  getting  work  in 
hand  that  makes  them  more  willing 
to  cover  at  fully  current  prices  than 
they  were  to  buy  in  100  tons  lots  four 
months  ago. 

The  Eastern  Pennsylvania  advance 
of  close  to  $1  a  ton,  bringing  Lehigh 
Valley  iron  to  a  basis  of  $12.50  for  No. 
2  X  foundry,  and  gray  forge  to  $11.50, 
was  an  Index  of  actual  conditions — 
the  withdrawal  of  Southern  competi- 
tion, through  the  taking  up  of  the  pro- 
duct for  several  months  ahead,  and  the. 
engagement  of  the  capacity  of  all 
Eastern  furnaces  for  from  sixty  to 
ninety  days  ahead.  Bessemer  iron,  tak- 
ing the  average  of  the  week's  sales,  is 
fully  50  per  cent  higher  than  that  in 
the  previous  week.  Several  blocks  of 
metal  were  sold  in  the  latter  portion  of 
the  weeks  at  $13.25  in  the  valley.  A 
later  sale  is  reported  at  $13.50.  Con- 
sumption Is  still  plainly  In  excess  of 
production  and  the  tonnage  of  finished 
steel  In  all  forms  shows  no  signs  of 
relaxing.  The  billet  market  is  becom- 
ing more  consjjlcuous  by  the  absence 
of  sales.  There  are  few  buyers  and 
fewer  sellers.

JOSE  MARTI'S  DEATH. 


Correspondent  Woodward  Tells 
His  Story  About  It. 

New  York,  July  11.— Frank  Wood- 
ward, the  Cuban  war  correspondent, 
arrived  today  on  the  steamer  Ardandhu 
from  Glbara.  apparently  none  the  wor.se 
for  his  trying  e»;cperiences  in  Cuba. 
Woodward,  after  many  weeks  of  hard- 
ships, managed  to  reach  Glbara.  He 
met  Jose  H.  Bola  at  the  house  of  the 
United  States  consular  agent.  Bola, 
Woodward  asserts,  treated  him  in,  a 
most  discourteous  manner,  advising  him 
to  give  himself  up  to  the  Spanish  au- 
thorities, which  mennt  imprisonment 
for  a  long  period.  H  ■  was  compelled 
to  seek  the  protection/of  the  British  fiag 
aboard  the  tramp  ste  imer  Ardandhu. 
and  through  the  kindness  of  Captain 
Walker,  managed  to  reach  home  alive. 

Bola.  Woodward  says,  refused  to  re- 
cfygnlze  him  as  an  American  citizen  an<l 
declined  to  communicate  with  Santiago 
De  Cuba,  wiiere  Woodward  stated  his 
papers  had  been  filed  with  Consul  Hy- 
att, and  declared  that  all  American  re- 
porters were  paid  by  the  Cubans  to 
write  lies.  Woodward  telL«  tlie  follow- 
ing story  of  the  death  of  G.n.  Marti,  of 
the  Cuban  army: 

While  Marti  with  about  200' Cubans, 
was  reconnoilering  In  the  vicinity  of 
Glbara,  he  fell  in  with  a  force  of  Span- 
ish troops,  numbering  nearly  2000  men, 
who  were  drawn  up  on  the  banks  af  a 
small  river.  The  insurgent  scouts 
were  abmjt  to  retreat  wheni  Marti  order- 
ed a  charge.  The  Spaniards,  taken  by 
surprise,  soon  formed  a  square.  Gen. 
Marti,  mounted  on  a  large  gi^ay  stallion, 
which  he  spurred  furiously  into  a  pal- 
lop,  charged  madly  on  the  Sr>anish 
squadron,  breaking  down  their  ranks. 
The  horse  became  unmanageable  and 
plunged  violently,  goaded  and  x'ierced 
l)y  the  Spanish  bayonets.  Marti  was 
dragged  from  his  horse  and  bayonetted 
and  his  body  was  afterwards  riddled 
with   bullets.

CROPS  LOOKING  WELL. 

Harvesting  Will  Begin  About 
Two  Weeks  Earlier. 

Judge  Mills,  cf  the  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission,  is  at  the  Spalding. 
He  states  that  prospects  for  an  excel- 
lent crop  in  the  Red  River  valley  are 
very  bright.  The  yield  of  wheat,  he 
asserts,  will  be  larger  than  for  the  past 
ten  years,  and  there  is  a  large  amount 
of  flax,  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
various  kinds  of  small  grains  to  be 
harvested.

The 
effect  of  the  bright  crop  prospects  has 
been  felt  in  an  immense  increase  In  the 
volume?  of  trade.

The  proprietor  is  in 
Duluth  today,  and  he  is  in  a  peck  of 
trouble,  an  old  episode  in  his  life  hav- 
ing bobbed  up  and  resulted  in  his  af- 
rest  on  a  charge  of  embezzlement. 

Three  years  ago  John  Clark  was  a 
prosperous  citizen  and  hotel  keeper  of 
the  village  of  Farwell,  Claire  county, 
Mich,  tie  was  also  village  marshal. 
One  day  he  disappeared  and  the  vil- 
lage of  Farwell  knew  him  no  more.  He 
was  remembered,  however,  for  it  waa 
discovered  that  in  his  official  capacity 
he  had  collected  about  $800  in  personal 
taxes  and  that  he  had  taken  this 
money,  together  with  all  the  funds  he 
could  accumulate,  with  him. 

It  is  said  that  he  left  a  charming 
family,  consisting  of  a  wife  and  two 
girl.s,  in  rather  poor  circumstances.  His 
bondsman.  L.  White,  was  held  for  the 
amount  of  his  deficit,  something  over 
$800.  Every  effort  was  made  to  find 
the  missing  man,  but  though  he  was 
seen  twice,  once  in  Chicago,  he  suc- 
cessfully eluded  pursuit  each  time. 
Within  the  last  week  he  has  been  ajv 
prehended  through  the  agency  of  S.  C. 
Tini-y.  a  Mcthotlist  minister,  who  is  a 
former  resideiU  of  Farwell.  and  wlio 
lK>arfled  with  the  ('lark.'*  fivf  years  ajjo. 
When  he  w.is  coming  to  Minnesota 
a  short  lime  ago  hf  met  on  the  train 
a    lady   who   lived   In    Farwell.     As   he 


had  been  away  for  several  years  he 
asked  about  his  friends,  and  was  sur- 
j'rised  to  learn  that  Clark  had  dis- 
appeared, leaving  his  family  in  desti- 
tute circumstances. 

While  engaged  in  his  church  work 
Mr.  Tiney  had  occasion  to  visit  Hib- 
bing. and  he  was  given  a  number  of 
names  of  prominent  citizens  whom  he 
might  interest  in  his  work.  Among 
them  was  J.  C.  Smith,  butcher.  Mr. 
Tiney  went  to  see  him  and  was  intro- 
duced to  him.  Upon  looking  at  his 
face  he  instantly  recognized  him  as 
the  embezzler.  The  missionary  wrote 
to  the  marshal  of  Farwell  last  Monday 
and  last  night  Deputy  Sheriff  Breed, 
of  Claire  county,  and  L.  White,  Clark's 
bondsman,  arrived  in  the  city.  Al)out 
the  same  time  the  necessary  requisi- 
tion  papers  came   to   Sheriff   Butchart.

Has  Granted  a  Stay 

of  Execution. 


Doubts  as  to  Rulings  oF  Low- 
er Court  on   Some 
Points.

This  Gives  Hayward  a  Lease 

of   Life  Until  Next 

January. 


St.  Paul.  July,  11.— The  .<5uprem? 
ctiurt  this  morning  grafted  an  appli- 
cation of  Harry  Hawards  attorneys  for 
ani  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  court 
below,  denying  a  new  trial,  and  issued 
an  order  granting  a  further  stay  of  ex- 
ecution until  the  case  can  be  tried  and 
determined  at  the  October  term  of  the 
court.  The  decision-  is  by  the  full  court^- 
and  in  the    opinion    it    is    stated     that 

while  they  entertain  no  reasonable 
I  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  lower 
court  on  many  of  the  points  raised. 
they  do  entertain  such  doubts  upon 
Slime  of  them,  so  the  application  Is 
granted. 

It  is  m^de  plain  that  it  is  not  granted 
as  a  maTter  of  right,  nor  on  the  other 
hand  is  the  expression  of  the  court  an 
opinion  upon  the  merits  of  the  ca-se.  but 
the  he:\ring  is  granted  under  the  rule 
which  makes  it  imperative  to  grant  it 
in  a  case  where  human  life  is  at  stake, 
and  there  is  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  the  decisions.  This  rul- 
ing of  the  court  undouibtedly  gives  Hay- 
ward a  lease  of  life  until  next  Janu- 
ary at  least.  The  case  will  come  up  In 
regular  order  at  the  October  term  of 
court,  and  naturally  the  attorneys  for 
the  defense  will  have  it  placed  as  late 
as  possible  on  the  calendar,  both  be- 
cause they  want  their  client  to  have  all 
the  chance  there  is  for  life  in  case  the 
decision  of  the  lower  court  is  sustaine<l. 
and  because  they  wish  to  allow  as  much 
time  a=?  possible  for  the  excitement  over 
the  case-  to  subside. 

After  the  supreme  court  has  decided 
the  case,  if  the  l^iw^r  Ciiurt  is  sustained. 
Hayward  will  again  find  his  fate  in  the 
hands  of  the  governor,  upon  whom  will 
fall  the  duty  i>f  tixing  another  date  f'>r 
the  execution.  I'nder  this  order  of 
things.  Hayward  will  naturally  have 
about  thirty  days'  time  after  the  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  court  is  ren- 
dereil.  The  full  text  of  the  decision  Is 
as  follows: 

'"The  defendant  was  convicted  In  the 
district  court  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Hennepin  oH  March  8.  ;1895.  of  the 
crime  of  murder  in  the  first  degree, 
and  March  11.  1S9.'.,  such  court  adjudgeii? 
that  after  the  elapse  of  three  months 
and  at  the  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state,  the  defendant  be 
taken  to  the  place  of  execution  and 
there  hanged.  A  motion  to  set  aside 
this  judgment  and  for  a  new  trial  was 
made  on  behalf  of  the  defenrant  and 
denied  by  the  court  on  April  20,  1895, 
from  such  order  he  appealed  to  this 
court. 

On  June  19,  1895,  he  moved  this  court 
for  a  stay  of  execution  of  the  sentence 
until  such  time  as  his  appeal  can  be 
heard  and  det*^rmined  by  this  court. 
The  right  to  a  stay,  even  in  a  capital 
case,  is  not  coincident  with  the  right 
of  appeal.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  ab- 
solute right  and  the  courts  may  re- 
fuse, if  .satisfied  on  inspection  of  the 
record,  tha'  there  is  no  merit  in  the 
appeal,  b'  fn  a  case  where  the  appeal 
involves  a  human  life,  unless  we  are 
frt'f  from  reastmable  doubt,  upon  all 
of  the  errors  assigned,  we  ought  not  to 
pass  on  them  b«»fore  they  are  fully  and 
formally  agreed  upon  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal. 

"We  have  examined  the  defendant's 
assignments  of  errors,  and  while  we 
entertain  no  reasonable  doubt  that 
many  of  them  are  without  merit,  yet 
as  to  some  of  them,  we  have  such  doubt. 
We  are  not  to  be  understood  as  inti- 
mating any  opinion  as  to  the  alleged 
errors  upon  which  we  have  doubts,  for 
the  onK-  opinion  we  have  formed  in  the 
premises  is  that  they  come  within  the 
rule  stated  and  that  we  ought  to  not 
to  pass  upon  them  before  tht^y  are 
fully  and  formally  argued  upon  at  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal.  Motion  must 
be  granted.     So  ordered."

A  correspondent  of  the  St.  Louis 
Globe-Democi^a/t  dlscovertni  in  an  ob- 
scure corner  of  Albuquerque,  N.  M.,  a 
man  who  participated  in  the  famous 
impeachment  ti-ial  of  President  Andy 
John.son,  and  whose  vote  turned  the 
scales  of  justice  in  favor  of  the  presi- 
dent. The  man  was  Edmund  G.  Hoss, 
Unitetl  States  senator  from  Kansas 
from  1865  to  1S71. 

Mr.  Ross  Is  a  printer  and  publisher 
and  was  found  with  printer's  stick  in 
hand  diligently  setting  type.  Gray- 
lialred  and  spare  of  build,  there  was 
nothing  in  the  appeai-ance  of  the  man 
to  indicate  that  he  was  a  partlcipStnt  in 
one  of  the  most  memorable  scenes  In 
American  history. 

In  sketching  the  leading  incidents  of 
his  life  Mr.  Ross  graphically  described 
the  closing  scenes  in  the  impeachment 
trial.  He  said:  "President  Johnson  was 
obstinately  bent  upon  the  carrying  out 
of  what  he  called  his  policy,  in  which 
many  found  convincing  proof  of  his  dis- 
loyalty, but  from  the  verj-  first  I  was 
persuaded  that  there  fwas  nothing  in 
his  conduct  Justiifying  the  extreme 
measures  proposed  by  the  advocates  of 
impeaohment.  which,  if  carried,  would 
nuake  a  political  pariah  of  the  pi^esident. 
The  pei-sonal  humiliation  of  the  presi- 
dent was  m>  Mglit  matter,  but  It  seemed" 
to  me  that  the  degradation  of  the  office 
he  held  was  of  far  greater  importance; 
that,  if  accomplLshed,  the  presidency, 
coaslng  to  be  a  co-ordinate  branch  of 
the  government,  would  be.^ome  the  pli- 
ant tool  of  congress;  that  in  the  face  of 
the  Increase  of  legislative  power  thu.3 
•prepared  for,  the  juddciary  would  also 
be  subordinated  in  turn,  and  that  what 
was  contemplated  was  the  transforma- 
tion of  our  wisely  balan -ed  govern- 
ment into  a  congressional  autocracy. 
Moreover,  it  was  proposed  l>y  the  politi- 
cal cibal,  then  all-powerful  in  Wash- 
ington, to  replace  Johnson  with  Wade 
should  their  plans  succeed,  and  I  was 
well  enough  acquainted  with  the  latter 
to  know  that  the  impetuosity,  Wgotry 
and  unreasoning  hatred  that  helped  to 
make  him  a  power  in  the  senate  would 
in  all  pr'>babllity  make  him  one  of  the 
worst  of  executives.  And  so,  carefully 
considering  all  these  facts,  I  could  not 
help  regarding  the  propo.sed  Impeach- 
ment as  a  blunder  worse  than  a  crime, 
and  decision  as  to  how  my  own  vote 
should  be  cast  w£is,  therefore,  taken 
without  delay."  * 

"The  president's  impeachment  was 
made  a  party  question  from  the  first 
was  it  not?  " 

"Such  to  the  deep  regret  of  those  who 
desired  the  free  exercise  of  a  dispas- 
sionate judgment,  was  unfortunately 
the  case.  In  the  house  every  Republi- 
can save  one  voted  for  the  adoption  of 
the  articles  of  impeachment,  while 
every  Democratic  member  voted 
against  them,  and  the  senate  and  pub- 
lic were  sharply  divided  on  the  same 
partisan  lies.  The  indictment  of  the 
president  having  been  adopted  by  the 
house,came  to  the  senate  sitting  as  a 
high  court  of  impeachment.  Herewith 
due  regard  for  the  order,  dignity  and 
solemnity  of  the  occasion,  testimony 
was  taken,  arguments  were  heard  and 
a  day  set  for  a  vote.  During  the  few 
days'  recess  between  the  closing  of 
of  the  hearing  and  the  time  appointed 
for  a  vote  excitement  at  Washington 
was  at  fever  heat.  The  city  was  crf>wd- 
ed  with  r)eople  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  attracted  to  the  capital  by 
inteit'st  In  the  trial  and  the  hope  of  »<»- 
curing  office  should  the  removal  of  the 
president  be  effected.  To  secure  this 
result  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
fifty-.s^'nators,  all  of  whom  were  pres- 
ent, wfiuld  be  necessary.  It  became 
known  during  the  rece.ss  that  eighteen 
senators  were  certain  to  vote  for  ac- 
quittal. A  single  a.s.sessinn  to  their 
lanks  would  defeat  impeachment,  and 
it  was  sought  by  offers  of  money  and 
patronage,  as  well  as  Intimidation  and 
threats  of  violence,  to  bring  all  doubt- 
ful senators  into  line  for  conviction.  In 
.some  cases,  when  all  thie.se  things  failed 
scandal  was  made  use  of  as  a  weapon 
of  coercion,  but  the  result  showed  how 
sadly  those  who  employed  these  weap- 
ons had  mistaken  their  intended  vic- 
tims." 

"Had  you  given  it  out  how  you  in- 
tended   to   voite?" 

"No.  but  my  silence  aroused  the  ap- 
prehensions of  the  adv(XNate8  of  Im- 
peachment, and  on  May  14,  1868,  the 
evening  before  the  vote  was  to  be  taken 
I  received  a,  telegram  signed  by  D.  R. 
Anthcmy  and  1000  other  Kansas  Re- 
publicans which  stated  that  Kansas  had 
heard  the  evidence  and  demanded  the 
conviction  of  the  president.  I  at  once 
replied  that  I  did  not  recognize  their 
demand,  that  I  shoul<l  vote  either  for 
or  against  conviotion.  I  had  taken,  I 
said,  an  oath  to  do  impaitial  juetir<?  ac- 
ct>rdlng  to  the  constitution  and  laws, 
and  trusterJ  that  1  should  have  the 
courage  ami  honesty  to  v^^te  according 
to  the  dictates  of  my  judgment  and  for 
the  highest  good  of  the  counti-y.  I  had 
written  and  signed  this  message  and 
it  was  lying  on  the  table  before  me 
when  Gen.  Thomas  Ewing,  who  was 
one  of  my  warmest  personal  friends, 
calk^  upon  me  and  askedi  how  the  vote 
was  going  to  go  on  the  morrow.  I 
handed  him  the  dispatch  I  had  Just 
written  and  tokl  him  I  held  the  decision 
of  the  question  In  my  hands,  but  that 
no  living  s<jul  should  know  what  my 
vote  was  going  to  be  until  It  was  cast 
on    the   foHlowing  day." 

"The  events  oniMay  13,  1868,"  he  went 
on.  "have  long  been  a  part  of  hlBtoiT. 
but  the  scene  comes  l>ack  to  me  as 
though  It  were  a  happening  of  yester- 
day. When  the  senate  came  to  order 
just  before  rM)on  every  .senator  was  in 
hU»  seat;  the  house  had  adjourned  to 
permit  the  attendance  of  iits  meml)ers; 
the  president's  cabinet  and  c^mnsel.and 
the  entire  diplomatic  corps  wore  pres- 
ent, and  the  gallerl^8  were  thronged 
by  H  l)rilliant  and  eager  audience.  Cld-f 
.lustifc  Chase,  who  had  presl<l«'d  over 
thf  trial  from  th<>  Ixginning,  «-al1ed  the 
court  lo  ord^r.  InstaiiOy  a  profound 
stillness  ht-llUd  upon  tl)'-  great  aK8"m<l- 
iHgH.  and  when  the  \ofing  butran  a 
pin'.-,  fall  oould  havo  been  heard  In  any 
nart  of  the  morn.  The  o*fn»6  of  the 
tenatons  were  called  In  alphabetical  or- 


der, and  eacli  gave  his  response  stand- 
ing at  his  desk.  It  was  well  known 
whait  the  first  dosen  ivuponae-s  would 
be.  but  when  the  name  of  Senator  Fes- 
s.nden  was  called,  subdued  whispering 
and  a  tokon  of  on  increased  interest, 
W6IS  heai-d  on  every  hand.  In  the  sen- 
ate caucus  a  few  days  before  Senator 
Fessenden  had  argued  with  earnestness 
and  power  against  the  impeachmtmt  of 
the  president,  and  sino©  then  unexampl- 
ed efforts  had  b«en  made  by  members 
of  the  party  of  which  he  had  hytig  been 
an  honored  leader  to  induce  him  to  fav- 
or conviction--Hll  without  « ffort.  His 
pale  face  and  tho  tense  lines  abf«ut  his 
mouth  showed  that  he  saw  cle;u-ly  the 
perstinal  conseejuences  of  tlie  step  he 
was  about  to  take,  l>ut  in  a  firm  voice 
he  voted  against  conviction,  thus  In- 
voking the  iMilitical  martyrdom  that 
put  a  sudden  iH>riod  to  an  illustrious 
career  and  soon  drove  him  to  his 
grave. 

"Senator  Fowler,  of  Tennessee,  one 
of  the  youngest  members  of  the  sen- 
ate, was  the  next  to  vote.  He  was  a 
radical  Ftepublican  and  i)ersf>nally  un- 
friendly to  the  president,  but  did  not 
feel  that  the  case  against  the  latter 
had  been  provefl,  and  he  also  voted 
•Not  guilty.'  After  this  the  name  of 
Senator  Grimes,  of  Iowa,  was  called 
by  the  chief  justice.  Stricken  with  a 
fatal  lUne.ss,  this  venerable  statesman 
had  come  fiom  a  sick  bed  at  the  im- 
minent risk  of  his  life  to  record  his 
vote,  and  had  to  be  supported  on  either 
side  by  friends  as  he  rose  to  his  feet. 
His  vote  was  against  conviction,  and 
It  was  the  last  Ijnportant  public  act  of 
a  noble  career.  Senator  Henderson,  of 
Missouri,  was  the  next  anti-impeach- 
ing  Republican  to  cast  his  vote,  and 
then  the  call  went  on  down  the  alpha- 
bet, with  responses  of  "Guilty'  from 
the  Republican  senatoi"s,  until  my  own 
name  was  called,  and  I  knew  that  the 
decisive  moment  of  my  life  had  come. 

"The  vote,  you  will  remember,  was 
being  taken  on  the  eleventh  and  last 
article  of  Impeachment.  A  majority 
of  the  senate  had  ordered  that  a  vote 
should  not  be  taken  on  the  first  ar- 
ticle In  Its  order,  for  the  reason  that 
two  prominent  Republican  senators 
had  announced  In  caucus  that  they 
could  not  vote  for  the  conviction  of  the 
president  on  the  charge  contained  in 
that  article,  but  would  so  vote  on 
others.  Accordingly,  the  vote  was  be- 
ing taken  on  the  eleventh  article  or 
count  In  the  Indictment.  When  I  arose 
to  my  feet  In  response  to  the  Inquiry 
of  the  chief  justice  as  to  how  I  should 
vote  under  this  article,  silence  again 
settled  over  the  great  audience,  whose 
interest,  a  trifle  dulled  by  the  mono- 
tony of  the  last  dozen  responses,  the 
nature  of  which  had  been  well  known 
for  many  weeks,  had  begun  to  stir 
restlessly  and  break  here  and  there 
into  low  bits  of  conversation. 

"The  stillness  in  the  senate  cham- 
ber following  this  momentary  relaxa- 
tion was  not  unlike  that  which  pre- 
vails on  the  prairie  on  a  windless  sum- 
mer afternoon.  It  was  so  Intense  as 
to  be  almost  oppressive,  and,  the  focus 
toward  which  1000  pairs  of  eyes  were 
turned,  no  one  felt  its  influence  more 
than  I.  Standing  at  my  desk  and  fac- 
ing the  chief  justice,  it  is  the  simple 
truth  to  say  that  I  .saw  yawning  be- 
fore me  an  open  grave.  In  which  were 
about  to  be  buried  friends,  position, 
the  hopes  of  future  honors,  and  the 
other  things  that  men  prize  most  in 
life.  The  most  stolid  would  have  been 
awed  and  thrilled  by  the  heavy  re- 
sponsibility circumstances,  without  my 
seeking,  had  placed  upon  my  shoulders, 
and  I  am  not  ashamed  to  confess  that 
at  first  my  voice  trembled  and  sank  to 
nervous  whisper.  In  an  instant,  how- 
ever, self-control  returned,  and  when 
distant  senatoi*s  called  for  a  repetition 
of  my  an.swer  the  voice  in  which  I  ut- 
tered the  words  'Not  guilty'  reached 
all  parts  of  the  chamber. 

"The  chief  justice  promptly  checked 
the  confusion  which  followed  the  cast- 
ing of  my  own  vote,  and  then  the  call 
went  on  down  the  alphabet.  Two  ad- 
ditional Republican  votes,  those  of  Sen- 
ators Trumbull  and  Van  inkle,  were 
cast  for  acquittal,  and,  as  the  end  was 
reached  the  chief  justice  announced 
the  president's  acquittal  of  the  charges 
contained  in  the  eleventh  article.  Aftei- 
this  the  court  adjourned  for  ten  days, 
when  votes  were  had  on  the  second 
and  third  articles,  but  the  result  was 
the  same,  and  the  remaining  eight  ar- 
ticles were  never  put  to  the  test  of  a 
vote.  The  die  was, cast  beyond  recall, 
and  the  greatest  trial  of  a  century  had 
ended  In  a  triumph  for  the  form  of 
government  wisely  fashioned  by  the 
fathers  of  the  republic." 

"Your  forecast  of  the  personal  con- 
sequences of  your  own  vote  did  not 
prove  a  mistaken  one?"   I  asked. 

"No.  My  own  state,  which  was  radi- 
cally Republican,  turned  against  me 
almost  to  a  man.  I  was  burned  in 
eftigy  by  members  of  my  old  regiment, 
and  stormed  with  abuse  and  anathe- 
mas. Nothing.  Indeed,  was  left  un- 
done that  could  tend  to  wreck  my  fu- 
ture. I  had  anticipated  all  this,  but 
to  attacks  upon  my  private  honor  I 
made  such  reply  as  dignity  and  self- 
respect  would  permit.  Defending  my 
course  on  the  floor  of  the  senate  I  de- 
clared that  I  could  not,  with. the  light 
before  me,  declare  the  president  guilty 
of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  on 
mere  differences  of  governmental  policy 
and  I  challenged  my  detractors  to  ap- 
pear before  the  senate  antj  exhibit  evi- 
dence showing  that  I  had  been  in- 
fluenced by  mercenary  or  corrupt  mo- 
tives to  vote  as  I  did.  But  not  one  of 
them  ever  saw  fit  to  take  up  this  chal- 
lenge, and,  to  my  thinking,  thirty 
years  of  honorable  poverty  have  given 
final  answer  to  their  charges.  Beyond 
this,  however,  I  was  content  to  leave 
the  justification  of  my  motives  to  the 
sober  second  thought  of  the  nation, 
and  it  is  no  mean  satisfaction  to  know 
that  many  of  those  who  In  1868  were 
most  bitter  and  unr«»a«oning  in  their 
animosity  /now  confirm,  'without  re- 
serve the  wisdom  and  justice  of  the 
course  I  then  saw  fit  to  take." 

"I  retired  from  the  senate  In  1871 
and  became  editor  and  proprietor  of  a 
weekly  paper  in  Coffeyville,  Kan.  In 
1873  I  became  connected  with  the  Law- 
rence Journal,  and  a  little  later  estab- 
lished thf  Lawrence  Standard,  which 
I  moved  to  Leavenworth  in  187."i.  I  op- 
posed Grant's  second  election  to  the 
presidency  in  1872,  -and  have  ever  since 
acted  with  the  Democratic  party.  The 
Standard  did  not  prove  a  success,  and 
after  a  long  fight  against  odds  I  left 
Kansas  for  New  Mexico.  I  was  em- 
ployed as  a  printer  on  the  Albuquerqu*^ 
Democrat,  when,  in  1885,  President 
Cleveland  appointed  r  me  governor  of 
New  Mexico,  which  office  I  held  for  four 
years.  After  that  I  was  for  a  time 
editor  of  the  Deming  Headlight,  but 
finally  returned  to  Albuquerque,  where 
I  .shall  probably  end  my  days.  For- 
tune has  dealt  me  a  good  many  hard 
blows,  but  I  have  always  had!  my 
trade  and  a  clear  conscience  to  sus- 
tain me  a^d  do  not  complain." 

"Counting  all  It  cost  you.  senator." 
I  asked  In  conclusion,  "have  you  ever 
regretted  your  course  In  the  Johnson 
trial?" 

"Not  for  an  instant,"  was  the  prompt 
reply.  "The  principal  article  in  the 
impeachment  of  the  president  was  the 
removal  of  Secretary  Stanton  In  de- 
fiance of  -the  tenure-of-offlee  act,  a 
measure  which,  when  it  first  came 
from  congress,  Stanton  himself  had 
stamped  as  unconstitutional.  With  the 
accession  of  Grant  the  act  fell .  Into 
desuetude,  and  a  few  years  later  a 
Republican  ,senate  voted  for  (ts  >'e- 
peal.  I  contend  there  whs  no  vital 
principle  In  an  act  that  could  thus  Ix- 
n»'glected  'with  impunity  by  Ropubll- 
ean  successors  of  Johneon  and  repraltd 
by  a.  Republican  senate.  By  the  vote;; 
of  the  senators  who  oppOGsd-  In^each- 
ment  a  vicious  precedent  was  avoided 


and    the   country    saved    from    a    fatal 
blunder."

No  other  body  of  fresh  water  on  the 
globe  produces  so  large  a  quantity  of 
fresh  fish  as  Lake  Erie,  and  Sandusky, 
O.,  is  the  greatest  market  for  fresh 
fish  in  the  world,  says  the  New  York 
Sun.  About  2,000.000  pounds  of  stur- 
geon alone  are  handled  at  Sandusky 
every  year,  nearly  one-third  of  which 
are  taken  in  the  vlcini-ty  of  that  place. 
Three-fourth.s  of  that  immense  quan- 
tity of  sturgeon  are  taken  by  Buffalo 
fishermen.  Tons  of  sturgeon  roe  are 
spiced  and  i.ickled  at  Stindusky  an- 
iiually,  and  the  trade  in  isinglass  mud- 
from  the  air  bladders  of  that  fish  is  an 
important  one.  A  sturgeon's  roe  will 
weigh  from  twenty  to  sixty  pounds. 
Three-quarters  of  the  Sandusky  cavi- 
are is  sen't  to  Germany  and  is  ex- 
ported from  that  country  back  to  this 
in  large  quanti.ties,  the  same  as  the 
finest  English  dairy-  cheese  is  made  up 
in  Cattaraugus  county,  sent  to  Eng- 
land and  shipped  badk  here  again. 
Sandusky  gets  10  cents  a  pound  for  her 
caviure,  and  lays  by  quite  a  snug  pile 
annually  from  its  sale.  Yeit  it  was  not 
until  1865  tha't  the  sturgeon  was  looked 
upon  with  even  a  small  degree  of  favor 
by  lake  fishermen.  Now  smoked  stur- 
geon is  found  not  only  in  the  markets 
of  all  the  large  cities  and  towns,  but  irj 
country  stores  also,  while  fresh  stur- 
geon is  one  of  ithe  highest-priced  of 
fresh  water  fishes. 

In  none  of  the  other  great  lakes  do 
the  conditions  for  fish  seem  to  be  so 
favorable  as  in  Lake  Erie.  This  is  due 
in  a  great  measure,  fish  culturists 
think,  to  the  variations  in  the  depth 
which  are  peculiar  to  that  lake.  The 
we.s'tern  end  is  shallow,  and  thus  pnv 
vldes  vast  areas  for  spawning  grounds. 
The  deep  water  at  the  eastern  end  is 
an  almost  boundless  retreat  for  the 
half-grown  young.  The  line  between 
deep  and  shallow  water  seems  to  be 
drawn  at  Cleveland,  for  west  of  that 
city  the  water  is  not  more  than  sixty 
feet  deep  anywhere,  and  the  average 
depth  will  perhaps  fall  'below  forty. 
East  of  that  line  the  water  grows  rap- 
idly deeper  until  it  reaches  a  depth  of 
225  feet  in  s^me  places. 

There  Is  something  singular  In  the 
distribution  of  fishes  in  Lake  Erie.  The 
lake  trouit,  one  of  the  most  valuable  of 
lake  fishes,  is  rare  at  the  best  in  Lak0 
Erie,  but  it  is  never  taken  west  of  Erie. 
Opi  the  other  hand,  pike  and  muskal- 
longe  are  taken  only  west  of  Erie.  If 
a  fisherman  is  after  lake  herring,  he 
knows  he  will  be  wasting  his  time  if  h(i 
sets  his  nets  in  the  eastern  waters.  Hq 
seeks  this  beautiful  and  delicious  fish 
aft  or  west  of  Erie.  The  lake  herring  is 
the  lesser  white  fish  of  I.,ake  Erie. 
Here  is  another  funny  thing.  At  least 
it  may  .seem  so  to  those  who  don't  know 
the  reason.  While  Erie  herring  fish- 
ermen are  hauling  in  fish  by  the  ton 
in  April  and  .May,  and  getting  a  good 
many  all  along  through  the  summer, 
the  fishermen  further  west  know  better 
than  to  wet  their  nets  during  those 
months,  for  they  wouldn't  get  herring 
enough  to  make  a  smell  in  a  frying 
pan.  When  fall  comes,  though,  the 
Erie  fishermen  know  enough  to  take 
out  their  nets  and  keep  them  out,  and 
the  Sandusky  and  other  Western  fish- 
ermen put  theirs  in.  In  the  Western 
water     the  champion  month  for  catch- 


erman  will  probably  get  hlu  flsh 
aboard.  If  not,  H  will  tear  loose,  per- 
haps mortally  hurt.  Thousands  of 
.sturgeon  ar»>  killed  hi  this  way  every 
year  <ind  become  a  dt^d  loss. 

Lake  Erie  fish  have  curious  migra- 
tions. Tlic  sturgeon,  the  blue  pike,  and 
many  (ft her  species  regularly  leavi- 
their  spring  and  early  summer  haunts 
toward  the  end  of  July,  and  seek  the 
Canadian  shore  of  the  lake,  and  it  will 
be  usiess  to  look  for  them  in  their  <»ld 
haunts  again  until  the  coming  of  the 
ru-rce  November  gales.  Soon  after  the 
lirst  hard  so' wester  the  blue  jidke  will 
appear  on  its  old  fetMiing  grounds,  and 
the  s'turgeon  be  found  nosing  around 
again  in  Sandusky  bay. 

FLshing  in  Lake  Erie  is  done  with 
Itound  and  gill  nets.  The  gill  net  is 
u.sed  alimost  exclusively  by  the  fisher- 
men at  Erie,  and,  in  fact,  almost  every- 
\Mhere  in  the  eastern  waters.  Half  the 
whitefish  taken  from  Lake  Erie  are 
•  ■aught  In  Kill  nets,  which  is  to  be  re- 
gretted, for  the.se  nets  are  doing  un- 
told damage  to  the  whitefish  supply  of 
the  lake,  on  account,  not  of  the  fi.sh 
they  catch,  but  of  the  fish  that  are 
de.sitroyed  and  wasted  by  them.  The 
fi.-^h  are  caught  by  getting  fast  In  J:he 
meshes  by  their  gills,  hence  the  name 
of  the  net.  The  flsh  thus  caught  soon 
die.  Whitefish  are  so  delicate  that  a 
few  hours'  delay  in  removing  them 
from  the  nets  make  them  worthless. 
Gill-net  fishermen  plan  to  lift  their  nets 
every  forty-eight  hours.  Lake  Erie  is 
subject  to  fierce  stornrus  that  frequently 
continue  for  several  days,  during 
which  it  is  impossible  for  nets  to  be 
lifted.  Thus  hundreds  of  tons  of  choice 
whitefish,  to  .say  nothing  of  the  other 
varieties,  are  held  in  the  nets  until 
they  are  of  no  use,  and  have  to  be 
thrown  away.  This  feature  of  gill-net 
fishing  has  done  more  ilo  lessen  the 
numl>er  of  whitefish  in  the  lakes  than 
any  other  one  thing.  The  pound  net  is 
used  almost  exclusively  in  the  western 
waters  of  the  lake,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  whitefish  a  large  percentage 
of  the  fish  taken  in  Lake  Erie  are 
caught  in  pound  nets.  This  device  was 
Introduced  on  Lake  Erie  at  Dunkirk 
by  a  man  named  McClosky,  in  1850. 
There  are  now  several  hundred  miles 
of  them  stretched  along  the  lake,  some 
of  the  lines  being  from  ten  to  fifteen 
miles  in  length. 

The  lake  herring  is  a  wonderful 
variety  of  fish.  In  spite  of  the  thou- 
sand.s  upon  thousands  of  tons  of  them 
'.hat  have  been  taken  from  Lake  Erie 
ill  the  last  few  years,  they  are  more 
abundant  than  ever,  and  they  are  the 
only  lake  fisfh  of  which  that  can  be  said. 
Sivmetimes  the  nets  will  be  so  jammed 
with  herring  that  the  market  will  be 
knocked    galleywest. 

It  is  estimated  that  6000  tons  of  fish 
are  salted  along  Lake  Erie  annually, 
not  less  than  5000  tons  are  frozen,  and 
probably  2000  tons  are  smoked.  The 
amount  of  fish  sold  from  Lake  Erie 
jiojnts  fresh,  which  is  principally  a 
I'vcal  trade,  will  reach  18.000  tons  a  year. 
These  figures  represent  the  catch  of 
Lake  Erie  only.  The  other  lakes  west 
of  Erie  add  something  lilte  50.000  tons 
to  the  annual  toital  of  the  supidy. 
While  Lake  Erie  produces  more  fis'h 
than  any  of  the  other  lakes,  the  white- 
fish  of  Lake  Superior  surpass  those  of 
l.,ake  Erie  in  quality — as  they  do  all 
other  whitefish.  The  lake  trout  of 
Lake  Superior  are  also  the  finest  in  the 
world.  Lake  Michigan  produces  a  close 
second  to  Lake  Erie  in  whitefish.  and 
exceeds  all  the  other  great  lakes  in 
amount  of  lake  trout.

Ing  herring  is  November.  The  reason 
for  this  is  (that  in  that  month  the  fish 
are  moving  in  enormous  schools  on  to 
the  spawning  grounds  around  Bass 
island  and  grounds  further  west.  A 
similar  situation  exists  in  the  matter 
of  whitefish.  The  most  profitable 
months  for  taking  them  from  the  Erie 
deep  water  fisheries  are  July  and  Aug- 
ust, and  'the  shallow  water  fishermen 
to  the  westward  don't  get  a  chance  at 
them  until  November. 

One  of  the  most  lamentable  facts 
about  the  fish  of  the  lakes  is  thait  the 
muskallonge,  that  king  of  game  fishes, 
is  decreasing  in  numbers  every  year. 
The  home  of  this  great  fish  is  in  the 
deep  waters  of  the  lakes.  It  is  only 
when  it  is  on  its  annual  spawning  mi- 
gration to  the  Streams  and  tributaries 
of  the  lakes  that  the  sportsman  with 
rod  and  line  comes  in  contact  with  the 
muskallonge.  It  ascends  those  streams 
to  spawn,  and  when  'that  duty  is  per- 
formed the  gigantic  pike  turns  its  head 
homeward  again,  and  seeks  once  more 
the  depths  of  the  lakes.  It  is  not  due 
to  the  fishing  that  the  muskallonge  is 
growing  rarer  every  year  in  the  lakes, 
but  to  the  defilement  of  the  spawning 
grounds  by  the  sewage  of  towns  and 
the  refuse  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. 

There  Is  something  al.so  that  is  play- 
ing hob  with  the  sturgeon  of  Lake  Erie, 
and  one  of  these  day.s,  if  the  sturge<m 
fishermen  don't  mend  their  ways,  they 
will  wake  up  and  find  their  ugly  but 
valuable  fls/h  one  of  the  has-beens. 
Sturgeon  spawn  in  June  along  the 
rocky  ledges  of  the  eastern  end  of  the 
lake  and  leave  deep  water  the  same 
month.  They  travel  in  schools.  The 
favorite  method  the  fishermen  have  of 
taking  them  is  by  grappling  irons.  At- 
taching a  far-reachiri'g  grappling  iron 
to  a  long  rope,  the  fisherman  throws  it 
overboard  and  drags  it  along  by  row- 
ing. When  this  overtakes  a  .school  of 
sturgeon  the  grappler  knows  it  ait  once 
by  the  .'♦trike  the  iron  makes  on  a  fish. 
The  line  is  then  drawn  up  hand  over 
hand,  and  if  the  grappling  hook  fixed 
Itself   firmly   in   the   sturgeon    the   flsh-

While  there  have  been 
twenty-five  administrations  there  have 
been  only  fourteen  prime  ministers,  as 
Mr.  Gladstone  has  served  four  times,  the 
earl  of  Derby  three  times,  and  \'iscouni 
Mcll)ouriie.  Sir  Robert  Peel.  A'iscount 
Palmert.son.i  ,F]arl  Russell,  H.  IDisraeli 
and  marquis  of  .Sali.sbury  twice  each.  Mr. 
Gladstone  has  served  the  longest,  more 
than  twelve  years,  and  next  to  him.  Vis- 
count Palmertson,  a  little  over  nine  years. 
The  Conservatives  have  been  in  office 
about  twenty-five  and  one-lialf  years  of 
the  lime  indicated,  and  the  Liberals  about 
forty-two  and  one-half  years.

San  Francisco,  July  12. — The  stoamcr 
Gaelic  aniv.d  today  with  the  fullnwing 
Japanese  advices:  Tokio,  June  29. — 
Viscount  Nomura,  home  minister,  is 
the  busiest  man  in  the  Japanese  cab- 
inet. Foreign  affairs,  except  Corea. 
demand  no  immt^dlate  attention,  and 
the  government  Is  chiefly  occupied  in 
ilovising  measures  for  checking  Inter- 
nal political  a^tatlons.  The  methods 
')f  Viscount  Nomura  are  far  more 
sweeping  and  decisive  than  any  previ- 
ously employed  In  Japan.  He  is  de- 
it-rmlned  that  no  newspaper  shall  con- 
tinue to  assail  the  administration  for 
alleged  failure  to  sustain  the  national 
dignity  In  the  recent  difficulty  with 
the  three  F^uropean  r><>wers.  and  that 
If  I  public  meeting  shall  be  held  by  the 
parties  In  opposition  with  a  view  of 
ii.rclng  Count  Ito  and  his  colleagues 
out  of  office. 

l're.«s  suspensions  are  enforced  at  the 
slightest  sign  of  an  Intention  to  over- 
step the  prescribed  limitations  of  edi- 
torial criticism.  Prominent  radical 
1-aders  are  arrested  and  brought  to 
trial  for  endeavoring  to  organize  dem- 
onstrations hostile  to  the  government 
throughout  the  empire.  Count  Ito  ap- 
pears to  have  definitely  resolved  that 
he  will  not  resign  his  post.  In  obedience 
to  the  demand  of  the  populace,  and  he 
can  probably  keep  his  enemies  at  a 
distance  until  the  meeting  of  parliament 
in  November.  Then  the  real  struggle 
will  begin. 

Count  Inouye  has  reported  the  re- 
sults of  his  experience  as  an  envoy  to 
Corea  and  is  ready  to  formulate  his 
opinion  with  reference  to  the  future 
policy  of  Japan  In  Corea.  He  will  prob- 
ably advocate  continuance  of  efforts 
to  Introduce  reforms  and  build  up  a 
respectable  system  of  government,  but 
it  Is  not  certain  this  advice  will  suit 
the  i^resent  disposition  of  the  Japanese 
ministers  of  state,  some  of  whom  are 
beginningr  to  look  up  the  regeneration 
of  Corea  as  a  hop<iless  undertakiniff 
The  Japanese  people,  however,  adhere 
to  the  conviction  that  the  feeble  mon- 
archy must  not  be  abandoned,  and  will 
continue  the  original  project. 

Count  Inouye  declares  the  Japanese 
residents  are  to  blame  for  all  the  ex- 
isting 111  feeling  In  Corea.  The  Jai>- 
anese  behavior  towfird  the  natives  he 
says  is  simply  Intolerable  and  he  dots 
not  wonder  the  Chinese  are  better 
liked.  As  to  the  C<jrean  government 
he  has  little  fault  to  find  with  Its  re- 
luctance to  Institute  speedy  reforms. 
Home  Minister  Faak,  who  has  been 
accused  of  especial  hospitality  to  the 
Japanese,  is  praised  by  Inouye  as  hav- 
ing done  nothing  but  his  duty  in  re- 
sisting extravagant  demands  for  im- 
possible privileges.  Reports  are  cur- 
rent of  onclliatory  advances  on  the 
part  of  Russia  towards  Japan.  There 
are  strong  reasons  for  believing  the 
government  at  St.  Petersburg  has  in- 
structed its  representative  in  Tokio 
to  address  himself  to  the  task  of  al- 
laying the  Irritation  caused  by  the  re- 
cent demonstration  against  the  Japa- 
nese territorial  scheme  at  Manchuria, 
and  to  dl.scu.ss  plans  for  restoring  cor- 
dial relations  between  the  two  nations. 
Russia  is  said  to  be  willing  to  explain 
in  a  friendly  sense  her  objections  to  Japa- 
nese expansion  on  the  continent,  and 
to  give  assurances  that  she  will  not 
oppose  the  growth  of  the  Island  empire 
in  other  directions,  but  will  on  the  con- 
trary regard  such  growth  with  satis- 
faction. Japan  is  requested  to  believe 
that  the  Interests  of  her  powerful 
neighbor  would  be  materially  served 
by  the  consolidation  of  Japanese 
strength  in  the  Pacific  and  that  if 
guarantees  can  be  given  that  no  In- 
terference will  be  attempted  In  Rus- 
sia's projects  for  the  development  of 
Siberia,  an  alliance  may  be  formed  on 
terms  mutually  beneficial.  This  pro- 
r»r.sal.  semi-offlclally  conferred,  has  oc- 
cupied the  attention  of  the  Japanese 
ministers  for  several  weeks  past. 

No  definite  intelligence  from  the  mis- 
sionaries confined  at  Cheng  Tu  has 
been  received.  Whether  the  telegraph 
lines  in  the  Interior  of  the  Gze-Chuan 
province  are  really  broken  or  their 
use  Is  prohibited  by  the  local  authori- 
ties. Is  not  known,  but  no  dispatches 
can  be  transmitted.  A  report  Is  cir- 
culated that  the  members  of  the  Ameri- 
can Baptist  mission  have  escaped  to 
Chung-Kinag  and  confirmation  of  this 
news  is  eagerly  awaited.  The  ai>athy 
of  the  Tsung  Li  Yamen  In  responding 
to  the  appeals  of  speedy  action  has  com- 
pelled the  consul  of  France  to  take  a 
decided  step.  By  his  orders  four 
French  ships  of  war  have  started  up 
the  Yang  Tse  river  with  Instructions 
to  make  a  forcible  demonstration  at 
Naklang  and  to  proceed  to  such  ex- 
tremities as  the  case  may  demand. 
'  The  latest  advices  from  Formosa 
state  that  all  opposition  to  the  Japa- 
nese occupation  has  subsided.  A  col- 
ored seaman  of  the  I'nltcd  States  ship 
"Yorktown"  named  Bush  has  been  Im- 
prisoned at  Nagasaki  on  a  charge  of 
murdering  Japanese  laborers.  The 
Oaska  mint  is  exclusively  occupied  in 
coinage  of  one  yen  sliver  pieces,  of 
which  1.30,000  are  produced  dally.  The 
object  of  this  sudden  and  unusual  out- 
put Is  unknown.  The  sliver  yen  are 
never  needed  for  domestic  circulation 
In  Japan.  The  Japanese  consulate  at 
Shanghai  was  reopened  June  23.  Con- 
sulates at  other  Chinese  ports  will  be 
opened  early  In  July.

TEACHERS  IN  DENVER 

Listening    to    Discussions  on 
Many  Educational  Topics. 

Denver,  July  12. — At  today's  session  of 
National  Educational  association  con- 
vention, the  ilnstructlon  ami  Improve- 
ment of  teachers  now  at  work  in  the 
scliools  vv;i.s  the  geiwial  subject  of  dis- 
cussion. Professcc  Arvin  otis,  of  the 
state  university,  Lawrence,  Kan.,  read 
a    paper   on    the   "Teachers'    Institute." 

•The  InstitutiC,"  he  said,  "Is  to  the 
teacher  what  the  newspaper  is  to  the 
ordinary  scholar.  It  has  been  a  means 
of  greatly  improving  the  teachers'  In- 
stitute work,  overcomes  a  sense  of  iso- 
l;>ition,  develops  Interests,  disseminates 
tile  benefit  of  personal  experience  and 
;;ives  proper  empliasis  to  tlie  ethica^  and 
spiritual  element   in  education." 

Professor  Earl  Barnes.  A)f  Stanford 
university.  Cal.,  followed  with  a  paper 
on  "Toachers'  Cla.sses."  ■Difliculties  in 
class  work,"  he  said,  "are  different  de- 
gives  of  ability  and  training  of  teach- 
ers, and  scarcely  of  good  leadei^.  and 
tile  n.-suUs  are  oflten  overwork,  dissatis- 
f.utioii  ami  petty  jealousies.  If  prop- 
1  rly  conducted,  teachers'  classes  enable 
the  superintendents  to  In-  generous,  In- 
troduce the  students  to  the  teacher's 
work,  give  opj)ortunHy  foi-  free  discus- 
sion, develop  the  give-and-take  spirit 
and  give  unity  and  pun>'>se  to  the  work 
of  the  schcKil  department." 

The  "Work  of  the  Heading  Circle" 
was  treated  by  T.  H.  Jones,  of  Cleve- 
land. "The  reading  circle,"  he  said, 
"selects  the  best  books  and  arranges 
thetn  hi  the  best  order  for  teachers; 
furnishes  the  key  and  give.s  suggestions 
as  to  its  application;  it  furnishes  an  im- 
mediate and  forceful  motive  for  result 
reading.  The  fact  that  a  large  num- 
l)er  of  persons  are  reading  on  the  sub- 
ject is  a 'great  motive  for  diligent  read- 
ing. The  circle  should  not  be  confined 
to  teachers,  but  should  include  all  who 
will  take  up  the  work,  as  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  circle  Increases  in  Interest." 
The  papei"S  were  discussed  by  Mrs.  A. 
J.  Peavey,  state  .superintendent,  of  Col- 
orado; James  M.  Gre^n,  New  Jersey; 
N.  C.  Shafer,  state  superintendent,  of 
P?nnsylvania;  and  John  U.  Kirk,  state 
.superintendent,    of    Missouri.

Ion.  July  12.— The  third  day  of  the 
fourteenth  intt-rnatlonal  Christian  En- 
deavor convention  opened  with  ideal 
weather.  Despite  the  immense  amount 
\>t  energy  expended  by  the  delegates  at 
the  great  meetings  of  yesterday  and 
the  greater  meetings  of  last  evening, 
thousands  of  them  were  up  with  the  sun 
this  morning  making  their  way  to 
thirty  churches  in  the  city  and  vicinity 

to  attend  the  early  prayer  meetings 
that  began  at  6:30  and  lasted  forty-five 
minutes.  All  of  the  churches  were  well 
filled  at  these  early  meetings,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  fully  20,000  persons  i)ar- 
ticipated  in  them.  Besides  the  delegates 
many  residents  of  the  city  attended  be- 
fi.MV  beginning  the  exercises  of  the  day. 
Some  of  the  largest  meetings  were 
those  in  the  Park  street  church,  near 
lioston  common,  the  Shaumut  Congre- 
gational church,  the  Old  South  Congre- 
gational church  and  tJie  old  Baptist  and 
North  avenue  Baptist  churches  in  Cam- 
bridge. After  the  church  meetings 
rallies  and  song  services  were  held  in 
the  streets  in  many  parts  of  the  city. 
and  hundreds  of  people  on  their  way  to 
work  stopped  to  participate  in  them. 
Many  delegates  who  did  not  attend  the 
morning  meetings  were  astir  early, 
bent  on  sightseeing,  and  went  singly  or 
in  small  battalions  to  the  various  points 
of  interest  abt^>ut  the  city. 

The  morning  sessions  of  the  conven- 
tion in  tents  WilUston  and  Endeavor, 
and  in  Mechanics'  hall,  were  attended 
by  the  same  great  hosts  that  were  there 
yesterday.  Before  9  oclock  a  throng 
crowded  the  steps  at  the  entrance  to 
Mechanics'  hall,  singing  Endeavor 
songs  while  they  awaited  admission. 
On  the  common  the  scene  was  dupli- 
catee.  As  on  yesterday,  hundreds  were 
unable  to  secure  atlmittance  at  the  hall 
and  later  repaired  to  the  tents.  The  ses- 
sions this  forenoon  partook  more  of  n 
business  character  than  their  predeces- 
sors, interesting  reports  of  the  Infor- 
mation committees  and  reports  from 
the  denominational  meetings  taking  up 
an  hour  meetings.  Features  of  the  ses- 
sions were  the  presentation  of  the  state 
banner  for  the  largest  proportionate 
number  of  local  societies,  made  by  Rev. 
Wayland  Hoyt.  of  Minneapolis,  in  Me- 
chanics' hall;  of  the  state  banner  for 
the  greatest  absolute  gain  in  the  num- 
ber of  societies,  by  Rev.  F.  E.  Hamilton, 
of  New  London,  Mass.,  in  tent  Williston. 
and  of  the  junior  state  banners  for  the 
greatest  proportionate  and  greatest 
actual  gain  in  the  number  of  societies, 
by  Rev.  J.  F.  Cowan,  D.D.,  of  Pitts- 
burg, in  tent  Endeavor. 

Addresses  on  the  principles  of  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  were  Tnade  at  Mechanics' 
hall  by  Rev.  Knight  Chaplin,  D.D..  of 
London,  and  Rev.  O.  Smith,  D.D.,  of 
E\-ansvllle,  Ind.;  in  tent  Endeavor  by 
Rev.  J.  L.  Lamnnt,  of  Belfast,  Ireland, 
and  Rev.  S.  P.  Rose.  D.D.,  of  Montreal. 
Owing  to  the  international  fame  of  the 
sj>eakers  these  addresses  attracted 
much  attention.  The  open  debates  on 
live  Endeavor  topics  at  each  of  the 
meetings  were  earnestly  participated  in 
and  were  interesting  features.  The  ad- 
dress of  President  E.  A.  Turner,  D.D.. 
of  Lincoln,  III.,  whose  subject  was  "I 
ought,  therefore  I  can,"  delivered  in 
Mechanics'  building,  which  was  heartily 
received  and  produced  much  enthus- 
iasm. The  praise  and  prayer  services 
at  the  morning  meetings  were  not  a  bit 
less  earnest  than  they  have  been  since 
the  convention  opened,  and  with  the 
chorus  singing  will  continue  to  be  the 
great  Inspiration  at  the  gatherings.

Great  Gathering    of  Notables 
Will  Attend  the  Dedication. 

Washington,  July  12.— Indications  here 
point  to 'a  very  large  attendance  of  men 
of  national  prominence  on  the  occai*lot\ 
of  the  detilcatlon  of  the  national  mili- 
tary i«ark  at  Chattanooga  in  Septemb«M- 
next.  At  the  last  session  «)f  congr^'ss 
provision  was  n»ade  for  the  i)artlcli>a- 
tlon  of  the  national  govornment  In  the 
ceremonies,  the  pivsldent,  the  heads  of 
the  executive  dejmrtments.  the  supreme 
court,  the  heads  of  the  army  and  navy, 
the  committet>s  of  both  houses  of  con- 
gress. 

The  details  providing  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  congressional  commit- 
tees were  left  to  the  sergeant-at-arnis 
of  the  senate,  who  on  July  1  sent  forty 
invitations  to  the  senators  and  mem- 
bers constituting  the  joint  committee. 
He  has  recetV€Mi  resp»inses  to  a  large 
number  of  these  invitations,  and  In  all 
cases  except  one  has  obtained  assurance 
of  the  lntentk»n  of  the  persons  desig- 
nated to  attend. 

Seven  members  of  the  senate  partici- 
pated in  the  battles  In  the  vicinity  of 
Chattanooga,  and  they  are  among  the 
members  of  that  Ix^ly  who  are  expected 
to  take  part  In  the  dedicatory  exer- 
cises. 


SLEEPS  IN  A  COFFIN. 

Curious  Habits  of  an  Educated 
Oakland  Man. 

Oakland,  Cal.,  JuJy  12.— Professor 
Henry  Kraus.  of  this  city,  seer,  musi- 
cian and  phyaician.  ea»ti*  no  meat,  sleepa 
in  a  coffin  Instead  of  a  bed,  with  only  a 
scant  blanket  to  cover  him.  and  says 
that  when  he  dies,  his  spirit  will  pene- 
trate into  the  future  and  read  the 
'  destiny  of  th*  human  race.  Kraus 
seems  to  be  an  educated  up  to  date  citi- 
zen, and  talks  plausibly  In  defense  of 
his  peculiar  habits.  He  says  his  habits 
and  spiritual  achievements  are  all 
based  upon  strictly  scientific  principles. 
His  coflln  bed  is  constructed  of  rough 
pine  boj^fds.  He  says  that  the  custom 
of  sleeping  on  soft  beds  Is  responsible 
for  much  of  the  enervaton  In  modern 
civilization.  A  hard,  unyielding  couch, 
he  declares.  Is  conducive  to  rugged 
health. 

As  for  the  coffin  part  of  the  program. 
Professor  Krause  says  it  is  a  daily  re- 
minder of  the  brevity  of  life,  and  is 
helpful,  as  it  enables  him  at  night  to 
concentrate  his  mind  upon  the  invisible 
world.  If  It  were  practicable,  he  says 
he  would  go  naked.  He  has  a  great  ad- 
miration for  Capt.  Von  Schmidt,  who, 
without  clothing,  braves  wind  and  rain 
on  the  Oakland  estuary,  and  who  is 
one  of  ithe  most  robust  men  in  Califor- 
nia. Professor  Krause  built  six  coffins 
for  his  children  to  sleep  in.  but  they 
contlnua  to  repose  on  spring  mattresses. 
He  has  succeeded,  however.  In  getting 
some  of  them  to  adopt  his  vegetarian 
diet. 


BLOCKS  THE  PLAN. 


Reorganization  of  Kansas  City 
Road  May  be  Stopped. 

.New  York,  July  12. — A  judgment  has 
b«en  granted  In  the  supreme  court  by 
Judge  Patterson  overruling  the  demur- 
rers which  are  Interposed  to  the  com- 
plainant in  the  action  brought  by  James 
H.  French  to  have  the  scheme  for  the 
reorganization  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul 
&  Kansas  City  railroad  declared  illegal 
and  void.  French  Is  the  owner  of  100 
first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Chicago, 
St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City,  and  the  first 
mortgage  bonds  of  the  Minnesota  & 
Northwtrstem  Railroad  company. 

He  brought  this  acti')n  over  a  year 
ag>o  to  have  the  plan  of  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City  by 
the  lease  to  the  Great  Western  railroad, 
and  the  substitution  of  the  stock  of  the 
Great  Western  railroad  for  the  securi- 
ties of  the  St.  Paul  company,  and  the 
Northwestern  comyjany  adjudged  Il- 
legal and  the  lease  declared  void.  De- 
murrers were  lnteiTx>sed  to  the  com- 
plaint upon  the  ground  that  the  court 
had  no  jurisdiction;  that  the  suit  to  ob- 
tain the  relief  demanded  could  only  be 
Tnaintaine<l  by  the  trustees  of  the  mort- 
gages, and  that  the  complaint  did  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
cause  of  action. 

Judge  Patterson  overruled  these  de- 
murrers, holding  that  the  compladnt 
does  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute 
a  cause  of  action,  and  that  Mr.  French 
Is  entitled  to  a  joidgment  overruling  the 
demurrers  and  giving  leeve  to  the  de- 
fendant companies  to  withdraw  the  de- 
murrers and  answer  the  complaint.     If

CHOLERA  IN  JAPAN. 
Washington,  July  12.— Reports  received

Peter  Winter  Surrenders  to 
the  Police  at  Bridge- 
port, Conn. 


Drives  to  the  Police  Station 

With  the  Body  oF  His 

Victim. 


Strange  Revelation  of  a  Kill 
ing  on  Account  of  Hard 
Cider. 


Bridgeport,  Conn..  July  12.— Peter 
Winter  entered  the  police  station  here 
last  night  and  said:  "I  want  to  give 
myself  up!  I  have  killed  a  man!  Go 
outside  and  you  will  see  the  body!" 

An  officer  stepped  out  and  found  a 
horse  and  phaeton  In  the  street.  In  the 
phaeton  were  a  man  and  woman  sit- 
ting bolt  upright,  between  them  was  a 
corpse.  The  mouth  was  open  and  blood 
was  dripping  from  a  wound.  The  man 
was  Charles  Butler  and  the  woman 
Mrs.  Callaghan;  the  corpse  was  that 
of  the  latter's  son  by  her  first  husband, 
Butler,  and  Mrs.  Callaghan  said  the 
murder  htid  been  committed  in  the 
town  of  Trumbull.  They  had  ridden 
to  the  city  by  moonlight  holding  the 
dead  man  between  them  while  Winter 
sat  on  the  stiffened  knees  of  the  corpse 
and  drove. 

The  body  was  taken  to  the  morgue 
and  Winter  was  locked  up.  At  the  in- 
quest he  was  bound  over.  Winter  is  65 
years  old.  a  farmer  and  of  good  reputa- 
tion. For  several  years  he  has  employ- 
ed Butler  on  his  farm.  The  agreement 
was  that  Butler  should  receive  part  of 
his  salary  in  hard  cider.  Butler  had 
worked  two  weeks  and  had  already 
drunk  the  supply  of  hard  elder.  He  de- 
manded more.  Winter  refused  to  give 
him  any  more.  While  Farmer  Winter 
was  asleep.  Butler  enteretl  and  struck 
him.  Winter  ran  to  an  outbuilding. 
Butler  following.  Winter  dodged  back 
into  the  house. 

Mrs.  Winter  and  all  the  witnesses  but 
one  stated  that  Winter  seized  a  hickory 
stick  and  struck  Butler  across  the  chest. 
Another  hired  man  named  Ruck,  how- 
ever, said  that  Winter  struck  Butler 
with  an  Iron  bar  In  the  chest  and  after- 
wards on  the  head.  Butler  was  knock- 
ed Insensible.  Winter  and  his  wife 
tried  to  revive  him.  but  falling  they 
placed  him  In  the  phaeton  and  drove  to 
Butler's  home.  Before  they  arrived  he 
died. 


HUIVIAN  JAWS. 


Something  About  the  Force  Ex- 
erted in  Eating  Food. 

Dr.  G.  V.  Black,  a  dentist  of  Jackson- 
ville, Fla.,  has  made  some  Interesting 
experiments  upon  the  force  exerted  by 
the  human  jaws  In  the  ordinary  masti- 
cation of  food,  and  also  the  greatest 
force  which  the  jaws  are  capable  of 
exerting. 

By  means  of  a  spring  Instrument  says 
the  Scientific  American,  provided  with 
a  registering  device  he  took  records  of 
about  150  "bites"  of  different  persons. 
Of  these,  fifty  have  been  preserved  as 
characteristic  of  the  ordinary  man,  wo- 
man and  child.  The  smallest  pressure 
recorded  was  thirty  pounds,  by  a  little 
girl  7  years  old.  This  was  with  the  in- 
cisors. Using  her  molars  the  same  child 
excised  a  force  f)f  sixty-five  pounds. 
The  highest  record  was  made  by  a 
physician  of  35.  The  Instrument  used 
only  registered  270  pounds,  and  he  sim- 
ply clo.sed  it  together  without  apparent 
effort.  There  was  no  method  of  determ- 
ining how  far  above  270  pounds  he 
could  have  gone.  This  test  was  made 
with  the  molars.  Several  persons  ex- 
ceeded a  force  of  100  pounds  with  jthe 
Incisors  and  200  with  the  molars.  The 
physical  condition  of  the  persons  experi- 
mented upon  seems  to  have  little  bear- 
ing upon  the  result.  Dr.  Black  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  condition  of  the  peri- 
dental membranes  is  the  controlling 
factor,  rather  than  muscular  strength. 

Dr.  Black  found  that,  in  the  habitual 
chewing  of  food,  much  more  force  is 
exerted  than  is  necessary.  In  chewing 
a  piece  of  beefsteak,  the  crushing  point 
of  which  was  from  40  to  45  pounds, from 
60  to  80  pounds  stress  was  actually  em- 
ployed at  each  thrust  of  the  teeth.  The 
principal  articles  of  food  tested  had 
crushed  points  as  follows:  Steak,  40  to 
4.">  pounds;  Mutton  chops,  35  to  40 
pounds;  broiled  ham.  45  to  60  pounds; 
rr  ast  beef,  45  to  60  pounds;  pork  chops, 
20  to  25  pounds,  and  the  choicest  parts 
of  cold  boiled  beef  tongue.  3  tO'  5  pounds. 
The  tougher  parts  of  beef  and  mutton 
required  a  crushing  force  of  90  pounds 
in  some  instanres. 


ORANGE  PARADE  IN  BOSTON. 
Boston.  July  12. — Over  1500  members 
of  the  various  Orange  lodges  in  Massa- 
chusetts partlciixated  in  the  annual  par- 
ade of  the  order  in  this  city  today  in 
observation  of  the  anniversary  of  the 
battle  of  the  Boyne.  At  the  head  of  the 
procession  was  a  detail  of  fifty  police- 
■men.  The  rear  was  covered  by  another 
detail  of  fifty  policemen.  No  hostile 
demonstration  was  made  by  the  spec- 
tators, and  the  "little  red  school  house" 
which  was  one  of  the  features  of  the 
parade  received  only  slight  recogni- 
tion. The  lodges  took  trains  for  High- 
land Grove,  where  the  games  and  fes- 
tivities were  held. 


ALONE  ON  THE  OCEAN. 
New  York,  July  12.— The  sailboat  Rich- 
ard K.  Fox.  Capt.  McCallum.  which  left 
this  port  on  June  13  bound  for  Queens- 
town,  was  spoken  on  the  hlgtit  of  July 
9  In  lat.  41.21.  long.  59.2S.  6.52  miles  east 
of  Sandy  Hook,  by  the  North  German 
Lloyd   steamer  WIttenklnd.   which   ar- 
rived today  from  Bremen.     Capt.  Cup- 
;  pers,   of     the     WIttenklnd,   hailed     the 
I  skipper,  who  replied  "all  well." 


DRIED   FRUITS. 

Germany     is    Discriminating 
Against  Those  from  America. 

WiiHhlngton.  July  12.— The  Btringent 
rilatli>ns  regarding  the  importittion  int(» 
Germany  of  Ameiican  pioducts  hav 
iigain  luen  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  agricultural  department  by  a  report 
iin  dried  fruits  in  the  German  empire. 
Shippers  <(t"  these  fruits  are  given  warn- 
ing of  the  severe  restrictions  Imixjsed 
by  Germiiny  which  the  department 
views  as  eommercial  rath  >r  than  hy- 
genic  and  merely  intended  to  shut  out 
American  ir.ide.  The  report  cites  a  re- 
cent CDurt  trial  at  Frankfort-on-the- 
Main,  to  iletermlne  whether  these  dried 
apples  or  'ring  apples"  were  impure 
:ind  Injurious  to  the  health,  and  sub- 
jt'ct  to  seizure  under  the  provisions  of 
the   pure   food    law. 

Governnjcnt  experts  testified  that 
they  vveii-  sprinkled  with  a  tinge  of 
acetate  of  zinc,  to  give  them  a  bright 
color  and  more  inviting  appearance. 
.\pi)les  so  sprinkled,  they  claimed, 
brought  on  Indigestion,  dyspepsia  and 
vomiting.  The  American  goods  were 
ordered  destroyed  as  unwholesome.  The 
report  urges  that  exporters  of  these 
fruits  thoroughly  understand  that  It  Is 
Immaterial  how  little  zinc  is  found,  as 
the  presence  of  any  amount  warrants 
confisoatioji  of  the  goods.  Exporters 
an<  further  advised  that  if  they  wish  to 
increa.se  tin-  trade  with  Germany,  they 
should  be  careful  not  to  dry  the  fruit 
on  zinc  grates  but  to  use  grates  made  of 
canes. 

The  department  of  agriculture  says 
they  are  confident  If  any  zinc  Is  intro- 
duced in  the  fruits,  the  amount  is  in- 
finitely small  and  cannot  be  injurious. 
It  is  denied  that  the  practice  exists 
here  of  drying  the  fruits  on  zinc  plates, 
as  claimed  by  Germany,  and  the  warn- 
ing to  discontinue  th"?  galvanized  iron 
trays  use<l  for  drying  ??.•  Intended  to  do 
away  with  any  possibility  of  Introduc- 
ing the  zinc  and  thus  giving  opportun- 
ity for  foreign  criticism  on  that  score.

AS  SANDERS  SEES  IT 


Better  Times  in  IVIontana— The 
Presidential  Possibilities. 

Chicago,  July  12. — Ex-Senator  Sanders, 
of  Montana,  is  in  the  city.  In  an  inter- 
view he  said:  We  arc  seeing  better 
times  In  Montana  and  all  through  the 
Northwest.  Business  is  picking  up. 
We  have  bf-en  forced  to  adjust  ourselves 
to  new  conditions,  and  this  in  itself  was 
good  for  us.  The  free  silver  talk  by 
newspapers  and  demagogues  Is  some- 
thing wearying.  There  Is  not  a  news- 
paper between  Minneapolis  and  the  Pa- 
cific coast  that  Is  not  full  of  the  cries 
"16  to  1.  "  "the  crime  of  '73,"  "oppres- 
sion to  the  poor,"  "International  agree- 
ment," "John  Sherman,"  etc.,  and  they 
are  full  of  all  the  rest  of  the  rot.  Re- 
ligious paiiers  are  also  devoting  space 
to  the  discussion. 

"There  is  an  attempt  by  some  free 
coinage  men  to  boom  Don  Cameron  for 
president,  but  It  Is  unsuccessful.  I 
should  say  the  sentiment  is  divided  be- 
twtH>n  McKinley  and  Reed,  with  Mc- 
Klnley  a  trifle  the  stronger.  There  is 
some  talk  about  Morton  and  some  of 
Allison.  -Mr.  Harrison  made  a  good 
president,  but  I  think  the  Montana 
people  rather  hold  to  the  Idea  that  one 
term  Is  enoug'h." 


HARRISON'S  WISHES. 


No  IVIore  Presidency  for  Him— 
Prefers  the  Senate. 

New  York,  July  12.— A  local  paper 
says  in  an  account  of  the  visit  of  Ex- 
Presldent  Harrison  to  New  York:  "It 
was  reported  in  this  city  that  Gen.  Har- 
rison had  taken  to  the  political  woods 
and  ox  teams  cannot  drag  him  to  the 
Republican  nomination  for  president. 
This  announcement  is  reported  to  come 
from  the  ex-president  himself,  through 
the  voice  of  Ex-Dlstrlct  Attorney  Cham- 
bers. Df  Indianaviolis.  in  convrsa/Mon 
with  Republican  leaders  in  this  city.  It 
is  given  out  that  Mr.  Harrison,  however, 
would  not  decline  a  seat  In  the  United 
States  senate." 


PENSION  DECISIONS. 
Washington.  July  12. — In  the  pension 
appeal  case  of  G.  W.  Keith,  of  Rhode 
Island,  who  was  wounded  in  the  right 
foot  in  the  war,  and  whose  leg  was 
amputated  Dec.  25,  1886,  Assistant  Sec- 
retary Reynolds,  of  the  interior  depart- 
ment decides  that  the  soldier  was  en- 
titled to  $45  a  month  from  the  date  of 
the  amputation,  regardless  of  the  date 
of  medical  examination.  In  two  other 
cases  Mr.  Reynolds  holds  that  the 
father  of  the  deceased  soldier  has  no 
claim  to  the  dependent  pension  during 
the  life  time  of  the  soldier's  mother, 
or  if  she  be  married  again,  and  that 
a  soldier's  mother  who  marries  again 
after  his  death  loses  her  pensionable 
status. 


THE  "NONPAREIL"  A  WRECK. 

Vancouver.  B.  C,  July  12. — Jack 
Dempsey,  the  ex-champlon  pugilist, 
passed  through  the  city  today  en  route 
to  Pratt.  Ore.,  where  he  will  reside  in 
the  future.  Dempsey  Is  a  physical 
wreck  and  looks  as  though  he  had  but 
a  short  time  to  live.  During  the  jour- 
ney ho  fainted  more  than  once,  and 
but  for  the  presence  of  a  lady  doctor 
travUng  on  the  same  train  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  he  would  have  arrived  alive. 
Dempsey  had  to  be  carried  from  the 
train  to  the  steamer  and  his  haggard 
appearance  caused  general  comment. 


A  CUBAN'S  SAD  ENDING. 
Waco,  Tex.,  July  12. — The  remains 
found  half  eaten  by  buzzards  in  a  corn 
field  near  McGregor  were  those  of  Capt. 
Stephen  V.  Blake,  who  was  exiled  from 
Cuba  for  wHting  a  letter  In  1868  to 
\New  ork  parties  Intimating  that  a 
filibustering  party  at  that  time  might 
be  successful.  His  property  In  Cuba 
was  confiscated  and  he  came  here  and 
earned  a  living  as  a  mechanic.  He  was 
making  his  way  across  the  country  on 
foot  to  Crawford,  where  a  home  had 
been  offered,  and  became  lost,  and  be- 
ing famished  he  devoured  green  corn 
which  killed  him.

Necessary  to  Carry  Off  the 

Sewerage  from  a  Larfte 

District. 


At  Present  Central  Avenue 

Sewer  Empties  Into  an 

Open  Creek. 


The  board  of  public  works,  the  city 
council  and  the  engineering  depart- 
ment have  In  consideratiim  the  build- 
ing of  a  sewer  outlet  in  connection  with 
the  Central  avenue  sewer  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction.  The  projected 
outlet  is  a  future  public  necessity  with- 
out iiuestlon  as  Its  pro\ince  will  be  to 
carry  off  the  sewage  from  a  large  dis- 
trict. The  consideration  of  its  immedi- 
ate constructi>.n  is  brought  about  by 
the  threat  that  an  injunction  will  be 
served  restraining  the  city  from  the 
use  of  the  Central  avenue  sewer  when 
completed.  The  objections  are  raised 
by  people  who  live  In  the  vicinity  and 
who  are  naturally  opposed  to  the  pre- 
sent plan  of  dumping  the  sewage  into 
an  open  creeiv  under  their  very  noses. 
If  the  injunction  stands  the  Central 
avenue  sewer  will  be  a  useless  hole 
in  the  ground  until  a  main  outlet  is 
built.  To  get  the  refuse  matter  into 
the  river  channel  without  giving  of- 
fensr-  to  any  citizen  or  individual  is 
the  perplexing  problem  and  its  only  so- 
lution appears  to  lie  in  the  immediate 
construction  of  a  trunk  or  main  outlet. 

It  is  understo<:>d  that  some  of  the 
people  who  object  to  emptying  the 
sewer  into  the  creek  also  object  to 
;franting  the  right-of-way  for  a  trunk 
line  through  their  premises  and  are 
selfish  t^nough  to  fight  the  city  in  eithe!* 
case.  The  plan  now  under  contempla- 
tion provides  fur  running  the  main 
along  Fifty-third  avenue  to  the  bay. 
In  order  to  do  this  it  will  be  necessary 
to  condemn  the  properly  as  no  pro- 
visions have  been  made  for  the  exten- 
sion of  this  avenue  through  this  dis- 
trict.

CHARLES    DICKENS-    SONG. 

A  favorite  song  of  ours — and  I  think  my 
faiher  enjoyed  them  all  even  more  than 
we  di'l.  says  Charles  Dickens.  Jr..  in  the 
North  Amfrican  Review— was  one  that 
was  concerned  with  the  history  of  Guy 
Fawkes:  ''Guy  Fawkes.  that  prince  of 
sinisters.  who  once  blew  up  the  house  of 
lords,  the  king  and  all  his  ministers." 
The  beifinning  of  each  verse  contained 
some  startling  statement  of  this  kind 
which  was  afterward  modified  and  ex- 
plained away  in  what  we  considered  a 
most  artful  and  humorous  manner.  I  for- 
get exactly  what  happened  to  interfere 
with  the  final  stage  of  Guy  Fawkes'  ne- 
farious project  but  in  another  verse  it 
was  stated  that  Guy  "crossinff  over 
Vauxhall  bridge  that  way  came  into  Lon- 
«lon.  That  is.  he  would  have  came  that 
way.  to  perpetrate  his  guilt,  sir;  but  a  lit- 
tle thing  prevented  him— the  bridge  it 
wasn't  built,  sir;"  and  also  that  when  they 
wanted  to  arrest  him  •they  straightway 
sent  to  Bow  street  for  that  brave  old 
runner  Townsend;  that  is.  they  would 
have  sent  for  him.  for  fear  he  was  no 
■tarter  at.  but  Townsend  wasn't  living 
then,   he  wasn't   born   till  arter  that." 

To  each  verse  there  was  a  chorus  of 
the  good,  old-fashioned  sort,  with  an  "Oh. 
ah.  oh.  ri  fol  de  riddy  oddy.  bow  wow 
wow"  refrain,  and  a  great  part  of  the 
point  of  the  joke  lay  in  the  delivery  of 
the  introductory  monosyllables:  the  first 
"oh"  being  given,  as  it  were,  with  in- 
credibility, or  in  a  tone  of  Inquiry:  the 
second  "ah."  strongly  affirmatively,  and 
the  last  "oh"  with  an  air  as  of  one  who 
has  found  conviction  not  without  dif- 
ricultv.  .><ome  of  Tom  Moore's  melodies 
also  "formed  part  of  the  repertoire,  and 
there  were  no  doubt  others,  which  I  have 
forgotten,  but  the  impression  of  the  sing- 
er, as  he  sat  in  that  rocking  chair  with 
us  three  children  about  or  on  his  knees.

ROYAL  FLl'SHES  A  DELT'SION. 
"These  stories  about  men  making  big 
winnings  by  actually  catching  a  straight 
flu.«h  when  luck  seemed  down  on  them 
make  me  very  weary."  said  an  amateur 
poker   player,    in    the    Indianapolis   New.<5. 

who  has  been  "poking"  off  and  on  for 
al>out  eighteen  years,  playing,  however, 
nothing  more  imposing  than  "penny 
ante." 

"I  alw-ays  class  such  stories  with  snake 
stories  and  fish  tales."  the  player  went 
on.  "There  may  be  som<  truth  in  them. 
t)Ut  I  have  never  had  any  such  luck — and  I 
have  heid  my  own  ver>'  well  at  'penny 
ante."  too.  I  have  had  just  two  'royal 
flushes'  in  my  experience.  So  far  as  the 
accidental  and  surprising  part  of  them 
was  co.ncerned.  that  was  all  right,  but  for 
the  big  winnings.  I  never  saw  them.  On 
the  contrary,  on  both  occasions,  my  oppo- 
nent—I was  playing  two-handed  games 
each  time — 'lay  down'  on  me  unceremoni- 
ously.

Numerous  and  apparently  well  au- 
t.hentlcated  reports  of  serious  damage 
to  wheat  in  the  Northwest  have  been 
the  chief  factors  in  the  market  today. 
They  come  from  farmers,  millers,  grain 
buyers,  business  men  and  travelers  and 
the  statements  are  positive  and  em- 
phatic. Trade  is  improving  and  out- 
side orders  are  increasing,  but  local 
sentiment  Is  still  bearish  and  the  mar- 
ket encounters  great  opposition  In  its 
advance.  It  can  hardly  be  doubled, 
however,  that  the  situation  warrants 
much  higher  prices  and  that  they  will 
be  seen  in  tho  near  future.  The  weath- 
er is  getting  hut  and  dry  In  the  North- 
west and  more  damage  from  hot  winds 
tomorrow  and  Sunday  'is  probable,. 
Country  millers  are  still  buying  a  little 
wheat  in  Chicago,  being  unable  to  get 
it  at  home.  An  Associated  Press  cable 
says  the  English  wheat  crop  is  poor 
on  a  one-fifth  acreage  less  than  last 
year. 

Corn  has  b^en  strong  with  shorts 
nervous  buyers.  Our  local  stock  has 
been  reduced  over  .'.00.000  this  week. 
Receipts  are  still  small  and  a  little 
damage  to  the  crop  would  advance 
prices  considerably.  Privisions  very 
heavy.

ONLY  AN  IMMIGRANT. 

What  Fifty  Years  Did  for  a 
Thrifty  Norwegian. 

Mons  Anderson,  now  called  the  "mer- 
chant prince  of  Western  Wisconsin," 
celebrated  his  sixty-fifth  birthday  this 
week  and  without  a  doubt  his  mind 
wandered  back  to  the  time  when  he 
.sat  up«jn  a  doorstep  of  an  East  Water 
street  dwelling  in  1846  hungry  and  in 
tears,  says  the  Milwaukee  Journal.  He 
had  just  arrived  from  his  native  Nor- 
way, penniless,  friendless,  alone.  He 
was  then  16  years  of  age.  As  he  sat 
there  with  the  tears  running  down  his 
cheeks.  Daniel  Wells.  Jr.. who  was  land- 
lord at  the  City  hotel,  discovered  and 
took  pity  on  him.  Uncle  Daniel  invited 
the  boy  to  the  hotel,  turned  him  loose  on 
the  breakfast  bill  and  finally  gave  him 
.a  job.  There  he  remained  two  years, 
doing  odd  jobs  and  attending  Professur 
Bachs  private  school.  Another  year  as 
a  clerk  in  Herbert  Reed's  grocery  store 
and  young  Anderson  made  his  way  to 
La  Crosse,  the  point  I'<jr  which  the  pio- 
neer railway  was  making  its  way  across 
the  state.  Here  he  became  a  clerk  in 
the  general  store  of  Samuel  T.  Smith 
in  1851.  About  this  time  Bad  Ax.  nov,- 
Vernon,  county  began  to  fill  up  with 
Norwegian  emigrants  ajid  these  thrifty 
people  made  young  Anderson  a  sort  of 
depositary  for  their  surplus  funds. which 
he  accepted  in  trust  without  interest. 
He  became  a  partner  in  the  store  in  a 
few  weeks  after  his  arrival,  and  before 
the  end  of  1852  was  its  .«ole  proprietor. 

With  an  eye  single  tn  the  main  chance 
Anderson  purchased  at  ridiculously  low 
jirlces  the  stocks  of  a  large  number  of 
merchants  who  open -d  up  mercantile 
shanties  at  Prairie  La  Crosse,  as  it  was 
then  called,  and  found  little  Inducement 
to  continue  in  busine?.*.  He  sold  them 
out  to  his  regrular  Coon  Prairie  and  Bad 
Ax  county  customers.  The  stocks  he 
purchased  were  from  ambitious  men 
who  were  unable  to  endure  the  sand,  the 
sandburs  and  the  fleas  that  comprised 
the  niain  features  of  the  locality.  Mona 
Anderson  prospered  fr.  im  the  star^.  He 
Indulged  in  the  luxury  of  a  one-story 
brick  store  building,  tlu-  second  building 
jf  the  kind  erected  on  the  prairie,  and 
on  its  destruction  by  fire  rebuilt  the 
site  with  a  two-stor>jarfuir  that  was  the 
wonder  of  the  early  settler.  Then  the 
war  broke  out,  and  with  the  advantages 
he  had  for  trade  he  prospered  wonder- 
fully. The  next  move  of  the  enterpris- 
ing meivhant  was  to  erect  a  large  four-: 
story'  stone  building  devoted  to  his 
wholesale  and  retail  business  and  pur- 
chase a  mansion  in  which  to  house  his 
family.  The  magnitude  of  this  venture 
made  him  famous  in  Western  Wiscon- 
sin and  secured  for  him  the  title  of 
"Merchant  Prince.'  He  was  married 
in  1853  to  Miss  Jane  Halverson.  and  has 
a  family  of  nine  children,  one  of  his 
daughters  being  the  wife  of  a  son  of 
Judge  Bunn,  of  the  United  States  di.=- 
trict  court  for  the  Western  district  of 
Wisconsin.

Building  a  Railroad  Alongside 
the  Rushing  Rapids. 

More  than  1000  iaoorers.  says  the 
Buffalo  Express,  are  engaged  at  pre- 
sent in  the  world  famous  gorge  be- 
tween Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston  ex- 
cavating for  the  new  Niagara  Falls  & 
Lewiston  Electric  railway,  which  is  to 
convey  passengers  along  the  river's 
edge  and  almost  in  the  spray  of  the 
ir.ost  picturesque  rapids  in  the  world. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of 
rt>ck  overhang  the  line  of  the  road 
along  the  section  between  the  whirl- 
pool and  the  Buttery  elevator  at  the 
Whirlpool  rapids,  and  here  and  there 
-n  the  banks  of  the  river  lie  immense 
boulders  of  hundre  Is  of  tons'  weight, 
which  have  slipped  away  from  the 
parent  rock  above  and  crashed  down 
to  their  renting  plac"  beside  the  foamy 
river.  Others  have  lodged  half  way 
djwn  and  these  have  to  be  removed  to 
make  way  for  the  advent  of  tho  new 
railway.  The  route  from  Lewiston  to 
the  whirlpool  Is  much  easier  to  grade 
than  the  portion  of  the  road  lying  be- 
tween the  whirlpool  and  the  Buttery 
elevator,  owing  to  the  bank  of  earth 
which  was  formed  along  there  by  the 
building  of  the  observation  branch  of 
the  New  York  Central  railroad.  Near 
'the  devil's  hole  ther*^  will  be  a  bridge 
— the  only  one  on  the  line — and  the 
road  will  be  on  an  elevation  of  only 
twenty  feet  above  the  water's  edge 
along  the  whole  route. 

Excavation  is  carried  on  in  the  face 
of  great  difficulty.  The  Italians  who 
were  employed  in  the  work  were 
obliged  to  hold  on  by  their  teeth  al- 
most, while  getting  a  foothold  on  the 
steep  sides  of  the  walls  which  form 
the  banks  of  the  gorge.  The  embank- 
ments are  formed  largely  of  detritus 
from  the  rocky  face  of  the  cliffs  above 
and  mixed  with  a  little  dry  earth.  The 
footing  there  is  almost  as  treacherous, 
as  quicksand.  Heedless  of  the  dire  re- 
sults of  a  misstep,  the  laborers  clamber 
ab<iut  these  steep  places,  dislodging 
immense  boulders,  uprooting  trees  and 
hurling  them  into  the  torrent  below, 
as  cheerfully  as  they  would  go  to  work 
on  a  level  street.  The  contractors  have 
found  it  necessary  to  do  a  great  deal 
of  blasting  in  the  removal  of  the  large 
r>?k.<5  which  bar  the  way.  Blasting  is 
done  at  12  noon  and  at  6  p.  m.,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  men  along 
the  line,  and  showers  of  broken  rock 
are  shot  high  up  over  the  cliff  above 
and  fall  in  the  garden  plots  of  resi- 
dents in  the  locality. 

The  work  of  constructing  that  por- 
tion of  the  line  between  the  Butter}' 
elevator  and  the  southern  terminus  of 
the  road  near  the  upper  suspension 
bridge  will  be  attended  with  much 
greater  engineering  difficulties  than  are 
being  met  with  in  the  construction  of 
the  longer  section  below.  The  rocky 
walls  of  the  gorge  rise  perpendicularly 
from  the  waters  edge  over  200  feet 
high  and  the  work  of  excavating  will 
be  attended  with  gr^at  danger  and  ex- 
pense. 3'he  road  is  to  be  double- 
tracked  along  Its  entire  length,  the 
track  to  be  standard  gauge,  and  the 
cars  will  be  of  the  "observation"  sort, 
seated  so  that  paasengers  will  face  the 
rapids.

WHEAT  AND  OTHER  CROPS. 

The  retovory  of  vvheat  from  the  sud- 
den decline  in  values  which  took  place 
the  other  day  is  not  astonishing,  when 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  wheat 
situation  are  considered.  There  have 
been  exaggerated  reports  circulated  in 
regard  to  the  great  crops  that  will  be 
harvested  in  the  Northwest.  The  fact 
is  that  no  one  can  tell  much  about 
the  size  of  the  crop.  Although  every- 
thing looks  well  at  present,  it  is  well 
not  to  be  too  confident  because  there 
is  still  danger  that  unfavorable  weather 
may  ruin  the  neater  portion  of  the 
wheat.  Extremely  hot  winds  would 
be  apt  to  blight  the  wheat,  and  there- 
fore the  crop  cannot  be  considered  out 
of  danger  yet. 

Even   if   the  crops  escape  all  danger 
and    the    present    bright    prospects    be 
realized,  the  predictions  of  an  enormous 
crop  are  not  likely  to  be  fulfilled.  While 
the    yield    per    acre    this    year    will    be 
large   and    the    quality    is    expected    to 
be  extra  good,   there  is  no  doubt   that 
the  wheat  acreage  in  Minnesota  and  the 
Dakotas  is  much  less  than  it  was  last 
year.    The  Herald  has  advices  from  the 
Western  country   which  show  that  the 
farmers    did    take    the    advice    of    the 
newspapers  and  went  on  a  large  scale 
into      diversified    farming.      There      is 
more  acreage   in   flax,   barley  and  oats 
in   the  Northwest  this  year  than  ever 
before   in    its   history.     The   amount   of 
flax    produced    in    the    Northwest    will 
be  three  times  greater  than  last  year. 
It  is  expected  that  the  Duluth   market 
will   receive   3,000.000   bushels   of  barley 
this  year  or  double  the  usual  amount. 
This  increased  acreage  of  flax,  barley 
and  f:ats  means  a  decrease  in  the  acre- 
age of  wheat.     Take  almost  any  town- 
ship   in    the    farming    portions    of    the  ' 
Northwest  and  make  a  careful  inquiry,  , 
and  you  will  find  this  to  be  true.     For 
these  reason.s  The  Herald  believes  that 
those    who   are    predicting   an    extraor- 
dinarily   lar.;;e   crop   are    mistaken    and 
the  size  of  the  crop  will   be  below   in- 
stead of  above  the  normal.     Charles  A. 
Pillshury  the  other  day  estimated  that 
there  is  a  15  per  cent  decrease  in  acre-  , 
age  of  wheat  and  5  per  cent  Increase  in  • 
acreage  of  other  crops.    It  is  well  known  • 
that  the  crop  is  shc>rt  in  other  parts  of  ' 
the  country,  so  that  the  total  available  ! 
surplus,    after    supplying    the    demand  • 
for   home   consumption,    will   be   small.  , 
There   Is  another  point   that   must    be 


the  farmers  whti  have  accepted  stock 
ill  the  road  in  pa\mtiit  for  their  time 
and  labor  and  nearl)  all  the  liKht-of- 
way  ha.H  been  secured.  Thus  it  will 
he  seen  that  the  fouutlatlon  has  been 
liid  for  a  very  cheaply  const  i-ucted  ro;id 
il;at  would  have  the  hearty  support  of 
all  the  people  along  its  line.  It  Is  an 
nopoitiiiiity  which  th»>  business  men 
»(  Duluth  should  not  let  slip.  .\  little 
aiil    at    this    time    will    go    far   towaitls 

making  the  project  an  assured  suc- 
cess. 


THE  HUDSON  BAY  ROAD, 

The  St.  I'aul  CJIobe  exhibits  extraor- 
dinary glee  over  the  reports  that  the 
(.'anadiau  government  will  refuse  to 
Kiant  tlie  desireil  subsiily  for  the  l)uild- 
ing  of  a  railroad  to  Hudsim  Bay.  It 
will  no  doubt  be  grieved  to  learn  that 
till-  report  is  not  entirely  correct.  There 
is  a  subsidy  already  granted  to  the 
Hudson  Kay  road.  Tlie  recent  negotia- 
tions had  for  the  object  the  constdiila- 
lion  of  the  subsidy  and  the  loan  of  the 
amount  to  the  company.  The  govern- 
ment accepted  this  proposition  by  an 
(.rder-in-council,  which  in  England  and 
in  Canada  has  always  been  considered 
.1  bindin.i;:  i-ontract  on  the  part  of  the 
government.  Owing  to  the  opposition 
i.f  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway  and 
others,  the  government  backed  out  ot 
this  arrangement,  but  a  new  plan  is 
now  under  consideration  whereby  the 
present  subsidy  will  be  divided  into 
two  parts,  ami  if  this  be  done  l'J.">  mllcH 
of  the  road  will  be  constructed  this 
year. 

The  Globe  displays  an  astonishing 
amount  of  ignorance  in  regard  to  the 
road  and  the  country  through  which 
it  will  run.  Probably  the  statements 
which  it  makes  were  inspired  from  hos- 
tile sources.  "The  road,  if  constructed." 
it  says,  "would  rim  through  a  country 
not  only  at  present  practically  barren 
an<l  uninhabited,  hut  one  apparently 
doomed  to  remain  forever  in  that  con- 
dition." This  is  true  of  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  northern  end  of  the  proposed 
road,  but  it  is  not  true  of  the  greater 
portion  of  the  country  that  will  be 
traversed  by  it.  The  land  is  fertile  antJ 
well  adapte<l  for  farming  purposes,  and 
the  climate  is  similar  to  that  of  North 
Dakota.  There  are  numerous  settlers 
already  scattered  through  it,  and  with 
railroad  facilities  provided  it  would 
soon  become  well  settled. 

But  according  to  the  sapient  Globe 
this  is  not  the  worst  of  it.  "Hudson 
bay."  it  says,  "is  open  but  a  short  time 
each  year.  The  reason  upon  which 
navigation  could  depend  with  certainty 
would  be  comparatively  but  a  few- 
weeks  in  length.  For  all  the  remainder 
of  the  twelve  months,  the  railroad  line 
would      be    inoperative."      The      Globe 

should  get  copies  of  the  reports  of  the 
commanders  of  the  expeditions  sent  to 

Hudson  Bay  a  number  of  years  ago  by 
the  Canadian  government  to  investi- 
gate this  point,  and  on  reading  them 
it  will  find  that  its  assertions  are  wide 
of  the  truth.  Hudson  bay  is  navigable 
at  least  six  months  in  the  year,  and  it  is 
not  certain  but  that  nine  months  is 
nearer  the  duration  of  navigation  there. 
T'.ie  great  lakes  are  not  navigable  each 
year  as  long  as  that.  Nor  during  the 
remaindt  r  of  the  year  would  the  rail- 
road be  inoperative.  Tlie  region  around 
Hudson  Bay  has  rich  mineral  resources. 
The  fisheries  of  the  bay  are  of  great 
value.  Both  these  industries  would 
furnish  much  traffic,  while  the  set- 
tlements along  the  road  from  Winni- 
peg to  Hudson  Bay  would  contribute 
a  large  amount  of  business.  Not  only 
is  the  scheme  feasible  but  it  would 
be  a  success  from  a  financial  stand- 
j)oint.

Happily  it  is  altogether  likely  that  the 
supreme  court  will  put  an  end  to  the 
hopes  of  the  p(»llt iciaiis  who  now  have 
their  eyes  fixed  upon  the  .salaries  at- 
tached to  these  positions.  The  con- 
si  itutional  pntvlslon  against  appoint- 
ing members  of  the  legislature  to  state 
otlices  during  the  term  for  which  they 
were  cUm.  ted  will  no  doubt  be  upheld  by 
the  court,  and  the  governor  will  be  un- 
able to  carry  out  his  announced  plan 
in  relation  to  the  chief  grain  inspector- 
ship. 

A  curious  struggle  for  the  privilege 
of  representation  in  the  government  is 
being  made  by  the  citizens  of  the  terri- 
tory recently  annexed  to  New  York 
lity.  The  New  York  board  of  alder- 
men refused  to  include  this  territory  in 
their  apportionment  of  assembly  dis- 
tricts. Thereupon  the  citizens  of  this 
disf ranch l.sed  region  brought  suit  to 
Compel  a  revtM's.il  of  the  aldermen's 
decision.  Justice  Patterson,  however, 
has  decided  the  case  against  them, 
taking  the  ground  that  constitutional- 
ly the  territory  in  tiuestion  is  a  part  of 
the  Twenty-sectmd  senate  district,  the 
remainder  of  which  is  in  Westehester 
ciiunty,  ami  that  it  could  not  hiave  been 
included  in  the  New  York  assembly  np- 
portionment  .is  a  part  of  th;^  Twenty- 
rirst  senate  district  without  a  violation 
of  law. 


The  increjise  of  women  entering  wage- 
earning  occupations  has  been  propor- 
tionately less  in  England  during  the 
past  ten  years  than  in  the  United  States. 
A  trade  report  just  issued  as  a  parlia- 
mentary paper  reveals  the  curious  dif- 
ference between  women  workers  there 
and  here — that  in  England  wage-earn- 
ing women  are  in  but  eighteen  occupa- 
tions out  of  277.  while  in  this  country 
they  are  in  everything  under  the  sun 
except  the  army  and  navy!  There  is 
a  decrease  of  married  women  in  occu- 
pations away  from  home,  but  the  rate 
of  infant  mortality  is  still  higher  than 
where  wives  of  men  »;f  the  working  class 
attend  only  to  their  home  duties.  The 
chief  increase  of  women  in  occupations 
in  England  has  been  in  middle-class 
homes. 


The  New  York  Evening  Post  adduces 
good  reasons  against  holding  the  Re- 
publican national  convention  next  year 
in  May  to  nominate  a  candidate  for 
president.  It  says  the  people  are  op- 
posed to  long  political  campaigns. 
These  undoubtedly  disturb  business.and 
as  the  Post  says,  long  campaigns  pro- 
mote corruption.  It  suggests  that  the 
convention  should  be  held  at  an  early 
date  in  September,  and  the  delegates 
l)e  chosen  simultaneously  in  all  the 
states.  This  would  be  a  "new  depart- 
ure" in  e:irnest,  and  would  effectually 
upset  the  fall  trade  of  the  presidential 
year.

An  attempt  will  be  made  by  the  com- 
mittees, appointed  somt-  time  ago  by 
the  commercial  bodies  of  the  cily,  to 
assist  in  the  Hines  wheat  railway  pro- 
ject, to  raise  $1500  to  assist  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  line.  A  meet- 
ing of  Duluth  business  men  was  held 
yesterday  afternoon  in  the  chamber  of 
commerce,  and  for  an  hour  Mr.  Hines 
talked  of  his  road,  the  amount  of  work 
which  has  been  done  upon  it.  the  plans 
and  hopes  of  the  originators  of  the  plan, 
the  needs.  preser»t  and  future,  and  the 
difficulties  which  have,  so  far,  been 
met  and  overcome. 

Mr.  Hines  opened  the  meeting  with  a 
prayer,  after  which  he  opened  out  a 
map  of  the  countr>-.  which  the  wheat 
road  is  to  tap,  and  proceeded  to  illus- 
tra'te  his  i^jints  as  to  localities  and  dis- 
tances as  he  made  them. 

Mr.  Hines  gavean  outline  of  the  work 
already  done  and  to  be  done,  practically 
as  he  gave  it  to  The  Herald,  though  a 
liwle  more  in  detail,  on  the  day  of  his 
arrival.  He  asked  $1500  from  Duluth  to 
a.=si9t  in  the  work,  and  said  that  he 
should  expect  $1000  from  Superior.  For 
this  money  he  wished  to  give  nothing 
in  return,  saying  that  he  would  gladly 
give  stock  in  the  road,  but  that  this 
stock  was  what  was  paying  for  all  the 
work  that  is  being  done,  and  that  the 
farmers  would  l>e  suspicious  and  the 
stock  would  loi?e  In  value  so  soon  as  any 
of  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  cap- 
italists. 

Mr.  Wallace,  who  acc:>mpanies  Mr. 
Hines.  sp<^>ke  briefly  at  the  close  of  Mr. 
nine's  address,  and  opinions  were  ex- 
pressed by  several  of  the  business  men 
present. 

Mr.  Patrick,  Mr.  Munger.  Mr.  Fitger. 
Mr.  Lovette  and  others  had  words  of 
encouragement  for  the  enterprise,  and 
gave  some  excellent  advice  in  regard  to 
the  work.  Mr.  Fitger  said  that  he 
would  be  one  of  twenty-five  men  to  con- 
tribute $100  each  to  the  enterprise.  The 
meeting  closed  by  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  the  committee  repre- 
senting the  different  commercial  or- 
ganizations be  continued  In  ser\lce: 
that  it  be  authorized  to  solicit  sub- 
scriptions to  the  amount  asked  for— 
$13fM):  that  the  project  and  efforts  of 
U.  W.  Hines  be  endorsed  by  this  meet- 
ing, and  that  we  request  citizens  to 
respond  liberally  to  his  appeal." 

The  School  Election. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald;

Every  one  who  knows  the  strug- 
gle of  these  smaller  colleges  to  do  the 
work  that  many  of  them  are  doing  so 
well  will  realize  how  much  twenty 
years'  experience  as  secretary  of  such 
a  college  Is  worth  In  the  lessons  of  econ- 
omy thereby  learned  and  practiced, 
which  are  especially  needed  In  such 
times  as  these,  calhng  for  true  economy 
as  far  removed  from  niggardliness  on 
the  one  side  as  from  extravagant  dis- 
play on  the  other,  the  finest  examples 
of  which  to  be  met  anywhere  are  to  he 
found  In  the  management  of  just  such 
American  colleges  as  that  with  which 
Mr.  Keyes  was  connected  for  so  many 
vears. 

From  a  long-life  acquaintance  with 
Mr.  Keyes.  I  say  unhesitatingly,  that 
he  is  the  best  candidate  for  a  position 
en  the  school  board  who  has  been 
named  since  my  coming  to  the  city.

It    Should    Be    Started    from 
Michigan  Street. 

In  relation  to  the  Garfield  avenue  via- 
duct, E.  C.  Grldley  said  yesterday: 
"There  should  be  no  possible  question 
of  the  point  from  which  the  structure 
should  be  started,  and  I  hope  that  the 
council  will  not  for  a  moment  consider 
the  proposition  of  building  It  from  Su- 
I)erior  street.  In  case  the  viaduct  were 
so  built,  the  $50,000  which  it  has  been 
estimated  that  the  structure  will  cost 
would  be  only  a  small  item  in  the  ex- 
r>ense.  The  damages  to  property  which 
would  result  would  be  many  times  $50,- 
000,  and  these  would  be  legitunate  dam- 
ages, too,  which  could  be  collected  at 
law  from  the  city. 

"Michigan  street  would  be  entirely 
cut  off  from  Garfield  avenue,  and  dam- 
ages could  be  collected  both  by  owners 
of  i>roperty  on  Michigan  street  and  on 
Garfield  avenue.  The  property  thus  cut 
off  would  be  damaged  from  25  to  50  per 
cent,  and  that  amount  could  be  col- 
lected. On  the  other  hand,  if  the  ap- 
proach be  built  from  Michigan  street, 
there  will  be  no  damage  except  to  a 
little  pioperty  on  Garfield  avenue,  and 
as  the  owners  of  this  real  estate  are 
anxious  to  have  the  viaduct  built  In  this 
way,  they  would  be  willing  to  walv« 
that  damage."

FISH  SUPERSTITION. 

Curious  Beliefs  Among  Many 
Kinds  of  Fishermen. 

The  legends,  quaint  customs  aiwl  su- 
perstitions connected  with  fl.sh  and  fish- 
ing are  many  and  curious,  says  the 
Fishing  Gazette.  Ask  a  Scandinavian 
why  salmon  are  red  and  have  such  fine 
talks.  You  will  be  told  that  the  ruddy 
color  of  the  fiesh  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
when  heaven  was  on  fire  the  gods  threw 
the  flames  into  the  water  and  the  sal- 
mon swallowed  them.  The  delicacy  of 
the  salmon's  tail  is  explained  by  the 
story  that  Loki,  when  the  angry  gods 
pursued  him,  turned  himself  Into  a  sal- 
mon. He  would  have  escaped  If  Thor 
had  not  caught  him  by  the  tall.  Sal- 
mons have  had  their  tails  fine  and  than 
ever  since.  Why  are  soles,  place  and 
other  flatfish  brown  on  one  side  and 
white  on  the  other?  The  Arabs  of  Up- 
per Egypt  give  an  explanation  which 
no  one  can  hesitate  to  accept.  One  day, 
they  tell  you,  Moses,  the  Israelltlsh  law- 
giver was  frying  fish— we  all  know  the 
Jews  are  fond  of  fried  fish,  and  they 
cook  it  splendidly.  Moses,  however,  had 
only  cooked  his  fish  on  one  side,  when 
the  fire  went  out,  and  so  he  angrily 
threw  the  half  cooked  fish  into  the  sea. 

Although  half  broiled  It  came  to  life 
again,  and  its  descendants — all  the 
fiat  fish — have  preserved  today  the  pe- 
culiar appearance  of  their  half  cooked 
ancestor,  being  white  on  one  side  and 
brown  on  the  other.  Why  do  haddocks 
carry  those  peculiar  black  "finger 
marks"  near  the  head?  Some  tell  us 
that  they  are  a  memento  of  the  pres- 
sure of  St.  Peter's  fingers  when  he 
went  fishing  for  the  tribute  money. 
On  the  Yorkshire  coast  they  say  the 
devil  once  determined  to  build  a  bridge 
at  Filey.  His  satanic  majesty  did  not 
.start  the  bridge  for  the  convenience  of 
the  people,  but  for  the  destruction  of 
ships  and  sailors,  and  the  annoyance  of 
fishermen  in  general.  In  the  progress  of 
the  woi*.c  Old  Nick  dropped  his  hammer 
into  the  sea.  Snatching  at  it  hastily 
he  caught  a  haddock,  and  all  haddocks 
carry  the  Imprint  of  his  black  fingers 
to  this  day. 

Fishermen  have  queer  customs.  A 
few  years  ago  the  fishermen  of  Pres- 
ton. Lancashire,  used  actually  to  go 
fishing  on  Sunday.  It  seems  Incredible 
but  they  did.  A  clergyman  of  the  town 
used  to  preach  against  this  Sabbath 
desecration,  and  pray  that  they  might 
catch  no  fish.  And  they  did  not.  But 
they  found  out  how  to  make  his  prayers 
of  no  avail.  The  fishermen  used  to 
make  a  little  effigy  of  the  parson  in 
rags,  and  put  this  small  "guy"  up 
their  chimneys.  When  his  reverence 
was  slowly  smoked  and  consumed  the 
fish  bit — liked  anything.  The  fishermen 
of  the  Isle  of  Man  always  feel  safe 
from  storm  and  disaster  if  they  have 
a  dead  wren  on  board. 

They  have  a  tradition  that  at  one 
time  an  evil  spirit  always  haunted  the 
herring  pack  and  was  always  attended 
by  storms.  The  spirit  assumed  many 
forms.  At  last  it  took  the  shape  of  a 
wren  and  flew  away.  If  the  fishermen 
have  a  dead  wren  with  them  they  are 
certain  that  all  will  be  safe  and  snug. 
On  the  Norfolk  coast  they  think  that 
fleas  and  fish  come  together.  An  old 
fisherman  near  Cromer  w'as  heard  to 
say:  "Times  is  that  you  might  look 
in  my  flannel  shirt  and  see  scarce  a 
flea — and  there  ain't  but  a  werry  few 
herrings;  but  times  there  are  when 
my  shirt's  alive  with  'em.  and  then 
there's  sartin  to  be  a  sight  o"  fish."  Flan- 
nel-shlrted   anglers,   please   note. 

Shocking  it  is  to  be  compelled  to 
state  that  many  fishing  superstitions 
are  ungallantly  directed  against  the 
ladies.  Over  against  Ross  there  is  the 
Island  of  Lewis,  sixty  miles  in  length. 
In  this  Isle  there  Is  but  one  fresh 
river.  "Fish  abound  there  in  plenty," 
but  only  let  a  woman  wade  in  the 
stream,  and  not  a  salmon  will  be  neen 
there  for  at  least  twelve  months.  There 
is  a  song  about  "Eliza's  Tootsies,"  but 
the  immortal  lyric  does  not  explain  why 
they  should  frighten  the  fish.

DANIEL  S.  LAMOXT. 

Secretary  Lamont  refused  to  talk  pol- 
itics and  further  than  expressing  satis- 
faction with  his  trip  had  nothing  to 
say.  He  refused  to  read  the  follawing 
press   dispatch   from  San  Francisco: 

San  Francisco,  July  12. — A  local  paper 
says  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that' 
Secretary  Lamonf,  who  has  been  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  ostensibly  looking  after 
the  defenses  of  the  western  seaboard, 
is  in  reality  on  a  political  mission  look- 
ing toward  the  nomination  of  President 
Cleveland  for  a  third  term.  While  the 
secretary  is  engaged  in  examining  for 
this  and  other  requisites  of  war.  he  is 
said  to  be  quietly  sounding  the  leadir.g 
Democrats  of  California  and  the  North- 
west to  see  if  they  would  lend  their 
support  to  a  Cleveland  boom  should 
the  president  announce  his  c?..ndidacy 
for  a  third  term.  The  same  paper  says 
that  H.  W.  Van  Senden,  Secretary  Car- 
lisle's private  secretary,  who  is  now  in 
the  city  in  connection  with  the  treasury 
department,  is  believed  to  be  on  a  po'- 
litical  mission  similar  to  that  of  Secre- 
tary Lamont,  with  the  exception  that 
he  is  attempting  to  guage  the  popularity 
of  Carlisle  with  the  Western  Demo- 
cracy. When  questioned  about  the 
rumor.  Van  Senden  denied  that  his  visit 
to  the  coast  had  any  political  signifi- 
cance, but  said  that  If  Carlisle  were 
nominated  he  would  obey  the  call  of  his 
party. 

"I  do  not  care  to  see  it"  said  he.  "I 
do  not  know  anything  about  politics  at 
present." 

J.  J.  Hill  was  also  uncommunicative. 
He  stated  that  he  and  Mrs.  Hill  would 
probably  return  to  St.  Paul  and  would 
not  go  through  to  the  Sault,  as  it  had 
been  reported  that  they  intended 
doing. 

The  party  at  once  entered  carriages 
and  started  for  a  drive  about  the  city 
while  waiting  for  the  boat.  Gen. 
Brooke  will  accompany  them  to  the 
Sault  and  the  others  will  go  through  to 
Buffalo. 

There  were  few  people  at  the  depot  to 
meet  the  train,  as  it  was  not  generally 
known  at  what  time  the  party  would 
arrive.  Among  the  number  who  greet- 
ed the  party  were  all  the  local  Great 
Northern  officials,  Maj.  Sears  and  a  few* 
private  citizens.  President  J.  J.  Hill 
directed  the  movements  of  the  party 
and  occupied  a  place  in  the  first  car- 
riage. The  party  was  driven  direct  to 
the  boulevard,  and  after  the  drive  will 
go  direot  to  the  boat.

He  is  Not  At  All  Enthusiastic 

Over  the  Present 

Outlook. 


Says 


the  Government  Statis- 
tician Will  Have  to  Re- 
vise His  Figures. 


St.  Paul.  July  12.— Chief  Grain  Inspec- 
tor Claust-n  returned  this  morning  from 
a  trip  to  Duluth  and  through  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state,  where  he  made 
notes  of  the  condition  of  the  wheat  crop. 
and  he  is  not  so  enthusiastic  over  the 
futlook  as  the  man  who  wiites  crop  re- 
TM>rts  frotn  an'  otTice  in  Washington. 

•'Unless  I  am  much  mistaken,"  said 
Mr.  Clausen  this  morning,  "the  gov- 
ernment bureau  will  soon  have  to  revise 
its  reports  on  spring  wheat  crop  pros- 
pects. In  the  Red  river  valley  I  found 
wheat  In  all  estates  of  progress  and  con- 
dition. Hftween  Winnipeg  Junction  and 
Cro:>kston.  on  the  Northern  Paeitic.  the 
indications  are  fav()rable  to  a  very  large 
yield.  The  wheat  stands  large  and 
thick  with  largt>  heads,  which  promis" 
an  unj>rfcedent<:-d  yield.  Hut.  on  the 
other  hand,  many  fields  are  not  headed, 
and  hundreds  of  acres,  in  my  opinion, 
will  not  mature  before  frost.  This  is 
especially  the  case  on  ground  that  is 
not  capable  of  drainage.  The  cold,  wet 
weather  has  kept  the  cro<p  back,  and  it 
is  now  a  question  whether  in  niany 
cases  it  will  ripen  at  all.  This  applies 
to  the  country  between  Barnesville  and 
Crooksion.  oii  the  Great  Northern. 

"The  best  wheat  I  saw  on  the  trip  was 
between  Grand  Forks  and  Crookston 
on  the  land  which  is  drained  by  the  Red 
Lake  river  or  by  the  ditches  recently 
constructed.  The  men  who  talk  about 
the  crops  being  larger  than  in  1S91  are 
not  farmers,  but  nine  out  of  ten  have 
land  for  sale.  I  think  the  govern- 
ment reports  must  come  from  this 
source. .  The  reports  from  South  Da- 
kota of  continued  drouth  and  the  esti- 
mates of  half  a  yield  for  that  state, 
and  similar  reports  from  the  Minne- 
sota valley  and  Southern  Minnesota, 
satisfy  me  that  the  aggregate  yield  of 
the  three  states  will  not  be  anything 
like  that  of  1S91.  which  was  the  largest 
yield  the  state  ever  had. 

"I  believe  news  will  be  received  from 
the  whe-at  fields  of  Minnesota  and  the 
two  Dakotas  during  the  next  week  or 
two  that  will  very  materially  modify 
the  over-sanguine  views  of  stmie  pef<<>le 
who  have  done  a  good  deal  of  talking 
lately.  I  am  also  convinced  that  the 
quality  of  the  grain  will  not  compare 
-with  that  of  1891  for  evenness.  There 
will  be  a  great  deal' of  shrunken  wheat. 
While  there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  quality 
from  some  sections  will  be  of  the  high- 
est grade,  the  average  yield  and  quality 
of  the  three  states  will  fall  below  that 
of  1891.  The  numerous  complaints  of 
weeds  also  indicate  a  dirtier  crop  than 
usual." 


BRIBERY  IS  ALLEGED. 

Chicago  Aldermen  and  Others 
Will  Be  Indicted. 


Chicago.  July  12.— The  special  grand 
jur>'  which  is  investigating  the  charges 
of  bribery  brought  against  Aldermen 
Finkler  and  Martin,  heard  a  mass  of 
testimony  today  in  regard  to  the  al- 
leged bribery  of  the  city  officials  by 
officers  of  the  various  Insurance  com- 
panies. The  investigation  was  called 
for  the  purpose  of  airing  the  aldermen's 
connection  with  the  matter,  but  the 
testimony  took  an  unexpected  turn, 
implicating.  It  Is  said,  some  of  the 
prominent  Ice  dealers  of  the  city.  Max 
Worthsman.  an  ice  salesman,  went  be- 
fore the  jury  and  gave  the  names  of 
several  firms  which  he  alleged  had 
given  bribes  to  prevent  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of 
ice.  It  was  said  by  attaches  of  the 
state's  attorney's  office  that  several 
wealthy  ice  men  were  likely  to  be  In- 
dicted with  the  aldermen. 

The  grand  jury  also  took  up  the 
charges  of  bribery,  freely  made  in  con- 
nection wit'n  the  passing  of  the  Calu- 
met &  Blue  Island  railroad  ordinance. 
The  ordinance  gave  th*^  railroad  a 
right-of-way  along  the  lake  front  in 
South  Chicago  and  was  passed  over 
the  mayor's  veto  and  in  the  face  of 
the  bitter  opposition  of  the  property 
owners.  While  the  proceedings  of  the 
jur>'  were  carefully  guarded,  it  was 
said  on  good  authority  that  the  wit- 
nesses at  today's  session  gave  ample 
proof  that  bribeiT  was  used  in  pass- 
ing the  ordinance,  and  that  the  names 
of  several  aldermen  who  had  accepted 
money  were  given.

July  12.— State  Treasurer 
Koerner.  who  is  in  New  York  purchas- 
ing bonds  for  the  investment  of  the 
various  state  funds,  today  telegraphed 
he  had  purchased  government  bonds  to 
the  amount  f.f  $233,583.33.

THE  OFFER  ACCEPTED. 
Washington,  July  12.— Acting  Secre- 
tar>-  Wilkle  today  wrote  a  letter  to 
Mayor  Swift,  of  Chicago,  formally  ac- 
cepting the  offer  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
tendering  to  the  government  the  use 
of  a  site  on  the  lake  front  for  a  tem- 
porary federal  building. 


At  midnight,  when  Broadway  is  w^ell 
nigh  deserted,  when  the  turmoil  of  the 
busy  street  is  stilled  for  a  few  hours, 
a  .'*mall  army  of  hungr>',  poverty- 
stricken  men  gather  in  the  shadow  of 
old  Grace  church.  Every  night  this 
long  line  of  the  city's  poor  Is  there,  and 
every  night  each  is  given  a  generous 
portion  of  good,  fresh  bread,  says  the 
New  York  Mercurj-. 

It  Is  a  noble  charity  that  does  this, 
and  it  started  in  a  little  Incident  that 
(K?curred  in  1S76.  It  was  in  winter,  and 
the  night  was  very  blustery  i>nd  stormy 
when  a  tramp,  a  homeless,  miserable 
specimen,  knocked  at  the  door  of  the 
office  and  begg»d  for  some  bread;  a 
loaf  was  given  him,  and  the  next  night 
he  came  again,  .ind  soon  others  cam" 
with  him  and  none  were  ever  sent  away 
hungry;  the  charity  grew,  the  good 
news  spread  quickly,  and  soon  Fleisch- 
man  decided  that  he  would  give  every 
night  the  bread  that  was  left  to  the  suf- 
fering poor  of  the  city.  Since  then  not 
a  night  has  elapsed  when  the  hungry 
beggars  at  his  shop  have  been  turned 
away  when  there  was  bread  in  the  es- 
tablishment. 

From  3<jO  to  500  are  served  nightly, 
and  a  more  haggard,  hungry  lot  of  men 
than  they  are  seldom  seen.  The  line 
begins  to  form  at  11:30  or  thereabouts, 
and  the  fii-st  lamp  post  on  Tenth  stret>t. 
near  Broadway,  Is  v.here  It  starts.  The 
first  comer  leans  against  this  post  and 
the  rest  stand  in  line  behind  him;  at 
12  the  crowd  reaches  to  the  big  door  of 
the  (hurch.  and  form  on  the  edge  of 
the  curb,  quiet,  most  of  them,  ravenous, 
all  of  them— victims  of  circumstance 
and  an  unkind  fate.  More  than  half  of 
them  are  working  men.  whose  wages 
are  so  pitifully  small,  whose  employers 
are  so  despicably  mean  that  necessity 
compels  them  to  stand  there  in  line 
for  the  charity  bread.  Things  are  not 
fair  in  this  world,  but  it  is  the  human- 
ity of  such  men  as  this  German  baker 
that  softens  the  sting  and  prevents  an- 
arky. 

Of  the  other  half  one-third,  perhaps, 
are  loungers  and  "bums,"  another  third 
are  old  men,  too  broken  down  to  work, 
and  the  remaining  third  men  who  arc- 
temporarily  down  in  their  luck,  young 
country  fellows  without  situations, 
struggling  artists,  and  others  of  the 
same  sort,  who  have  the  ability,  but  not 
the  chance,  to  earn  their  living. 

thf:  start. 

At  12:.50  the  door  Is  thrown  open  and 
the  crates  of  bread  are  carried  out  Into 
the  streets.  About  300  loaves  are  gen- 
erally given  away,  and  it  is  fresh.  swee.t 
and  good.  The  long  loaves  of  French 
bread  are  cut  into  three  pieces,  the 
graham  loaves  in  two  and  the  others 
in  two.  Herr  Fleickenstein,  the  man- 
ager, gives  the  signal,  waves  his  hands 
and  cries:  "Ready;  come  on,"  and  the 
line  moves  toward  the  Mecca.  There 
isn't  any  dilly  dallying  about  It;  It 
cornea  with  a  rush,  and  the  manna  in 
the  wilderness  was  not  more  welcome 
than  are  those  loaves  to  the  waiting 
men. 

The  most  pathetic  figures  in  the  linp« 
are  the  old  men;  there  are  many  of 
these  and  the  bent,  wasted  frames,  the 
whitening  hair  and  the  wrinkled  faces 
bear  the  impress  of  hard  times,  hunger, 
cold — severest  poverty.  One  of  these 
men  had  the  face  of  a  scholar,  and 
white  side  whiskers  and  sad  blue  eyes; 
he  wore  a  pair  of  much-mended  old 
shoes,  a  greenish  Prince  Albert  and 
some  frayed  apologies  for  cuffs;  his 
trousers  were  threadbare  and  his  hat 
very  old  but  well  brushed,  as  were  all 
his  clothes.  As  he  took  the  bread,  he 
bowed  low  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
distribution  and  said:  "I  thank  you," 
as  though  it  were  a  Godsend  to  him. 
and  I  presume  it  was.  He  walked  slow- 
ly toward  Fourth  avenue,  and  I  learned 
liiter  that  for  three  years  he  had  come 
nightly  to  the  place.  His  clothes  look- 
ed the  same  as  when  he  fli^t  appeared, 
but  the  man  himself  was  fast  falling: 
he  leaned  heavily  on  his  cane,  and 
walked  as  though  it  were  an  effort,  and 
it  will  not  l)e  long  before  this  steady 
customer  will  come  no  more  for  his 
share. 

Another  poor  old  fellow  was  bent 
almost  double  and  walked  with 
crutches.  He  looked  like  some  old  tar, 
<in<l  hi?  weather-beaten  face  was  a 
striking  one.  He  took  a  piece  of  the 
graham  bread  and,  as  he  turned  to  go 
away,  the  good-hearted  watchman  ran 
after  him  and  also  gave  him  a  jnece  of 
the  white.  Every  night  this  same 
scene  is  enacted.  The  old  man  never 
waits,  as  though  expecting  a  second 
piece,  but  hustles  off  as  fast  as  his 
crutches  and  his  poor  old  legs  can 
carry  him. 

One  very  old  man  had  hardly  a  tooth 
In  his  head,  and  when  he  took  his  loaf, 
he  looked  at  it  anxiously  and  walked 
off.  evidently  going  to  some  park  foun- 
tain where  he  could  get  it  softened  and 
fit  for  him  to  chew.  A  cok)red  man 
was  in  the  line — a  kindly-faced  old 
coon — with  grizzled  beard  and  hair;  ho 
grasped  his  bread  with  both  hands  and 
sat  down  on  an  opposite  curbstone  to 
enjoy  It. 

An  old  Russian,  with  long  hair  and 
beard,  took  a  piece  of  r>-e  bread  and  de- 
voured it  ravenously,  actually  tearing 
It  with  his  teeth.  He  ate  as  though  he 
were  starved,  and  it  probably  made  hi:^ 
only  meal  for  twenty-four  hours.  There 
was  an  ancient  Hibernian  in  the  line 
who  was  by  far  the  Jolllest  of  the  lot; 
he  kept  up  his  spirits  and  those  of  the 
men  around  him  by  singing  old  Irish 
airs  in  a  cracked  little  voice.  He  was 
as  hungry  as  the  rest  of  them,  and  1 
noticed  that  though  he  took  the  bread 
as  if  it  didn't  matter  whether  he  ate  oi 
not,  he  gave  a  long,  happy  sigh  as  ho 
tasted  It. 

There  were  perhaps  fifty  of  these  old 
fellows,  ranging  In  age  anywhere  from 
60  to  1»0;  men  who.se  lives  had  been 
wrecked;  whose  existence  was  a  mere 
round  of  struggles  and  privations,  but 
who  still  lived  on.  and  on.  their  only 
home  some  dirty  little  room  or  some 
dry  goods  box  in  winter,  and  the 
benches  In  some  park  their  haunts  In 
summer.  All  of  them  were  beyond 
earning     anything    ahd     were     it 


for    thin    bread    charity    Potter's    Field 
would   have  had   many  of  theni     long 

THE    PROFESSIONAL   TRAMP. 

Tli»'  loungers,  pnifesshmal  ilo-noth- 
Ings.  et  ul.  were  the  most  i)icturesque 
of  the  lot.  and  there  wjus  nolliing  sad 
about  it,  so  far.  as  tliey  were  concerned, 
except  that  their  lives  were  practically 
wasted  ones;  there  were  about  fifty  of 
these,  1  should  say,  and  they  were 
greasy,  dirty,  ragged  rascals  with  sul- 
len, bestial  faces,  with  little  trace  of 
manliness  left  on  tlu-m.  They  didn't 
look  like  real  villains,  but  just  simply 
disgusting,  loathsome  specimens  of 
humanity  with  no  aim  in  life. 

No  doubt  many  of  them  had  had 
ambitions  and  aspirations;  no  doubt 
they  had  many  of  tliem  been  respect- 
able and  decent,  but  those  days  were 
long  past,  and  they  were  mere  wrecks 
—useless,  shameless  beings — whose 
only  desire  was  for  a  place  to  sleep  and/ 
something  to  eat  and  drink.  Only  one 
of  them  was  a  "Weary  Wraggles"  of 
the  comic  paper  type,  and  he  was  an 
Ideal;  one  could  almost  see  him  tramp- 
ing some  dusty  road  and  .sleeping  be- 
neath the  trees  by  the  roadside. 

His  shoes  were  tattered  and  disrepu- 
table, his  clothing  hung  in  rags,  greasy 
and  forlorn,  and  his  face  was  bearded 
and  dirty.  He  was  very  discriminat- 
ing about  his  dole — as,  indeed,  were  the 
rest  of  this  class— and  he  had  to  be  told 
to  "move  on,"  for  he  lingered  too  long 
at  the  crate.  A  few  of  these  lazy  fel- 
lows made  exchanges,  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  they  were  very  fastidious 
about  their  diet. 

HUNGRY  COUNTRY  BOYS. 
It  was  pitiful  to  .see  young  boyish 
faces  among  those  grown  old  In  poverty 
and  squalor;  there  were  bright  fellows 
in  line  with  clean,  honest  faces,  and 
eyes  out  of  which  Had  not  quite  died 
all  hope;  they  looked  hungry  and  a 
little  discouraged,  many  of  them;  but 
for  them  there  was  some  chance  of 
betterment;  some  of  them  were  country 
boys  and  they  looked  askance  at  the 
loungers  with  whom  they  were  hud- 
dled; if  the  abundaiue  of  the  old  farm 
life  and  the  homely  fare  were  only  a 
reality  instead  of  a  memory,  how  happy 
most  of  them  would  be. 

These  young  men  took  the  brfead 
eagerly,  and,  going  to  Union  square, 
camped  upon  the  benches  and  ate  their 
frugal  meal.  An  hour  later,  as  I 
passed  through  the  park,  many  of  them 
were  nodding  sleei)ily,  while  others 
were  fast  asleep,  upon  the  benches, 
worn  out  in  their  search  for  employ- 
ment. 

There  was  an  artist  in  the  crowd — 
a  tall,  slim  young  man.  with  stooping 
shoulders,  dark  hair  and  vision-seeing 
eyes.  He  was  not  at  all  Interested  In 
anything  about  him,  his  mind  being 
probably  upon  some  of  his  unappre- 
ciated efforts.  He  took  his  loaf  me- 
chanically and  walked  away,  nibbling 
at  it  In  the  same  fashi«m. 

There  were  many  unemployed  there, 
as  I  gathered  from  their  scraps  of  talk. 
They  were  men  with  families  depend- 
ing on  them  for  bread;  whose  children 
were  even  then  anxiously  waiting  for 
the  little  loaf  which  meant  so  much; 
they  were  men  whose  faces  looked 
gaunt  and  wolfish,  whose  eyes  looked 
hungry,  whose  cheeks  were  hollow  and 
drawn,  and  in  their  sorrow  they  were 
silent,  except  for  an  occasional  ex- 
change of  confidence.  If  the  rich  mag- 
nate could  but  be  a  hungry,  penniless, 
laboring  man  for  one  night,  what  an 
Insight  he  would  have  into  the  depths 
of  suffering  and  the  desolateness  of 
despair.  Laborers  who  had  employ- 
ment were  also  In  the  line,  many  of 
them  acting  a  trifle  ashamed  as  they 
took  their  share  of  the  staff  of  life; 
they  didn't  look  at  the  bread  or  at  the 
hand  who  gave  it  to  them,  but  slid  by 
the  box  and  abstracted  a  loaf  as  though 
it  were  a  crime  to  take  it.  There  was 
a  vast  number  of  these  poor  fellows, 
whose  small  earnings  were  mostly  swal- 
lowed up  by  rent  and  fuel,  and  the 
bread  means  much  to  such  as  these. 
Many  of  them  come  from  far  away 
up  near  Central  Park,  and  the  long 
walk  they  take  for  the  bread  is  a 
proof  that  they  need  it.  Men  don't 
eat  dry  bread  because  they  like  it; 
that  Is  all  they  can  get,  and  they  take 
It  thankfully. 

There  was  but  little  meanness  in  the 
crowd;,  there  was  no  pushing,  nor  was 
there  swearing:  the  men  were  quiet, 
and  In  a  state  of  apathy,  most  of  them, 
from  which  nothing  could  rouse  them. 
Of  the  273  men  who  received  the  loaves^ 
only  two  were  mean  enough  to  steai 
from  their  poor  neighbors.  One  of 
these  was  a  Russian  Jew,  who  appeared 
in  the  line  twice,  and  the  other  was  a 
nasty,  low  sneak  of  a  lounger,  who 
took  two  big  pieces  on  the  first  round. 
THE  FINISH. 
The  saddest  part  of  all  was  when  the 
bread  was  gone  and  some  half  hun- 
dred were  waiting  and  hungry;  the 
hopeless,  dejected  way  in  which  they 
quietly  stole  off  was  enough  to  make 
the  hardest  heart  ache  in  pity  and  sym- 
pathy. 

It  is  a  hard  lot  to  be  a  broken-spir- 
ited, poverty-stricken  man,  whether 
one  is  old  or  young;  it  is  senseless  now- 
adavs  to  say  that  a  man  can  earn  a 
living  if  he  will  but  try,  for  how  many 
try   and   are  still    unsuccessful. 

The  struggle  for  a  home,  for.  bread, 
and  for  even  a  bare  existence,  is  a  ter- 
rible one,  and  it  Is  a  great  reproaeh 
to  New  York  city  that  such  a  thing 
.should  be;  that  in  a  place  where  rich 
men  are  so  numerous  there  should  be 
such  suffering  from  poverty  and  such 
necessity  where  there  Is  so  much  wealth 
that  could  relieve  It  all. 

If  Cushman,  Howe  and  the  other  big 
bakers  in  New  York  would  aid  in  this 
humanitarian  scheme  of  feeding  the 
hungi^',  thousands  more  would  be  bene- 
fited. The  only  plty  of  this  whole  plan 
is  this:  that  oftentimes  men  that  are 
worthy  are   left  hungry. 

If  discrimination  could  be  made  for 
the  really  deserving  the  plan  would  be 
a  perfect  one.  And  so.  if  you  are  in- 
clined to  grumble  because  your  table 
is  not  loaded  with  delicacies  or  be- 
cause money  is  not  very  plentiful,  go 
to  Fleishman's  some  night  at  11:30  and 
stay  till  1.  Watch  the  men  as  they 
stand  or  sleep  on  the  sidewalk,  wait- 
ing for  their  scanty  loaf,  watch  them 
as  they  quietly  carry  it  to  their  miser- 
able homes,  and  then,  if  you  have  a 
heart  in  your  breast,  if  you  have  that 
spark  of  sympathy  which  even  the 
worst  of  us  should  have  and  do  have, 
you  cannot  but  be  glad  and  grateful 
that  you  are  not  a  member  of  that 
vast  army  of  the  homeless  and  the 
hungry— the  most  poverty-stricken 
battalion  in  the  great  army  of  the 
"other  half." 


Hong  Koiig,  but  the  cotitoiits  of  the 
boxes  are  ivally  llie  bodies  of  dead  Chliia- 
nieii  sent  home  for  burial.  .Most  of  tlie 
Cldiiunieii  wlio  eonie  to  tlie  linlted  States 
are  under  the  care  of  tlie  Six  companies, 
who  sign  a  contract  guaranteeing  to  rt- 
l\irn  the  bones  of  the  <lead  for  burial 
with  their  nncestore  In  the  (Celestial  em- 
pire, and  the  Tung  Wall  hospital  acts 
as  the  agent  on  this  side  In  carrying  out 
the  agreement.  They  ar»'  shipped  as  "llsh 
Ixjnes"  in  order  to  evade  the  rule  of  tlie 
steamship  companies,  who  charge  full 
tirst-cla.ss  passenger  rates  for  the  dead. 

Nearly  every  ship  leaving  San  Francis- 
co for  China  carries  among  the  steerage 
passengers  a  numljer  of  invallils  who 
hope  to  live  until  they  reach  their  native 
country,  but  several  usually  die  on  every 
voyage.  There  is  an  agreement  between 
the  steamships  ami  the  Six  companies 
which  forbids  the  liurial"  of  these  bodies 
at  sea,  and  the  latter  furnishes  coffins  of 
the  peculiar  Thinese  pattern  for  use  in 
such  emergencies.  They  are  made  of 
slabe,  the  ilrst  cut  of  the  log.  so  that  the 
sides  and  bottom  and  top  are  rounded.  A 
dozen  or  more  are  carried  on  each  ship, 
and  the  surgeon  is  furnished  with  a  sup- 
plv  of  embalming  fluid. 

When  a  Chinaman  dies  at  sea  the  sur- 
geon embalms  the  body,  which  is  then 
placed  in  a  coffin,  sealed  up  and  lowered 
into  the  hold.  The  expense  is  paid  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  other 
Chinese  passengers,  the  crowd  and  the 
stewards  of  the  ship,  all  of  whom  belong 
to  tliat  race.  No  subscription  i)aper  is 
passed  around,  but  a  pan  (^ntalning 
(J'hinese  sugar  is  placed  beside  the  cof- 
fln  and  every  Chinaman  on  board  drops 
in  his  contribution,  from  a  dime  to  a  dol- 
lar, and  takes  a  piece  of  sugar  from  the 
which  is  supposed  to  bring  him  good

luck  and  prolong  his  life.  When  the  ship 
reaches  Hong  Kong  the  coffins  and  the 
belongings  of  the  dead  are  delivered  to  the 
Tung  Wah  hospital,  which  disposes  of 
tiiem  to  the  surviving  friends  in  China. 
Every  Chinaman  in  the  I'nited  States  Is 
supr>osed  to  be  registered  at  the  Tung 
Wah  hospital  and  with  the  Six  companies 
at    San    Francisco.

O'Neil  Examined  for  Robbing 
and  Attempting  to  Mur- 
der Dan  McDonald. 


The  Latter  Positively  Identi- 
fied O'Neil  by  His  Clothes 
and  His  Voice. 


O'Neil's  Attorney  Will  Try  to 

Prove  an  Alibi  for 

Him. 


The  preliminary  examination  of 
William  A.  O-Neil.  charged  with  rob- 
bing and  attomixting  to  murder  Dan 
McDonald,  near  Lester  river,  March  21, 
was  begun  this  morning  in  the  muni- 
cipal court,  before  Judge  Edson. 
County  Attorney  Arbury  and  Assistant 
County  Attorney  McPherrin  represent- 
ed the  state,  while  L.  U.  C.  Titus  ap- 
peared forithe  dt«fense.  The  court  room 
was  crowded  wjth  spectators. 

Daniel  J.  McDonald  was  the  first  wit- 
nes.s  called  by  the  state.  He  is  a  farmer 
and  lives  twelve  miles  east  of  Duluth. 
He  visited  the  city  March  21.  with  two 
■  loads  of  wood,  and  returned  to  his 
home  alone  In  a  lumber  wagon  about 
dusk.  Witness  had  known  W.  A 
OXeil  since  March  21.  On  that  night 
as  McDonald,  in  his  wagon,  passed 
Lepter  river,  unr  his  retj^rn  home,  O'Neil, 
whom  he  identified  "  positively  by 
clothes,  figure  and  voice,  sprang  out  of 
a  thicket  by  the  roadside,  wearing  a 
black  mask  ami  carrying  a  revolver  in 
his    right    hand.    The    robber    shouted: 

"Stop,  stop  you or  I'll  blow 

your  brains  out."  McDonald  cHmbed 
down  from  his  seat,  after  stopping,  and 
no  sooner  was  on  the  ground  than  the 
highwayman  commanded  him  10  turn 
around  while  he  blew  his  brains  out. 
At  this  McDonald  turned  around  and 
received  a  bullet  in  the  left  side  under 
the  arm. 

The  two  men  grappled  and  struggled 
for  the  pistol.  The  robber,  however, 
drew  a  knife  and  attempted  to  stab  his 
victim.  At  this  McDonald  surrendered. 
He  was  made  to  put  his  money,  which 
amounted  to  $22,  and  his  watch  and 
chain,  in  a  bright  spot  in  the  road,  and 
the  robber  coolly  appropriated  them. 
Then  the  men  separated,  after  the 
hfghwayman  had  remarked  "I  am 
Xo.  22.  There  are  others  watching  for 
you,  and  if  they  atop  you  tell  them  that 
No.  22  has  gone  through  you." 

McDonald  thereupon  proceeded  home 
and  had  his  wounds  dressed.  He  was 
closely  cross-examined  as  to  what  he 
had  heard  of  O'Neil's  connection  with 
the  case,  and  displayed  considerable 
temper  in  his  answers.  George  J.  Ken- 
line,  a  grocery  clerk,  and  Mrs.  Burns, 
who  keeps  a  giocery  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  spot  where  the  crime  was  commit- 
ted, were  both  called  to  the  stand  and 
testified  that  a  man  answering  O'Neil's 
description  had  come  into  the  store  the 
night  of  the  robbery  and  made  minute 
inquiries  as  to  what  time  McDonald 
would  probably  pass  on  his  return 
home.  Both  positively  identified  O'Neil 
as  the  man. 

An  adjournment  was  taken  till  2  this 
afternoon.  The  state  in  the  meanwhile 
will  try  and  find  C  \V.  13agnail,  of  West 
Sur>erior,  who  is  wanted  as  a  witness, 
but  failed  to  appear. 

When  court  convened  after  the  noon 
recess  County  Attornery  Arbury  stated 
that  the  evidence  for  the  state  was  all 
in.  it  having  been  discovered  that  Bag- 
nail,  the  missing  witness,  was  in  Da- 
kota. Attorney  Titus  thereupon  asked 
for  a.  continuance  and  that  time  be 
granted  to  enable  him  to  prove  an  alibi. 
A  continuance  until  10  a.  m.  Friday, 
July  26,  was  therefore  granted.

ST.  LOUIS  ARRIVES.

New  York,  July  i::.— The  American 
line  steamer  St.  Louis  arrived  from 
Southampton  today  on  her  second  voy- 
age to  this  port.

Her  time  of  passage 
was  6  days  18  hours  47  minutes.  The 
day's  runs  were  443,  471,  476,  489.  489.  467 
and  286  to  Sandy  Hook,  covering  a  total 
distance  of  3121  knots.  The  average 
speed  was  19.17  knots  an  hour,  against 
18.38  knots  her  first  trip.

The  following  letter  from  Congress- 
man Towne  appears  in  the  St.  Paul 
Pioneer  Press  and  the  Minneapolis 
Tribune  today: 

Duluth,  July  10.— To  the  Editor: 
However  unfair  a  finical  person  might 
consider  some  of  your  comments  on 
men  who  have  the  misfortune  to  differ 
from  you  as  to  the  merits  of  the  single 
gold  standard.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
you  have  been  singularly  frank  and 
spirited  in  your  championship  of  that 
standard;  and  while  many  other  in- 
fluential journals  in  our  party  have 
strenuously  denied  the  existence  of  the 
issue,  you  have  clearly  seen  and  fear- 
lessly declared  that  the  lines  are  drawn 
between  the  two  schools  of  opinion  on 
the  money  question,  and  that  the  con- 
flict is  irrepressible.  Now,  unquestion- 
ably. In  order  that  the  issue  shall  be 
decided  right,  those  who  are  to  decide 
it  ought  to  be  made  fully  acquainted 
with  the  merits  of  the  controversy. 
To  contribute  in  some  degree  to  that 
end,  I  submit  the  accompanying  four 
propositions,  every  one  of  which  has 
been  denied  In  both  your  columns,  for 
discussion  upon  the  following  terms: 

You  are  to  select  some  disputant  to 
maintain  in  public  debate  the  negative 
of  these  propositions,  and  I  will  en- 
deavor )to  support  their  affirmative; 
the  discussion  to  take  place  In  St.  Paul 
or  Minneapolis  under  the  auspices  of 
a  committee  to  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  and  a  verbatim  report  thereof  to 
be  published  In  your  journal.  If  de- 
sired, a  series  of  such  discussions  might 
be  arranged,  to  '>ccur  in  several  of  the 
principal  cities  ol  the  state,  you  to  be 
at  liberty  to  make  use  of  the  services 
of  a  series  of  debaters  on  successive 
evenings,  if  for  any  reason  you  so  de- 
sired. Inasmuch  as  1  have  many  en- 
gagements that  will  keep  me  busy  dur- 
ing the  next  few  weeks,  and  as  cooler 
evenings  than  those  now  at  command 
would  better  suit  such  a  purpose,  and 
in  order  also  to  allow  your  representa- 
tive ample  time  to  get  ready,  I  name 
Sept.  20,  or  thereabouts,  as  the  date 
of  the  first  discussion.  The  following 
are  the  propositions  to  be  discussed 
under  the  arrangement  suggested: 

First— That  the  single  gold  standard 
is,  and  has  been  since  its  adoption  by 
the  principal  commercial  nations,  an 
appreciating  standard,  whose  unit  has 
rapidly  Increased  in  general  purchasing 
power  and  must,  if  undisturbed,  con- 
tinue so  to  increase;  that  this  appre- 
ciation is  evidenced  by  a  progressive 
fall  of  prices  throughout  the  gold 
standard  world  not  accounted  for  by 
diminished  cost  of  production;  that  Its 
inevitable  result  is  to  augment  the  bur- 
den of  all  debts,  to  discourage  invest- 
ment and  enterprise,  and  to  undermine 
the  productive  forces  of  the  country. 

St-cond— That  the  magnitude  and  se- 
riousness of  this  evil  are  such  as  ulti- 
mately to  menace  the  prosperity,  peace 
and  permanency  of  the  republic. 

Third— That  the  great  decline  In  the 
market  price  of  silver  bullion  since 
1873  has  been  mainly  if  not  wholly 
caused  by  legislation  limiting  the  money 
functions  of  that  metal. 

Fourth— That  notwithstanding  other 
possible  and  needed  reforms  In  the 
fiscal  and  currency  systems  of  the 
United  States,  no  enduring  social  hap- 
piness and  national  progress  can  be 
ours  until  both  gold  and  silver  are 
treate<i  alike  in  our  monetary  system 
and  the  two  metals  form  together  the 
one  .standard  money  of  ultimate  re- 
demption.    Yours  for  bimetallism.

Mr.  Goschen  is  the  new  first  lord  of 
the  admiralty.  Sir  Ellis  Ashmead-Bart- 
lett  is  a  native  of  Brooklyn,  and  y;as 
formerly  civil  lord  of  the  admiralty  in 
Lord  Salisbury's  administration  in  1SS6 
to  1892;  Mr.  Heaton  is  the  author  of 
"'Imperial  Ocean  Penny  Postage,"  and 
Mr.  Mundalla  was  formerly  president 
of  the  board  of  tratle,  with  a  seat  in  the 
cabinet  of  the  late  Liberal  government, 
and  resigned  on  May  4,  1894.  as  a  result 
of  being  summoned  to  appear  in  court 
for  examina»tion  as  to  the  affairs  of  the 
defunct  Xew  Zealand  company,  of 
which  he  was  one  of  the  din?ctors.  He 
stated  in  court  that  he  resigned  from 
the  board  of  directors  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  presidt-ncy  of  the  board 
of  trade. 

In  regard  to  the  Henley  regatta,  al- 
ready so  much  has  been  cabled  that  not 
much  remains  to  be  said.  The  stralght- 
f*irward  statement  made  by  Captain 
Freeborn,  on  behalf  of  the  Cornell  crew, 
should  st>t  at  rest  the  rumors  circulated 
by  the  friends  of  the  Leanders  against 
the  fair  dealing  of  the  young  men  from 
Ithaca.  As  Freeborn  st?.«ted,  the  um- 
pire had  entire  control  of  the  race  after* 
it  was  started,  and  to  disregard  his 
command  was  sufficient  reason  to  dis- 
qualify a  crew.  The  umpire  did  not  In 
any  way  indicate  his  desire  to  have  tih^ 
Cornell  crew  return,  followed  them  to 
the  finish  and  awarded  them  the  heat. 
lCr>  one  regrets  the  outcome  of  the  affair 
in.:are  than  the  menrvbers  of  the  Cornell 
crew,  who  afterwards  frankly  acknowl- 
edged their  defeat  by  the  Trinity  Hall 
crew  in  a  hard  rowed  race,  saying  they 
had  no  excuses  to  offer,  and  that  they 
were  fairly  b<-aten. 

The  Italian  fleet  arrived  off  Spithead 
on  the  morning  of  July  9.  and  later  th  • 
admirals  were  received  on  board  H.  M. 
S.  Victory-  by  the  commander-in-chief, 
the  vice  admiral  commanding  the  chan- 
nel squadron,  the  admiral, and  the  rear 
admiral  of  the  channel  squadron  and 
other  British  flag  officers.  The  officers 
afterwards  returned  their  visit  on  board 
the  flag  ship.  Quite  a  dramatic  scene 
occurred  on  board  the  Victory,  when 
the  duke  of  Genoa  was  shown  the  brass 
plate  marking  the  spot  where  Nelson 
fell  at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar.  The 
duke  of  Genoa  gazed  at  it  for  a  moment, 
then  stretched  out  his  hand,  and  the 
two  admirals.  Admiral  Salmon  and  the 
duke  of  Genoa,  shook  hands  across  the 
plate  without  speaking,  and  surrounded 
by  the  officers  of  both  fleets.  The  Italian 
officers  and  men  are  being"  very  warmly 
received  and  are  being  feted,  dined  and 
lunched  several  times  every  day.  This 
reception  is  intendetl  to  be  and  is  in- 
terpreted as  an  off.s*>t  to  the  Franco- 
Ri::ssian  demonstration  upon  the  occa- 
sion of  the  opening  of  the  Kaiser  Wil- 
helm  canal  between  the  Baltic  and 
North  seas.  The  duke  of  Genoa  has 
gained  the  good  will  of  everybody  by 


hi.-*  cordial  greetlnf  of  the  British 
othcers. 

The  duke  of  York  and  the  first  lord 
of  the  admiralty,  the  Hon.  George  J. 
«;o.-*chen.  Rccomi.anied  by  all  the  lords 
of  ihe  admiralty  juul  a,  number  of  otl\er 
distinguished  otTlcials.  went  to  i'orts- 
mouth  on  Wednesday  and  banqu.'tted 
the  Italijins  in  the  grouiuls  of  the  naval 
collet;^.  The  Italians  have  since  lieen 
corductcKl  over  the  arsenal,  etc..  and 
tile  duke  of  Genoa  and  other  Italian 
officers  visited  WIrulsor  castle  ti>day. 
where  they  werf  rtx-eived  by  the  (jufen. 
Th>>  newspapers,  naturally,  are  print- 
ing uilleles  dally  of  "our  allies,  the 
Italians,"  and  they  are  making  compli- 
mentary reference  to  them. 

Tho  social  season  has  been  brought  to 
a  premature  end,  the  elite  of  the  arls- 
toei-acy  has  been  at  Henley  for  three 
dnys  this  week,  but  the  bulk  of  the 
politicians  have  packed  their  trunks 
and  gone  into  the  country.  The  effect 
of  the  dls.solution  of  parlianunt  is 
strilcingly  seen  In  Hyde  park.  In  its 
fashionable  promenades  few  men  of  dis- 
tinction are  to  be  seen,  the  gatherings 
of  pei>ple  there  being  almost  entirely 
composed  of  women.  The  leaders  of  ti>e 
different  political  parties  are  already  in 
the  thick  of  the  fight  and  are  address- 
ing meetings  nightly.  As  an  instance 
of  the  activity  of  the  leaders  of  the  fray 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  Sir  William 
Vernon  Harcourt.  who  was  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer  In  the  Rosebery  cab- 
inet, is  booked  to  address  three  differ- 
ent meetings  in  Derbyshire  on  Monday. 

The  most  sensational  feature  of  the 
campaign  is  the  charge  which  M.  Healy 
made  against  the  Irish  parliamentary 
party  at  the  nationalist  convention  at 
County  Tyrone  on  Monday  last.  The 
convention  was  called  to  choose  can- 
didates for  the  election  of  Tyrone,  and 
Mr.  Healy,  amid  great  excitement,  ac- 
cused John  Dillon  of  selling  Tyrone 
to  the  English  party.  The  affair  has 
not  only  caused  great  commotion  and 
considerable  Irritation  la  the  ranks 
of  the  McCarthyltes,  but  it  has  spread 
consternation  among  the  Liberals,  as 
the  Conservatives  immediately  seized 
upon  the  incident  and  are  making  use 
of  it  during  the  present  campaign  for 
all  it  is  worth.  The  queen  Is  taking  a 
keen  interest  in  the  elections  and  will 
be  supplied  with  all  the  results  over 
a  special  wire  run  to  Windsor  castle 
from  London. 

According  to  "Vanity  Fair"  the 
queen  has  expressed  a  strong  opinion 
regarding  the  socalled  new  woman, 
and  especially  as  to  the  style  of  her 
dress.  The  queen,  it  Is  added.  Is  also 
strongly  opposed  to  the  "advanced 
novel'  and  remarked  recently  to  one 
of  her  entourage  that  it  was  a  de- 
graded public  mind  that  was  in  a  mot)d 
to  buy  such-  books,  and  that  if  there 
were  no  purchasing  public  the  pons 
would  cease  to  write  such  matter. 

Much  chargrin  was  caused  at  South- 
ampton by  the  report  that  the  I'nited 
States  cruiser  Columbia  was  seriously 
strained  when  she  was  placed  in  dry 
dock  there  for  the  purpose  of  cleanin.g 
and  painting  her.  The  vague  state- 
ments made  gave  the  idea  that  the 
affair  was  greatly  due  to  the  negligencr 
of  the  management  of  the  dock  and 
this  impression  has  not  been  dispelled. 

Senator  Cabot  Lodge,  of  Massachu- 
setts, is  here  studying  the  machinery 
of  English  electioneering.  The  senator 
is  taking  great  interest  in  the  present 
contest  with  the  view  of  incorporating 
some  of  the  ideas  which  he  has  gath- 
ered here  into  an  election  bill  which 
he  expects  to  introduce  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  next  congress.

Washington,  July  13.— The  naval  war 
college  at  Newport  is  now  engaged  in 
the  discussion  of  a  most  interesting 
problem,  the  solution  of  which  is  of  vital 
Importance  to  the  great  Atlantic  sea- 
board cities.  This  problem,  which  was 
framed  by  Captain  H.  C.  Taylor  and 
Captaim  Mahan,  is  based  on  supposed 
attacks  on  the  Now  England  coast  by 
a  grfat  British  naval  force  supplement- 
ed   by    a   stTtrng    body    of    troops    from 

Halifax.  As  laid  before  the  wiar  college 
the  problem  i.s  as  follows: 

May  10,  war  Is  immintnt;  the  army  ia 
assembling  at  Halifax.  He  is  expected 
to  descend  on  the  New  P^ngland  coast. 
His  probable  plan  is  to  occupy  the  coast 
and  the  cities  ftxvm  Portland  to  Boston, 
thereby  seconding  certain  movements 
of  his  lamd  forces.  His  success  depends 
upon  his  ability  to  complete  this  occu- 
X)ation  before  June  10  and  maintain  it 
until  July  10.  The  forces  destined  for  thig 
purpose  are  one  or  more  fleets  whosr" 
total  strength  is  three  times  that  of  our 
fleet,  iind  SO.OOO'men  In  fifty  transports. 
Our  available  firce  is  ordered  to  assem- 
ble for  the  prt^sent  in  Nantucket  soaind. 

-May  20  war  is  declared.  The  fleet 
leaves,  occupies  Provincetown  and 
bkx'kades  Boston  May  23.  The  fleet  Is 
Cfimposed  of  six  battle  .snips,  eight  ar- 
mored cruisers,  eighteen  cruiser.?, 
twvlve  gunboats  and  twelve  torpedo 
boats.  He  begins  to  keep  touch  of  our 
fleet,  wherever  it  may  be,  by  means  of 
scouts.  Our  force  is  five  battle  ships, 
five  armi>red  cruisers,  fifteen  cruisers, 
ten  gunboats,  len  torpedo  boats  and 
one  ram.  The  heavy  monitor  at  Boston 
and  one  light  one  at  Portsmouth  and 
another  at  Portland  are  to  be  retained 
at'  those  points. 

We  learn  that  a  much  larger  foive  of 
the  enemy  is  about  to  leave  Halifax. 
It  sails  May  25.  blockades  Portland, 
occupies  Casco  bay  and  gtts  in  touch 
with  its  Provincetown  fleet  May  27.  It 
is  composed  of  teoi  battle  shins,  fifteen 
armored  cruisers,  twenty  cruis?rs, 
twenty  gunbL>ats,  twenty  torpedo  boaits 
and  fifty  transports,  for  carrying  20.000 
troops  of  all  arms.  Designate  a  plan 
for  meeting  this  demonstration.  Show 
the  best  disposition  of  oiir  forces  and 
describe  In  detail  our  operations  for 
the  cajnpaign.

THE  CURFEW  ORDINANCE. 


A  Washington    Paper  Thinks 
Duluth  Has  Adopted  It. 

Washington,  July  13.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — ^The  Washmgton  Po.si  prints 
the  following  editorial,  of  particular  In- 
terest to  Duluth: 

••The  Post  has  ncit  a  single  doubt  that 
the  new  times  are  better  than  the  old. 
It  believes  that  the  average  of  intelli- 
gence, morality,  and  happiness  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  Is  higher 
now  than  it  was  in  the  days  of  our 
grandfathers.  It  believes  there  is  less 
of  strife  between  political  parties  and 
religious  sects,  a  broader  charity,  a 
more  active  benevolence,  and  a  kind- 
lier feeling  now  than  at  any  previous 
time  in  our  hLstory.  And  while  it  is  not 
looking  for  an  early  arrival  nf  the  mil- 
lenlum,  it  gladly  notes  continuous  pro- 
grfss. 

"But  all  this  dt>es  not  Imply  that  no 
mistakes  have  been  made,  or  tliat  we 
have  not  discarded  some  of  the  old  ways 
that  we  might  properly  and  profitably 
have  retained.  Wc  think  there  was  a 
more  judicious  caring  for  the  morals  of 
l>oys  and  girls  flCty  or  a  hundred  year:^ 
ago  than  there  Is  now;  that  parents 
maintained  therr  authority  and  exer- 
cised wholesome  restraints  then  that 
are  not  .so  generally  apparent  now. 
This  vif^w  of  the  situation  appears  to 
have  impressed  the  good  people  of  num- 
erous miin'.r  towns  in  Iowa  and  of  the 
flourishing  city  of  Duluth,  in  Minne- 
.sota,  for  the  authorities  of  those  placea 
h'ave  adopted  an  ordinance  that  is  In- 
tende/J  to  bring  the  children  home  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  It  is  called  the 
curfew  ordinance,  because  it  provides 
for  the  wringing  of  the  bells  at  the  hour 
designatcHl.  But  the  curfew  of  old  times 
notitied  the  pf'ople  that  it  was  time  to 
extinguish  or  cover  up  their  tires,  pre- 
paratory to  going  to  bed.  while  these 
bells  tell  all  children  under  16  years  of 
age  to  get  off  the  streets.  If  such  chil- 
dren are  found  on  the  streets  after  cur- 
ff  w'  without  a  written  permit  from  par- 
ents or  guardi/ans.  they  are  liable  to  be 
arrested  as  vagrants. 

"All  this  may  appear  very  simple,  and 
P'lssibly  ludicrous  to  denizens  of  great 
oiJties,  but  it  unqucsUonably  aims  to 
cure  a  serious  evil.  Nine  p'clnck  Is  late 
ciKMigh  for  boys  and  quite  too  late  for 
girls  to  be  on  the  streets  without  the 
knif»wledge  and  consent  of  their  care- 
t.i.kf';-;.  Thepeople  of  Iowa  and  Dulutl* 
can  well  afford  to  be  sneered  at  while 
they  go  on  training  their  children  and 
devfloping  them  into  better  manhood 
awl  womanhcM)d  than  can  ever  be  at- 
tained by  the  undisciplined."

Did   Louis  Capet's  Son  Die 

in   a    Prison    In 

Paris. 


Fate  of  Louis  XYII  Is  a  Mat- 
ter oF  Considerable 
Doubt. 


Recent    Discoveries   Which 

Make  More  Perplexing 

the  Solution. 


A  Paris  corre.spondent  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Times  writes  entertainingly  of 
recent  discoveries  In  Paris,  as  follows: 

Saturday,  June  8,  saw  a  strange 
gathering  at  the  church  of  the  Made- 
leine. The  young  duke  of  Orleans,  who 
wishes  to  mount  the  throne  of  the 
fallen  Bourbons  as  Philip,  king  of 
France,  asked  thai*  a  mass  should  be 
celebrated  on  that  day  in  remem- 
brance of  the  son  of  Louis  XVI  and 
Marie  Antoinette.  It  was  just  100  years 
since  the  keepers  of  the  boy  Dauphin 
reported  to  their  revolutionary  mas- 
ters that  Louis  XVII,  aged  10  years 
and  2  months,  had  died  in  his  prison 
of  the  Temple.  From  that  time  the 
v/orld  has  alternately  wept  and  won- 
dered at  the  fate  of  this  child  who  ex- 
piated in  his  own  innocent  pei-son  the 
faults  and  crimes  of  the  many  genera- 
tions of  his  ropal  ancestors. 

Did  he  really  die,  as  was  said,  of 
natural  weakness  succumbing  to  the 
harsh  treatment  which  was  undoubt- 
edly Inflicted  on  him? 

Did  he  live  to  escape  and  then  die 
an  unknown  death,  or  grow  up  as  one 
of  the  many  pretenders  in  Europe  and 
.\merica  to  the  place  of  t'ne  lost  Dau- 
pliin'.' 

It  is  certain  that  no  answer  can  yet 
be  given  which  has  absolute  proof  in 
its  favor.  In  the  researches  of  late 
years  graves  have  been  opened,  and 
the  least  word  of  writing  from  the 
time  itself  has  been  scrutinized  and 
compared  with  all  that  is  known  be- 
sides. The  sum  total  of  the  facts  of 
the  case,  as  they  have  now  been  col- 
lected, points  to  a  solution  which  i-- 
as  pathetic  as  It  is  new. 

It  has  always  been  said  that  if  Bar- 
ra?  ^.ad  told  what  he«knew  about  the 
matter  all  doubt  would  be  dispelled. 
At  last  Barras  has  spoken.  Monsieur 
George  Duruy,  who  has  been  publi.<!h- 
ing  memoirs  of  the  famous  director, 
rias  found  a  note  in  his  handwriting 
which  gives  all  the  information  that 
he  possessed  as  an  eye  witness: 

"The  committee  of  public  safety  had 
me  warned  that  people  were  talking 
of  the  escape  of  the  prisoners  of  the 
Temple,  who  were  under  my  charge. 
I  went  to  the  Temple  and  found  the 
young  prince  in  a  cradle-bed  in  the 
middle  of  his  chamber.  He  was  asleep 
and  was  awakened  with  difficulty.  He 
was  dressed  In  a  jacket  and  trousers 
if  igray  cloth.  I  asked  him  how-  he  was' 
and  why  he  did  not  sleep  in  the  large 
bed.  He  answered:  'My  knees  are 
swollen  and  pain  me  when  I  get  up. 
Tlie  little  cradle  is  more  proper  for  me.' 
[  examined  his  knees.  They  were  much 
swollen,  as  well  as  the  ankles  and 
hands.  His  face  was  puffy  and  pale. 
[  asked  him  if  he  had  what  was  neces- 
sary and  made  him  promise  to  walk 
about,  and  then  gave  orders  accordingly 
to  the  Keepers  and  scolded  them  for 
the  badly-kept  chamber." 

Barras  next  went  upstairs  where  the 
3'oung  princess,  three  years  older  than 
the  Dauphin,  jwas  imprisoned.  She 
begged  him  to  have  good  care  taken  of 
her  brother.  He  reported  to  the  com- 
mittee of  public  safety  that  the  prince 
was  dangerously  ill.  and  asked  that 
the  committee  should  give  orders  for 
his  proper  treatment.  The  orders  were 
given,  but  henceforth  no  trustworthy 
eye-witness  tells  how  they  were  exe- 
cuted. 

Dussault.  the  doctor  who  was  charged 
with  the  care  of  the  Dauphin,  died  on 
June  1,  1795,  ten  months  after  the  visit 
if  Barras.  Eight  days  later  the  keep- 
.^rs  notified  the  committee  that  their 
royal  prisoner  was  dead.  Four  physi- 
■lans,  all  medical  notabilities  of  the 
time,  were  sent  to  examine  the  corpse. 
They  did  not  compromise  themselves 
in  their  report.  They  declared  that 
they  had  found  in  the  prison  of  the 
Tenmle  "the  dead  body  of  a  child  who 
=;eemed  to  us  about  10  years  of  age. 
vhlch  the  keepers  told  us  was  that  of 
»he  son  of  the  defunct  Louis  Capet " 
(the  name  by  which  the  revolutionists 
designated'  King  Louis  XVI,  whom 
they  had  beheaded  two  years  before). 
With  still  greater  caution  they  noted 
that  two  of  their  number  "recognized 
the  child  as  the  one  whom  they  had 
been  attending  for  a  few  days." 

Barras  docs  not  pretend  to  have  seen 
the  young  prince  again.  Years  after, 
when  revolution  and  Napoleon  had 
nassed  and  the  Bourbons  were  safely 
back  on  the  throne,  he  wrote  com- 
fortably: "The  yji'jng  prince  was  worn 
out  by  humoral  disease  which  had  al- 
ready made  such  progress  that,  in  spite 
of  ail  the  care  taken  of  him,  he  suc- 
cumbed." 

This  is  far  enough  from  settling  the 
question  as  t«.»  whether  the  Dauphin 
"succumbed"  on  June  S,  ITOo,  in  the 
prison  of  the  Temple.  There  are  gi-ave 
reasons  for  doubting  this,  and  to  these 
some  new*  ones  have  been  lately  added. 

1.  The  prison  of  the  Temple  had  been 
open  all  along  to  the  patriots  of  the 
revolution,  to  see  with  their  own  eyes 
how  justice  was  done  on  their  hated 
kings  in  the  persons  of  the  two  chil- 
dren. Suddenly,  admission  was  no 
longer  granted  and  we  have  henceforth 
no  one's  word  for  the  condition  of  the 
voung  prince  but  that  of  the  keepers. 
This  continues  from  before  the  death 
of  his  old  physician  until  his  own  sup- 
posed death,  at  which  no  physician 
was  present.  Lansert,  who  had  been 
the  special  keeper  of  the  prince,  was 
discharged  several  weeks  before  and 
was  not  called  to  testify  to  the  fact 
of  death.  The  final  keepers  could  not 
agree  among  themselves  as  to  the 
hour  of  his  decease.  His  sister,  who 
was  still  a  prisoner  In  the  room  above, 
was  neither  called  to  his  deathbed  nor 
allowed  to  see  his  dead  body, 

2.  Dr.  Pelletan,  who  made  the  auto- 
psy of  the  corpse  in  the  prison  of  the 
Temple,  secretlv  took  away  the  heart 
and  embalmed  it.  When  the  Bourbons 
wore  restoietl  to  the  throne,  he  has- 
tened to  present  it  to  the  ropal  family. 
They  refused  to  look  at  the  thing.  In 
1S21  he  found  means  to  offer  it  directly 
to  the  princess,  who  had  survived  the 
Temple  and  was  now  Duchesse  d'.\n- 
glouleme.  No  one  could  doubt  her  love 
for  her  brother.  Children  as  they  were. 
Hie  two  hud  been  forced  to  suffer  to- 
gether without  being  comforted  by 
grown    persons.     But   she    also    would 


not  receive  the  relic  which,  the  doctor 
thought  would  be  dear  to  her.  He  then 
jdaced  It  In  the  hands  of  the  archbishop 
of  Paris.  Th*'  latter,  who  did  not  kn<jw 
the  mystery  hovering  over  the  death 
of  tin-  Dauphin,  had  the  heart  enclosed 
in  a  crystal  reliquary  and  presented  It 
himself  to  the  princess.  She  put  It 
from  her  with  dry  eyes,  saying  us  she 
did  ho:  "Alas,  Monst.-igneur,  we  know 
only  to<)  well  the  lot  of  my  unhappy 
broth<'r." 

3.  The  restored  Bourbons  had  mean- 
while been  maklns,  the  most  dllligeni 
search  to  find  the  bodies  of  Louis  XVI 
and  Marie  Antoinette.  They  made  n  j 
effort  at  all  to  find  that  of  the  Dauphin, 
although  the  registers  told  plainly 
where  he  was  burled  at  the  foot  of  the 
wall  of  the  church  of  Salnte-Margue- 
rite.  When  Louis  XVI 1 1  asked  from  the 
Pope  the  royal  consecration,  Plus  VII. 
who  had  crowned  NaxK)leon  and  lived 
through  all  the  events  nf  the  revolution, 
quietly  refused.  This  has  always  been 
taken  as  a  proof  that  he  doubted  wheth- 
er some  nearer  heir  to  the  French  thr<ine 
Were  not  still  alive.  This  could  only 
have  been  the  Dkauphin,  whose  place  his 
uncle  was  now  taking.  When  rumor 
spreads  that  the  Dauphin  had  really 
escaped  and  was  still  living,  Louis 
XVIII  is  known  to  have  started  up 
fal.se  Dauphins  who.se  claims  were  ri- 
diculous enough  to  throw  doubt  on  any 
real  one,  should  be  present  himself. 

4.  King  Louis  Philippe,  who  himself 
held  the  throne  from  a  later  revolution 
that  expelled  the  elder  Bourbons,  had 
no  reason  for  such  fears.  In  his  time, 
during  the  early  forties,  the  body  which 
had  been  buried  at  Sainte-Marguerlte 
as  that  of  Louis  XVII.  was  exhumed. 
Everything  was  just  as  the  register 
piaid,  and  at  least  one  eye-witness  of  the 
original  bu.ial  was  present.  Phj-siclauF 
declared  that  the  skeleton  found  could 
not  have  been  that  of  a  boy  less  than 
13  years  old.  Two  years  ago  the  coffin 
was  again  visited  with  a  like  result. 
Now  the  Dauphin,  at  the  time  of  hi^- 
supposed  death  in  the  Temple,  was  only 
10  years  and  2  months  of  age. 

5.  It  is  known  that  in  the  sprin;g  and 
summer  of  1795  many  of  the  members  of 
the  Directory  were  uneasy  as  to  the 
turn  which  political  events  might  take. 
Some  of  them  were  positively  negotiat- 
ing with  the  emigres  for  a  restoration 
of  the  monarchy.  They  did  not  foresee 
the  speedy  coming  of  Napoleon.  If  they 
had  wished  ,lt,  they\  certainly  could 
have  compassed!  the  escape  of  the  young 
prince  from  his  prison.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  they  shortly  after  exchanged  the 
pricess,  his  sister,  for  Republican  pris- 
oners abroad.  But  the  violent  party 
at  home  would  never  have  listened  to 
such  a  proposal  in  the  case  of  the  heir 
to  the  throne.  This  leaves  but  one  ques- 
tion to  ask.  Did  those  who  w-ere  able 
and  whose  interest  it  was  to  secure  the 
escape  of  the  Dauphin,  actually  get  him 
acr  t.ss  the  frontier  into  the  hands  of  his 
uncle,  the  future  Louis  XVIII'.' 

FjVerything  seems  to  point  this  way. 

What,  then,  next  became  of  this  10- 
year-old  boy?  His  health  and  spirits 
had  been  broken  by  scenes  of  terror  and 
ill-treatment.  His  existence  was  an 
obstacle  to  his  uncle's  ambition  and 
even,  in  his  Imbecile  condition,  to  any 
restoration  of  the  Bourbon  family  it- 
self to  the  French  throne.  It  is  here 
that  the  thickest  darkness  continues  to 
hover  over  the  mysterious  fate  or  this 
lost  Dauphin. 

In  all  there  were  six  persons  who,  in 
later  years,  pretended  with,some  slight 
show  nf  reason  to  be  the  escaped  Dau- 
phin in  person.  In  France  there  were 
Hervagault,  Bruneau,  Meves  and  Rich- 
mond. In  America  there  were  perhap.= 
the  best  known  of  all.  the  Rev.  Eleaze: 
Williams,  who  was  mysteriously  left 
among  the  Indians  on  the  borders  of 
French  Canada  and  brought  up  by 
them.  In  Holland  there  was  Naundorff. 
whose  grandson  in  the  past  week  has 
proclaimed  his  rights  anew  to  the  throne 
of  France.  Of  all  these  it  was  Naun- 
dorff who  brought  forward  the  most  ser- 
ious show  of  proofs.  These  were  long 
since  judged  sufficient  by  tlie  govern- 
ment of  Holland  to  authorize  him  in 
bearing  the  name  of  Bourbon,  to  which 
his  descendants  have  added  the  title  of 
duke  of  Normandy. 

There  is  one  fatal  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  all  these  pretenders.  None  of 
them  has  been  able  to  explain  where  or 
how  or  with  whom  he  lived  from  1795, 
which  must  have  been  the  date  of  es- 
cape, until  ISIO,  when  they  began  ap- 
pearing. In  the  case  of  Naundorff  therf 
is  the  further  testimony  of  the  Duches;- 
d'Angouleme,  who  refused  absolutely 
to  acknowledge  him  as  even  a  possible 
brother.  The  later  lady  lived  down  int'> 
the  fifties.  She  must  have  known  the 
truth.  A  careful  analysis  of  her  words 
and  actions  has  led  to  a  third  opinion 
whicli  some  day  may  be  proved  true. 

In  spite  of  her  having  no  personal 
knowledge  of  the  matter,  since  she  was 
kept  separate  from  her  mother  when  In 
prison,  she  cho.se  to  set  down  in  her  me- 
moirs the  official  version  of  his  death. 
But  she  adds  strangely  enough:  "The 
prison  and  the  horrors,  of  which  he  had 
been  the  victim,  greatly  changed  him: 
and  even,  if  he  had  lived,  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  his  mind  would  have  been 
affected." 

An  heir  to  all  the  claims  of  the  Bour- 
bons, rescued  too  late  when  his  imbecil- 
ity could  be  only  an  obstacle  to  his  fam- 
ily's hopes,  and  then  carefully  suppres- 
sed by  them  until  his  real  death  occur- 
red at  some  unknown  place  and  date. 
is  this,  after  all,  the  true  solution  to 
the  mystery  of  the  Lost  Dauphin?

The  greatest  and  the  lowest  sums 
are  alike  received  by  them  In  this  pro- 
fession, while  the  average  is  probably 
as  good  as  that  received  by  women 
workers  in  any  other  field.  Madame 
Patti  Is  remarkable  not  only  as  the 
greatest  of  living  vocalists,  but  as  the 
best  paid  woman  worker  in  the  world. 
She  has  frequently  received  $5000  a 
night  for  a  performance,  and  has  not 
sung  for  many  years  past  for  less  than 
$3000.  Madame  Melba's  fee.  whether  for 
concert  or  opera,  is  never  less  than 
$1000.  Madame  Eames  and  Madame 
Nordica  received  each  $700  for  their 
operatic  performances  during  the  sea- 
son just  passed.  The  latters  invariable 
fee  for  singing  In  concert  or  oratorio  Is 
$500.  Madame  Calve  received  $600  a 
performance  during  the  season  of  1894. 
These  prices  are  paid,  it  will  be  noticed, 
only  to  those  who  are  the  greatest  in 
their  art.  Each  of  these  women  is  not 
only  an  artist,  but  also  a  beautiful 
woman  and  a.  clever  actress.

The  routine  part  of  the  work  has  become 
so  familiar  to  the  baboon  that  he  would 
be  incapable  of  forgetting  things  where 
the  man  might  do  so  through  preoccupa- 
tion. 

The  baboon  not  only  switches  the  trains 
but  he  tlags  them.  He  understands  per- 
fectly wheh  told  MO  exhibit  a  red,  a  white 
or  a  green  siKiial. 

He  does  many  other  things  that  will 
.seem  incredible  to  people  who  have  never 
met  members  of  his  family  under  favor- 
al)le  f  o.'idltons.  It  phoulil  be  r'TiemlK-r-d 
that  monkeys  of  the  better  class  seldom 
visit  this  country.  The  few  who  do  are 
quickly  enfeebled  in  health  by  the  cllmat** 
and  are  then  in  no  condition  to  exhibit 
their  talents. 

This  baboon  belongs  to  the  chacma  fam- 
ily of  South  Africa,  and  consequently  has 
a  very  high  standing  for  intelligence 
amonK  aj>es.  The  doings  of  his  family,  not 
always  admirable,  are  recorded  both  in 
natural  history  and  in  novels  and  they 
are  very  interesting  reading. 

The  switchman's  balx>on  pushes  a  little 
trollev  from  his  master's  little  hut  to  Port 
Elizabeth  for  the  purpo.se  of  fetching  tolls, 
provisions  and  other  things.  He  cleans  his 
master's  house,  prepares  his  food,  spreads 
the  table  for  him.  and  waits  on  him  and 
generally  lightens  the  burden  of  his  lonely 
life. 

It  may  be  well  thought  that  the  baboon 
must  have  given  striking  proof  of  his  abil- 
ity before  a  government  department  con- 
sented to  his  occupying  this  position.  The 
master  was  a  very  faithful  and  efficient 
workman  and  lost  his  legs  in  an  accident 
on   the  road. 

In  consideration  of  his  good  service  and 
the  fact  that  he  met  with  disaster  on  the 
railroad,  he  was  allowed  to  take  his  old 
riiace  when  he  got  v.ell.  At  first  he  strug- 
gled about  and  did  his  work  on  two  woodei 
legs,  but  It  was  terribly  wearing  and  he 
felt  he  could  not  stand  It  long. 

Then  his  pet  baboon  nut  a  most  beauti- 
fi'l  and  encouraging  idea  into  his  head. 
The  animal  was  always  at  his  side  and 
displayed  the  greatest  willingness  to  help. 
Could  he  possibly  be  trained  to  do  the 
work  of  the  lost  legs?  The  man  set  to  work 
to  train  him.  and  was  delighted  at  the 
quickness  with  which  the  balloon  learned 
his  duties. 

Shortly  after  the  baboon  assumed  the 
active  work  of  the  switch  station,  the 
head  of  the  railroad  department  came  that 
very  way  on  a  little  tour  of  inspection. 
He  surprised  the  baboon  on  duty  and  wa.** 
naturally  surprised  himself.  He  did  not 
discharge  him  at  once,  as  some  would  have 
done,  but  gave  him  a  little  attention.  The 
result  was  that  the  baboon  demonstrated 
his  efficiency  and  secured  himself  in  his 
position. 


FAMOUS   VOICES. 


Forrest  had  a  deep  baSs  voice  that 
seemed  to  come  from  the  bottom  of  his 
chest. 

Garrick  had  (an  exce^ingly  flexible 
voice  and  could  mimic  anyone  he  ever 
heard  speak. 

The  duke  of  Marlborough  had  a  voice 
that,  it  was  said,  could  be  heard  above  the 
roar  of  artillery. 

Brignoli  was  known  as  the  "silver- 
voiced."  His  tones,  though  not  strong, 
were  exceedingly  pure  and  sweet. 

Mirabeau  had  a  voice  like  a  trumpet, 
and  when  he  raised  it  in  threat  of  denun- 
ciation the  effect  was  awe-inspiring. 

Spurgeon  had  a  tremendous  voice  but 
seldom  raised  It  above,  the  ordinary  con- 
versational tone.  This,  however,  was  suf- 
ficient to  fill  the  vast  building  In  which 
his  audiences  were  gathered. 

Mara  liad  a  voice  that  extended  from 
middle  G  to  K  in  alt,  and  was  one  of  the 
most  facile  and  flexible  ever  known.  With 
the  utmost  ease  and  grace  she  executed 
passages  that  are  now  consigned  to  solo 
instruments,  such  as  the  violin  and  flute. 

Handel  had  a  voice  that  was  described 
by  one  of  his  contcmV'Oraries  as  "simply 
awful."  He  generally  had  the  good  sense 
to  refrain  from  singing,  but  when  anything 
went  wrong  in  the  chorus  he  was  con- 
ducting he  was  very  apt  to  chime  in  with 
th.it  .i>«fid  \  oicf'  and  svt  the  teeth  of  all 
hearers  on  edge  with  Us  roughness. 

Lablache  had  the  most  magniiioent  bass 
voice  ever  known  to  the  lyric  stage.  It  haiV 
a  compass  of  two  octave,  from  K  flat 
below  to  E  flat  above  the  bass  staff.  He 
was  a  man  of  prodigious  size  and  strength 
and  his  voice  was  proportioned  to  his 
physical  dimensions.  More  than  once  he 
broke  a  window  pane  by  the  strength  of 
the  vibrations  caused  by  his  monstrous 
voice. 

Jenn  Lind's  voice,  at  Its  best,  was  a 
liigh  soprano  of  bright  and  remarkably 
symjialhetic  quality,  reaching  from  D 
below  to  F  in  alt.  the  upper  register  l>e- 
ing  stronger,  clearer  and  riclier  than  the 
lower.  She  had  also  very  well  developed 
hings,  that  gave  her  phenomenal  length 
nf  breath,  and  enaViled  her  to  lone  down  a' 
note  to  the  finest  pianissimo  while  main- 
taining the  quality  unchanged.  Her  exe- 
cution was  really  marvelous,  and  her  per- 
formance of  cadenza  passages  was  never 
equalled   before   nor  since.

CLARA  BERGH'S  DEATH, 

Due  to  Abortion— Guilty  Per- 
petrators Arrested. 

St.  Paul,  July  13.— The  coroner's  jury 
Investigating  the  death  of  Clara 
Bergh,  the  Wisconsin  girl,  whose  death 
at  a  local  hotel  under  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances has  aroused  so  much  in- 
terest, today  returned  a  verdict  hold- 
ing that  her  death  was  due  to  a  crimi- 
nal operation  performed  by  Dr.  John 
F.  Johnson,  of  Martel,  Wis.,  the  girls 
consulting  physician  for  the  past  two 
years,  and  holds  Charles  R,  Lowe,  the 
jeweler  and  loan  agent,  as  an  accom- 
plice. 

The  jury  remained  out  an  hour  after 
taking  the  case,  and  those  wh<j  had 
been  In  attendance  on  the  Inquest  fully 
expected  the  verdict.  As  the  jury  left 
the  court  room  Detectives  Kenealy  and 
Horan  Immediately  proceeded  to  the 
office  of  the  county  attorney,  where 
Lowe  was  waiting  to  hear  the  verdict, 
and  placed  their  man   under  arrest. 

I.,owe  was^  somewhat  taken  by  sur- 
prise and  protested  against  the  arrest, 
but  finally  agreed  to  go  along.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  Irtok  up  the  doctor  as 
he  was  already  in  the  jail,  having  been 
remanded  back  at  the  ccmclusiori  of  his 
testimony  yesterday.  Almost  all  the 
other  witnesses  in  the  ca.se  had  gf)ne 
home.  Lowe  alone  had  remained  to 
hear  the  result.

with  the  Intent  on  the  part  of  Dr. 
John.son  of  performing  an  abortion  up- 
nn  the  person  of  Clara  Bergh.

A  British  naval  officer  of  high  stand- 
ing sends  to  the  Limdon  Times  a  sum- 
mary of  certain  important  f.icts  in  con- 
neotifm   with   the   recent  naval  engage- 
ments in  'the  East    Here  are  some     of 
the    most    intere:^ting:        Contrary      to 
proi)hecv,  large  guns  were  not  disabled 
through"  being  dented  or  perforated  by 
small  projectiles  propelled  at  high  vel- 
ocity.    The  unarmored  ends  of  the  two 
Chinese     battleships     remained     Intact 
Yalu,  and  the  vessels  came  out  of  action 
in  a  seaworthy  condition,  a,s  far  as  the 
structure  of  the  hulls  were  concerned. 
Torpedoes  were  ineffective  in  open-sea 
action.       Well-handled     torpeilo     boats, 
although  losing  si>rne  of  their  numbcr.s. 
were  effective  against  a  fleet  debarred 
from!    maneuvrin SJT.    Jiapartese    torpedo 
boats   wer^   flre<l    on    and    driven    from 
their    objective    by    friendly    warships, 
during  an   early   and   abortive  attempt 
to  emter  the  hai'bor  of  Wei-Hal- Wei.     A 
flotilla  of  fourteen  torpedo  boats  in  the 
n\yen  sea  was  annihilated,   wi'th   a   soli- 
tary exception,  by  a  .small  number    of 
moderate-speed  cruisers.     The  burst  of 
one    well-placed    12-inch    shell    disabled 
the  shielded   big  gun     of     a     protected 
cruiser,    and    drove    her   out    of   action. 
The  engines  of  the  8un.iving  ships     of 
either   fleet    were   intact,    although    fire 
was  concentrated  on  the  center  of  the 
vessels.     Fighting-tops  were  useless  at 
the  average  range    of     the    action     as 
fought.       Rudders    were    not    damaged, 
although  in  a  few  instances  the  connec- 
tions   between     the     rudder     and     the 
bridge    werfe     tmiraiired.        Woodwork, 
either  In   the  form  of  boaLs.   bulkheads 
or  decks,   w.i.s  disastrous  from   the  «*n- 
tailed  contlagrati,on  and  splinters.     Ex- 
treme speed  is  not  a  constant  requisite 
In  fleet  action,  but  the  power  of  moving- 
rapidly  for  a  special  maneuver  Is  of  su- 
preme value.

INDEPENDENT  BIMETALLISM  POSSIBLE. 

The  St.  Cloud  Journal  Press  recently 
asked  The  Herald  to  answer  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  United  States  alone 
could  maintain  the  frve  coinage  of  gold 
and  silver  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1.  The 
Herald  answered  the  question  bat  it 
was  not  satisfactorj-  to  the  Journ;al 
Press  and  it  therefore  opened  up  a 
cannonade  with  its  heaviest  artillery. 
We  wish  to  make  our  acknowledge- 
ments to  the  able  editor  of  the  Journal 
Press  for  the  excellent  spirit  manifest- 
ed, and  to  say  that  if  a  great  economic 
question  like  this  can  be  discussed  in 
such  a  manner  it  is  of  advantage  ti) 
both  sides.  It  shows  a  marked  contrast 
to  the  editorials  of  the  metropolitan 
g>dd  standard  papers  both  In  temper 
and  ability.  It  is  the  ablest  argument 
on  the  iHjint  under  discussion  that  ha? 
come  to  our  notice.  Aiid  yet  The  Her- 
ald does  not  despair  of  making  a  com- 
plete and  satisfactory  reply. 

N'otwithstanding  Mr.  Eastman's  fair- 
ness, much  of  his  argument  is  wasted 
because  of  his  utter  misconception  of 
the  position  of  the  bimetallist.  He  says: 
"To  argue  that  legislation  can  make 
fifty  cents  worth  of  silver  woi^h  a  dol- 
lar, is  to  say  that  legislation  can  make 
a  paper  dollar  worth  its  face  value." 
He  says  he  is  "surprised  at  The  Herald 
for  resorting  to  this  old  exploded  Green- 
backism  ■  fallacy.  Ar>d  yet  the  whole 
claim  of  the  free  silver  men  rests  on  this 
— pinnciple — the  ability  of  the  govern- 
ment to  create  value  by  legislation." 
There  are  thousands  of  honest  men  who 
confound  the  remonetization  of  silver 
with  Populism  and  Greenbacklsmi  and 
without  making  any  study  of  the  ques- 
tion, cast  it  aside  as  fallacious.  Where- 
as, as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  ablest  econ- 
omists, with  hardly  an  exception,  both 
in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  are  bi- 
metallists.  Neither  those  who  advocate 
international  bimetallism  nor  those  who 
believe  this  counitry  is  Ptmng  en  ^ugh 
to  maintain  bimetallism  alone,  if  other 
nations  refuse  to  join  us,  base  their 
argumt-nts  on  fiatism.  They  believe 
that  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
regulates  the  value  of  money  as  it  does 
of  all  other  comm^Klities — for  money  !.=! 
a  commodity.  They  also  believe  as 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  and 
every  American  statesman  from  George 
W'ashington  to  Gen.  Grant  believed, 
that  it  was  not  only  the  power  but  the 
duty  of  congress  to  "coin  money  and 
regulate  the  value  thereof."  Ho^-  was 
this  to  be  done?  In  only  one  way,  viz: 
By  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of 
both  gold  and  silver. 

No  American  statesman  ever  dreamed 
that  congress  could  demonetise  either 
metal  until  it  was  actually  done  in 
187.3  under  the  manipulation  of  John 
Sherman,  at  the  instigation  of  Lombard 
and  Wall  streets.  Even  as  late  as  1«78, 
James  G.  Blaine,  the  prince  of  Ameri- 
can statesmen,  maintained  that  the  act 
of  1873  was  unconstitutional  becau.se 
congress  had  no  power  given  H  by  the 
constitution  to  d^nnonetize  either  gold 
or  silver,  and  cited  Daniel  Webster  in 
support  of  his  position.  But  the  way 
congress  was  to  "regulate  the  value"  <'f 
the  two  metals  was  to  fix  the  amount  of 
pure  and  also  of  standard  metal  to  be 
put  intfi  the  various  denominations  of 
money,  to  fix  the  ratio  between  gold  and 
silver  and  the  demand,  which  is  always 
greater  for  money  than  the  supply, 
would  k«'€«p  the  metals  at  substantial 
parity.  The  hi.story  of  this  country 
proves  that  they  were  kept  at  substan- 
tial parity  as  long  as  both  were  stand- 
ard money— real  money.  When  silver 
was  debased  by  law  to  token  money, 
and  gold  alone  made  the  measure  of  all 
values  and  the  only  real  money,  silver 
went  down  a.s  comparetl  with  gold  and 
gold  went  up  as  compared  with  all  other 
commodities.  Why?  Because  about  one- 
half  of  the  standard  money  of  the  coun- 


f 
try  (the    money    that    mea.sured    values 

and  reileemed  credit  numey)  was  wlr>ed 
out  and  the  inexorable  law  of  supply 
and  demand  caused  gold  to  go  up  and 
silver  and  all  other  comnHtdltles  to  gt» 
down.  It  was  because  the  act  of  187.1 
cut  off  the  demand  for  sliver  that  It 
depreciated,  and  there  l^no  other  reason 
for  it. 

Herbert  C.  Gtbbs.  an  eminent  English 
author  and  financier,  correctly  states 
the  ptisitkm  of  the  blmetalUsta.  He 
says;  "Demand  and  supply  affect  the 
value  of  mont'y  precisely  as  they  affect 
other  commodities.  When,  therefore,  a 
government  chooses  a  commodity  to 
seme  as  money,  the  demand  fi>r  It  Is 
greatly  increaseil,  and  consequently  the 
value  is  increiased.  Conversely.  If  a  gov- 
ernment rejects  as  mortey  the  com- 
modity that  It  formerly  chose,  the  sup- 
ply of  that  commodity  is  increased  and 
consequently  'ts  value  is  diminished." 
He  further  says  that;  "The  only  cir- 
cumstance that  differentiates  them 
(gold  and  silver)  from  other  commodi- 
ties Is  the  fact  that  their  value  Is  al- 
nu>st  entirely  given  thena  by  law;  for  It 
is  law  that  causes  the  great  dematid  for 
them.  •  •  •  By  a  stroke  of  the  pen 
the  great  commercial  nations  could 
throw  fSSO.iXW.iXW  of  gold  on  the  market 
and  exercise  a  corresponding  demand 
for  silver:  just  as  by  a  strx)ke  of  the  pen 
Germany,  the  Latin  Union,  the  United 
States  and  India  did  cancel  their  de- 
mand for  silver  and  incrt^ase  their  de- 
mand for  gold."  Can  any  fair-minded 
intelligent  man  deny  these  propositions? 
Does  the  able  editor  of  the  Journal 
Press  claim  that  the  demand  made  by 
law  for  gold  and  silver  as  standard 
money  has  no  effect  on  the  bullion  price 
of  the  two  metals?  So  the  Journal  I'ress 
is  entirely  mistaken,  blmetallists  do  not 
rely  on  Hatism  but  on  the*  law  of  supply 
and  demand. 

But  the  great  argument  of  the  Journal 
Press  is  that  this  country  alone  could 
not  maintain  the  free  coinage  of  both 
metals,  because,  it  says:  "There  Is  not 
a  country  on  earth  today,  having  a 
double  standard,  which  maintains  the 
parity  of  the  two  metals  18  to  1."  Stated 
in  that  way  the  Journal  Press  is  cor- 
rect, for  no  nation  on  earth  having  a 
double  standard  undertakes  to  maintain 
the  parity  of  the  two  metals  at  a  ratio 
of  16  to  1.  The  United  States  is  the 
only  nation  that  has  such  a  ratio,  and 
we  have  the  single  gold  standard.  But 
if  the  Journal  Press  means  that  no  na- 
tion maintains  the  parity  of  the  two 
metals  at  a  fixed  ratio.  It  is  all  wrong. 
The  Herald  stated  that  the  United 
States  maintained  the  substantial 
parity  of  the  two  metals  from  1792  to 
1873,  but  the  Journal  Press  claims  that 
the  two  coins  did  not  circulate  freely 
together  because  up  to  1834  we  over- 
valued gold  and  from  1834  to  1873  we 
over-valued  silver.  It  then  goes  on  and 
the  two  metals  at  a  ratio  of  15»^  to  1, 
gives  a  correct  explanation  of  it.  viz., 
because  from  1803  to  1873  France  coined 
while  the  United  States  first  coined 
■both  metals  at  15  to  1  and  then  at  16  to 
1.  Had  the  ratio  in  this  country  cor- 
responded to  the  French  ratio  there 
would  have  been  parity  between  gold 
and  silver  and  a  perfect  uniformity  in 
the  values  of  the  metals  in  both  coun- 
tries; and  not  only  in  both  countries, 
but  througlumt  the  world.  As  it  was. 
there  was  never  a  difference  of  more 
than  3  per  cent,  and  The  Herald  would 
ask  the  Journal  Press  if  a  maximum 
difference  of  3  per  cent  in  the  bullion 
value  of  gold  and  silver  is  not  infinitely 
better  than  a  difference  of  50  per  cent? 
Please  answer  that  question. 

But  the  great  contention  of  the  gold 
standard  people  is  (and  it  is  really  the 
strongest  argument  they  make)  that 
when  gold  was  over-valued  silver  was 
driven  out  of  circulation,  and  conse- 
quently we  were  on  a  silver  basis,  and 
vice  versa.  During  almost  the  whole  of 
the  period  from  1803  to  1873  France  and 
the  United  States  were  the  only  bi- 
metallic nations.  England  had  a  gold 
standard,  Germany  a  silver  standard 
and  Russia  paper  money,  while  the 
Latin  L'nion  did  not  adopt  bimetallism 
until  1865. 

So  that  during  that  time,  if  first  gold 
and  then  silver  was  drawn  from  this 
country  to  France  because  their  ratio 
put  first  one  and  then  lihe  other  metal 
at  a  premium,  there  was  no  great  harnnt 
done,  for  what  we  lost  in  one  m^'tal  we 
made  up  in  the  other  and  so  the  equili- 
brium was  maintained.  If  by  difference 
rn  the  ratio,  silver  was  worth  more  in 
Prance  (and  it  was  worth  slightly  more 
there  than  in  this  coimtry  from  1834  to 
1873)  gold  was  worth  more  in  this  coun- 
try than  it  was  in  France  and  thus 
France  got  a  preponderance  of  silver 
and  the  United  States  of  gcdd.  But  it 
Ls  wrong  toi  supiK>se  that  in  consequence 
of  such  difference  in  ratio  all  of  our 
silver  went  to  France  and  all  of  their 
gold  csame  here.  That  was  not  the  fact. 
Nor  is  h.  true  thart;  this  country  was  on 
a  silver  basis  from  1792  (to  1834  and  on  a 
gold  basis  from  1834  to  1873.  Both 
Frunce  and  the  United  'States  had  bi- 
metallism during  all  that  time  and  no 
one  ever  denied  it  until  the  latter  day 
saints  of  the  Reform  club  (the  old  Cob- 
den  club  of  New  York)  commenced 
claiming  it  as  the  only  sort  of  argument 
that  can  be  made  against  the  remone- 
tizatlon  of  silver.  It  is  done  to  scare 
timid  creatures  who  are  not  i»osited,  an(< 
we  admit  that  It  wv>rks  like  a  charm  om 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  honest  but 
deluded  people. 

They  say.  and  the  Journal  Press  main- 
tains as  we  understand  it,  that  no  na- 
thin  ever  maintained  the  parity  of  the 
two  metals;  ergo,  this  country  can  never 
do  it.  These  fret*-trade-single-g*)ld- 
sCandard  patriots  who  are  rimning  the 
literary  bureau  oif  the  Reform  club  and 
sending  plate  matter  and  supplements 
gratis  to  ahe  Republlcsm  Journals  of 
.Minnesota,  claim  that  France  never 
maintained  the  parity  off  gold  aind  silver 
when  its  mints  were  open  to  the  free 
Cfrfreagp  of  both  metals,  and  they  talk 
about  "exact  parity."  No  one  claims 
tluit  both  metals  havf  bet^n  kept  at  "ex- 
act parity,"  for  'to  be  "exact"  let  it  be 
said  Chat  prior  to  the  l>ank  act  of  1844. 
even  In  single  gold  standard  England, 
gold  bullion  sold  as  high  as  2-3  per  cent 
over    g^->ld   coin,    »j    to    talk   of    "exact 


l>arity  •  lis  mero  hair-splitting.     But  that 
Framv  nui4ntalnt<il  the  subsitantial  i>ar- 
it.v  of  l><»th  metals  there  can:  be  no  ques- 
tk>n    whatever.      Henry    Hucks    Glbbs, 
who  ihaa  been  a  director  of  the  Bank  of 
Fngland   since   18.12.   «n<l    wna  governor 
of   it    iMiiH    of    that    time,    hus    made    a 
most   thoi»ugh  study   of   this  claim  of 
the  gold  stamlard  people  and  he  shows 
th«t  Wu<  nK^ney  priiti  for  gvdd  and  silwr 
at  the  FretK^h  mint  was  as  exactly  fixed 
I'ltr  l>oth  metals,  and  continued  so  from 
lS();t  to  1873,  as  the  price  of  1:3  17s  6d  is  for 
the  ounce  at  g>old  at  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land, ami  that  owners  of  silver  In  Lon- 
don sending  It  to  Ithe  French  mint  knew 
exjictly  wlhuit  amount  of  P^^ngllsh  money 
they  would  get  for  it  alt  a 'given  rate  of 
exchange  on  Pai-is.     He  says:    "Further, 
in    the  ordinary    financial   banking   and 
ci>tnmeix'ial    buslni>ss  of    France,    apart 
from  the  trade  In  bullion,  colne«l  m<mey 
of  gold  or  silver  was  never  either  at  a 
premium  or  discount,  and  this  statement 
la   not  imade  wlthiHit   complete    Inquiry 
into  the  facts." 

J.  liarr  Robertson^  one  of  the  ablest 
writers  on  the  curremcy  question,  says 
that  there  was  not  a  single  year  from 
1S03  to  1873  when  both  gold  and  silver 
were  not  coined  at  the  French  mint  at 
the  ratio  of  15>/i  toi  1  except  1872  and  1873 
when  gold  was  not  coined.  He  says: 
"The  gold  and  silver  coined  In  France 
from  1803  to  1875,  amounting  to  the  enor- 
mous sum  of  £322,993,410  of  the  former 
and  £217.640,234  o«f  the  latter,  was  ten- 
dered at  the  French  mint  without  pre- 
mium and  without  discount  for  either 
metal,  and  It  is  certainly  a  complete 
vlmlicatlon  of  the  effectiveness  of  bi- 
metallism that  the  F'rench  mint  should 
haw  received  and  coined  in  seventy- 
three  years  £540,633,644  of  gold  and  silver 
at  Ithe  value  of  loVs  to  1  for  equal 
weights." 

Why  even  Dr.  Robert  Giffen,  the 
ablest  of  all  the  gold  monometallists, 
pays:  "I  musA  lay  stress  on  the  admis- 
gii)n  already  n^ade  as  to  the  effective- 
ness of  the  ratio  (In  France  from  1803  to 
1873)  for  a  considemble  portion  of  the 
period.  From  1850  to  1872,  it  may  be 
admitted,  the  i^tk)  had  a  great  effect 
in  maintaining  the  relative  value  of 
stiver  and  gold."  These  authorities 
ought  to  settle  the  question  and  we  be- 
lieve that  iMr.  Eaatmam  is  fair  and  cani 
did  enough  to  admlit  that  they  out- 
weigh the  mere  dictum  of  the  scribes 
and  i>harisees  of  the  Reform  club. 

Only  one  more  point.  It  is  main- 
tained that  the  great  and  really  only 
conclusive  reason  this  country  cannot 
safely  open  its  mints  to  the  free  coin- 
age of  both  metals  is  because  it  would 
drive  gold  out  of  the  country  and  thus 
contract  the  money  circulation  and 
leave  us  on  a  silver  basis.  Well,  in  the 
first  place  it  may  be  said  that  no  great 
nation  ever  had  such  difficulty  in  keep- 
ing gold  as  this  country  has  had  since 
adopting  the  single  gold  standard.  Why, 
the  government  paid  the  Rothschilds- 
Belmont-Morgan  syndicate  from  13  to 
16  per  cent  to  supply  gold  for  its  de- 
pleted reserve  and  that  is  a  premium 
five  times  greater  than  the  minimum 
difference  between  gold  and  silver 
prior  to  1873.  That  contract  only  holds 
good  till  October,  and  God  only  knows 
what  the  gold  syndicate  will  do  with 
this  counti^-  when  the  time  is  up.  We 
all  fervently  pray  that  they  will  not 
"work"  the  government  for  another 
$8,000,000  or  $10,000,000  and  put  up  the 
price  of  gold  and  put  down  the  price 
of  commodities  just  when  our  suffering 
farmers  are  marketing  their  grain.  The 
only  way  we  keep  gold  in  the  country 
is  by  paying  enormously  for  it. 

In  the  second  place  there  is  nothing 
to  justify  any  one  in  saying  that  gold 
would  leave  the  country  to  a  greater 
extent  then  than  now.  If  France  al- 
lowed the  free  coinage  of  both  gold  and 
silver  it  would  enjoy  complete  bimetal- 
lism. Gold  and  silver  are  both  stan- 
dard money  there  and  so  the  argument 
applies  as  forcibly  as  It  could  to  any 
double  standard  country.  If  this  law 
these  people  tell  us  of  would  drive  gold 
out  of  this  country  in  case  we  remone- 
tize  silver,  it  would  do  the  same  in 
France,  for  a  law  of  finance  and  trade 
is  as  inexorable  as  the  law  of  gravi- 
tation. How  is  it  with  France?  Why, 
France  has  more  silver  and  more  gold 
than  any  nation  in  the  world.  Their 
ratio  is  \5Vs  to  1  and  instead  of  being 
In  a  seml-panlc  much  of  the  time  lest 
gold  should  slip  away  and  go  to  Eng- 
land where  they  have  a  single  gold 
standard,  France  is  the  most  serene  and 
prosperous  nation  in  Europe  and  has 
almost  double  as  much  gold  as  Eng- 
land. If  France  can  have  the  double 
standard  at  15'/^  to  1  and  keep  both 
metals  in  abundance,  what  sort  of  logic 
Is  it  to  argue  that  the  United  States, 
which  Is  a  far  richer  and  more  re- 
sourceful country,  cannot  maintain 
bimetallism  at  a  ratio  of  16  to  1?  Be- 
sides if  the  United  States  would  open 
its  mints  to  the  free  coinage  of  both 
metals  France  would  soon  do  the  same. 
And  then  where  would  the  commerce 
of  England  and  Germany  with  the  sil- 
ver using  nations  be?  The  London 
Financial  News  says  it  would  be  ruined 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Prior  to  1873  no  statesman,  financier 
or  economist  ever  dreamed  that  it  was 
necessary  for  nations  to  have  a  com- 
mon standard.  Some  had  the  gold 
standard,  .some  the  silver  and  others 
had  both.  This  claim  that  the  United 
States  cannot  have  Its  own  monetary 
system  and  c<dnage  laws  is  not  only 
wholly  unwarranted  by  the  facts  and 
by  all  history,  but  it  Is  un-American; 
yes  it  is  wor.se,  it  is  pusillanimous. 
What  would  Wa.shlngt<m  and  Jefferson, 
Hamilton    and    Franklin    have    said    if 


they  had  met  such  arsuments  when 
the  country  adopted  an  Independent 
monetary  system  of  Its  own?  To  their 
everlasting  credit  be  It  said  that  of  all 
the  great  men  of  those  times  not  a 
single  one  ever  even  suggested  that 
our  coinage  laws  should  conform  to 
those  of  England  or  any  other  country. 
Were  they  not  statesmen?  Has  the 
world  e\er  produced  greater?  And  yet 
In  their  weakness  they  adopted  bi- 
metallism while  In  our  over  mastering 
strength  Wf  dare  not.  The  stuff  we 
read  In  the  gold  standard  papers  ought 
to  make  the  cheeks  of  every  loyal 
American  mantle  with  the  badge  of 
.shame.  We  say  to  the  Journal  Press 
and  every  other  gold  standard  paper 
that  there  Is  no  more  reason  why  this 
country  should  make  Its  coinage  laws 
conform  to  those  of  Great  Britain  than 
there  Is  of  making  our  tariff  laws  to 
please  rival  nations.  And  It  is  a  most 
significant  fact  that  the  same  combi- 
nation of  evil  spirits  which  lured  the 
people  of  this  country  on  to  the  election 
of  a  British  free  trade  president  In 
1892  Is  now  using  the  columns  of  even 
Republican  papers  to  "educate"  our 
people  to  a  cowardly  belief  that  this 
country  cannot  coin  both  gold  and  sil- 
ver unless  the  great  powers  of  Europe 
graciously  consent.  This  country  is 
willing  and  desires  to  agree  with  them, 
but  if  for  selfish  reasons  they  will  not 
this  country  can  and  ought  to  go  it 
alone. 


THE  BUSINESS  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  business  situation  continues  to 
improve.  There  is  no  cessation  in  the 
influences  which  tend  toward  renewed 
prosperity.  In  all  lines  of  business  the 
movement  is  forward  and  not  back- 
ward. Even  at  this  time  of  usual  mid- 
summer dullness  the  activity  shows  no 
diminution.  On  the  contrary,  theie  is 
a  steady  growth  of  business  and  the 
conditions  maintain  an  encouraging  as- 
pect. 

The  weekly  review  of  Dun's  commer- 
cial agency  says:  A  business  flood  so 
strong  and  rapid  that  the  conservative 
fear  it  may.  dot  harm  is  out  of  season  in 
July.  But  the  seasons  this  year  lap 
over  and  crowd  each  other.  May  frosts 
and  frights,  it  Is  now  evident,  kept  back 
much  business  that  would  not  naturally 
have  been  finished  before  midsummer, 
and  the  delayed  accumulation  of  one 
season  gets  in  the  way  of  efforts  to 
begin  another  on  time.  But  the  volume 
of  business,  however,  it  may  be  assured, 
is  remarkably  large  for  the  month,  even 
in  a  good  year.  ; 


BIMETALLISM  IN  ENGLAND. 

On  anothtc  page  of  The  Herald  today 
will  be  found  the  plea  of  the  bimetal- 
lists  of  England,  addressed  to  the  Brit- 
ish government,  in  behalf  of  a  bimetal- 
lic standard.  The  lengthy  array  of  sig- 
natures of  men  distinguished  in  the 
financial,  political  and  commercial 
affairs  of  Great  Britain  Is  a  striking 
indicatfon  of  the  great  strength  of  the 
bimetallic  movement  in  that  country, 
and  furnishes  a  complete  reply  to  the 
false  assertions  made  by  many  of  the 
gold  standard  men  In  the  United  States 
that  blmetalli.sm  has  but  a  weak  fol- 
lowing abroad.  i 

The  memorial  of  the  English  bimetal- 
lists  also  contains  some  statements  to 
which  The  Herald  would  direct  the 
special  attention  of  those  people  who 
have  not  thoroughly  studied  this  ques- 
tion and  who  have  accepted  as  true  the 
assertions  made  by  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer 
Press  and  other  advocates  of  gold  mono- 
metallism which  pose  as  high  authori- 
ties upon  economic  subjects.  The  Eng- 
lish bimetalllsts  portray  in  a  telling 
manner  the  evils  which  attended  the 
.''ingle  gold  standard  in  practice,  show- 
ing that  the  demonetization  of  silver 
has  cost  England  more  than  it  has 
profited  her.  There  is  no  question  that 
the  English  blmetallists  are  thoroughly 
in  earnest,  and  that  their  views  find 
strong  endorsement  by  the  masses  of 
the  English  people. 

In  this  connection  the  remarks  ofElijah 
Helm,  a  notable  English  student  and 
author  upon  political  '  economy  and 
monetary  principles,  in  advocating  the 
restitution  of  the  joint  standard  in  the 
equal  use  of  gold  and  silver"  for  national 
currency,  are  worthy  of  consideration 
by  the  disciples  of  the  solid  gold  stand- 
ard. iMr.  Helm  says:  "The  attainment 
of  an  absolutely*  unvarying  standard  of 
value  is  impossible;  but  justice  and 
reason  require  a  choice  of  that  standard 
which  being  attainable  is  least  liable 
to  variation.  History  teaches  that  the 
co-ordinate  employment  of  the  two  pre- 
cious metals  affords  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  stability  which  It  Is  possible 
to  reach.  Departure  from  it,  only 
twenty-one  years  ago.  has  involved  the 
industries,  the  commerce  and  the  fin- 
ance of  the  civilized  world  In  a  maze  of 
confusion  and  disorder.  ♦  *  *  Wis- 
dom and  justice  alike,  then,  counsel  a 
return  to  the  old  path  of  the  joint  stand- 
ard, the  restoration  of  which  may  be 
with  confidence  regarded  as  certain,  be- 
cause the  joint  standard  is  least  liable 
to  variation.  And  this  truth  is  rapidly 
gaining  acceptance."

A  SMALL  STEAM  LAUNCH. 

H.  B.  Weaver,  the  artist,  who  resides  on 
East  Baltimore  street,  says  the  Balti- 
more American,  has  l)uilt  a  steam  launch 
which  he  claims  to  be  the  smallest  in  the 
world.  The  length  of  the  launch  is  nine 
feet,  and  it  will  curry  three  persons. 
The  beam  is  thirty-two  inches  and  there 
is  a  «-inch  propeller.  The  engine,  which 
Mr.  Weaver  says  has  been  declared  the 
smallest  marine  engine  in  the  world,  i.s 
an  exact  pattern  of  those  on  large  steam- 
ers, and  weighs  only  sixty-five  pounds. 
The  complete  weight  of  the  launch  with 
all  equipments  Is  17.'>  pounds.  Oak  and 
cedar  were  used  in  the  construction.  It 
has  secret  drawers  for  storing  brushes 
and  materials  used  l>y  an  artist. 

The  launch  and  all  equipments,  including 
the  engine,  are  the  workmanship  of  Mr. 
Weaver,  who  is  an  expert  mechanic,  as 
well  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Weaver  has  been 
twenty  vears  in  building  the  launch,  de- 
voting his  spare  time  to  the  work.  He  has- 
named  the  boat  Lizzie  Weaver,  in  honor 
of  his  wife.  He  hopes  to  be  able  to 
launch  it  on  July  4.  Mr.  Weaver  is 
nearlv  70  vears  of  age.  but  is  still  active, 
fie  Favs  he  considers  his  launch  perfectly 
'-eaworthv,  and  would  not  be  afraid  to 
.-^ail  on  tlie  ocean  in  it.  He  contemplates

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Was  Vis- 
ited by  a  Fire  Early  This 
Morning. 


Started     in     the     Laundry. 
Probably  From  an  Over- 
heated Stove. 


There  Was  a  Strange  Delay 

in  Sending  in  the 

Alarm. 


Fire  broke  out  at  St.  Luke's  ho.<;pital 
at  Third  street  and  Second  avenue  east 
at  about  5:30  o'clock  this  morning  and 
did  about  $50<3  worth  of  damage  before 
being  gotten   under  contrail. 

The  fire  was  first  discovered  in  the 
laundry  by  the  cook,  who  rushed  in 
search  of  the  superintendent.  Arrange- 
ments were  being  made  to  remove  the 
patients  irom  the  building  when  En- 
gine Company  No.  3,  which  w.is  drilling 
on  Fifth  street,  arrived  without  a  call. 
Assistant  Chief  Randall  turned  in  an 
alarm  and  the  whole  department  re- 
sponded.   The   flames   spread    from    the 

wing  containing  the  kitchen  and  laun- 
tlry  where  the  fire  originated,  to  the 
main  building  but  were  gotten  under 
iimtrol  within  half  an  hour  after  the 
arrival  of  the  department.  The  hospi- 
tal was  filled  with  patients,  there  being 
only  two  vacant  rtnims.  All  were  hur- 
riedly carried  out  on  th«  sidewalk  where 
they  remained  for  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore being  removed  to  a  \'acant  store 
building  in  the  vicinity.  Everything 
was  well  handled  and  no  casualties  re- 
sulted. After  the  fire  was  extinguished 
all  were  carried  back. 

The  fire  is  thought  to  have  started 
from  an  overheated  wood  stove  used 
in  the  laundry.  It  is  said  this  stove 
was  frequently  allowed  to  become  red 
hot.  The  chief  is  unable  to  assign  any 
other  cause  for  the  blaze.  He  claims 
that  if  the  alarm  had  been  promptly 
turned  in.  there  would  have  been  no 
trouble. 

Lieut.  Oeorge  Nolan,  of  the  fire  de- 
f)artment,  was  in  the  hospital  with  a 
broken  arm  received  Thursday  at  a 
fire.  He  says  there  was  an  unaccount- 
able delay  in  giving  the  alarm.  The  fli-st 
notice  he  had  of  the  fire  was  when  the 
night  nurses  and  the  superintendent 
rushed  into  his  room  and  wanted  to  re- 
move him.  He  told  them  he  preferred  to 
stay  inside  and  had  considerable  con- 
versation with  them.  They  left  the 
room  an(l,it  was  fully  five  minutes  after 
that  the  wounded  fireman  heard  the 
alarm  bell  ring.  Then  Capt.  Miller  and 
Assistant  Chief  Randall  oame  in  and 
carried  him  out  on  the  sidewalk.  He 
was  afterwards  taken  to  No.  1  fire  hall 
where  he  is  now  resting  comfortably  in 
a  spare  bed.

"The  Minneapolis  Journal  article

You  cannot  put  it  too  strongly 
that  the  great  Republican  party  is  in 
danger  of  caf.ture  by  the  gold  mono- 
metallists  unle!^.>  the  people  are  aroused 
to  the  sltuatUm.  They  are  endeavor- 
ing to  steal  the  bannerof  the  parity  and 
thus  deceive  the  great  loyal  host  that 
follows  It.  until  they  have  completed  the 
surrender  to  the  money  system  of  free- 
trade  England. 

"The  effort  Is  made  In  this  article  to 
question  my  Republicanism.  I  am  a 
Republican  and  I  stand  foi*  the  old  faith 
of  that  grand  old  party.  I  cannot  be  in-

Such  clubs 
will  not  be  political  or  partisan,  but 
solely  economic,  jiatrlotic  and  education- 
al. They  are  largely  necessary  because 
of  the  recreancy  nf  the  city  newspapers 
to  their  duty.  The  single  gold  standard 
must  go.  Both  gold  and  sliver  must 
perform  the  functions  of  fundamental 
money."

OUTLOOK   FAVORABLE. 

Duluth  &  Iron  Range  May  Re- 
tain Its  Land  Grant. 

St.  Paul,  July  13.— Attorney  General 
Chikls  this  morning  granted  a  hearing  to 
J.  H.  Chandler,  attorney  for  the  Duluth  &<■ 
Iron  Range  railroad,  on  the  question  of 
the  state  auditor  a.^  to  whether  or  not  thci 
roatl  is  entitle<l  to  the  land  grant  original- 
Iv  made  to  it.  The  road  lias  already  re- 
ceived 121.0<Kt  acres  l)Ut  claims  over  6(K1.(>0'I. 
The  hearinp  was  not  a  Ions  one.  Attor- 
ney Chandler  simply  laid  the  elaims  of 
the  company  before  Gen.  Childs  in  a 
straight  talk,  without  any  display  of  ora- 
tory. He  claims,  in  the  lirst  place,  that  the 
grant  made  the  company  in  1S75  was  never' 
forfeited,  because  it  had  not  been  de- 
clared forfeited  and  he  cited  the  deci- 
sion of  our  own  supreme  court  in  tlie  castJ 
against   the  Duluth  &   Winnipeg  road. 

It  was  also  tlaimed  tliat  the  act  of  l.'fl>3, 
allowing  the  road  t(>  change  its  terminal 
point,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  the 
road  sliould  retain  all  its  original  i>rivi- 
leges,  was  really  an  extension  of  the  old 
grant,  and  not  a  new  grant,  as  the  audi- 
tor claimed.  If  it  ean  be  shown  that  the 
act  really  meant  a  new  prant.  it  would  Im 
unconstitutional,  as  the  auditor  elaims, 
but  this  is  denied  by  the  interested  par- 
ties. The  attorney  general  took  the  matleif 
under  advisement,  but  the  general  opin- 
ion is  that  the  road  will  be  able  to  hold 
its  grant  since  it  was  never  formally  de- 
clared forfeited. 


Decision  by  Judge  Lewis  in  a 
Partnership  Case. 

Judge  Lewis  has  filed  liLs  findings  In 
the  case  of  A.  R.  Bayne  against  Fred 
Meng.

i     CHRISTIAN  ENDEAVOR.    ! 


The  prayer  meeting  topic  for  July  14, 
189.5:  "For  Christ  and  the  Church."  by 
J.  Z.  Tyler  in  the  Lookout,  Scripture 
lesson.  Matt,  xvi,  13-20. 

We  should  recur  frequently  to  flrst 
principles.  In  government.  In  philoso- 
phy, in  religion,  in  all  that  concerns  our 
well-being,  there  is  danger  of  drifting. 
Many  an  enterprise,  launched  with  fine 
prospects  of  success,  has  suffered  ship- 
wreck because  it  was  suffered  to  drift 
from  its  original  purpose  and  its  funda- 
mental principles.  Our  subject  for  this 
meeting  is  the  motto  of  Christian  En- 
deavor. It  was  chosen  to  set  forth  suc- 
cinctly the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the 
movement.  It  is  opportune.  The  an- 
nual convocation  of  Endeavorera  has 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  world. 
The  hosts  are  gathered  together  at  Bos- 
ton. The  review  of  the  past  and  the 
prospects  of  the  future  rekindle  popular 
interest  in  this  phenomenal  movement. 
It  Is  well  for  us  to  pause  and  ask  as  to 
its  purpose  and  mission,  its  funda- 
mental principles,  and  its  relation  to  the 
church,  especially  as  these  are  disclosed 
in  this  motto.  What  is  the  purpose  of 
this  movement? 

1.  It  does  not  exist  for  itself.  If  it 
did,  it  would  be  unworthy  the  name 
"Christian."  It  can  not,  consistently, 
make  its  own  growth  and  glory  the  end 
and  aim  of  its  being.  In  its  beginning 
it  declared,  with  evident  sincerity,  that 
it  was  "for  Christ  and  the  cjjiurch." 
This  declaration  disarmed  criticism  and 
won  friends,  and  has  been  the  secret  of 
much  of  its  success. 

2.  It  is  a  training  .school  for  the 
chiu-ch.  As  there  are  secular  schools 
designed  to  train  persons  for  the  var- 
ious pursuits  of  secular  life,  so  may  the 
Christian  Endeavor  society  be  regarded 
as  a  training  school  within  the  church, 
designed  to  prepare  young  Christians 
for  greater  usefulness  In  Its  various  en- 
terprises. There  is  no  need  for  separ- 
ate agencies  through  which  Christian 
Endeavorers  may  put  forth  their  efforts, 
but  they  should  at  once  become  familiar 
with  the  agencies  of  the  church  and 
heartily  co-operate  in  its  work.  The 
motto  of  Christian  Endeavor  proclaims 
to  all  the  world  that  it  is  for  the 
church. 

3.  It  associates  the  church  with  Christ. 
The  connection  in  which  they  stand  In 
the  motto  is  not  by  chance.  They  are 
vitally  joined.  No  body  of  persons, 
whatever  its  doctrinal  position  and  or- 
ganization, is  a  true  church  of  Christ 
unless  it  is  vitally  joined  to  him.  He  is 
it.s  head.  His  life  animates  it ;  his  spirit 
dominates  it.  Christ  is  supreme.  The 
motto  does  not  declare  a  divided  allegi- 
ance— partlj-  to  Christ  and  partly  to  the 
church — but  its  supreme  allegiance  is  to 
Christ,  and  Its  loj-alty  to  any  ecclesias- 
tical organization  is  conditioned  upon 
the  loyalty  of  the  organization  to 
Chri.st. 

4.  Its  supreme  purpose  is  to  do  the  will 
of  Christ.  The  emphasis  is  uix>n  do.  It 
is  said  that  when  Cromwell  visited  the 
cathedral  at  York  he  pointed  to  some 
silver  statues  adorning  niches  in  the 
wall,  and  said:  "Who  are  they?" 
"They  are  the  holy  apostles  of  our 
Lord,"  replied  the  guide.  "Then  let 
them  be  taken  down  and  coined,  that, 
like  their  Master,  they  may  go  about 
doing  good."  So  the  Christian  Endeavor 
movement  lays  emphasis  upon  service. 
The  verj-  word  "endeavor"  signifies  this. 
It  Is  the  broadest  word  in  our  language 
for  effort.  It  declares  that  as  Christians 
we  will  attempt  to  do  something,  and 
that  something  shall  be  according  to 
the  will  of  Christ.  It  Is  not  simply  a 
talking  society,  or  a  singing  .society,  or 
a  social  society,  or  even  a  praying  so- 
ciety, but  pre-eminently  a  working  so- 
ciety. 

These  fundamental  principles  of  loyal- 
ty to  Christ  and  active  support  of  the 
church  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
success  of  Christian  Endeavor,  and  its 
future   prosperity    is    conditioned    upon 
continued   fidelity   to   these   same   prin- 
ciples.    Let  it  not  come     to    pass  that 
Christian  Endeavorers  will  do  nothing 
with    enthusiasm    that    is    not    for    the 
j  glory  of  Christian  Endeavor.    Let  it  not 
1  be  that  while  we  retain  the  motto,  "For 
j  Christ  and  the  Church."  to  adorn  ban- 
;  ners,   our  real   purpose  shall   be     "For 
Christian     Endeavor    and     its    Glory." 
There  is  danger.     Let  us  stand  fast  to 
first  principles  and  to  our  original  pur- 
i  pose.

Jewish  literature  chronicles  the  alleged 
fact  that  previous  ilo  the  itime  of  Jacob 
a  man  sneezed  but  once  In  his  lifetime, 
because  it  was  always  fatal.     It  seems 


unlucky  one  from  a  financial  point  of 
view.  Shrewd  shoppers  of  the  same 
nation  and  r.  ligion  may  be  seen  hang- 
ing about  the  shops  in  Baxter  street, 
New  York,  every  Monday  morning  try- 
ing to  buy  for  a  song  some  article  which 
they  have  been  coveting  during  the  pre- 
vious week.  The  nearer  the  clock  ticks 
to  the  hour  of  9  the  more  earnest  grows 
the  bargaining,  for  both  know  that  the 
time  is  growing  shorter  every  minute, 
and  the  battle  is  to  the  one  who  has 
courage  to  hold  off  tho  longest.

or  will  keep  moths  out  of  a  bureau 
(5raw«>r;  It  is  unlucky  to  cross  the  track 
of  a  funeral  procession  or  to  meet  a 
hearse  just  as  one  is  leaving  a  house; 
it  is  bad  luck  to  find  a  knife  and  fork 
crossed  on  your  plate;  to  be  married 
in  a  church  while  there  is  an  open 
grave  In  the  yard;  to  give  away  bees; 
to  thank  the  giver  of  flowers  intended 
for  i)lanting;  to  break  a  looking-glass, 
or  to  have  a  cat  follow  you  in  the  dark. 

On  the  contrary  It  is  good  luck  to 
have  a  cat  come  and  make  your  house 
its  home,  while  you  may  change  your 
ill-luck  at  any  time  by  tossing  a  black 
snail  by  the  horns  over  your  shoulder. 
A  soft-shelled  egg  will  be  just  as  efl^ca- 
clous. 

To  carry  in  your  pocket  a  crust  of 
bread  or  a  bent  coin,  or  one  with  a  hol^ 
inlit.  or  one  which  you  have  found,  will 
insure  good  luck. 

A  sty  may  be  cured  with  the  touch 
of  a,  wedding  ring:  the  gift  of  a  knife 
cuts  friendship;  the  dropping  of  a  dish 
cloth,  the  crowing  of  a  cock  before  the 
kitchen  door,  and  the  scissors  which 
In  falling  stick  up  straight  In  th^ floor 
all  mean  that  a  visitor  is  coming.  If 
you  have  taken  a  piece  of  bread  while 
you  already  have  one  the  visitor  will 
need  a  square  meal.

GREAT    RAILWAY   YARD. 

An  American  engineer,  F.  A.  Delano, 
.'lays  an  exchange,  has  recently  visited 
the  «i-eat  freight  yards  of  the  London 
K:  Xorthwestern  railway  at  Edgehill. 
near  Liveipool,  and  speaks  as  follows 
concerning  his  Impressljns  of  the  visit: 
"The  yard  at  this  place,  which  Is  about; 
twii  miles  long  and  graded  on  a  slope 
of  about  sixty  feet  to  the  mile  from  om/ 
end  to  the  other,  is  designed  for  hand- 
ling the  freight  leaving  the  city  of 
Liverpool.  At  the  head  of  the  yard  the 
level  of  the  tracks  Is  some  forty  feet 
higher  than  the  level  of  the  main  line. 
which  a.scends  from  the  main  Liverpool 
station  on  a  steep  grade  built  through 
a  rock  cut.  Unes  trmn  five  distinct 
and  widely  separated  collvcting  .stations 
in  Livei])ool  are  m»cessary  to  bring  the 
freight  to  the  toj)  of  the  Edgehill  yard, 
andho  sooner  have  the  engines  brought 
the  freight  in  lots  of  thirty  cars  to  the 
top  of  the  hill  than  thi'  yardmen  begin 
to  uncouple  the  cars  and  let  them  roll 
down   hill. 

As  we  watch  successive  trains  it 
seems  as  if  th">y  were  cut  in  ten  or 
■twelve  i)laces  at  once,  and  the  cars  are 
rolling  down  the  hill  like  so  many 
marbles,  just  far  enough  apart  for  the 
expert  yordmnn  to  throw  the  switches 
and  let  thim  down  to  the  proper  tracks. 
In  less  time  than  it  takes  tn  tell  it.  the 
cars  had  pas>ud  into  an  intermediate 
yard,  where  those  tor  different  stations 
were  grouped  together,  and  if  not 
stopped  entirely  or  checked  by  yardmen 
applying  the  hand  brake.*,  they  con- 
tinued rolling  through  that  yard  into  a 
debenture  yard  where  the  cars  for  dif- 
ferent .stations  were  assembled  In  sta- 
tion order.  The  whole  operation  looked 
so  pretty  and  so  simple  that  it  seemed 
almost  like  a  game,  and  yet  -w-ith  us 
we  would  hanlly  like  to  see  our  heavy 
ca-rs  rolling  down;  a  hill  in  the  way  these 
English  cars  were  allowed  to  roll."

Work.

Political  Schools— Deeds 

of  Noted  Men. 


The  cabinets  which  take  a  high  rank 
in  the  ability  and  standing  of  tht-lr 
members,  the  importance  of  the  work 
which  they  did.  or  In  both  character- 
istics, were,  according  t<>  a  writer  in 
the  Globe-Di'm<x>rat.  those  of  Washing- 
ton. Jefferson.  Monroe.  Harrison.  Folk. 
Fillmore.  Pierce.  Lincoln  and  Hayes. 
In  Washington's  cabinet  tht-re  w^ere 
only  two  men — Jtfferson.  secretary  of 
state,  and  Hamilton,  secretarj-  of  the 
treasury — of  pre-eminent  ability,  but 
that  number  was  just  half  of  the  whole 
cabinet,  the  iM.st  of  secretary  of  war 
and  of  the  navy  (both  departments  until 
near  the  mi'ldlc  of  the  first  Adams 
presidency  b.-imj  under  the  same  heaiit. 
and  that  of  the  attorney  general  beiifg 
the  only  other  meml>ers  of  the  presi- 
dent's ofhcial  family  at  that  time.  _  A 
postmaster  general  existed  from  ITsi*. 
but  he  was  not  a  cabinet  officer  until 
1«2*.  in  the  beginning  of  Jackson's 
presidential  service.  The  cabinet  post 
of  secretary  of  the  interior  came  int'. 
being  In  1.H49.  when  Taylor  was  presi- 
dent, and  that  of  secretary  of  agricul- 
ture in  issi*.  near  the  close  of  Cleve- 
land's first  term. 

Henry  Knox.  the  first  secretary  of 
war  was  a  brave  otTlcer  in  the  revolu- 
tion, and  a  moderately  capable  and 
thon>ughly  conscientious  otticial  in  the 
cabinet,  but  he  made  no  esi)eclal  mark 
in  the  latter.  Edmund  Randolph,  the  i 
attornej-  general,  who  went  to  the  head 
of  the  state  department  for  a  short 
tlnr.e  after  the  retirement  of  Jefferson. 
was  the  same  Randolph  who  introduced 
what  was  called  the  "Virginia  plan'-of 
government  in  the  convention  which 
framed  the  constitution,  who  refused  to 
sign  the  completed  charter,  although  it 
followed  the  general  lines  proposed  in 
his  scheme,  but  who  turned  over  in 
favor  of  it  in  the  Virginia  convention 
which  ratified  it.  His  vacillation  and 
timidity  prevented  him  from  taking  ad- 
vantage of  his  ability  and  opportunity, 
and  he  left  the  state  department  under 
a  cloud,  caused  l<y  something  which 
looked  lik»>  a  political  Intrigue  between 
him  and  the  French  minister  to  the 
United  States.  Within  the  past  few 
years,  however,  drx-uments  have  been 
made  public  which  exonerate  him  from 
the  charge  of  corruption. 

JEFFERSON  AXD  HAMILTON-. 
As  the  founders  of  the  two  schools  of 
political  thought  into  which  the  people 
of  the  countrj-  have  been  divided  from 
the  beginning,  these  two  men  are  sure 
of  a  place  among  the  immortals.  Ham- 
ilton's, the  treasury,  was  and  is  the 
more  important  post,  although  Eilro- 
pean  usage  and  tradition  assign  su- 
perior rank  to  the  other  oiUce.  the  head 
of  the  state  department.  As  it  requires 
greater  ability  to  create  than  to  save 
or  to  extend.  Hamilton's  pre-eminence 
among  the  nation's  finance  ministers  is 
concede*!.  Webster's  tribute  to  Hamil- 
ton exhausts  eulogy,  but  it  \a  not  ex- 
aggerated: "He  smote  the  rock  of  the 
nati->nal  resources  and  abundant 
streams  of  revenue  gushed  forth;  he 
touched  the  dead  corpse  of  the  public 
credit,  and  it  sprang  upon  its  feet." 

Adams'    cabinet,    which    consisted    of 
the  small  men  composing  Washington's 
council  at   the  time   of  his   retirement, 
was    inherently    weak,    and    was    ren- 
dered particularly  inelficient  by  the  cir- 
cumstances  that   most  of   its  members 
thought  they  owed  allegiance  to  Hamil- 
ton.   Adams'    enemy,    rather    than    to 
Adams,    and    because    Adams      seldom 
consulted  them,  leaving  them  to  their 
own     devices    and    to    their      intrigues 
against    himself.        Jefferson's   cabinet, 
however,    had    two   strong   men— Madi- 
son,   secretary   of   state,    and    Gallatin, 
secretary   of  the  treasury— at   the  out- 
set, and  these  were  reinforced  by  a  man 
of  the  first  order  of  ability  in  Caesar  A. 
Rodnev.   of   Delaware,    who   was   made 
attorniy     general     early    in    1S07.    two 
years  before  Jefferson's  retirement.    As 
part   of  the   first   administration  under 
the   new   political   dispensation,   Jeffer- 
son's cabinet  had  a  delicate  and  diffi- 
cult  task.     It   had    to  assist    in   laying 
down  new  political  canons,  which  were 
to  be  the  working  principles  of  a  great 
party  ever  afterward,  and  to  take  part 
In  establishing  the  practices  and  prece- 
dents which  were  to  be  guides  in  gov- 
erning the  country  during  the  greater 
part    of   the    time    between    their    date 
and   1861.     Its   share  of   this   work   the 
cabinet    did    intelligently    and    success- 
fully.    Both  Jefferson  and  Madison  as 
presidents  were  distinctively  weaker  In 
their  foreign  policy  that  their  federalist 
predecessors.   Washington  and  Adams, 
had  been,   but  until  the  war  of  1812-15 
the    Democratic   regime   conducted    the 
govern  aent  economically     and     in     its 
purely  domestic  affairs  efTiclently   and 
satisfactorily.     Gallaiin  held  th*  treas- 
ury j>ortfollo  for  a  few  years  in  Madi- 
son's cabinet  also,  but  he  scarcely  w m 
the  same   measure  of  success   that   he 
gained  in  Jefferson's.     Monrr*e.  the  sec- 
retary   of    state    for    six     years    under 
Wadison,    was    not     the    equal    of     his 
^eat  predecessors  In  that  office.     Will- 
lam  H.  Crawford,  the  secretary  of  war 
for  a   short   time   under   Madison,    won 
his  laurels  in  the  next  cabinet. 
MONROE  S  CABINET. 
With  John  Quincy  Adams,   secretary 
of  state.  W.  H.  Crawford,  secretary  of 
th*-  treasury.   John    C.    Calhoun,   secre- 
tary- of  war.  and  William  Wirt,  attor- 
ney general,  it  will  be  seen  that  Monroe 
had   a  cabinet   which    reached   as   high 
a  level  in  general  ability  as  any  which 
t>!ft   rountrs'    has    known.         The    only 
other  cabinet  office  In  that  age.  that  of 
secretary    of    the    navy,    was    very    ac- 
reptably  filled  by  W.  H.  Crowninshield. 
Smith  Thompson  and  Samuel  L.  South- 
ard, successively.     Monroe.   In  order  to 
give    the    West    recognition.       selected 
Governor    Isaac    Shelby,    of    Kentucky, 
for  the  war  office  at  first  and   he  was 
confirmed,   but   Shelby   declined   on   ac- 
count   of    old    age.      He    offered    It    to 
Clay,    who    refu8e<l    it.    and    also    had 
Jackson   in   mind,    but    discovered    that 
thf  victor  of  New  Orleans  did  not  want 
it.      It    was    then    that    Monroe    turned 
to  South  Carolina,  which  had  two  dis- 
tinguished   and   popular   sons.    William 
Lowndes   and    Calhoun,    in    public    life 
at    that    time,    and    after    Lowndes    d*'- 
clined   the  office   It   was   given    to   Cal- 
houn.   One  of  these  four  cabinet  oflHcers

succeeded  Monroe  in  the  presidency, 
another.  Crawford,  was  a  ciindi<late  in 
the  same  election  ami  stourtnl  many 
electoral  votes,  while  Calhoun  and 
Wirt  were  often  consjiicuously  men- 
tioned In  connection  with  the  presi- 
dency. Wirt  got  the  nomination  at 
one  "time,  but  It  was  from  a  "third" 
party,  the  anti-Masonic  organizati<m. 

Adams'  own  cabinet  did  not  stand  as 
high  in  general  ability  as  the  (me  in 
which  he  servetl.  altliough  Wirt  was 
retained  in  the  post  he  helil  under  Mon- 
roe and  Clay  was  secretary  of  state. 
Adams  asked  Crawford  to  hold  on  to 
the  treasury  portfolio,  which  he  had 
in  the  Monroe  cabinet,  but  he  was  a 
physical  wreck  at  the  time  and  de- 
clined. The  war  offlee  Adams  intended 
to  give  to  Jackson,  but  desisted  on  an 
intimation  from  one  of  Jackson'.^ 
friends  that  the  offer  might  give  of- 
fense. But  Jackson's  cabinet  stood 
lower  (han  Adams.  The  'demos  kra- 
teo,"  to  employ  Benton's  Jargon,  run 
the  country  during  Jackson's  reign, 
and  in  harmony  w  ith  this  condition  sec- 
ond-class men  were  the  cort  of  officials 
whom  Jackson  in  most  cases  appointed. 
A  divergence  from  this  principle  was 
made  in  the  case  of  Van  Buren.  who 
was  secretary  of  state  for  two  years. 
Lewis  Ca.ss.  not  yet  known  lo  fame, 
however,  was  secretary  of  war  under 
Jackson  for  about  six  years,  and  Van 
Buren's  friend,  B.  F.  Butler,  a  first- 
class  lawyer  and  an  accomplished  man. 
but  not  a  national  figure  at  that  time, 
was  attorney  general  for  a  time.  Levi 
Woodbury,  who  held  two  p..sts  in  the 
cabinet  and  who  served  in  congress 
before  and  after  and  on  the  supreme 
bench  in  the  end.  was  a  fairly  capable 
official.  "Woodbury  and  Butler  are  the 
biggest  names  in  Van  Buren's  cabinet. 
TIPPECANOE'S  COUNSELLORS. 
W.'  H.  Harrison,  a  third  cla.ss  man 
himself,  had  four  first  cla-^s  men — Web- 
ster. Thomas  Ewing.  Bell  and  John  J. 
Crittenden — in  his  cabinet,  and  the  'Sil- 
ver Gray  "  of  a  later  date,  Francis 
Granger,  the  postmaster  general,  whose 
office  had  been  a  cabinet  post  since 
1829.  was  a  personage  of  considerable 
ability  and  celebrity.  This  was  one  of 
the  distinctively  strong  cabinets  in- 
tellectually, and  it  deserved  a  better 
fate  than  the  wreck  which  quickly 
overtook  it  in  the  feud  on  the  bank 
question  with  Tyler,  who  went  to  the 
presidency  on  Harrison's  death.  The 
cabinet  w'hlch  T>-ler  got  after  this  one 
left  him  was  of  a  distinctively  lower 
order,  although  it  had  Legare  and  Cal- 
houn for  a  short  time  in  the  slate  de- 
partment. Polk's  cabinet,  with  Bu- 
chanan. Walker  (the  father  of  the  cele- 
brated "free  trade  "  tariff  of  1S46.  and 
subsequently  one  of  the  territorial  gov- 
ernors of  Kansas).  Marcy  and  Ban- 
croft (the  historian),  compares  favor- 
ably with  all  except  the  very  greatest 
before  or  since  Its  day. 

Some  great  names  were  on  the  cab- 
inet rolls  in  the  twelve  years  fVom  the 
beginning  of  Taylors  .service  to  the 
end  of  Buchanan's,  but  not  many  sim- 
ultaneously. Taylor  had  two — Clayton 
and  Ewing:  Fillmore  had  three— Web- 
ster. Corwln  and  Crittenden;  and  Pierce 
had  the  same  number— Marcy.  Jefferson 
Davis  and  Caleb  Cushing.  Pierce's  has 
the  distinction  of  being  the  only  cabinet 
which  remained  unbroken  to  the  end 
of  the  presidential  term.  Buchanan 
had  in  Cass,  the  secretary  of  state,  the 
most  prominent  and  Influential  Dem- 
ocrat of  that  day  except  Douglas,  and 
In  Jeremiah  S.  Black,  attorney  gen- 
eral, he  had  one  of  the  most  learned 
lawyers  in  the  country.  Howell  Cobb, 
tod.  the  secretary-  of  the  treasury,  an 
ex-speaker  and  an  ex-governor.  was  a 
man  of  some  standing  and  power  in 
his  party.  These  were  the  biggest 
members  of  Buchanan's  firlginal  cab- 
inet. Dix.  Stanton  and  Holt,  unfortu- 
nately for  Buchanan,  came  into  his 
cfiuncil  near  the  end.  instead  of  at  the 
beginning.  Had  they  been  with  him 
two  or  three  yeai^j  earlier  pro'oably  he 
would  have  resisted  the  secession  in- 
fluence, which  Ca.ss  was  unable  to  brace 
him  up  against,  and  his  administration 
might  have  found  a  way  to  cru-sh  the 
disunion  spirit,  as  Jackson  did  thirty 
years  earlier. 

LINCOLN  S  CABINET, 
which  holds  a  high  place  among  presi- 
dential-ministerial councils  on  account 
of  the  ability,  pfditical  experience  and 
dii'tinction  of  several  of  Its  members, 
was  also  representative  of  the  different 
localities  of  the  loyal  half  of  the  coun- 
try. Welles,  the  secretary  of  the  navy, 
represented  New  England;  Se^vard 
and  Cameron  (who  preceded  Stanton, 
the  country's  great»^t  war  minister*, 
the  middle  states;  Chase  and  Caleb  B. 
Smith,  the  West,  and  Montgomery 
Blair  the  eastern  end  and  Edward 
Bates  the  western  end  of  the  bnrfler 
slave  region.  It  is  well  known  that 
Lincoln's  early  intention  was  to  have 
the  South  and  the  party  wMeh  opposed 
him  in  the  election  represented  In  the 
cabinet,  but  it  is  a  mistake  to  suppose, 
as  nearly  all  writers  do,  that  in  going 
outside  of  his  fmrty  he  wf>uld  be  follow- 
ing Washington's  example.  The  case 
of  Jefferson  an  1  Hamilton  in  this  re- 
spect is  misunderstor.d  by  most  per- 
sons. Those  men.  at  the  time  of  their 
appointment  to  Washington's  cabinet, 
did  not  belong  in  opposite  partisan 
camps.  The  Federalists  of  1~M,  the 
year  when  Washington's  cabinet  was 
formed,  were  the  men  who  got  the  c  >n- 
stitutlon  ratified,  and  the  anti-Federal- 
ists were  those  who  tried  to  have  it  re- 
jected. Federalism  and  anti-Federal- 
ism meant  .something  different  from 
this  two  or  three  years  afterward, 
when,  the  constitution  itself  ceasing  to 
be  an  issue,  the  powers  of  the  gr>vem- 
nient  under  it  became  the  burning 
question.  In  1789  Jefferson  and  Ran- 
dolph were  Federalists  equally  with 
Hamilton  and  Knox,  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  cabinet.  That  is.  though 
opposed  to  the  constitution  when  it 
first  left  the  federal  convention  in  1787, 


.lefiei-s\.n  and  Randolpli  turned  around 
and  worked  In  favor  of  it  in  IVSS.  and 
wt'i-e  glad  in  llH\*  and  afterwanl  that 
they  (lid  this.  The  partisan  divergeni'e 
btuweeii  Jefl'erson  and  Hamilton  did 
not  if-illy  begin  until  Hamilton's  Na- 
tional iKink  scheme  was  brought  up 
early  in  17S»1. 

llerntlon.  I^lnctdn's  friend  and  bio- 
grapher, mentions  that  stKui  after  the 
eli'itlon  Lincoln  said  "he  wanted  to 
give  the  South,  by  wa.v  of  placation.  a 
lda<e  In  the  ciilMtu't,"  and  nanud 
"three  persons  who  would  1k'  uccept- 
abl.-  to  him.  They  were  Itotts.  of  Vir- 
ginia; Stephens,  of  (leorgia;  and  May- 
iiard.  of  Tennesse-"."  (Herndon's 
".\braham  Lineoln,"  vol.  n,  pag«"  47;t.) 
From  another  source,  which  will  heri' 
be  quoted,  this  purpose  will  be  more 
fully  reveale*!.  "The  (juestion  of  tak- 
ing part  of  his  constitutional  advisers 
from  among  his  political  opponents  and 
from  the  hostile  or  complaining  South- 
ern stales  had  been  thoroughly  debated 
In  bis  own  mind.  The  conclusifin  ar- 
rived at  is  pluinly  evinced  by  the  fol- 
lowing, written  by  him  and  inserted  as 
a  short  leading  editorial  in  the  Spring- 
field (111.)  Journal  on  the  morning  of 
D'c.  1-'  (.>r  U).  l.StfO:  "We  hear  ?uch  fre- 
quent allusion  t(»  asuppt>sed  i>un>o.se  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  I.,incoln  to  call  into  his 
cabinet  two  or  three  Southern  gentle- 
men fi-om  the  j/artles  ojiposed  to  him 
piditically  that  we  are  prompted  to  ask 
a  few  questions.  (1)  Is  it  known  that 
any  such  gentleman  of  character 
would  accei>t  a  place  in  the  cabinet'.' 
(2)  If  yea,  on  what  terms  does  he  sur- 
render to  Mr.  Lincoln  or  Mr.  Lincoln 
to  I'.im  on  the  political  differences  be- 
tween them,  or  do  they  enter  upon  the 
administiution  in  oi)en  opposition  to 
each  other.'  "  (Nieolay  and  Hay's 
"Abraham  Linctdn,"  v<d.  3.  page  348). 

Seward,  who  soon  after  the  election 
was  offere<l  and  accepteil  the  state 
portfolio,  enlisted  in  the  search  for  a 
Southi-rn  man  for  the  cabinet,  and  he 
suggestetl  Randall  Hunt  of  Louisanla; 
John  A.  (:;ilmer  or  Kenneth.  Rayner,  of 
North  Carolina;  Robert  E.  .Scott,  of 
Virginia:  and  Meredith  I'.  Gentry,  of 
Tenne.ssee.  Lincoln's  prefercnci:,  as  he 
Hiys  in  a  note  on  Jan.  12,  1861.  to  Se- 
wanl.  printed  (p.  364)  in  the  Nicolay 
and  Hay's  volume.  Just  mentioned,  was 
for  (lilmer  over  Hunt  or  Gentry,  be- 
cau.^'e.  ns  he  remarks,  "he  has  a  living 
position  in  the  South,  while  they  have 
n<jt."  and  he  ailds  that  "I  fwir  if  wo 
eould  get  we  could  not  safely  take 
more  than  one  such  man,  that  is  not 
moiv  than  one  opposing  its  in  the  elec- 
Plon.  the  danger  being  to  lose  the  con- 
fl<lence  of  our  own  friends."  All  of 
these  men.  however,  who  were  askeil 
to  emter  the  co/^tlnet  declined.  A  con- 
test between  the  partisans  of  Mont- 
gomery Blair,  a  former  Dem'H-rat.  and 
Henry  W'inter  iXivis,  a  former  Whig, 
for  the  place  In  the  cabinet  which  was 
to  be  given  to  either  one  of  them,  Ijolhv 
ered  Lincoln  for  awhile,  and  on  de- 
termining to  appoint  Blair  ho  was  re- 
minded that  tills  would  put  four  ex- 
Democrats  and  three  ex-Whigs  in  the 
cabinet.  To  this  he  replied  that  he  was 
himself  an  (dd-line  Whig,  and  he 
should  be  there  to  make  the  partie.-^ 
even.  This  was  the  Jeffersonian  idea 
of  equality  between  president  and 
cabinet  members.  Indeed;  but  of  course 
neither  Jefferson  nor  Lincoln  did  or 
could  carry  It  out  very  far. 

The  cabinets  since  the  war,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  Hayes,  have  been 
of  a  lower  level  than  many  of  the  ear- 
lier ones.  Pish,  Boutwell  and  Bristow 
<if  Grant's.  Blaine  of  Garfield's  ami 
Harrison's.  McCulIoch  of  Arthur's. 
Bayard  of  Cleveland's  and  Windom  of 
Harrison's  comprise  about  all  the 
members  of  the  presidential  councils 
of  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  except. 
Mayes',  who  will  be  remembered. 
Hayes'  cabinet  had  three  first-claf;s 
men— Evarts.  Sherman  and  Sehura.  In 
Sherman  It  had  the  greatest  finance 
minister  since  Chase  and  one  of  the 
four  greatest — •Hamilton  and  Gallatin 
being  tiie  other  two — whom  the  coun- 
try has  known.

The  Emperor  NaiM.le<jn  was  a  great 
believer  in  long  nos.  s.  and  of  his  own 
acoord  never  intrust'-ij  a  matter  of  Im- 
portance to  a  weak-nosed  man.  "Give 
me,"  he  would  say.  "ollieers  with  noses; 
I  will  do  the  rest.  "  The  emperor  him- 
self had  a  perfect  Roman  nose,  with  a 
most  beautifully  modelled  mouth  and 
chin,  the  whole  imi^artlng  wonderful 
strength,  dignity  and  force. 

Byron  describes  Julius  Caesar  as  the 
black-eyed  Roman  with  the  eagle's 
beak. 

The  duke  of  Wellington  and  George 
Washington  had  also  Roman  noses,  as, 
indeed,  had  many  famous  commanders. 
SOME  FA.MOrs  NOSES. 
In  a  comi>any  of  m<n  you  may  safely 
count  on  the  Roman-nosed  for  leading 
in  times  of  emergeiK-y.  Among  the  pub- 
lic lioman-nosed  men  of  our  times  are 
Evarts,  Ambassa<l  >:  Bayard,  Blaine, 
Lincoln,  in  politic.^,  and  in  science  it  Is 
to  be  noted  that  ni  st  of  our  great  in- 
ventors are  also  endowed  with  generous 
noses.  Itomanesqui-  in  form.  Frank 
Pullan  Sprague,  one  of  th<!  youngest  of 
the  great  electricians,  has  the  Roman 
nose,  broad,  forceful  chin,  typical  of  the 
man  bound  If  he  lives  to  accomplish 
stupendous  feat--^  in  addition  to  past 
wonders.  Tesla  i.s  of  the  same  type. 
Chauncey  Depew  has  a  marked  Roman 
nose,  .so  has  Gen.  I.,("w  Wallace.  Glad- 
stone also  in  his  y.>uth  had  a  clean-cut 
Roman  n<.)«e.  It  has  thickened  with  his 
years,  as  the  noses  of  all  deeply-think- 
ing people  do. 

The  well-pr'iiiortloned  no.se  should 
take  up  one-third  of  the  profile  from  the 
commencement  "f  the  hair  to  the  tip  of 
the  chin.  The  I'.oman  nose  must  be  at 
least  this  lengtli  to  be  classified  with 
the  conquering  Roman.  Napoleon 
created  the  aj>horism.  "A  long  nose 
mnans  a  long  h'  ad,"  and  it  is  historical 
that  the  longer  nosed  race  has.  unles.« 
fn>m  climatic  causes,  always  coniiuered 
the  shorter-nos-  1  nations. 

Mary  Anderson  has  a  Roman  nose  and 
a  slightly  advimcing  chin,  indicating 
prudency  and  •  conomy.  Queen  Mar- 
gherlta  of  Italy  has  also  the  aquiline 
nose,  but  a  mor  bountiful  chin  and  a 
very  human  and  responsive  mouth.  She 
is  a  woman  of  the  most  generous  and 
loving  nature,  the  Pearl  of  Savoy  in- 
dee<l  and  the  Idol  of  Italy.  The  duchess 
of  Lelnster  has  also  a  marke<l  Roman 
nose.  Her  month,  with  its  upward 
curves,  in  conn'  '^tion  with  the  domin- 
ating ni>se,  mai'>»  her  the  haughtiest- 
looking  woman  of  L<indon. 

THE  JAPANESE  NOSE. 
Twenty  years  ago  I  heard  a  well 
known  student  <f  physiognomy  declare 
that  in  case  of  v.ar  between  China  and 
Japan  the  Japan  se  would  beycmd  pe<r- 
a/1  Ventura  conquer,  lbe<tiufle  their 
longer  noses  were  a  proof  of  their  su- 
rK'rior  lntenigen:e.  He  also  declared 
the  noses  of  nations  increased  in  length 
and  improved  ii.  shape  with  the  ad- 
vance In  arts  an!  civilization,  and  cited 
as  an  examjde  tie  historical  fact  that 
the  typical  nos'-  'f  the  Hungarians  to- 
day is  Roman,  while  their  forefathei^ 
the  Huns,  had  in  their  darkest  times 
noees  so  hideous  y  flattened  that  their 
possessors  scarcely  looked  human. 

The  Rfiman  n'  se  is  the  nose  of  the 
cf.nqueror.  The  Greek  represents  art. 
science  and  1<jv  of  peace.  It  is  pre- 
eminently the  m'  St  beautiful  nose.  The 
Jewish  nose  signifies  the  power  of  ac- 
quiring wealth.  The  Greek  for  pure 
beauty  stands  first  among  noses.  It  is 
strength,  and  se<  n  In  profile  the  outline 
(rf  the  Greek  n-s  •  forms  a  continuation 
almost  without  <  urve  <^'r  deviation  of 
the  line  of  the  forehead,  straight,  fine, 
delicate,  but  neither  sharp  nor  blunted 
at  the  tip.  The  Greek  nose  denotes 
artistic  taste,  great  refinem'^nt,  love  of 
the  beautiful,  a  contented  mind,  a 
j)ea<'eful  disposition.  The  Greek  faced 
woman  will  suffer  agonies  before  she 
rebels.  Once,  however,  she  does  revolt, 
she  Is  a  very  queen  in  her  power  of 
enduranc*.  and  will  bear  quietly  the 
torture  which  quickly  reduces  the  lower 
class  of  noses  to  cringing  slavery.  Tou 
need  not  look  f"r  slave's  bktod  In  tihe 
woman  with  a  I'ure  Greek  profile;  be 
sure  after  one  glance  that  you  are  in 
the  presence  of  iryyalty,  no  matter 
under  what  disguise.  The  Virgin 
Mother  has  always  been  depicted  with 
a  stralghit,  delicate.  Greek  nose.  Zen- 
obia.  the  Nlob'-.  Hygeia.  goddess  of 
heakh  and  beauty;  Juno,  all  have  the 
same  straight   Greek   nose. 

Among  contFmporaneous  women  H. 
R.  H.  the  incomparable  Alexandra, 
princess  trt  Wale.s.  has  a  Greek  nose 
and  an  almost  perfectly  pure  Greek 
profile.  The  Greek  nose  lacks  the  ag- 
gressive qualitie."  of  either  the  Roman 
or  Jewish  n^^^ise.  In  a  man  a  Greek  nose 
denotes  love  of  art.  poetry  and  fre- 
quently an  exalted  religious  tendency. 
The  Rev.  Morgan  Dix  has  the  Greek 
nose,  wMh  the  rather  long  upper  lip  and 
firmly  closed  mouth.  Indicating  great 
refinement,  leaning  toward  asceticism 
and  capacity  for  great  endurance.  The 
upper  part  of  Mr.  Dix's  face  Is  strongb^l 
Indicative  of  Ideality,      Martyrs    have 


had  this  cast  of  features,  and  have  die<J 
for  a  cause  without  a  word.  Phillips 
Bix)oks  had  a  fJreek  nose,  straigOit  and 
elean  cut  as  .a  Greek  cameo.  He,  too, 
would  have  died  f<n-  the  cause  he  loved, 
if,  indeed,  he  did  not  in  the  reckless 
pouring  out  of  his  strength  which  re- 
sulted in  his  too  early  death;  but  Bishop 
l{ro.>ks  had  the  Jaw  and  chin  whieh 
could  n>)t  let  him  be  a  passive  force. 
Had  he  l>een  martyred  he  would  have 
S|>i.'ken  with  his  last  breath  in  burning 
eloquenee  for  his  glorious  cause. 

GREEK  NOSE  WHEN  S.MALL 
.\  small  <5n'ek  nose  upon  a  man's  fare 
.-(•iways  gives  an  expressirm  of  weak- 
ne.'s,  greatly  intensified  by  an  indiffer- 
ently formed  or  ndreatlng  chin,  and 
fui-ther  weakened  In  indications  for 
nfnil  strength  if  there  be  a  dimple. 
I'yi'on  had  a  tJreek  mjse  with  a  <<m> 
yielding  mouth  and  a  <llmpled  chin. 
The  small  <5r4'ek  nosed  man  of  this  tyj>e 
has  little  self-control.  He  Is  often  bril- 
liant, but  will  be  apt  to  degenerate  Intd 
a  dissipated  but  usually  gentlemanly 
failure.  Bynm  and  Raphael  had  Greek 
no.ses.  The  former  had  a  yielding  mouth 
and  chin,  the  latter  a  much  more  de- 
termined base  to  his  face.  Byron  was 
a.  genius,  but  he  made  a  sad  muddle 
of  his  own  and  many  other  lives.  It  is 
noted  that  a  Greek  nose  is  Invariably 
in  art  common  to  pretty  women,  fairies, 
angels  and  saints— never  to  demons, 
witches  or  goblins.  A  number  of 
actors  have  the  (Ireek  nose,  which 
Indieates  love  of  art,  and  have 
undoubtetlly  chi)*<en  their  proper 
vocation.  Kelcey  and  Kyrle  Bellew.  for 
example.  John  Drew,  on  the  contrary, 
has  a  Roman  nose  and  the  viiillty  which 
usually  accompanii'H  that  features.  Kel- 
cey and  Bellew  make  quiet  lovers,  but 
John  Drew  in  love  Is  a  real  Shakespear- 
ean swain  and  "sighs  like  furnace." 

The  Jewis'n  nose  is  the  only  nat1on;il 
n<ise  that  has  in  its  purity  survived  our 
time.  The  Jewish  nose  Is  by  no  means 
to  be  lightly  estimated.  It  was  extolled 
l»y  King  Solomon,  and  the  most  enii- 
iK-nt  character  readers  have  declared 
that  the  owner  o  the  Jewish  nose  i>ns- 
sesses  usuall.v  a  |)hilosophlc  and  spirit- 
ual turn  of  mind,  together  with  a  pene- 
tration into  the  inner  life  that  has  been 
the  envy  of  great  thinkers.  The  Jews 
of  old  attached  no  little  importance  to 
their  own  nose  development,  and  one  oi" 
their  laws  read,  "he  that  hath  a  flat 
nose"  is  ranked  with  the  lame,  blind, 
crooked  back  and  scabbed,  and  likt 
them  prohibited  from  taking  part  in 
the  service  of  the  sanctuary.  The  Jew- 
ish nose  denotes  the  acquisition  of 
wealth,  and  inasmuch  as  wealth  is 
what  we  are  all  more  or  less  seeking,  it 
is  well  to  give  the  nose  of  wealth  its 
real  value.  One  thing  must  be  said 
of  the  Jewish  nation— they  can  bestow 
as  abundantly  as  they  can  acquiri'. 
Look  at  the  noble  record  of  Jewish 
philanthropists  whose  boundless  human- 
ity refutes  the  idea  that  the  terms  Jew 
and  miser  are  symmymous.  Montefiore. 
Rothschild.  Hirsch.  all  most  lavish  of 
benefactors.  Simon    Steme.    of      the 

Committee  of  Seventy,  has  the  JewLsh 
nose  and  the  rigid  integrity  of  his  peo- 
ple. 

MIXED   NOSES. 

Among  the  mixed  noses  physiogno- 
mists have  all  agreed  in  regarding  a 
broad  nose  (seen  full  faced)  whatever 
Its  outline  In  profile,  as  an  indication  of 
thought;  and  in  drawing  a  countenance 
intended  to  show  deep  thought  or  pro- 
found wisdom  one  would  instinctively 
refrain  from  depicting  the  thin,  sharp 
no.se.  with  narrow  tip.  Dr.  Charles  II. 
Parkhurst  has  a  nose  which  accounts 
for  many  of  his  characteiistics  to  the 
reader  of  features.  Its  length  from  the 
lips  outward  indicates  great  inqulsitive- 
ness,  the  broad  nostrils  love  of  human- 
ity, and  the  wide  bridge  magnanimity. 
It  is  the  nose  emphatically  of  the  in- 
(juirer  and  the  prosecutor.  Goff.  on  the 
contrary,  whose  name  naturally  is  a.sso- 
clated  these  days  with  Mr.  Parkhur-sfs. 
has  not  the  nose  of  the  jurist,  but  rather 
of  the  aesthete.  lt^\s  almost  a  pure  Grek 
in  form— rather  larger  and  more  forc- 
ible than  the  usual  Greek  feature.  Many 
distinguished  authors  and  scientific 
men  have  the  broad  nose  which  ac- 
companies deep  thought  and  profound 
research.  Max  Muller.  Professor  John 
Tyndall.  Huxley,  all  have  this  nose. 
Indeed.  Campbell,  a  well  known  physi- 
Dgnomist,  says  there  Is  no  exception  to 
this  sign,  and  observes  th<at  no  deej> 
thinking  man  ever  had  a  ^harp  nose. 
Sharp/iess  Is  most  undesliable  In  this 
feature  of  th&  face;  It  Indicates  a  hate- 
ful temper  and  a  dlsposiifon  to  peck 
and  pull  and  vivisect  one's  fellow  men. 
It  Is  the  bird  of  prey  nose^the  nose  of 
Marat,  of  Carrier;  and.  Indeed,  history 
reveals  that  most  of  the  Instigators  of 
the  French  revolution  had  tliese  vul- 
ture shaped  beaks.  Judas  Iscariot  has 
since  the  betrayal  of  our  Saviour  was 
first  deplctM.  boon  given,  by  common 
consent,  this  thin,  cur\'ed  nose.  The 
sharp  nosed  woman  is  a  good  of  a  cal- 
amity,  and   a  social  disorganizer. 

A   thin   nose  and  a   pointed  chin. 

Looks  fr)r  the  devil,  for  he  dwells 
therein, 
is  an  old  rtiyme.  If  I  knew  of  any  con- 
temporaneous men  (ir  women  possessing 
such  a  nose  I  should  not  dare  to  give 
their  names,  for  the  less  said  on  the 
subject  in  a  personal  way  the  better.  I 
fancy,    for    all    concerned. 

A  thin  obtuse  nose  indicates  a  sen- 
suous character,  and  is  not  tj)  be  wn- 
fused  with  the  cogitative  or  thoughtful 
feature  above  refeired  to.  Voltaire's 
nose  was  of  this  latter  cast. 

Among  mixed  noses  comes  that  of 
our  reform  mayor.  His  honor's  nose 
bears  out  well  Col.  Strong's  character 
as  we  have  come  to  know  it.  It  is 
thoughtful,  very  secretive  and  Immov- 
able. Oliver  S.  Teall  would  have  cap- 
tured the  appointment  he  was  after  if 
his  mtse  had  been  a  little  hmger.  The 
street  sweeping  claimant  has  a  nose 
which  lacks  concentratlfjn  and  secret- 
iveness.  rt  .started  out  to  be  a  good 
old  Roman,  but  failed  to  get  there.  Mr. 
Teall  with  a  longer  nose  and  an  under 
jaw  meeting  the  upper  squarely,  in- 
stead of  receding  as  Oliver's  does,  w\  uld 
have  got  the  plum  he  was  after. 
TURNED   UP   NOSES. 

Last  and  least  desii^ble  of  all  are  \  lo 
turned  up  noses.  The  turned  up  nose 
denotes         cheerfulness,  sharpness, 

cruelty,  love  of  gossip  and  «f  literally 
turning  up  and  demoralizing  everything 
it  comes  in  contact  with.  I  quote  the 
following  from  one  of  the  high»^t  au- 
thorities on  physiognomy:  "The  owner 
if  the  turn  up  has  no  real  force  of  will, 
but  an  unjustifiable  ambition  and 
pride,  which  often  gives  an  appearance 
of  steadiness  of  Itxrrpope.  He  shows  low- 
cunning,  and  often  parades  an  absurd 
self-confidence,  while  his  low  vanity 
and  self-oonceit  prevent  him  from  see-' 
ing  how  he  is  despised.  A  woman  with 
a  turn  up  nose  is  not  to  be  trusted.  She 
will  always  undermine  and  injure  the 
very  best  of  her  friends.  Snubs,  pugs, 
and  turn  up  noses  are  blacklisted  by  all 
readers  of  character.  Paul  of  Russia 
and  Robesplen-e,  both  tyrants,  had  pug 
no.ses." 

There  have  been  small  nosed  tyrants 
and  pug  nosed  cocottes.  but  we  1  'ok  In 
vain  for  a  pug  nosed  truly  great  man 
or  woman,  and  so  generally  is  this  con- 
ceded that  no  painter  or  sculptor  has 
ever  dared  to  insult  the  world  with  a 
pug  no.'jed  Madonna,  or  attempted  to 
force  a  huttiDn  nosed  saint  on  us.  "A 
snub  nos€'."  says  one  writer,  "is  a  cat- 
a-strophe  Indeed,  for  which  there  Is  no 
ledemption  this  side  the  grave."  "I 
would  not,"  says  another,  "trust  a 
snub  u'jsed  woman  in  the  habit  of  a 
nun.  I  should  suspect  her  chastity  the 
more  she  pretended  to  virtue."  The 
snub  nosed  woman  Is  crafty,  dogmatic, 
sensual,  often  witty,  sometimes  mechan- 
ically clever,  coldly  and  deliberately 
immoral  and  treacherous.  She  lives 
tor  flattery  and  popularity,  with  an  In-

Member  of  the  School 

Board. 


The  Retail  Clerks  Have  Been 

Organized  Under  Their 

New  Charter. 


Arrangements  for  the  Labor 

Day  Picnic  on  Fond  du 

Lac  island. 


E.  R.  Cobb  wants  to  be  a  member 
of  the  board  i^f  eilueation  and  will  re- 
ceive the  supjHirl  of  the  Federated 
Trades  assembly  in  securing  the  office. 
His  candidacy  was  annnuncod  at  last 
nighfs  meeting  of  the  asst^mbly  in 
the  course  of  an  address  by  John  S. 
Pardee.  The  organized  men  are  going 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  elect  Mr. 
Cobb,    who    is    president    of    the    State 

Federation  of  Labor  and  delegate  from 
the  assembly  to  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce. 

When  President  McCallum  called  for 
rept)rts  on  the  conditions  of  the  unions 
Delegate  Harmon  arose  and  made  quite 
a  lengthy  address.  Said  he:  "Busi- 
ness is  poor  and  cheap  labor  is  the 
cause  of  it.  The  bosses  claim  they  are 
going  to  drive  'these  labor  agitators' 
out  of  town  because  they  are  holding 
wages  up.  The  friends  of  the  laboring 
men  are  still  all  in  town,  however, 
and  don't  intend  to  move.  The  cor- 
nice work  on  this  new  school  is  a  rank 
piec^  of  work  and  lighter  iron  is  being 
used  on  the  building  than  is  called 
for  by  the  contract.  The  Tinners'  un- 
ion is  still  fairly  prosperous,  although 
the  ele\^tors  sent  on  to  Minneapolis 
and  imported  a  lot  of  men  to  work  on 
some  heavy  rough  piping." 

The  theatrical  stage  employes  re- 
ported the  addition  of  several  new  mem- 
t)ers  to  the^union.  Business  in  their 
line  is  fair.  The  typos  expect  a  new 
job  office  in  town  in  the  near  future. 
The  men  are  now  working  about  as 
usual.  The  Waiters'  union  is  in  good 
condition.  The  men  are  all  working 
and  three  of  the  union  cards  have 
been  hung  in  restaurants.  Sympa- 
thizers with  organized  labor  are  re- 
quested to  ask  to  see  the  cards  and 
help  on  the  work. 

For  the  wood  workers  trade  fails  to 
show  any  improvement  although  the 
organization  is  continuing  to  grow.  All 
the  butchers  are  working  and  this  samt>' 
condition  prevails  in  the  plumbing 
trade.  Work  has  been  slack  since  the 
Fourth  with  the  coopers.  There  is 
nothing  doing  in  the  painting  and 
decorating  line,  although  the  union  is 
growing  stronger  and  making  mar- 
velous progress.  An  organization  un- 
der the  new  charter  was  effected  dur- 
ing the  week  with  twenty-eight  char- 
ter members. 

The  carpenters  reported  no  change 
and  the  same  conditions  prevail  with 
the  cjgarmakers.  who  are  nearly  ail 
loafing.  The  prospects  for  the  electrical 
workers  are  very  good.  At  present  all 
are  working  but  one.  The  union  held  a 
rousing  regular  meeting  Thursday  night 
at  Electrical  Workers  hall.  The  lath- 
ing trade  is  dull,  but  there  are  good 
prospects  of  an  improvement.  Two  or 
three  of  the  Scandinavian  printers  are 
out  of  work.  The  boycott  against  the 
Svenska  Trlbunen  is  proving  ver>'  bene- 
ficial, it  was  reported.  Both  the  steam- 
fitters  and  stonecutters  reported  no 
change,  while  everything  is  lovely  with 
the  street  car  employees.  All  the  tail- 
ors are  at  work  with  trade  good.  The 
Carringrton  boycott  is  being  pushed. 

Then  August  Saxine  and  Peter  Han- 
son, of  the  tailors,  and  George  C.  Find- 
ley  and  Fred  H.  Lounsberry,  of  the 
typograp'hical  union,  were  obligated  and 
reports  of  committees  were  called  for. 
The  conrunittee  on  Federal  lai>or  union 
made  no  report,  but  asked  to  be  con- 
tinued, and  the  committee  to  assist  the 
cigarmakers  was  similarly  disposed  »f. 
The  committee  to  visit  unions  on  be- 
half of  the  coopers  was  continued.  For 
the  committee  on  organization.  Presi- 
dent McCallum  reported  that  the  clerks' 
had  been  organized  Tuesday  night 
under  their  new  charter  with  every 
prospect  of  success.  The  committee 
was  continued,  as  was  the  committee 
to  visit  the  Carriaigton  tailoring  com- 
pany on  behalf  of  the  tailors.  The 
dance  committee  also  reported  and  was 
continued. 

Then  the  committee  having  In  charge 
the  celebration  of  Labor  day  reported. 
For  the  picnic  the  island  of  Fond  du 
Lac  would  be  reserved  exclusively  on 
Monday.  September  2.  The  capacity  of 
the  dancing  pavilion  would  be  enlarged. 
a  ferry  boat  and  scows 'in  attendance, 
and  a  speakers'  stand  erected.  An  at- 
tendance of  at  lea.st  40<)0  is  expected 
and  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  will  run 
special  trains  to  accommodate  the  pic- 
nickers. The  committee  strongly  fav- 
ored the  island,  as  the^'  thought  it 
offered  splendid  advantages  for  aquatic 
and  athletic  sports.  Tickets  will  be 
fifty  cents. 

The  committee  to  assist  the  Scandi- 
navian printers  reported  that  the  boy- 
cott had  worked  so  strongly  against 
the  Tribunen  that  the  former  proprie- 
tors had  sold  out.  It  was  thought 
probable  satisfactory  arrangements 
could  be  made  with  the  new  manage- 
ment. Only  one  of  the  typesetters  is 
out  of  work  at  present.  The  report  wal 
accepted  and  the  committee  continued. 

The  committee  to  assist  the  marble 
and  tile  workers  had  accomplished  but 
little.  That  appointed  to  assist  the 
plumbers  had  succeeded  in  straighten- 
ing up  matters.  Resolutions  of  sym- 
jiathy  with  Delegate  Frank  McDonald 
on  the  dealh  of  his  father  were  adopted' 
and  after  the  discussion  of  some  rou- 
tine matters  the  assembly  adjourned. 


THE  STATE  FEDERATION. 


Some  of  the  Important  Subjects 
Under  Consideration. 

"Really  the  moet  important  thing  done 
at  the  late  meeting  of  the  state  federa- 
tion," said  Secretar>-  W.  B.  Hammond 
to  a  Minneapolis  Times  ref)orter,  "was 
the  passage  of  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  working  people  of  the  state  to  study 
social  and  economic  questions.  I  mean 
to  say  that  that  resolution  would  Ik;  the 
most  important  business  of  the  meet- 
ing, provided  the  working  people  of  the 
state  followed  the  suggestion.  There  Is 
no  doubt  In  my  mind  but  that  if  wage 
earners  would  get  down  tf)  an  Intelli- 
gent   study    of    economic    affairs    they 


wituld  sonu  arrive  at  the  truths.  The 
study  should  be  honest  and  indepen- 
dent. If  workingmen  would  give  this 
line  of  thitught  and  study  more  utl<-i)- 
fii)n  they  would  s»iH>n  be  Intelligent  nit-n 
:lt  the  polls.  The  tilind  allfginiice  III 
party  would  soi>u  In- a  thing  >>(  the  pa.st. 
There  are  altog«'th«-r  tuo  many  work- 
ink;inen  wh«>  worsliip  party  name." 

Sinu«>  v>f  tlu-  important  things  done  by 
the  federation  have  not  yet  been  inatle 
pul>lic.  The  fe<leration  \\a»  organlztil 
largely  for  the  imrpi»se  of  giving  special 
attenliou  to  political  matters — or,  more 
proi>erly  siH>aklng,  to  liKik  after  legis- 
lation. The  idea  (^  having  a  committee 
at  St.  Paul  during  the  legislative  ses- 
sii»ns  is  thought  to  be  a  go^xl  one.  The 
labiir  committee  which  bulked  after 
legislation  last  winter  accomplished  a 
gixid  <1e«J.  both  in  forwarding  legisla- 
tion which  was  favorable  to  the  work- 
ing classes  and  In  ol^tructlng  legisla- 
tion which  was  unfavoral»le.  The  action 
calling  for  the  enactment  of  a  general 
federal  Hen  law.  which  will  prevent  dis- 
honest employers  from  taking  advant- 
age of  state  lines,  and  the  other  action 
asking  for  a  federal  law  providing  for 
trial  by  jury  in  contempt  cases  where 
the  alleged  contempt  was  committed 
outside  the  Immctllate  presence  of  the 
court,  were  two  other  Important  feat- 
ures of  the  work  of  the  meeting.  Of 
course  the  feileratloii  gave  the  Debs 
case  a  gotxl  de«l  of  attention.  It  de- 
veloped in  the  course  of  th*-  discussion 
upon  this  matter  that  every  delegsito 
present  fully  and  h»-artily  endorsed  the 
A.  H.  U.  leader  in  everything  he  has 
done,  so  far  as  last  summer's  strike  is 
concerned,  and  his  ctuirse  since  that 
time. 

Tlie  meeting  was  in  some  resjH-cts  a 
succt«ss,  but  on  the  whole  it  was  hardly 
productive  of  as  much  good  as  some  of 
the  more  «>nthusiastic  delegates  had 
hi>pe«l  for.  There  was  a  feeling  among 
the  more  intelligent  delegates  in  the 
meeting  that  what  was  needed  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  one  thing  was 
mortt  intelligent  and  interested  study 
of  economic  questions  by  working  peo- 
ple generally.  Of  course  there  was  a 
feeling  tliat  with  the  return  of  better 
times  there  would  be  a  general  bracing 
up  of  trades  organizations.  Still  the  re- 
vival will  necessarily  be  somewhat 
slow,  for  there  Is  no  questioning  the 
fact  that  the  severe  Industrial  condi- 
tions of  the  past  two  years  have  con- 
siderably demoralized  labor  organiza- 
tions. The  working  people  of  the  Twin 
Cities  and  the  state  have  had  a  good 
many  leaders,  some  of  whom  proved 
worthy  of  confidence,  while  others  were 
a  detriment  to  the  cause  for  which 
they  were  engaged.  This  experience 
with  leaders,  together  with  the  severe 
trials  incident  to  hard  times,  will  doubt- 
less prove  an  educator  and  a  purifier, 
and  make  organized  labor  in  the  state 
all  the  more  intelligent  and  effective 
hereafter.  There  is  a  feeling  among  or- 
ganized working  peov>le  in  Minneapolis, 
at  least,  that  hereafter  they  should  be 
careful  in  the  selection  of  leaders.  They 
admit  that  their  present  condition  is 
due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  their  leaders  were  men  in 
whom  the  great  mass  of  working  people 
did  not  place  confidence.  It  is  thought 
by  many  there  will  be  a  sort  of  general 
awakening  in  this  direction,  and  that 
organized  labor  will  be  all  the  better 
f*>r  the  unpleasant  experiences  through 
which  it  has  passed.  It  is  entirely  rea- 
sonable to  say  that  hertafter  a  man 
will  be  pretty  carefully  scrutinized  be- 
fore he  is  given  leadership  among  or- 
ganized labor. 


H.  B.  MARTIN'S  SAY. 

H.  B.  Martin,  of  Minneapolis,  who  is 
a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor,  allowed  himself  to 
be  interviewed  by  a  New  York  Star 
reporter  the  other  day,  after  he  had 
visited  Minneapolis,  and  other  points 
in  the  West,  and  Northwest,  and  here 
are  some  of  the  things  he  says: 

"I  found  that  between  New  York  and 
the  Mississippi  river  times  have  im- 
proved recently,  but  that  west  of  the 
river  the  laboring  people  are  still  hav- 
ing a  very  tough  time  to  get  along. 
In  Minneapolis  for  Instance,  the  lum- 
bermen have  put  down  the  wages  of 
their  workmen,  but  have  put  up  the 
price  of  lumber.  In  Minnesota,  Wis- 
consin, Nebraska,  and  the  two  Da- 
kotas.  In  all  of  which  the  K.  of  L.  is 
very  strong,  the  members  are  taking 
a  great  interest  in  politics,  and  are 
really  talking  more  about  parties  than 
thej'  are  about  the  industrial  trades. 
The  great  majority  of  our  members 
are  in  sympathy  with  the  Populist 
party,  and  would  vote  for  the  candi- 
date of  that  party  If  there  was  to  be  an 
election  held  this  fall,  but  as  this  Is 
an  off  year  In  politics  in  nwst  of  the 
states  named  the  influence  of  the  K.  of 
L.  there  will  not  be  felt  so  perceptibly 
as  it  would  be  were  the  case  other- 
wise." 

WHAT  A  STRIKE  COSTS. 
The  advance  sheets  of  the  forthcom- 
ing report  of  the  Illinois  bureau  of 
labor  statistics  contains  some  very  in- 
teresting information  in  regard  to  the 
great  coal  strike  in  that  state  last  year. 
There  were  2520  miners  engaged  in  the 
strike,  working  at  276  mines  and  oper- 
ated by  209  owners.  The  coal  reports 
establish  the  average  daily  wages  of 
all  the  men  In  machine  mines,  also  at 
all  other  mines  where  men  are  paid 
by  the  day,  at  about  $2  per  man  per 
day.  Hence  it  will  be  assumed  In  this 
estimate  that  $2  per  day  is  a  fair  aver- 
age dally  wage  per  man.  It  is  found 
that  25,207  men  suspending  work  and 
losing  an  average  of  3.'?.6  days  each, 
sustained  the  loss  of  a  total  of  846,955 
days,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $1,693,- 
910  as  the  total  loss  in  wages.  This 
gives  a  loss  of  $67.20  to  each  man. 


FOOD  FOR  REFLECTION. 
The   San   Francisco   Star  gives  these 
statements  as  facts:  "• 

1.  The  railroads  of  this  country  are 
collecting  $300,000,000  each  year  on  ficti- 
tious bonds  and  stocks. 

2.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph 
company  Is  demanding  and  collecting 
high  dividends  on  $42,000,000  of  admit- 
tedly watered  stock. 

3.  If  the  railroads  were  confined  to 
8  per  cent  dividends  on  the  cost  of 
construction,  one-half  the  present  pas- 
senger and  freight  tolls  would  pay  such 
dividends  and  all  running  expenses. 

4.  The  general  government  could 
duplicate  the  Western  T'nion  lines  for 
one-fourth  the  amount  on  which  it 
now  pays  dividends. 

5.  William  L.  Scott,  the  great  coal 
baron,  said  that  the  proper  way  of 
controlling  labor  is  to  "make  the  labor- 
er eat  todaj'  what  he  can  earn  tomor- 
row." The  New  York  Tribune  says  that 
the  "small  farmers  must  sell  their  farms 
to  large  land  owners  and  become  ten- 
ant farmers." 


ARGUMENTS  AGAINST  STRIKES. 
Carroll  D.  Wright.  United  States 
labor  commissioner,  is  much  pleased 
with  the  spectacle  of  many  important 
manufacturers  voluntarily  raising 
wages.  He  thinks  this  marks  a  new  era. 
"If  manufacturers  and  other  employers 
would  raise  wages  whenever  the  trade 
conditions  warrants,  it  would  do  away 
with  strikes,"  says  Mr.  Wright.  "It  Is 
a  popular  error  to  suppose  that  the 
strenuous  opposition  which  craftsmen 
offer  to  a  reduction  of  wages,  even  in 
times  of  financial  depression,  is  simply 
from  consideration  of  the  amount  of 
wages  sacrificed  by  the  cut.  Often 
this  is  an  entirely  secondary  considera- 
tion. Perhaps  It  might  be  said  with 
approximate  accuracy  that  such  is  \ 
generally  the  case,  the  main  motive  of  . 
their  resistance  to  the  reduction  being 
the  knowledge,  gained  by  sad  expert-  ^ 
ence,  that  restored  prosperity  in  their  j 
line  of  business  doesn't  mean  a  restora- 
tion of  wages  to  the  point  from  which  • 


they   were  reduced  to  meet  the  exigen- 
cies of  trade  depression,"

It  IS  imdel>»tood  thivt  while  tllere  Weix 
but  4(K)  union  men  at  Homestojid  when 
Carnegie  strike  iif  1S92  broke  out,  there 
are  now  4000,  a  tenfold  Increasi'. 

The  lalK)r  department  of  the  British 
boanl  of  trade  has  lHH.>n  gathering  the 
Mtatlstii's  of  strikes  In  England  for  a 
.series  of  years.  It  is  significant  that 
the  year  of  the  grwitest  number  of 
strikes.  1SS9.  saw  the  largest  percentage 
c.(  them  attain  success.  Another  lesson 
is  made  quite  plain,  and  that  is  the  per- 
centiige  of  unsuccessful  strfkes  has  been 
growing  gre«iter.  It  has  ri.sen  from  17 
to  51,  and  the  successful  strikes  have 
fallen  from  48  in  1SS8  to  17  in  1894.  In 
England,  as  In  America,  It  has  been  de- 
monstratwl  that  the  best  way  to  settle 
Industrial  difficulties  Is  not  by  physical 
force. 

There  Is  a  movement  among  the  rail- 
road labor  oi-ganlzations  to  ally  them- 
selves more  closely  by  means  of  federa-< 
lion,  which  bears  more  promise  of  suc- 
cess th:in  any  similar  movement  in  the 
past.  The  present  plan  of  federation  is 
known  as  the  Cedar  Rjipids  agreement 
and  luis  l)een  in  fortn^  something  ovei-  ii^' 
year.  The  organizations  at  present  In 
the  agreement  are  the  Order  of  Railway 
Conductors,  the  Brotherhood  of  Lcx-o- 
nii)tive  Firemen,  the  Brotherhood  of 
Railway  Trainmen,  the  Order  of  Rail- 
road Telegraphers  and  the  Switch- 
men's Mutual  Aid  iissoclation,  all  of 
wliich  have  in  the  past  year  worketl  in 
liarmony  and  clo.«ie   understanding. 

Moldera,  LiinsJng,  Mich.,  won  a 
strike. 

Iron  and  steel  workers  report  steady 
progress  in   organizing. 

Brooklyn  street  railway  strike  cost 
the   men   nearly  $14,000. 

Co-operative  mining  is  to  be  engaged 
in  near  Seattle,  Wasli. 

Ignited  Garment  Workers  report  that 
six  new  chartetrs  were  Issued  last 
month  and  that  established  unions  are 
gaining  many  new  members.  Also  that 
all  strikes  during  the  month  were  won. 

Carpenters  voted  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  making  a  concerted  move  for 
eight  hours  on  a  given  day  in  all  citiea 
where  eight  hours  is  now  the  rule. 
'Twon't  take  place  this  year,  however. 

The  United  Garment  Workers  of 
America  are  out  with  a  circular  ap- 
pealing to  all  trades  unionists  and 
their  friends  to  come  to  their  assistance 
by  purchasing  only  ready  made  cloth- 
ing that  bears  the  union  label. 

All  barber  shops  in  New  York  state 
must  be  closed  on  Sunday.  except 
those  in  New  York  and  Saratoga  in 
the  summer  months. 

A.  K.  U.  organizors  are  at  work  in 
Ohio,  and  the  order  is  gaining  more 
strength  each  day.  Workers  are  gen- 
erally orgv^nizing  secretly. 

Wisconsin  State  Federation  of  Labor 
reaffirmed  the  A.  F.  of  L.  platform.  In- 
cluding the  famous  tenth  plank,  which 
calls  for  collective  ownershij)  of  the 
means  of  production  and  distribution, 
and  denounced  the  supreme  court  for 
deciding  against  the  A.  R.  U.  leaders, 
characterizing  the  court  as  the  "bul- 
wark of  tyranny,"  and  also  scathingly 
rebuked  the  governor  for  appointing  a 
political  heeler  as  labor's  representative 
on  the  state  hoard  of  arbitration.  All 
unions  of  Wisconsin  are  urged  not  to 
call  upon  said  board  in  case  of  diffi- 
culty. 

General  Secretary  McGuire,  in  a  re- 
cent numt>er  of  the  Carpenter,  has  this 
to  say  about  his  organization:  "Within 
the  past  few  months  the  United 
Brotherhood  has  shown  a  decidedly  en- 
couraging increase  in  membership  in  a 
nun>ber  of  localities.  Fully  35  per  cent 
of  our  unions  have  had  gains,  and  it  is 
due  to  the  individual  and  collective  ac- 
tivity of  the  members  in  such  places, 
backed  by  public  meetings  or  social 
gatherings  or  by  the  liberal  distribution 
of  'appeals'  and  printed  literature  for 
non-union  men,  which  we  furnish  free 
from  this  office." 

At  the  convention  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Master  Plumbers,  held  In 
Philadelphia.  Pa.,  the  treasurer  re- 
ported the  receipts  for  the  year  at  $11,- 
125  and  a  balance  on  hand  of  $6297. 
Proposals  were  adopted  requiring  all 
local  associations  to  be  affiliated  with 
the  state  associations  of  their  respective 
states,  in  order  to  benefit  by  member- 
ship In  the  national  association  and  be 
entitled  to  representation  therein,  and 
to  boycott  certain  firms  selling  supplies 
to  non-affiliated  tradesmen. 

Labor  Commissioner  Fitzgerald,  of 
California,  has  found  proof  that  the 
majority  of  the  Japs  in  the  state  are 
virtually  slaves  to  the  contractors.  He 
will  prepare  a  memorial  to  congress 
asking  for  strict  exclusion  of  the 
brownies.  He  will  also  open  a  free  labor 
bureau  in  San  Francisco  in  July,  and  is 
confident  of  finding  work  for  a  large 
number  of  men. 

The  printers  of  Rockford,  111.,  are  an 
energetic  body  of  men.  A  few  months 
ago  they  constltxrted  the  sole  trade 
union  in  the  city.  Today  the  wood- 
workers, the  painters,  cigarmakers  and 
carpenters  are  organized,  and  the  last 
addition  to  the  ranks  of  organized  labor 
also  chiefly  due  to  the  printers'  efforts, 
Is  the  bakers. 

In  order  to  bring  about  the  equaliza- 
tion of  miners'  wages.  Secretary  Mc- 
Bride,  of  the  United  Mineworkers, 
union,  had  advised  all  miners  in  the 
Pittsburg  region  to  go  to  work  at  55 
cents,  instead  of  65  cents,  on  the  terms 
of  the  Pittsburg  Railroad  Coal  Opera- 
tors' association. 

Unemployed  men  from  all  parts  of 
the  Pacific  coast  and  many  from  the 
East  are  flocking  to  Stockton,  Cal..  in 
anticipation  of  work  on  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley  railroad.  There  is  no  im- 
mediate prospect  of  work  beginning. 

The  National  Musicians'  union  has 
suspended  Herr  Fritz  Scheel,  the  fa- 
mous conductor  of  the  San  Francisco 
Golden  Gate  Park  band,  for  debt  due 
to  the  men  whom  he  engaged  in  the 
East  to  play  at  the  Midwinter  fair. 

The  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  semi-porcelain 
and  white  granite  makers  have  de- 
cided to  adopt  the  ?]nglish  price  list 
which  means  a  reduction  of  6  to  10  per 
cent.  Now,  there  Is  talk  of  reducing 
wages  to  meet  the  cut. 

California  carpenters'  unions  are  re- 
organizing for  the  purpose  of  inaugur- 
ating the  "Chicago  agreement,"  which 
provides  for  o  standard  rate  of  wages 
and  the  employment  of  union  men  ex- 
clusively. 

The  new  headquarters  of  the  Ma- 
chinists' International  -association  will 
be  in  the  Monon  building,  Chicago.  The 
organization  Is  now  formally  affiliated 
with  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

The  Spanish  minister  at  W'ashington, 
D.  C.  blames  the  Cuban  "\iprising"  up- 
on the  clgai-makers  of  Florida  and  their 
sympathizers  in  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia and  Baltimore. 

The  Philadelphia,  Pa..  United  Labor 
league  has  7)e"titioned  the  treasury  de- 
partment for  the  removal  of  Shipping 
Comml.ssloner  King  for  blacklisting  un- 
ion seamen. 

The  San  Francisco  Marine  Firemen's 
union  reports  the  loss  by  death  of 
thirty-one  members  during  the  past 
year.  Nineteen  members  were  drowned 
in  the  CoUma  wreck.

With  the  givat  empires  of  the  world 
spending  annually  millions  of  money 
in  the  effort  lo  fit  them  ito  defy  -all 
creation  in  the  event  of  a  general  war, 
Ihe  Umlted  States  government  has  been 
charged  with  being  behind  the  age 
when  It  rests  content  with  a  few  first- 
class  ships  of  war,  says  the  New  York 
Mercury. 

But  the  p»atriotlc  Americans,  who  well 
know  what  Yankee  nerve  and  inventive 
genius  can  acctimpllsh,  have  smiled  at 
the  howls  of  the  timorous  and  smiled 
knowingly  as  they  said:  "Wait  until 
the  occasion  arises  and  you  will  see 
Jonalthan  rise  to  the  occasion."  While 
mighty  vessels  of  war  are  being  con- 
structed all  ovlt  the  world,  soience  dis- 
covers that  They  would  be  about  as 
harmful  as  toys  if  opposed  to  tthe  tre- 
mendous destructive  forces  thai  could 
be  brought  to  bear  upon  them  by  the 
usv^  of  modern  explosives. 

This  is  how  the  navies  of  the  world 
could  be  wiptil  out  of  existence  if  they 
came  steaming  over  here  to  capture 
the  Uni-ted  States. 

A  hundred  l^arrels  of  nitro-glycerine 
Ciin  be  placed  on  board  a  vessel  with  all 
the  necesstary  equipment,  at  a  cost  of 
$20,000.  A  vessel  representing  the 
proper  construction  needs  to  be  on  a 
flatboat  order,  somewhat  long  and 
wide,  so  as  to  rear  well  near  the  sur- 
face. 

This  light  and  inexpensively  con- 
structed craft  is  to  be  propelled  by 
twin  screws  run  at  a  high  mo»tion  and 
operated  by  gasoline  engines  represent- 
ing 300-horse  jKuwer. 

These  engines  belong  to  the  class  that 
have  the  piston-head  operated  by  al- 
<erniate  explii«io<ns  instead  of  steam, 
thus  dispensing  with  much  weight  and 
machinery,  and  >as  fire-box  .pumps, 
boiler,  etc..  are  eliminated,  when  once 
.set  in  motion,  require  no  further  atten- 
tion than  oiling.  One  barrel  of  gasoline 
would  propel  such  a  vessel  as  is  under 
consideration  l.iO  miles  and  there  would 
be  no  difficulty  whatever  of  attaining 
a  speed  of  forty  miles  per  hour.  This 
is  nearly  douljle  thajt  of  any  iron-clad 
vessel  afloat  and  should  any  of  these 
unwieldy  agfi legations  of  steel  ap- 
proach within  ten  leagues,  their  doom 
would  be  seale  i.  The  procedure  would 
be  very  simple. 

NO    ESCAPE    POSSIBLE. 

Several  of  thest  niitro-destroyers  may 
calmly  await,  along  the  line  of  stJations, 
the  approach  of  the  hostile  craft.  These 
stations  may  be  some  distance  to  sea 
or  near  shore,  a.s  may  be  deemed  best. 
If  there  be  a  fleet  of  menacing  war  ves- 
sels, from  four  to  six  of  ithese  boats 
may  be  started  on  somewhat  diverging 
lines,  ais  spokes  radiate  from  a  hub, 
thus  anticipating  any  flank  move- 
ment. 

What  shall-  it  now  signify  whether 
there  be  one  or  100  ironclad  ships  to  do 
battle?  What  signifies  l/t  if  their  guns 
be  cajiable  of  hurling  their  shell  a 
dozen  miles,  and  that  their  armour  be 
absolutely  invulnerable?  What  is  now 
to  come  into  play  Is  the  antithesis  of 
Uheitargelt  principle  wrought  by  tubular 
action.  Lt  is  direct  concussion,  the  fir.s:t 
exi>ansion,  where  all  the  explosive 
force  is  available  and  nothing  need  be 
subatraoted  for  friction,  distance,  recoil, 
etc.,  etc.  There  is  absolutely  no  limit 
to  the  volume  of  explosive  energy  tlhat 
may  be  generated,  as  ft  has  not  now  to' 
be  resisted  by  a  still  stronger  metallic 
chamber.  The  wide  ocean  has  no 
haven  to  which  tliese  ironclads  can  re- 
tire from  the  swift  pursuit  of  these 
merciless  deistroyei-s— these  automati- 
cally fiying  mes.'sengers,  each  of  which 
bears  a  dormant  force  capable  of  hurl- 
ing the  entire  ironclad  combination  a 
thousand  feet  into  the  air. 

Each  of  these  vessels  is  speeding  on 
its  mis.sion  almo.st  like  the  flight  of  an 
arrow;  each  is  charged  with  a  thou- 
sand times  the  Intensified  consequences 
of  the  earthquake,  the  volcano,  the  cy- 
clone and  the  lightning;  each  carries  a 
cliwk  mechanism  and  in  a  fixed  tim"^ 
is  bound  to  let  go! 

SATAN    UNDONE. 

The  descent  of  Saitian,  when,  as  in  th^ 
Miltoniam  conception,  he  was  ejected 
from  the  battlements  of  heaven,  was  a 
taane  and  spiritless  phenomenon  as 
compared  with  the  mission  of  such  an 
agent  of  destruction  when,  in  the  most 
infinitesimal  part  of  a  second,  a  vol- 
olume  of  expansive  energy  tha»t  cubes 
more  than  1100  feet,  shall  press  the  at- 
mosphere as  a  .solid  rock  and  hurl  it 
with    inconceivable    velocity. 

Would  the  prisent  type  of  war  ves- 
sels have  any  ncourse  whatever?  In 
this  extremity,  would  modern  guns  be 
of  one  whit  more  consequence  than 
the  m«re  semblance  painted  on  can- 
vas? 

There  would  not  be  one  chance  in 
thousands  of  hitting  these  fast  vessels 
beyond  the  radius  that  would  embrace 
the  demolition  of  the  ships  themselves, 
and  once  inside  of  such  aiea,  to  strike 
them  could  only  hasten  the  universal 
catastrophe.  Consider  now  the  ratio 
of  the  cannon's  destructive  area  to  the 
area  of  the  death  radius  wrougiht  by 
this  process. 

The  former  is  as  only  one  to  many 
tens  of  thousands  of  the  latter. 

But  who  shall  describe  the  spectacle 
that  ifoi"  a  few  moments  shall  be  on  ex- 
hibition, when  from  4000  to  20,000  gal- 
lons of  this  chemical  combination  shall 
leap  Into  instantaneous  expansion? 
NOTHING  COULD  LIVE.

It  is  necessary  to  stale  that  in  this 
maelstrom  of  destruction —  in  this 
Hades  of  disintegration,  not  a  vestige 
of  any  floating  thing  would  be  seen, 
when  order  had  again  succeeded  chaos.

The  acids  and  the  grease  could  even 
be  started  on  a  nitro-destroyer,  in  sep- 
arate vessels,  to  intermingle  into  this 
most  Satanic  combination,  en  route, 
and  herein  lies  a  most  potent  advan- 
tage over  all  other  explosives.  It  may 
be  an  explosive  only  when  at  the  end 
of  its  mission  and  be  entirely  harmless 
as  it  reposes  on  the  wharf  of  the  har- 
bor that  is  to  be  defended. 
WE  COULD  DEFY  THE  WORLD. 
In  a  few  weeks  the  United  States 
government  could  put  its  harbors  in 
condition  to  defy  all  nations,  so  readily 
is  the  adaptation  of  this  means  of  de- 
fensive warfare,  and  all  this  could  be 
done  without  a  naval  officer,  with  com- 
mon laymen,  whose  lessons  could  be 
learned  in  a  week.  The  entire  outlay 
should  fall  within  the  cost  of  a  single 
first-class  man-of-war. 

These  are  facts  that  can  be  main- 
tained and  demonstrated  both  theo- 
retically and  practically,  and  the  prin- 
ciple involved  has  been  illustrated  a 
hundred  times,  in  nitro  glycerine  ex- 
plosions, within  the  last  twenty  years.

horses,  with  atmospheric  vibrations, 
such  as  no  animate  forms  can  endure. 
UNIVERSAL  PEACE. 
From  the  arts  of  peace  men  would 
no  longer  be  taken  In  their  prime  to 
be  drilled  and  transformed  into  mere 
machines  for  pointing  tubes  charged 
with  powder  and  loaded  with  leaden 
pellets,  only  to  accomplish  an  execu- 
tion so  disappropriate  to  the  attending 
"pomp  and  circumstance"  that  the  cli- 
max is  but  little  more  than  pathetic, 
bordering  on  the  pitiful. 


Once  cheapen  and  so  intensify  the 
capacity  for  destruction  that  all  gov- 
ernments are  equalized — once  make  it 
so  completely  and  so  universally  an- 
nlhllatory  that  neither  navy  nor  army 
dare  be  massed  and  all  must  perish 
that  thus  engage,  then  this  unendur- 
able extravagance  and  relic  of  bar- 
barism will  be  banished  from  the  earth. 

The  declaration  of  independence  will 
then  ring  around  the  globe,  men  will 
rise  to  higher  life,  monarchies  will  van- 
ish, and  republicanism  will  become  an 
international  establishment.

The  Bimetallic  league  <>f  England  has 
aJtlnssied  the  fullowing  memorial  to 
the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer  against 
the  further  continuance  of  the  single 
g«)Kl  standard  of  money.  The  signa- 
tures to  the  memorial  indicate  the 
strength  of  the  bimetallic  movement  In 
Oreat  Britain. 

•To  the  Right  Honorable  the  Chancel- 
lor of  the  Exchequer. 
"Sir — The  executive  council  of  the 
Bim<-tallio  league,  observing  that  a 
memorial  has  been  presented  to  you 
by  certain  'merchants  and  bankers  of 
the  city  of  Lond-n  in  reference  to  the 
liiscussion  which  has  lately  taken 
place  in  parliament  on  the  question  of 
the  currency.'  beg  leave  to  address  you 
on  the  same  subject. 

••Differing  altogether  from  these  me- 
morialists in  the  views  which  they  ex- 
press, we  rt-joice  at  that  which  they 
justly  describe  as  •the  growing  agrita- 
tion  in  favor  of  what  is  called  bimetal- 
lism." for  the  following  reasons,  which 
we  have  the  honor  to  submit: 

"It  is  true  that  our  present  system 
of  currency  has  prevailed  in  the  United 
Kingdom  fr>»m  1^6.  without  intermis- 
s«ion.  up  to  now.  But  we  think  it  is 
misleading  to  assert,  as  the  memor- 
alists  allege,  that  it  was  under  the 
operation  of  that  system  that  •the  com- 
mercial supremacy  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  financial  ascendancy  of  Lon- 
di>n  have  been  established  and  main- 
tained.' 

"Those  results  were  achieved  before 
the  adoption  of  the  gold  standard  in 
this  country.  It  must  also  be  remem- 
bered that  during  the  chief  part  of 
that  period,  for  nearly  sixty  years  after 
1SI6.  all  the  business  uf  this  country 
and  the  world  was  conducted  under  the 
dominating  influence  of  the  bimetallic 
system. 

•So  long  as  that  system  was  main- 
tained by  the  action  of  foreign  countries 
there  was  little  if  any  fluctuatl'>n  or 
divergence  in  the  relative  value  of  gold 
and  silver:  the  parity  'oetween  the  tw> 
metals,  for  all  practical  purposes,  was 
steadily  maintained:  the  standard  of 
value  was  comparatively  stable,  an-i 
the  commerce  of  this  eountr>-  was  con- 
duct'-d  with  e<iual  facilityr  whetht^'r 
with  gold  or  silver  using  countries,  In 
all  parts  of  the  world. 

"These  results  were  of  Jipcalculable 
importance  to  a  country  such  as  ours, 
pre-eminent  In  commerce  and  endowed 
with  vast  colonial  and  Indian  posse.^- 
sions. 

"We  acknowledge  that  so  long  as 
those  conditions  were  maintained  the 
gold  standard  sufficiently  supplied  our 
nee<l3.  But  th*"  experience  of  recent 
years  has  entirely  convinced  us  thnt 
these  important  results  were  due,  n "t 
to  the  operation  of  our  single  stand- 
ard, but  to  the  universal  effect  of  tiie 
Limetallic  law. 

■'We  are  confirmed  in  this  opinion 
by  the  fact  that  with  the  abandonment 
of  bimetallism  the  immense  advan- 
tages we  have  referred  to  have  entirely 
disappeared. 

•'Since  that  event  occurred  and  sil- 
ver was  dethroned  an  attempt  has 
been  made  for  the  first  time  in  history 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Western 
"world  upon  a  gold  basis  alone. 

"This  novel  amd  great  experiment 
has  been  followed  bj-  its  natural  results 
— X  wide  and  Increasing  divergence, 
with  constant  fluctuations.  In  the  value 
of  the  precious  metals,  which  have  hin- 
dered and  embarrased  trade;  and  a  pro- 
xresslve  fall  in  prices,  which  has  been 
seriously  Injurious  to  industrial  under- 
takings. 

"Under  this  experiment,  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  we  have  been  liable  to  all 
the  evils  which  were  Indicated  in  the 
resolution  accepted  by  the  government 
and  unanimously  passed  by  the  house 
of  commons;  or  that,  in  some  of  the 
chief  requirements  which  are  expected 
«>f  a  standard  of  value,  such,  for  in- 
stance, as  stability,  the  single  g"ld 
standard  has  lamentably  failed. 

"Moreover.  It  is  a  fact  that  most  of 
the  evils  w^hich  the  meriiTirialists  ap- 
prehend from  any  c'nange  or  modifica- 
tion in  our  cuarrency,  have  overtaken 
us  already,  under  the  operation  of  our 
present  system.  • 

"Contracts  have  been  disturbed,  the 
bTirden  of  the  debtor  has  been  increased, 
property  has  depreciated,  and  enter- 
prise has  been  checked,  with  a  corre- 
sponding loss  of  capital  embarked  in 
Industo'  and  of  employment  to  the 
,%vorking  classes. 

"Surely  theSe  are  matters  of  grave 
aiKi  serious  importance,  which  deserve 
and  should  command  attention,  and 
yet  thep  appear  to  be  entirely  ignored 
by  the  vr.  -  lists,  and  not  even  to 
.have  ent- 1  ■  their  consideration. 

"We  think,  with  great  respect,  that 
in  view  of  the  gen-^ral  and  widespread 
depTk^sion  in  the  textile,  the  coal,  the 
iron,  the  shippi'ng  and  other  great  in- 
dustr'es  of  thtir  kingdom,  with  a  parli- 
me'ntary  conunittee  sitting  even  now 
to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  un- 
«*mployed;  and  with  agriculture  grlev- 
f>u.«ly  affected,  and  in  many  districts 
■well-nigh  ruined,  it  may  be  well  for  the 
memoriali.'ts  to  rememh-er  that  it  is 
upon  the  welfare  of  her  commerce  a.id 
her  industries,  even  more  than  on  h^r 
Jjanking  hiterests,  that  the  prosperity 
•>f  a  country,  and  its  people,  ultiipately 
depends. 

"We  observe  that  they  were  not 
concerned  to  offer  an  opinion,  so  long 
as  it  was  proposed  to  apply  the  bi- 
metallic principle  to  foreign  nations 
only.  But  the  general  effect  of  re- 
establishing bimetallism  would  be  the 
same  to  us.  with  or  without  our  concur- 
rence with  other  nations. 

"In  view,  however,  of  the  vastness  of 
mir  commerce,  of  the  burden  of  indebt- 
edness which  is  borne  by  our  colonies 
in  In  r  \  of  the  fact  that  we  have 

three   .  sy.<»tems  of  currency  with- 

in the  e.'ni..re  at  present,  we  think  that 
nfi  people  in  the  world  is  more  inter- 
ested in  this  object  than  ourselves,  and 
that  we  ought  heartily  to  co-operate 
with  foreign  nations  in  the  endeavor  to 
achieve  it 

"The  experience  of  history,  the  teach- 
ings of  science,  and  the  conclusions  of 


autl  irlty  as  expressed  in  the  unani- 
mous rei^Kirt  of  the  gold  and  silver  com-> 
mi^•-  '>ti,  unite  in  sui>portlng  th>'  opinion 
thu!  under  the  operation  of  this  system 
the  lelatlve  value  of  the  metals  was 
sui  s.-jfully  maintained,  and  that 
unci  r  any  ;'<mditions  t.>  be  reasonably 
an!  ^'ipate*!  .similar  results  nwst  be 
exp     le«l  In  the  future. 

••'i'iie  recent  Statements  on  behalf  of 
the  b^rench  government,  the  resolutions 
of  '?*>  (terman  reichstag  and  state 
.  'u:  il.  us  Well  as  of  both  houses  of  tluj 
i'ru--i;in  diet,  and  the  emphatic  declar- 
atli  :l^;  of  the  gi>vernment  of  the  I'nlted 
Stat'  -;  in  favor  of  international  bimetal- 
lism are  pro->fs  of  the  desire  on  tiie 
part  of  France,  of  Germany  and  tiie 
Unit  1  States  to  join  with  the  I'nlted 
Kln^  lom  in  a  serious  endeavor  to  ac- 
com;  -ish  this  great  end. 

"N  ne  of  the  alarming  consequences, 
whio:;  are  foreshadowed  by  the  me- 
mory ists.  occurred  under  bimetallism 
In  he  pa.'it.  and  while  experience 
pro\s  th&t  it  has  co-existed  with  a 
peri  d  ot  the  greatest  prosperity,  no 
arg;::nent  or  reason  has  been  hitherto 
adduced  to  warrant  the  assumption 
that  these  consequences  would  be  likely 
to  a:  ise  if  It  was  adopted  In  the  future. 
•■'  a  the  other  hand.  It  Is  not  denied 
tha'  since  the  mints  of  fi>relgn  coun- 
trif-^  have  been  closed  to  the  free  coln- 
agf  of  silver  new  conditions  have  arisen 
whi -h  have  seriously  affectetl  the  opera- 
tio.-i  of  our  single  standard  and  all  the 
biiv  ness  transacted  by  Its  means.

QUEER  MESSENGER. 

Cockroach  Mail  Carrier  in  the 
Ohio  Penitentiary. 

An  interesting  story  is  related  by  the 

Cincinnati  Enquirer  with  reference  to 
a  scheme  for  the  transmission  of  infor- 
mation in  the  Ohio  penitentiary  dis- 
covered years  ago  by  Dr.  Sid  McClu". 
then  resident  physician  at  the  prison. 
Confined  in  adjoining  cells  at  the  time 
were  John  Ryan,  a  Chicago  thief,  and 
Bill  Rodifer,  a  desperate  burglar,  who 
was  killed  one  night  several  years  ago 
while  going  through  a  house  at  In- 
dianapolis. Ryan  labored  along  under 
the  sobriquet  of  "Starlight  Jack,"  and 
was  as  villainous  a  fellow  as  ever  held 
up  a  stage  coach. 

His  bravery  in  withstanding  a  flog- 
ging with  the  cat-o'-nino  tails,  and  not 
uttering  a  sound  brought  him  to  the 
attention  of  Rodifer,  v.-ho  looked  upon 
him  as  being  made  of  the  real  stuff. 
Rodifer  himself  was  undergoing  pun- 
ishment in  his  cell  at  the  time,  and 
while  Starlight  Jack's  wounds  were 
healing,  he  was  locked  up  in  his  cell, 
which,  as  stated,  adjoined  that  occu- 
pied by  Rodifer.  Though  the  door  of 
the  cell  was  kicked  and  a  great  wall 
separated  them,  yet  they  were  suffi- 
ciently close  together  to  become  ac- 
quainted. So  well  did  they  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  that  they 
were  soon  upon  the  best  of  terms  and 
arranged  to  make  a  break  together  for 
liberty.  Each  had  friends  upon  the 
outside  ready  to  assist  him.  Matters 
went  along  swimmingly  until  one  day 
when  Dr.  McClure  happened  along  and 
was  the  means  of  frustrating  their 
plans.  The  doctor  had  occa.sion  to  visit 
a  cell  near  that  of  Ryan.  The  heat 
drove  him  outside  the  cell  and  there, 
leaning  up  against  the  iron  railing,  he 
stood  to  cool  off. 

While  standing  there  the  convict 
whom  he  was  attending,  and  who  was 
a  bitter  enemy  of  Rodifer,  told  him  to 
watch  at  the  bottom  of  the  doors  to  the 
cells  in  which  Rodifer  and  Ryan  were 
confined,  and  see  whether  an  Insect 
would  not  soon  make  Its  appearance 
and  pass  to  and  fro  from  each  cell.  Dr. 
McClure  followed  instructions,  and  in 
a  little  while  was  engaged  in  watching 
a  cockroach  which  would  come  out  of 
Ryan's  cell  and  enter  that  occupied  by 
Rodifer.  Remaining  there  for  a  time, 
it  would  return.     This  it  kept  up. 

"What  does  it  mean?"  asked  the  doc- 
tor of  the  convict. 

"The  next  time  it  comes  out  of  either 
cell  catch  It."  was  the  answer,  "and  see 
what  you  will  find." 

Dr.  McClure  for  the  second  time  fol- 
lowed instructions,  and  was  rewarded 
for  his  pains.  Attached  to  one  of  the 
tiny  wings  of  the  cockroach  he  found 
a  bit  of  paper,  upon  which  were  some 
queer  characters.  The  paper  he  took 
to  the  warden's  office,  together  with  the 
infeect.  The  characters  de^-iphered 
showed  there  was  a  plot  between  Ryan 
and  Rodifer  to  escape.  Both  men.  see- 
ing the  jig  was  up.  explained  all.  They 
had  adopted  a  cipher  In  order  to  the 
better  prevent  their  plans  being  dis- 
covered in  the  event  of  any  of  the  their 
notes  falling  Into  the  wrong,  hands. 
While  they  were  wondering  how  best 
to  exchange  confidences  Ryan  managed 
to  espy  a  roach.  Writing  a  note,  he 
fastened  it  to  a  wing  of  the  insect  and 
shoved  it  out  underneath  the  door  of 
his  cell.  Rodlfer's  cell  being  the 
clnsest  by.  the  roach  made  its  way 
underneath  the  door  to  that.  Rodifer. 
after  readllng  the  note,  would  send  back 
an  answer  in  the  same  way. 

The  roach  was  kept  going  and  com- 
ing so  frequently  that  Rodifer  claimed 
it  soon  got  to  know  Its  business,  and 
woukj  start  at  once  for  his  cell  as  soon 
as  Ryan  took  it  from  a  collar  box.  in 
which  he  kept  It  when  not  acting  as 
messenger,  and  fastened  a  note  to  one 
of  its  wings.  The  convict  who  tipped 
off  the  roach's  work  to  Dr.  McClure 
had  been  confined  to  his  cell  for  some 
time,  though  having  the  liberty  of  the 
corridor.  He  had  got  onto  the  use  that 
wtas  being  made  of  the  insect,  and  see- 
ing an  opp«jrtunlty  to  get  Rodifer  Into 
trouble,  lost  no  time  in  doing  so.

THE  DOG.S  OF  BRl'SSKL.S, 
In  this  country  the  dog  is,  in  nine  cases* 
out  of  ten,  the  master  of  the  man,  says 
the  Baltimore  News.  In  continental  Eu- 
rope, the  reverse  is  the  case;  the  dog 
there  V)eing  too  often  the  martyr  of  the 
man.  In  Belguim  is  this  especially  notice- 
able: for  one  of  the  Hrst  things  that  im- 
presses the  stranger  in  Brussels  is  the  im" 
mense  number  of  dogs  employed  in  draw- 
ing barrows  and  small  carts  about  the 
streets.  In  this  city  alone  over  lO.fxX) 
dogs  are  so  engaged:  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  draught  dogs  in  the  whole  country 
is  probably  not  ie.ss  than  50,<X«», 

Generations  of  servitude  have  made  the 
Helgiiin  dog  a  race  apart.  For  his  size  he 
Is  .said  to  iK)s»e,ss  the  greatest  pulling 
power  of  any  animal,  four  times  his  own 
weight  being  considered  a  load  well  with- 
in his  power.  Taking  his  average  weight 
as  half  a  hundred  weight  this  means  that 
something  lilie  50iXi  tons  are  dally  dragped 
ai)OUt  Ijy  canine  hilior  in  Belgium. 

The  economic  importance  of  the  Bel- 
gium dog,  and  his  ln.il)ility  to  eive  effec- 
tive expres.sion  to  his  own  grievances, 
have  caused  the  Royal  Societl  for  the 
Frotection  of  animals  to  undertake  an 
agitation  for  the  amelioration  of  his  lot. 
11  is  ur^ed  that  the  anlmlas  are  frequent- 
ly overloaded  and  often  cruelly  treated; 
and  that  in  many  cases  they  are  given  no 
opiKJrtutdty  for  resting  when  the  cart  or 
barrow  is  not  actually  in  motion.  Among 
the  reforms  demanded  are  (1)  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  whip,  and  severe  penalties 
against  the  cruel  practice  of  kicking 
tired-out  dogs;  (2)  the  raising  of  the  min- 
imum shoulder  height  for  dogs  of  burden 
from  twenty  to  twenty-two  inches;  (3)  a 
penalty  again.st  drunkenness  when  In 
charge",  and  against  the  employment  of 
children  as  drivers;  and  (4)  the  compulsory 
arrangement  of  harness  and  shafts  so  as 
permit  the  animals  to  He  down  when  the 
vehicle  is  at  rest.  Although  there  is  no 
demand  as  .vet,  by  either  the  dog  or  their 
biped  friends,  for  an  eight-hour  law, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  adoption 
of  these  planks  in  the  platform  of  canine 
emancipation  will  be  hailed  with  grati- 
tude throughout  weary  dogdom  in  the 
domain  of  King  Leopold.

In  these  days  of  heat  ami  dust  the 
subject  i>f  underwear  is  one  not  to  In- 
lisrhtly  put  aside.  Almost  all  women, 
at  some  time  in  their  lives.  dt>cide  to 
wear  woolen,  summer  or  winter,  be- 
cause they  have  been  told  that  It  is 
cooler,  more  healthful  and  altogether 
more  comfortable  than  anything  else 
in  warm  weather,  and  infinitely  better 
in  the  winter  time.  The  latter  state- 
ment no  one  will  attempt  to  confute. 
but  to  the  first  many  a  victim  of  t 
friends  tomni>.)n  sense  must  say.  "Not 

so." 

Woolen  undergarments  are.  says  the 
Chicagro  Inter-tX^ean.  not  the  ideal 
wear  for  midsummer,  neither  are  those 
made  of  silii.  Gauze  is  fairly  comfort- 
able, but  nothing  will  compare  with 
sheer  linen  lawn  or  batiste.  Old-fash- 
ioned pei>;-le  are  fairly  reveling  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  chemise,  so  long 
discardeil  by  fashionable  women,  is 
coming  back.  Indeed,  that  it  has  ar- 
rived and  is  bot^ked  to  stay.  It  is  of 
different  shape  from  that  worn  by  our 
mothers;  dainty,  narrow  shoulder  bands 
have  taken  the  place  of  the  ugly  gusset 
sleeve,  and  the  garment  is  fitted  to  the 
form. 

All  the  shops  show  them  in  infinite 
variety,  and  with  them  drawers,  skirts 
and  night  dresses  to  match.  These  sets 
are  seen  in  colors,  and  someone  must 
buy  them,  but  who?  The  woman  of 
ta^ite  now  repudiates  colored  under- 
wear, and  puts  on  only  the  daintiest  of 
white  undergarments. 

Lace  is  used  in  great  profusion,  both 
on  the  neck  and  skirl  of  the  chemise 
and  in  ruffles  for  drawers  and  skirls. 
But  the  very  elegant  woman,  the 
woman  of  the  well-filled  purse,  will 
have  nothing  but  the  finest  hand  em- 
broidery, and  looks  with  horror  upon 
the  ruffled  abominations  which  the  or- 
dinary woman  delights  in. 

As  a  matter  of  fact— and  becoming- 
ness — the  ordinary  woman  has  the  bet- 
ter of  it.  for  nothing  is  so  femininely 
beautiful  as  the  billows  of  lace  from 
which  she  seems  to  rise,  like  another 
Venus  from  the  foam. 

The  skirt  of  the  chemise  is  made  full 
enough  to  answer  for  an  underskirt. 
and  the  chemise  itself  is  rapidly  taking 
the  place  of  the  corset  cover.  Corset 
covers,  be  it  known,  are  seen  in  the 
daintiest  shapes,  something  like  pretty 
jackets,  but  they  are  not  often  bought. 
Modish  women  have  discovered  that  the 
thin  slip  chemises  can  be  worn  over  the 
corset,  and  that  they  are  more  com- 
fortable than  the  corset  body.  Though 
loose,  they  are  altogether  too  fine  to 
affect  the  fit  of  the  gown. 

Drawers  are  worn  very  short,  hardly 
to  the  knee,  are  full,  and  trimmed  al- 
most half  their  length  with  lace  and  in- 
sertion. Wash  ribbon,  in  great  rosettes, 
is  also  used  as  trimming. 

The  woman  who  can  afford  them  is 
beginning  to  wear  white  skirts  almost 
entirely.  They  are  exceedingly  elab- 
orate, and  have  de<ssp  flounces  of  lace  as 
well  as  clusters  of  tucks  and  rows  of  in- 
sertion. 

The  woman  of  ordinary  means  still 
cleaves  to  the  silk  skirt.  It  is  to  be 
commended  for  many  reasons,  and  for 
none  more  than  lightness  and  coolness. 
It  is  no  longer  as  expensive  as  when 
first  introduced,  as  many  women  are 
using  brilliant- ne  as  a  foundation  and 
silk  for  the  wide  Spanish  flounce,  seen 
on  under  as  well  as  outer  skirts. 

The  latest  In  night  gowns  is  the 
.  Trilby,  though  why  Trilby  is  hardly  to 
*  be  imagined,  as  the  garment  in  question 
is  said  to  suggest  anyone  or  anything 
rather  than  Du  Maurler's  strapping 
young  lieroine.  But  the  model  came 
from  Trilby's  own  Paris,  and  Paris 
should  know  whether  It  would  suit  Tril- 
by. 

The  one  described  Is  of  batiste  as 
pallid  as  cheesecloth,  and  of  a  veillike 
fineness,  and  In  shape  the  gown  borders 
somewhat  on  a  painter's  blouse  and 
that  of  the  French  Pierrot.  All  the  full- 
ness hangs  from  the  shoulder  seams. 
and  the  bottom,  which  Is  short  enough 
to  escape  the  floor  all  around.  Is  turned 
in  a  simple  hem.  The  sleeves  are  bishop 
shape,  held  short  at  the  l»slde  seam 
with  a  narrow  insertion  of  the  yellow- 
lace,  running  lengthwise;  they  fall  In  a 
loose  puff  to  the  elbow,  where  they  are 
finished  with  a  batiste  flounce  with  edg- 
ing of  the  lace  and  Insertion  let  In. 
About  the  neck  and  shoulders  the  Trilby 
night  dress  is  adorable.  First,  there  i.s 
a  vast  sailor  collar  of  the  batiste,  made 
vaster  with  rows  of  insertion  and  lace 
until  it  falls  low  on  the  arms  like  a 
cape,  and  inside  this,  again,  there  is  a 
full  ruche  of  the  wide  lace  that  hups 
the  throat  with  true  clown  effect.  Wash 
ribbons  in  pale  ecru  fasten  the  ruche 
at  the  chin,  and  the  collar  is  made  to 
hang  in  heavy  points  at  the  sides,  by 
being  cut  extra  wide  and  the  fullness 
plaited  into  the  neck  band,  back  and 
front. 

DRESS  CHANGES. 
Women  are  ever  on  the  alert  for 
some  radical  change  in  styles,  and  there 
are  already  well-founded  rumors  of  a 
decided  revolution  In  dress.  Parisians 
are  at  present  devoting  their  energies 
to  reviving  the  fashions  which  pre- 
vailed in  the  time  of  Louis  XVI,  and 
gowns  with  double  puffed  sleeves, 
skirts  opening  over  a  front  panel  of 
contrasting  material,  waists  fitted  In 
plain  with  the  full  complement  of 
seams,  and  shirt  box-plaited  In  the  back 
are  seen  once  more  among  the  late 
importations. 

The  long  shoulder  seam,  or  rather 
the  effect  of  it,  brought  about  by  the 
use  of  wide  spreading  collars,  berthas, 
and  Marie  Antoinette  fichus  of  silk  and 
mull,  which  have  been  accepted  fancies 
of  fashion  for  some  time.  Is  a  well-de- 
fined indication  of  the  revival  which 
seems  imminent;  but  we  can  safely 
trust  modern  taste  and  ingenuity  to 
improve  on  the  old-time  model  with  its 
close-fitting  sleeves  decked  out  with 
numerous  frills.  Fichus,  says  the  New 
York  Sun,  are  especially  pretty  and 
effective  additions  to  all  thin  summer 
gowns,  and  If  made  after  the  latest 
models,  they  are  cut  a  little  low  In  the 
neck  in  front,  V  shape,  but  round  and 
high  In  the  back;  and  whether  the 
flchu  is  made  in  the  form  of  a  full  col-

liut  complicated  enough  wlu'ii  you  con- 
sider it  from  a  financial  stamlpoint. 
Plain  batiste  in  various  lolors  wa.s  tlu> 
material  which  prevailed  in  thes«>  race 
gowns,  and  although  the  skirts  wen- 
sitjiply  hemmetl.  when  batiste  is  made 
up  i>ver  silk,  and  the  waist  Is  elaborate- 
ly trimmed  with  lace  and  finished  witli 
ribbon,  the  ntvessary  outlay  is  a  sort 
of  satire  on  the  real  meaning  of  sim- 
plicity as  applied  to  gowns.  Simple 
drt^st's  gain  some  distinction  for  the 
wearer  when  all  sorts  and  conditions 
of  taste  in  divss  are  on  pjirade.  so  ilie 
{>ink.  white,  blue  and  mauve  batiste 
i^owns  wei-f  doubtless  very  effective 
among  thf  more  elaborate  silk  ami 
satin  dress«>s  worn  on  this  great  fete 
day  in  Paris. 

nine  vas  tlte  dominant  color  in  dress, 
and  was  worn  in  every  i>ossil»le  shade 
from  the  darkest  to  the  brightest;  but 
yellow  maiue.  salmon  ami  pink  were 
also  well  lepresenteil.  lyni*  striking 
I'ombination  which  is  popular  in  Paris 
is  a  vivid  green  velvet  or  satin  on  a 
ilark  l>lui>  gown.  One  pi-t>tty  ilress  of 
pale  green  and  white  striped  silk,  made 
with  a  plain  skin,  was  finished  at  the 
neck  and  waist  with  white  satin  rib- 
bon, and  the  btxlice  was  made  of  pale 
green  silk,  covered  with  a  blouse  of 
alternate  strips  of  India  mull  and  yel- 
low Valenciennes  Insertion.  French 
women  make  their  most  simple  cos- 
tumes very  chic  by  wearing  a  hat  In 
decided  contrast  of  color,  and  all  black 
hats  trimmed  with  black  feathers  and 
loops  of  white  tulle  are  worn  with  very 
light   pink,   blue  and  white  gowns. 

Black  and  white  striped  silks,  light- 
coloreil  taffetas,  glace  silks,  grenadines, 
crepons.  pique.  alpaca,  canvas  and 
dainty  muslins  of  all  kinds  are  the 
materials  which  make  up  the  medley 
of  dress  in  the  Parisian  world,  and  the 
American  woman  finds  them  all  within 
her  reach.  Yellow  piques,  made  with 
a  plain  skirt  and  coat  with  white  satin 
revers.  and  worn  over  a  white  silk 
blouse  inserted  with  yellow  guipure, 
lined  with  pale  green.  Is  a  novel  cos- 
tume quite  beyond  the  ordinary  pique 
dresses  commonly  seen.  Muslin  and 
batiste  gowns  are  most  interesting  just 
at  present,  and  here  is  one  of  the  latesS 
models  carried  out  In  white  organdy 
flannel  in  pink  and  green.  Two  nar- 
row ruffles  trim  the  skirt,  which  Is 
very  full  and  gored  a  very  little.  The 
sleeves  are  modernized  editions  of 
the  Louis  XVI  style,  with  two  puffs 
to  the  elbow.  The  plain,  full  bodice  is 
cut  with  low,  V  shaped  neck  In  front, 
and  the  Marie  Antoinette  fichu  of  mus- 
lin is  trimmed  Uke  the  gown,  with  ruf- 
fles of  white  point  d'esprit  lace.  Pink 
ribbon  forms  the  belt. 

Another  model  which  indicates  the 
promised  change  in  the  modes  of  dress 
shows  a  tablier  front  of  white  satin, 
veiled  iwith  doited  black  net.  Black 
satin  or  crepon  may  make. the  gow'n; 
and  the  waist,  which  is  plain,  is  cut  out 
in  the  neck,  where  it  is  filled  in  with 
black  net  over  white,  which  also  forms 
the  puffed  sleeves.  A  collar  of  velvet 
and  black  lace  edge  completes  the  round 
yoke  effect.  A  blouse  waist  of  ac?or- 
dion-plaited  black  chiffon  over  pale 
yellow  satin  has  sleeves  made  in  four 
puffs,  the  upper  one  being  very  flat,  to 
give  the  effect  of  a  cape.  The  yellow- 
satin  front  and  collar  are  ornamented 
with  jet.  and  the  chiffon  is  drawn  down 
at  either  side  to  the  belt,  where  t  falls 
in  scarf  ends  nearly  to  the  knee.  An- 
other waist,  which  Is  a  part  of  a  while 
mull  gown,  made  over  pale  green  silk, 
has  two  wide  frills  of  mull  over  the 
sleeves,  and  another  frill  at  lace  at  the 
oj>en  neck  forms  the  collar  and  the 
trimming  down  the  front.  Lace  ruffles 
fall  from  the  elbow  sleeves.  Still  an- 
other thin  gown  designed  especially 
for  the  races  is  of  cre«m-colored  em- 
broidered batisite.  Plain  batiste, 
banded  with  three  rows  of  embroidered 
insertion,  forms  a  yoke  around  the 
hips,  where  the  skirt  falls  on  to  the 
lower  edge.  Ruffles  of  plain  material 
trimmed  with  insertion  and  cream  Val- 
enciennes lace,  trim  the  bottom,  and 
the  full  waist  has  a  yoke  of  Insertion, 
full  epaulettes  of  lace  over  the  elbow 
sleeves,  and  bowrs,  collar  and  belt  of 
flowered  ribbon. 

Yellow  dotted  muslin  mounted  over 
yellow  silk  makes  a  pretty  garden  party 
gown,  with  white  Valenciennes  lace  to 
trim  the  ruffles  and  Vandyke  collar  of 
yellow  batiste.  Yellow  ribbon  forms 
the  belt  and  sash  ends  In  the  back, 
while  the  collar  band  Is  of  blue  mauve 
velvet,  giving  the  gown  a  very  French 
appearance.  A  quaint  gown  of  white 
crepe  de  chine,  flowered  in  yellow  and 
pink  roses  with  green  foliage,  is  cut 
with  an  almost  straight  skirt,  which  Is 
finely  shirred  around  the  hips  in  the 
eighteenth  century  style,  and  trimmed 
at  the  hem  with  a  wide  flounce  of  flne 
yellow  lace  caught  up  at  internals  with 
"i  jse  tes  of  white  satin  ribbon.  The 
bodice  of  white  silk  Is  covered  with  yel- 
low lace  and  flnished  at  the  neck  and 
bek  with  w^hite  satin  ribbon. 

Among  the  thicker  gowns  is  a  violet 
crepon.  The  w^lst,  which  Is  Illustrated, 
is  of  violet  and  black  glace  silk  with  a 
.sash  of  violet  and  gold  glace  ribbon. 
The  wide  box  plait  In  front  is  embroid- 
ered in  an  Oriental  design  in  red,  given, 
and  gold  thread,  and  has  a  white  satin 
edge  striped  with  (mauve.  This  also 
forms  a  yoke  and  epaulets,  which  are 
edged  with  a  knlfe-plalted  ruffle  of  the 
glace  silk.  A  gown  of  mauve  shot  silk 
is  made  very  plain,  with  two  i>anels  of 
white  satin  down  the  front  of  the  skirt, 
fastened  at  the  top  with  two  fancy  but- 
tons. The  plain  waist  has  for  Us  only 
ornamentation  a  Manie  Antoinette 
fichu  of  white  mousseline  de  sole,  whk*» 
crosses  in  front,  ties  In  a  knot  at  the 
waist  In  the  back,  and  falls  in  long  end.s 
nearly  to  the  hem  of  the  skirt.  KnoUs 
of  black     satin     ribbon     decorate     the 

The  feature  of  dress  In  the  fashion- 
able race  sea«on  Is  the  long  dust  cloak, 
which  if  up  to  the  standard  in  elegance 
is  made  of  glace  silk.  The  pretty  ex- 
ample shown  Is  made  very  full,  with  a 
Walteau  back  and  a  deep,  full  square 
collar  edged  with  applique  cream  lace, 
and  a  wide  ruffle  of  black  striped  tulle, 
which  extends  into  long  scarf  ends  in 
front.

When  the  brim  Is  made  the  hat 
is  practically  done,  and  all  that  is  then 
necessary  is  two  and  one-half  yards  of 
straw  for  a  Tam  *►'  Shanter  crown.  The 
straw  may  Im-  of  any  color  desired,  but 
green  is  a  favorite.  The  feathers  to 
stand  u|>  at  the  sidei  of  the  crown  where 
the  brim  is  slightly  rolled,  a  small  spi-ay 
lii'iu^ith  tile  brim  in  front,  where  the 
lirim  turns  almose  straight  ur).  and  a 
smart  l)ow  of  riljbon  or  some  aigrettes 
are  sufliiient  trimming. 

Tomake  the  sailor  hat  of  greater 
value  to  the  summer  wardrobe  it  Is  nec- 
essary to  have  several  ribbon  bands 
to  match  the  various  frocks.  This  is 
the  clever  idea  of  a  young  belle  who 
is  always  well  gowned,  and  who  does 
this  at  a  small  expense.  For  instance, 
with  a  pure  white  toilet  of  duck  a 
white  sailor  with  a  white  band  is  cor- 
rect, and  with  a  pale  or  dark  blue  it 
is  the  same  rule  of  fashion  wiiich  ap- 
plies.

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sibility.  Thepe  webbing  belts  are  maJe 
in  all  colors,  and  the  large  gilt  hool<s 
th.nt  fasten  them  in  front  give  a  nice 
finish.  I.,eather  belts,  on  which  are 
reproduced  the  tooling  and  ornamenta- 
tion of  old  books,  and  soft  prepart-d 
chamois  belts,  hand  painted,  in  a  very 
iiuaint  fashion,  are  also  nice,  and  quite 
different  from  any  other  belt  one  has 
seen  before. 

A  small  leather  jewel  case,  designed 
for  the  convenience  of  the  summer 
girl,  is  made  expressly  for  holding  her 
cuff  buttons,  collar  and  shirt  studs, 
and  also  her  scarfpin.  The  inside  of 
the  cover  is  arranged  by  a  series  of 
narrow  straps  to  hold  the  scarfpins  in 
place,  and  is  covered  on  the  inside  by 
a  piece  of  fine  chamois  to  prevent  the 
pins  from  scratching.  The  box  proper 
is  divided  into  small  partitions,  cha- 
mois lined,  for  holding  the  cuff  buttons 
and  collar  and  shirt  studs.  These 
cases  come  in  all  shades  of  leather, 
and  many  of  them  have  the  monogram 
of  the  ow'ner  in  silver  on  the  top.  They 
fasten  with  a  tiny  silver  padlock  and 
key. 

After  many  experiments  it  has  at 
length  entered  into  the  mind  of  those 
who  provide  for  the  summer  girl  that 
a  union  between  her  skirt  and  bodice 
is  a  possibility.  Buttons  and  button- 
holes meant  a  grc-at  deal  of  labor.  A 
fresh  shield  pin  every  day  meant  the 
ruining  of  bands.  The  bejeweled  and 
silver  affairs  used  so  frequently  on  the 
lililion  belt  were,  after  all.  too  con- 
siiicuous.  Now  sets  of  strong  hooks 
and  eyes — giants  of  strength — may  be 
purcha.sed.  each  attached  to  a  sturdy 
pin.

The  new  plain  and  figured  mohairs 
are  gaining  favor  very  rapidly.  They 
are  very  sllliy  in  appearance,  light  in 
weight,  and  do  not  hold  the  dust.  The 
new  alpacas  mctst  approved  of  fashion 
are  a  widely  meshed  material,  peculiar- 
ly glossy,  but  almost  rough  in  finish, 
"it  is  refreshing  to  know  that  gloves 
m)iSit  be  worn)  'loose  'fitting.  Gloved 
hands  will  now  appear  to  have  some 
sort  of  form,  and  no  longer  be  pudgy 
deformities.  Pale  blue  pink  is  the  pop- 
ular color  in  undrt^sied  kid  for  evening 
w^ear,  and  pale  yellow  and  very  light 
tan  are  worn  in  the  afternoon,  with  a 
darker  shade  of  tan  for  morning  and 
'traveling.  Summer  gloves  for  bicycl- 
ing purposes  are  of  silk  and  lisle 
thread,  with  leather  on  the  inside  of  the 
h.md  to  make  them  serviceable. 

Ostrich  feathers  were  never  so  much 
in  evidence  as  the:>-  are  this  season. 
But  they  are  a  delight  to  the  wearer 
only  as  long  as  they  are  fresh,  and  a 
burden  if  they  must  be  carried  to  the 
milliner  evei-y  time  they  come  out  of 
curl.  Therefore  it  is  well  to  know  how 
t,)  treat  them  at  h.ime.  When  they  be- 
gin to  look  shabby  take  a  teakettle 
full  of  boiiling  waiter,  shake  the  feather 
vigorouslv  through  the  escaping  steam, 
taking  care  that  it  does  not  get  too 
damp.
